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PREFACE, 


TIig worlc of i)rop[irinft' ilio records of the war for public use was 
be^uu under the resolution of Ooiiyress of May 11), 1861, by Adjt. (len. 
33. 13, Townsend, IJ. S. Army, who caused copies to bo iniido of reports 
of battles on lUe in his olllce and stops to be taken to collect Jtussing 
records. 

Under the provisions of joint resolution Ko. f)l, of 1800, lion. Peter 
11. Watson was a])])ointcd to supervise tlie preparation and fonmilato 
a ]>hui for tlie imblication of the records, ))ut he did no work and drew 
no pay under this appointment, wiiich expired tJuly 87, 1868, by limi- 
tation of the resolution. This resolution also repealed the former one 
and work coase<l. 

The ilrst decisive stop taken in this work was the act of fJiino 28, 
187‘1, xn'oviding the necessary means ‘M-o enable the Hcerotary of War 
to beyin the imblh^ation of the Ofllcial Itoeords of the War of tlm 
llebcllion, both of tlie Union and Uonfederatc Armies,” and directin^>’ 
liim <^to have coined for the Ihiblie Printer all reports, letters, Icle- 
grams, and general orders, not heridofore copi(ul or printed, and prop- 
erly arranged in iOironological order.” Appropriations have boon made 
from time to time for continuing such ]>rep{irnUon. Under this act the 
proUmiiuiry work was resumed by (Icnoral 'Powmsend, wlio iirst out- 
lined the i)]an on which the records are indiitcd, though it appears 
that originally ho (^on tom j dated publishing to tlic world only the more 
important military reports. 

Subse(juently, under meager appro])riations, it was proscumtod in a 
somewhat dosultory manner by various subordinates of the War Do- 
])artment until Doc-ember Jl, 1877, wlien the Hecrotary of War, per- 
ceiving Unit the undertaking needed the undivided attention of a single 
head, detailed Uiout. Ool. itobert N. Scott, XL S. Army, to lake charge 
of the bureau and devote himself ox(j]uHively to the work. 

The act of Juno 23, 1871, greatly enlarged upon the* Ilrst crude 
sclieine of jiublicatlon. On this more comxmjheusivo basis it was do 
iermined tliat the volumes should include not only the battle r(^j)oriH, 
but also ^Mill oiltcial documents that can be oblaijiod by the compiler, 
and that appear to be of any historical value,” Oolouol ^cott system- 
ati55od the work and the plan and ])reHonlcd the records in the following 
order of amingomout, whicli has boon adimred to by his successors i

Ill this sovies tbo reports will bo arranged accorcUug to tlio oainpaigua and rovoimI 
thoaterB of oporatioiis (in tlio chronolagical order of twenta), and tho Union rnporta 
of any event will, as a rnlo, bo iminediatoly followed by tho Con fedora to account a. 
The eorrespoiulonco, otc., not embraced in tbo reports” proper will follow (llrsb 
Union and next Confedoriito) in cbronological order. 

Tho second series will contain tbo corrospondonco, orders, reports, and ro turns, 
Union and Coufodoratc, relating to pilsoners of war, and (so far as tho miUtuiy 
autlioritiea were coneernod) to state or political piisoners. 

The thud scries will contain tho coiTospondonco, orders, reports, and returns of 
tho Union authorities (embracing thoir correspondonco with tho Confederate olll- 
ciaJs) not relating specially to the subjects of tho first and second aorios. It will 
set forth tho annual and speeial reports of tho Socrofcary of War, of tho Gonornl- 
iinChief, and of tho oluofs of tbo aoveral staif corps and dopartmoutsj tho calls 
for troops, and the correspondouee botwcou tho National and tho sovornl Slate 
authorities. 

Tho fourth Borieswill exhibit tho ooiTospoudonco, orders, reports, and rotiirns of 
the Confederate authorities, similar to that iiulioa tod for tho Union odloials, as of tlio 
third series, hut excluding the correspondeuco hotwoon tho Union and Confodorafco 
authorities given in that serios. 

Tlio iirst volume of tlie records was issued ia the early fall of 1880, 
The act approved June 16, 1880, provided <‘for the printing and bind- 
ing, under direction of tho Secretary of War, of 10,000 copies of a com- 
pilation of tbo Official Eecorda (Union and Confederate) of tho War of 
tlie Rebellion, so far as the same may be ready for publication, during 
the fiscal year;’^ and that of said number 7,000 copies shall bo for fcUo 
use of the House of Eopresenfcatives, 2,000 copies for the use of tho 
Senate, and 1,000 coiiies for the use of the Ex:ceutive Departmonts^^^ 
Under this act Colonel Scott iiroceeded to publish the first five volumes 
of the records.* 

All Buhaenuent volumes have been distributed under the not approved August 7, 
1882^ which provides that ; 

“The volumes of tho Official Records of the War of tho Robollion slinU ho clia- 
tributed as follows: Ono tbousaiul copies to tho Executive Dopartmonts, as now 
provided by law. One thousand copies for distribution by tho Soorotary of AVar 
among officers of tho Aimy and contributors to tho worb. Eight thousand throe 
hundred cojiies shall ho sent by tho Secretary of AVar to such libraries, orgaiiLzii- 
tions, and individuals as may he designated by the Souutors, Roprosontativos, and 
Delegates of tho Forty-Beventb Goiigross, Each Senator shall designate not oxc cod- 
ing twenty* six, and each Ropresentativo and Delegate not oxoooding twenfcy-ono, of 
such addresses, and tho volumes shall bo sent thoroto from time to time as they tiro 
published, until tho piihlicntion Is completed. Senators, Roproaontatlves, and Dele- 
gates shall iiifoiiii tho Secretary of AVar in each case how many volumes of those 
hiirctofore puhlishod they have forwarded to such addroaaea. Tho remaining copies 
of the cloven thousand to bo puhlishod, and all sots that may not bo ordered to lio 
distriljutcd as provided lieroia, shall bo sold by tho Secretary of War for coat of 
pahlication with ton per cent, added thereto, and tho proceeds of such sale shall bo 
covfiied into tho T'reasiu’y. If two or more acta of said volumes aro ordered to tho 
^me address, tho Secretary of Wav shall inform the Senators, Ropresentativos, or 
Delegates who have designated tho same, who thereupon may dosignato other 
libraries, organi/ations, or imlividuals. Tho Secretary of War shall report to tlio 
hrst session of tho Eorfcy*oighbh Congress what volumes of tho series heretofore 
puhl shed liavo not been furnished to suoli libraries, organizations, and individuals, 
iie Shull also inform distrihutcca at whoso iusfcimeo tho volumos are sent,” 
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Col, llobert N. Scott died Marcli 5, 1887, before the coinplotion of the 
work, which, duriufif a ten years’ service, lie bad come to love so dearly, 
At his death some twenty-six books only had been issued, but ho had 
compiled a largo amount of matter for forthcoming vohimes; conse- 
(|ueiitly his iiaiiio as compiler was retained in all the books up to and 
including Yol. XXXYI, although lus successors had added largely to 
his compilations from new material found after his demise. 

The Secretary of War, May 7, 1887, assigned Tjieut. Ool, H. M, Lazelle, 
U, S. Army, to duty as the successor of Ooloncl Scott. He 3md con- 
tinued in charge about t^vo years, wlion, iu the act approved March 2, 
1889, ib was iirovided — 

That lioi'onfior Mio proi)aration and publication of said records shall bo coiidiiotodj 
luiilor the Socrotaiy of War, by a board of threo x>oi’8oiib, ono of wliom sluill bo an 
o nicer of tUo Arniy^ and two civilian exports, lo bo impoiuicd by tlio Socrotiiry of 
War, the coiimonaation of a aid civilian exports to bo Uxod by tho Soerotary of War, 

The Secretary of War appointed Maj. George B. Davis, judge-advo- 
cate, U. S. Army, as the military member, and Leslie J. Perrj'', of Kan- 
sas, and Joseph W, Kirkley, of Maryland, as the civilian export inoin- 
bers of said board, The board assumed direction of the publication at 
the connneticemenlof the liscal year 1889, its llrstwork bcginuiiigwitU 
Serial No. 3G of Vol. XXI Y. 

July 1, 1805, by direction of the Secretary of War, Maj. George W, 
Davis, Eleventh Infantry, 0, S. Aiuny, relieved MaJ, George B, Davis, 
U. S, Army, us the military moiuber aiul president of the Board of 
rublicatiun, Subse<pien tly Gol, Bred O, Ainsworth, U. S. Army, was 
appointed the military inombor and president of the board, relieving 
Maj. George \Y. Davis Juno 1,1898. 

Eaoli volume iucludos a copious and accurate index, and for the fur- 
ther convonionco of investigators there will be, iu addition, a general 
index to the entire set when complete, in a volume by itself. 

Nothing is ])riiited in these volumes oxeoiifc duly autheiiUoatod con- 
temporaneous records of the Avar. The scoiio of the board’s work is to 
decide upon and arrange the matter to bo published; to correct and 
verify the orthography of the papers used, and occasionally lo add a 
foot-note of oxi>lanation.

Sir: L I'eturn herewith a resolution adopted by the 1 louse ol 
SGiitabivea in the ibllowiiig* words: 

On motion of Mr. Riehiirdaon, J^esolved, That tho Soorotavy o<‘ tiho Iniorior ho nnd 
is horoby dire<‘tod to inform this llonflo Jiow imniy Tadinns win) liiivo hoioi drn'on 
into Kansas by the robols have boon <>]■ «ro now holn|^ (od iiiid (doLlu^tl tlioro by tlio 
Governinont, at wiiat expense per day and through wboub and wliothor by oojitraoli} 
and if so with whom. 

calling ibr inforination from you relative to the soulliern indugee 
Indians who are now in Kansas, which rosoliition was on tln^ 
ultimo referred by yon to this olllce for the inronnatioii stnigiii,.^ I 
cannot perhaps bettor give the information desired tliaii hy reporting 
the action of this oHice more or less in doiaih 
On the 0 th day of January last J received in formation that the dis- 
loyal Indians in the Territory west of Arkansas aided by a (jonsiilenibh^ 
I'orco of Mdiito trooi)S from Texas and Arkansas had attaijkod tin^ Union 
or loyal Indians of that Territory. The Union Indians as iH‘arly as I 
could ascertain wore composed hf tliree- fourths of the Ureeks, one-hall' 
or two thirds of the Semiiioles and mombors from all other triia^s in 
said Territory except perhaps tlie Choctaws and Oliiekasaws, oi‘ whom 
very few if any adhered to the CovoriinionU 
Notwithstanding tlie abandonmont of all the forts of (h<^ ^Perritory 
by the U. S. troops and the treachery of the supiulnteudent and 
agents first appointed by the present Administration these Indians 
stood firmly to their treaty obligations with the United ^^latiis, ainl 
under the renowned flopoeithloyoliola mot their opponmiis upon lUo 
battlefield. Twice they succeeded in repulsing the combiinHl Ibria^s of 
whites and Indians arrayed against them, but in tlie third hatt-le 
which took place early in January last they wore defiiaiod and (iom- 
pellcd to fieo from the country with their families, leaving every tiling 
in tlie way of property that would impede their llight. reached 

Kansas about the middle of that month. 

When in Hecembor last and previous to any knowledgi^ of t1i<ur de- 
feat I learned of fclio noble struggle then being made by ilopoeithleyo- 
hola and tlio Creeks, Seminoles and other Indians under him I rmumuid 
through you luy apidicatioii to the War Department for troops for tlunr 
rblief, which resulted in authority being given to (bumral lluider to 
organize and arm d,000 loyal Indians to accompany the exjicdition thou 
proposed to ho sent into the Indian country under (hnuM'al Uane. On 
the 3d day of January last T received your communication (copy Inn'o- 
witU marked A) authorizing mo to assist Oeneral Iluntiu’ in tlu^ 
organization of those Indians. After advising with ilu^ I*resid(mt anil 
youi‘self I })roccedcd to Fort Leavenworth, in Kansas, whieJi point I 
reached late in J anuary last. On my arrival I was in formed by ( leneral 
Hunter that Hopoeithloyohola had been defeated and was with 5,0011 or 
6,000 of his people in Southern Kansas in a most deplorable coiulitiou--- 
men, women and children naked, starving and without shelter. JMum- 
bers of them had been wounded in battle and very many being bare- 
footed and otherwise exposed wore badly frozen, Tlio sieik and f<>(ible 
the dead and dying wore scattered along tlioir rout(» l‘or LOO niihm or 
mm-e. I had no information until ] reached Kansas of tlicso disasters. 
On the 6th day of February I received a coniiiiunication from (Jon- 
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oral Huntor with accompanying (locumoiits (coinos liorowitli marked 
B, 0, B) lulviMing mo that he coxild only supply those people with pro- 
visions tomporarily ; that tlio provisions made by the odtoers under lijs 
comnmiul Ibr thoir sxipjxort would bo oxhaustod by tho Idtli day of 
Pobruary, and that from that time I wmtld bo oxixoctod to make pro- 
vision for thorn. X could but fool that tho responsibility xvaa groat. 
The numbers had boon accnimulating until it was estimated that they 
aiuounlcd to 8,000 to bo provided for, aud these lying upon tho ground 
which was covered with snow and ic-o and tho weather intensely cold, 
(loneral Hunter advised mo that ho had no authority to furnish them 
clothing, but that Su])eriutoudont Oolllu acting under his advice luul 
purchased some ijil(),000 Avorth of blankets and other nocossarios. It 
Avill 1)0 seen that this ])urchaao amounted to no more than $1,213 to Sl.fiO 
for each j)orHon and loft them about as destitute as before. They Avore 
therefore not only to bo I'od but also clothed. X had no funds appli- 
cable to tho purpose, and avus poAverloss to roliovo thorn except by 
purchases made on tho faith of an npi)ro])riation to bo made at tlio dis- 
cretion of (Jongross. Tho superiu louden t Avas in Southern Kansas so 
that 1 could not (sonsult or roach him Avith instructions as to the 
immediato Avants of tho Indians. I therefore appointed Br. William 
Kilo, of Illinois, Avho being commissioned by tho J’rosidont to act upon 
(loneral Lane’s staff Avas then in Kansas and had been detailed by 
that ollicer us brigade (piarlormusler, us a special agent to act tompo- 
rarily in supplying the necosaitios of thoso Avards of tho Government. 
(9('e copy of instructions horoAvith marked Jil.) On tho same day I 
telegraphed you as folloAvs : 

(J. B. SjtiTii, Heorotari/ of Iho fntorlo)': 

six lilimiHiind Iiulinns drivon out of Indian TorritorynakoA and starving. Qonornl 
Jlnnlor avIII only food tliom until lOlli. Shall I lako oaro of tliom mi tho faith of aw 
api)i’nj)rlation? No fnndH now apiiHoalilo. 

To Avhieli I received tho folloAVing reply: 

00 on and Biinply tho doatltnto Indians. Oongroaa Avill supply tho moans. Wor 
Dopartmonl Avill not orgaiiizo tlioin. 

1 Avas also advisod by you that difdoulties had arisen in the Avay of 
organiKiug Indians into the Arjnyj (hat General Lane’s expedition had 
been conntoruianded, but that it avuh not expected that it Avonld bo 
abandoned but Avonld go forAvard under command of General TJunter, 
Avitli Avlioiu I arranged verbally lor the protoetion of tho Indians to 
their homos Avhonevor it should iirocood. 

On my return to Washington I advised you fully ns to the condition 
of tlieso juiople, and thou learned that (Jongross liad authorized the 
application of thoir aunuitios to their relief. Still being anxloiis that 
they slionUl immediately I'otuvu to thoir homes in order to plant crops 
in season for thoir support during tho coming year J again Avith your 
hearty ooueiimmce urged xipon tho War Boiiartment tho propriety of 
anniug a homo guard of Indians, Avho Avith sunioiont escort of Avliito 
troops should return Avith these people to their homos and protect 
thorn there Avliile raising a crop, This resulted in an order from tho 
War Bopartmont to General ITalloelc dirootin<i him to detail tAvo rogi- 
monls of AA'hito troops to accompany 2,000 Indiana to ho armed for the 
purpose above stated. T also obtained an order upon the commandant 
at ifort JjeavonAVorth for 2,000 riiloa and suitable ajnmuuitiou to arm 
tho 2,000 Ihdiftu homo guards. TIiat there might bo no delay in tho 
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exeeutioii of those orders Judge Steele was appointed a special mes- 
senger to bear them to their destination. What action vras taheii by 
General llalleclt under the order delivered to him T am unable to say. 

The order for the rides and ammunition was honored at LeavoiiAvortli 
and on the IGfch of April they were delivered to the siiperiuteiidont in 
Southern Kansas, For some time but little was heard ol‘ the expedition, 
but on the 16th day of May I received a communication from Colonel 
Furnas, of the First Indian Kegiinent, inclosing an order issued by 
General Sturgis for the arrest of all officers and others engaged in 
executing the order of the War Department relating lo Indian homo 
guards. I mention these particulars to show that I had reason to 
consider these people as only tempoi'arilyni Kansas and to expect from 
week to week that they would bo on tlioir way home. 

After the order to arrest the officers engaged in organizing the Indian 
homo guards the changes in the command of the Kansas Alilitary 
Department were so rapid that I have been unable to keep pace with 
the proceedings, but from the best information I have I believe the 
expedition if not already started will soon bo on route for its destination, 

Superintendent Ooflin estimates the per dioni expense of subsisting 
these Indians at 15 cents each. An estimate furnished to mo by Oax)- 
tain Turner, chief of the commissary department at Fort Leavenworth, 
was the basis of my instructions to Agent Kilo and Superinteiideiit 
Ooffni, In this connection see paper marked D* Learning that Mr, 
Oollamore was in this city and had recently visited these Indians and 
made careful investigation as to their numbers and condition, and 
believing that information derived from him would bo reliable, as at 
the comniencemcnt of the rebellion he was selected as State agent and 
quartermaster to provide subsistence and foragefor the Kansas troops, 
I have procured from him a report of the numbers and the various 
tribes comprising these refugees, and his estimate of the cost of cloth- 
ing and subsistence necessary for a given time, a copy of which is 
herewith marked P, 

I have no means other than these estimates to oven approximate the 
daily expense of feeding and clothing those Indians, Some $26,000 of 
accounts for purchases have been forwarded here, examined and paid. 
Prom $60,000 to $66,000 have been forwarded to Superintendent Coflin, 
but no account of his disbursements has yet readied me, though I 
learn by telegraph that his accounts for the past quarter are on the 
way. I have as instructed by you ordered the accounts for the present 
quarter forwarded to this office for examination before payment. 

Special Agent Kile is still employed under his original instructions, 
as I have seen no reason to change them and do not know what day the 
removal of the Indians will enable me to dispense with liis services. 

Por your information I will state the mode of distributing the articles 
purchased, wliether of clothing or provisions. Agent Kile makes no 
disbiirsemonts but tinmsoverto Superintendent CofQii all purchases, 
taking his receipt therefor. FTo claim or account is allowed except 
such as are certified by Agent Kile and Superintendent Ooffln, Mr. 
Outler, of Kansas, agent for the Creeks; Mr. Ooleman, of Indiana, 
agent for the Choctaws and Ohickasaws; Mr. Ohattorton, of Illinois, 
agent for the Ohcrokees; Mr, Snow, of Indiana, agent for the Seml- 
noles, and Mr. Oarrutli, of Kansas, agent for the Wieliitas, are upon the 
ground acting as commissaries for their respective tribes, and to them 
the goods are delivered for distribution by Superintendent Ooffln, he 
taking their receipts for the same. When funds are in the hands of

Sup Grin tendeui OofQn he may pay accounts, othorwiso they are for- 
warded to this olfice for adjustinoiit j and in this connection it is proper 
to state that all expenses incident to the support and relief of* these 
Indians are paid from their annuitios under authority of the act of Con- 
gress above mentioned.

Sir: The ^Becrotary of War in a letter dated the 2d instant inrorms 
this Departinent that it is desired to receive into the LF. S. service 4,000 
Indians from the borders of Kansas and ^Missouri; that it is proposed 
to give tlioin each a blanket, army subsistence and such arms as may 
be necessary to supply deilciencies, and the Secretary requests such 
instriietions from this Bopartmeut to its officers as will enable Major- 
Uoiieral Hunter to orgauiy.e them. 

You are tUorefore directed to take such action in the matter as may 
be necessary to oflibet the object contoinxdatcd by the War Bopartinent.

Sib: I have the honor to inform you that Capt. ♦!. W. Turner, chief 
commissary of subsistence of this department, has just returned from 
the oncampmeiiis of the loyal Indians on the Verdigris River and in 
i(s vicinity, baving made arrangements for subsisting those unfortunate 
relugees until the Ibth day of the present mouth. 

In the neighborliood of Belmont and Port Roe there were at the 
time (3ax>tain Turner loft about 4,500 Indians, chiefly Creeks and Semi- 
noles, hut this number was being constaully augmented by the arrival 
of fresh camps, tribes and families. 

Their condition is pictured as most wretched— destitute of clothing, 
shelter, fuel, horses, cooking utensils and food. Tliislasl'iiamed article 
was supplied by Captain Turner in quantities sufftcient to last until the 
I5th instant, after which time I doubt not you will have made further 
arraiigemoufs for tlieir continued subsistoiioo. 

In taking the responsibility of supxdying their wants until the Indian 
Dcqiartmcnfc could make provision for their necessities I but fulfilled a 
duty due to our common linmanity and the cause in which the Indians 
are sufforing. E now trust and have every conlidonco that under your 
oiiergctio and judicious arrangements those poor pcoide may bo supfilied 
witli all they need after the 15th instant, on which day the suiiplies fur- 
nished by Captain Turner wjll bo exhausted. 

I make no doubt that iirovision should be made for feeding, clothing 
and sheltering not less than 6,000 Indians and possibly as higli as 
10,000. Oil this point, however, you are doubtless better xirepared to 
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judge limn iwyself* X only to urge niuni you tlio luu'osHity <d' 
prompt inoannres of relief.

Majoe: lucoraplianRowitliinHtnictioiiH li’oin Miijjop-di'iicral lliininr 
contained in your order of 22d ultimo 1 JoCt thia placo on lint 'J'U\ and 
proceeded to Burlington, wiioro i lenrnod tiiatttmpriiicipiil jairt of tlio 
friendly Indians wore congregated and encainjjed on the Verdigris 
River near a place called Port Itoo, from twelve to lllteen inilrs south 
of tlio town of Bolinont. 1 proceeded there without (ielay. Ily a 
census of the tribes taken a few days before niy arrival there was foiiiKl 
to bool tlio Creeks, 3,108; slaves of the Creeks, fti; IVee negroes, mem- 
bers of the tribe, 38; Sominolos, 777; Qnajiaws, 130; Cherokees, fiO; 
Cbickasaws, 31; some few ICickapoos ami other tribes — about l.nOO in 
all. But the mimbor was being constantly augineiitiid iiy tlie daily 
arrival of other camps and families. 1 mot assembled logetiiev Kainla- 
mecldcs, Talwaniecliks, Moiclikootks and Toalamakimaktla, all ehielsof 
the Creeks; Poskooak (first) and Cot/, a (second), chiefs of I, lie Henii- 
Holes; Tocumpla, a Chickasaw. Prom them 1 learned tliat a nuinlier 
greater than were assembled wore scattered over (be country at, 
distaiieoB varying from 25 la ICO miles, and unable lor want of fend 
and pomes to come in. They wore chielly collected on the Cottoiiwooil, 
Pall and Walnut Rivers. ' 


These friendly Indians had had two lights with the Imlians (lisimsed 
to join thorebcls and had been victorious. Tlieir enemies liud reeeived 
re-eulorcoraents fi'oni the Texas Rangers and hail come iijion them wlien 
they ■'vero eolebratuig a festival and in this third eonlest were defealiMl, 
coinpell^cd to ily with little or nothing to support life or proteet them- 
selves from the severity of the weather, and those now endeavoring to 
exterminate all who are loyal to the (lovcruiiient. 

It is impossiblo for mo to depict the wroLchedness of th(‘ii' condil ion. 
Their only proteetioii from the snow upon which tiiey lie is prairie 
pass and from the wind and weather scraps and mgs stretched upon 
switches. Some ol ilicin had some i)er.s<mul clotliiiig; most hail but 
shreds and rags which did not conooal their nakedness, and I saw 

-v«tu-s witlimit one tlimail 
upon tlmir bodies, Ilogoliofohyah, the second chief of the ( Ireeks, was 
sick with a lever. It is time ho liad received from Mr. J'’iil)er blaiikols 

f « M-ivoit that luunc 3 ,10 
blanket slretclied over a swilcli ridge polo ti/o /eel 
tom the ground and did not roach it by a foot on either side of him. 
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Olio or two of tbo lodges were bettor, all the rest worse than liis. The 
boxes from the Chicago commission contained thirty-five comfortables 
or (luills, many of them only two feet and two feet six inches wide, 
forty pairs of socks, three pairs of piintaloons, seven uiiclershirts and 
four pairs of drawers, a few shirts, pillows and xiillow-cases. T unpacked 
the things and piled them up in the wagon in iiarcels of the same kind 
of arthdes. f had the wagon driven around the margin of the ^YOods. 
[ walked through the woods and selected the nakedestof the naked to 
whom 1 doled out the few articles I had, and when all was gone I found 
myself surrounded by hundreds of anxious faces, disapjiointed to find 
that nothing remained for them. The pillow-cases were the most essen- 
tial articles next to food for they were the only means that families 
had to receive their portion of the meal or flour furnished them. 

They arc extremely destitute of cooking utensils and axes or liaichota. 
Many (ian with difiicnlty get wood to make fires either to warm them- 
selves or to cook with, which together with the want of cooking utensils 
compels many of them to oat their x>rovisions raw. They greatly need 
medical assistance. Many have their toes frozen off; others have feet 
wounded by sharp ice or branches of trees lying on the snow, But few 
have shoes or moccasins. They suffer with inllamniatory diseases 
of the chest, throat and eyes. Those who come in last get sick as 
soon ns they eat. Means should be taken at once to have tlie horses 
which lie dead in every direction through the camp and on the side of 
the river removed and burned, lest the first few warm days breed a 
liostilence amongst thorn. Why the officers of the Indian Department 
are not doing something for them I cannot understand. Oominon 
humanity demands that more should bo done and done at once to save 
them from total destruction.

Sill : In compliance with your request that T would submit such sug- 
gestions as occurred to me in my recent visit to the loyal and dostituio 
Iiidians now within the southern border of this Htate — in regard to their 
numbers, tlio best locality for them, their requiroiueiits and arrange- 
inouts for supplying them’— J liave the honor briefly to oiler the following : 

At the time I was among them it was impossible to got (leiliiitoly 
their total numbers. They were scattered over a great extent of coun- 
try but wore daily coming in at the point 1 visited tliem. At that time 
they jiuniborcd nearly 5,000. I calculated their numbers would swell to 
at least 8,000 and iirobably 10,000 — men, women, children and negroes. 

O'ho place they concentrated at was on the Verdigris Kivor at a point 
called Port Koe, about thirty-ilve or forty miles from Be Eoy and Bur- 
lington, on the Neosho. 

The locality presented itself to mo as a desirable one for their sqjoiirn 
till at least defiiiite arrangements should bo made for their permanent 
abiding place. It is on Indian land and sufficiontly removed from 
settlers to obviate the difficulties and disputes which would certainly 
arise if bropglit in close contatit. There are a few settlers in the vicin- 
ity on the Yej'digTis,but as they have no right on Indian lands they can 
raise no objection to these Indians being here or the free use of the 
timber. 
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The only other favorable locality for them is that afforded by the 
valley of the Neosho, a wooded bottom laud. This has the advantage 
of being nearer your source of supplies and lessening your cost of trails- 
portation somewhat, a desideratum, but is open to the very grave objec- 
tion that the country is mostly owned and occupied by settlers, com- 
pelling you to bring these Indians on to settlers^ lauds and in daily 
contact with them. 

Ten thousand Indians would stretch along the river bank for several 
miles in tboir encampments. No fanners would look with complacency 
or ([ui etude iijion such a crowd of destitute people brought around 
them and I apprehend serious difheulties would arise. Moreover every 
i armor has necessarily in this thinly wooded country to husband the 
little timber which the river bottom affords him. Ho is rightly choice 
of his young growth of timber and jealously guards it, 

The Indians never regard these things and they would necessarily 
commit great damages, the cost of which I think would in the end 
greatly overbalance the little addition you will have to i)ay to get your 
supplies from the Neosho to the Verdigris. 

Of course the Indians are now in want of every necessary of life. 
When last attacked by the rebel whites and Indiana they were dispersed 
in every direction. In their flight they had barely time to snatch such 
few utensils and woariug apparel as wore at hand. Much of this in 
their long journey made by many on foot has necessarily been aban- 
doned or worn out. A strong pair of pants, a pair of shoes, a flannel 
shirt and a blanket would bo a sufficient issue of clothing to each Indian. 

Cheap unbleached sheeting could bo worked up by the women into 
various garments for themselves and children and is muoli needed. 
The smaller children, for wlioiu shoes could not be obtained, the women 
could easily make moccasins out of blankets for them, which would 
answer till they supplied themselves again with skins. Stockings might 
be sent down at flrst to supply tlio pressing wants of tbo most needy 
or for the women and children. Once supplied with shoes or moceasius 
they do not need them. Of cooking utensils they are totally destitute. 
The ordinary soldier^s camp-kettle and mess-pan, or whatever nearest 
apin’oachod it, would best answer the purpose. About one camp-kettle 
and llireo mess-pans would be ample for a family of six. Axes are very 
scarce with them , IVo hundred ouglit to bo sent immediately. Equally 
iin])orlaiit with these requirements is shelter, protection against the 
iiiclemoiicy of the weather, and which will present more difflculties as 
well as greater cost; than any other to iill, 

Perhaps as speedy a method of supplying it would be to give them 
material for making shelter-tents— the same kind of stuff of which 
army tents are made. This would serve the best purpose if it can be 
obtained, though costly. It might be shipped in bolts and issued to 
tlicm in length just sulflcient to make alow shelter for afamily. After- 
wards they could by the addition of beef hides wliioh must be now 
fast accumulating, and other skins, complete a more commodious lodge, 
In regard to their subsistence beef and corn-meal will probably be 
their chief articles of foodj they are the principal staples in this section 
of country and therefore cheaper. 

At present it would probably be found more convenient to contract 
for the delivery of beef weekly — a weelds supply at a delivery— on the 
foot; the Indians will do the butchering. After grass is up suifleient 
to afford good fbed this would not be so important. 

I think the flour mills at Burlington and Le Boy would bo able to 
furnish all the corn-meal that will be required and from corn obtained in 
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tlie valley of the Neosho, They are custom mills though, and their 
capacity limited. The importance of a continuous su])iily being placed 
beyond doubt is readily seen. Plonr might be issued in proportion of 
onG'Sixth or one eightli. Sugar and cod’ee are not absolutely needed, 
but tend iiuich to their comfort, particularly for the sickj it might be 
kept on hand expressly for the latter. Salt is necessary and will have 
to bo sent from hero. There is none in the immediate country. 

It will be necessary considering the extent of their encampment 
and the number of Indians to have three or four log-houses erected at 
suitable points within its limits for issuing depots, with a person in 
cdiarge of one or two. Bach tribe or part of tribe would then have a 
certain place for drawing their provisions. An enrollment of all the 
Indians can easily be obtained, and each issuing clerk have a list of all 
the heads of families of the tribes to which he issues with the number 
ill each. 

The issues may bo made for two, four or six days as most convenient, 
tlie head of a family drawing for his own family. A chief and inter- 
lu'oter may be present to prevent any imposition being xn^acticed. In 
this way the distribution would be more equal and give greater satis- 
faction than the method now pursued of turning over the allotment of 
a tribe to a chief for distribution. 

A comxiany or two of soldiers whoso iiresenco will be necessary any 
way would soon i}ut up the buildings.

Sm: It has been determined that in consequence of the destitute 
condition of the Indians in Southern Kansas who have been driven 
from their homes in the Indian Territory to provide for thorn tempora- 
rily at the expense of the Government of the United States with such 
articles of clothing and food as their positive necessities require, 

You have therefore been ax)pointed sx^ecial agent for the ])urx)0S6 
of purchasing and delivering to William G. Coffin, auperin ton dent of 
Indian affairs for the southern district, such quantities of clothing and 
provisions as in your judgjnout may bo required to prevent suffering 
amongst said Indians. 

You will consult with Mr. Coffiu at your earliest convenience and 
receive instructions from him as to the ifface or places of delivery of the 
articles you may purchase. I would also advise that you consult with 
Mr. Oofliii as to the articles of clothing to be ])iu*chased (if any) after 
the llrst inirchase, which I think prox:>er should bo made at once, and 
before such conference can be had General Hunter, commandant of the 
Doinirtment of Kansas, will turn over to jou a considorablo quantity of 
bacon belonging to the army stores at Port Eoaveu worth which will 
reduce very much the amount of meat needed. 

Whatever further supplies of meat you may fiiul necessary you will 
Xiurcbasein beef-cattle, to bo delivered, as before stated, either on foot 
or the net beef as will in your judgment be the most cconoimcal and. 
bcnoilcial. 

For bread I would advise that you furnish corn-meal Instead of flour 
as being sufficiently good and much cheaper^ some flour for the feeble 
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and sick will bo allowed. Yon may find it necessary to furnisli these 
Indians with a small quantity of cooking* utensils and with axes to 
procure fuel, as I understand they were driven from their homes 
in such haste as to lose nearly or quite all their property of every 
description. 

The inosidiilioiilt part of the duties assigned you will no doubt result 
from the necessity yoxi will be under to make these xnirchases on the 
faith of tlio Oongi'CBS of the United States making the appropriation 
to meet any indcbtediiess you may create, there being now no funds 
belonging to the Indian Department applicable to that purpose. 

You can, liowevor, assure those having for sale the articles that you 
need that there can be little if any doubt that Congress will so soon 
as the condition of these people is made known to them hasten to pro- 
vide for their Avants, especially so when it is considered tiiat those very 
necessities are the result of a failure on the part of the United States 
to meet her treaty stipulations with these people, 

I would again remind you that much more care and labor will be 
necessary in purchasing these supplies than avouUI probably bo neces- 
sary had you funds in hand to make prompt payment. You will there- 
fore be careful to seek out if possible such parties from ^yhom to make 
these i)urcliases as are willing to sell to the Government Avithout 
extortion. 


Supovintondent Ooffin has been instructed to receive of you the arti- 
cles herein authorised to be delivered to him and provide storage to 
keep on band at least one wcelds provision in advance, I do not think 
it advisable that your purchases should exceed at any time an amount 
necessary for a supply of tliirty days, us it is hoimd that our Govern- 
nientwill return them to their homes early in the spring and i>roiect 
them there where they can provide for themselves, 

I am advised by the officervS of the commissary depai'tmont at Fort 
Leavenworth that one pound of meal and one pound of beef per day 
for each will in all probability bo aufllcient for these people. 

Your ({oinpenaation Avill be at the rate of $6 per day from the date 
hereof until yon return to your xdaco of residence, and your actual 
expenses, for which you should in all cases whore practicable take 
vouchers to accompany your account Avhich must be (iortiiled on honor 
to the Indian Ofllce. When you find it iinpracticablo to take vouchers 
n meiuuraiKlum of items of expenditure should bo kept and reported 
Avith your account, also eortifled on honor, 

A suitable sum of money will bo placed in your hands to enable you 
to pay all incidental expenses so soon as your bond Avith security to 
bo approved at this oflflce is received, conditioned that you will faith- 
fully account for the disbursements of the same in accordance with the 
duties hereby prescribed and hereafter to be iirescribed under this 
appointment, a form of which bond is herewith inclosed.* 


You Avill from time to time inform the Indian Department of your 
IDrogress in supplying the Avants of these Indians, and in all cases 
Avhere there is no positive necessity for acting promptly in any matter 
under this coimnission you AviU advise Avith this Department before 
acting at all.

Beau Sm ; Agreeably to your re((uest 1 lurnisli liorcwitli an aecount 
of iny recent visit to tlie loyal Iiidiaiis who were obliged to flee from 
their pursuers (llie rebel Indians and Texans) in the dead of winter 
and who are now enoampeil on the IfTeosho Pivor, in the southern part 
of Kansas, 

Having hoard of their great destitution and auftering in company 
with the Kev. Evan Jones, who lias been for the last forty years a miS' 
sionary among the Clierokees and wlio was driven from his stailon by 
the rebels in August last, I visited their encampment the latter j>art of 
March last for the purpose of observation and giving information as to 
their actual condition and Avants. 

It is no doubt Avell known to you but not generally so Arhat the posi- 
tion oj‘ these people lias been iu the groat struggle in AAdiich the Avhole 
country is involved and Avith what resolute lirniiicss and endurance 
they have resisted all the appeals and temptations held out to tlioiu by 
the rebel leaders to abandon the Government which has ahvays pro- 
tected them. While apparently the attitude of the various tribes was 
for a season equivocal and the disposition seemed to incline to aid and 
comfort the eiioiny, or at the best to ^Hioutrality,’^ yet the evidence is 
ami>lo and clear that a largo portion of the Olierokoo Nation were 
determined to stand Jlrm in their loyalty to the Union, as is sufTicioutly 
evinced in the correspon donee herewith inclosed’^ botAvcoii John Eoss, 
i-ho i)riiicipal chief of the Ohorokco Nation, and General Benjamin 
McCulloch and David Hubbard, Oommissioner of Indian Affairs for 
the rebel States. And the same may bo observed of the ofclier tribes. 
But the strongest testimony consists in the troops they have iuriiished 
and the battles they have fought, and it is the fortune of these battles 
that has brought them into their i)resent miserable condition on the 
bare prairies of Kansas, Largo numbers of these driven from their 
comfortable homes, leaving their farms and their herds, many oi' tliem 
it may bo said having lived in affluence, joined the armies of the 
Union. Their houses wore fired by the enemy and their horses and 
cattle driven off. The battles iu which they i)articipated and Avhioh 
Gventuated in their expulsion from their owji country and forced tliem 
to seek shelter in Kansas forms a part of the history of this Avar, 
Tlie battle of December last was particularly unfortunate to these 
people and? the disasters of the defeat loft them iu the helpless condi- 
tion I found them. 

They are now located near Le Roy, iu Oofl'ey County, Kans., a distan co 
of not less than 175 miles intervening between them and their former 
lioines. Their march was undertaken with a scanty supply of clothing, 
siibsistonco and cooking utensils and entirely Avithout tents, and dur- 
ing their progress they Avere reduced to such extremity as to be obliged 
to feed upon their ponies and their dogs, Avhilo their scanty clothing 
was reduced to threads and in some cases absolute nakedness was their 
condition. Let it be remembered that this retreat Avas in the midst of 
a winter of unusual severity for that country, with snow upon the 
prairie. Many of their ponies died from starvation. The Avomou and 
children suffered severely from frozen limbs, as did also the men. 
Women gave birth to their offspring upon the naked snow Avithout

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slioltor or covoring, and in some oases tbo new-born infants died for 
want of clothing, and thoso who survived reached their x)reseut loca- 
tioji with hrokoii constitutions and utterly dispirited. 

IHms X Ibuiut them eneamped upon tlie I^eosho Elver bottom in the 
timber, extending a distance of some seven miles. Kot a comfortable 
tent was to bo seen. Such coverings as I saw were made in the rudest 
manner, being composed of pieces of cloth, old quilts, handkerchiefs, 
aprons, 4&c., stretched ux}OJi sticks, and so limited were many of 
them in size that they were scarcely suhiciont to cover the einadated 
and dying forms beneath them. Under such shelter I found in the last 
stages of consiimption the daughter of Hopoeithleyohola, one of the 
oldest, most influential and wealthy chiefs of the Creek Nation, 

In company with Doctor Oofliii I visited nearly fifty patients in one 
afternoon j not a few he pronounced incurable, their diseases being con- 
sum x>tiou and xmeumonia brought on from exposure and i)riYations of 
the (^.onimoii necessaries of life. Dr. George A. Cutler, agent of the 
Creeks, informed me thatiu two months 240 refugees of that nation 
had died. Those of other tribes sufiered in like degree. Doctor Coffin 
informed me that upward of 100 amputations of frosted limbs had 
taken place. Among thorn I saw a little Creek boy, about eight years 
old, with botli feet taken off near the ankle, others lying upon the 
ground whose frosted limbs rendered them unable to move about. 
Five persons in a similar situation the physiciaii pronounced ])ast 
recovery. Sickness among tliem on account of their exposure and lack 
of proper food was on the increase. 

The following day I visited almost every lodge of several of the largest 
tribes and found the same destitution and suffering among them. A 
cold, drenching rain fell on the last day of the visit, and for eight 
hours I went from lodge to lodge and tribe to tribe, and the suilbring of 
the well to say nothing of the sick is beyond description. Their num- 
bers as ascertained are as follows: Creeks, 6,000; Seminoles, 1,096 j 
OhickasawSjldO; Quai)aws, 316 ; Uchees,644; Keechiea,83; Delawares, 
197; Ionics, 17; Caddoes, 3; Wichitas, 6; Oherokees, 240—making an 
aggregate of 7,600 iiersoiis. 

Thus this large number of people have been deprived of shelter for 
some four months and they have been siipxflied with clothing wholly 
inadequate to their actual wants. Some whom I saw had not a single 
garment on their bodies; nor has their food been sufficient in quantity 
or proper quality. Neither coffee, sugar, vinegar nor pepper has been 
allowed them only upon the requisition of the i)liysician for the sick. 
Only about one pound of flour is given them per week each and a scanty 
supply of salt. 

To all these necessaries of life they have been accustomed. They had 
been told by the rebel emissaries— -as the cliiots informed me — that they 
would fail to obtain these articles from tlieir Dnion friends, which 
having turned out to be the fact has affected them with suspicion aiul 
discontent. 

Great complaint was made by the chiefs and others as to the quality 
of tlio bacon furnished, it being as they expressed it lit for a dog 
to eat;^^ many of them were made sick by eating it. The unfitness of 
the food I brought to the attention of tlieir agents who informed ino 
that this bai*on had lieen condemned at Fort Leavenworth; and Major 
Snow, the agent of the Seminoles, employed the same expression in 
regard to it as the Indians that it was <<uot fit for a dog to eat;^^ and 
a reliable person who saw the bacon before it was sent to tlioin who is 
a judge of the article pronounced it suitable only for soax) grease* 
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The unanimous expression of the agents with whom I conversed, 
including the superintoiulent of Indian affairs, Colonel Collin, and the 
physician, was that they should be xjrovided with all the articles above 
enumerated as essential to their health and ordinary comfort. 

Notwithstanding all their hardvships and disappointments these peo- 
]>lo who have exhibited a courage and endurance beyond, any in the 
United States breathe but one spirit of fidelity to the Union and a 
desire once more to be restored to their homes and frionds and there 
sustained by the Federal Government to defend the cause they have 
espoused. 

They ardently desire to return to their farms, rebuild their cabins, 
renew their ibnees, plant the seed and obtain from the rich soil of tlieir 
country a subsistence from tlieir own industry; and unless they are 
alTorded an opporlunity to return with this object iii view they must 
become discouraged and demoralized and remain upon the hands of the 
C rovenimcnt a burden from which their natural feeling of xmelo and 
iiidopendciice would save them. Thus the alternative is presented to

1 was assured by Hopoeithleyohola that he and his people wore will- 
ing on being properly armed to fight their own way baidc; but more 
bitoly learning Jrom reliable information that there were three camiis 
consisting of from 6,000 to 0,000 rebel Indians and Texans to oppose 
him lie would now require assistance from onr troops. Should the 
latter case bo adopted it is highly important that a sagacious, humane 
and prudent officer bo intrusted with the command, 

Sliould it be dotonnined to retain thorn in their present position it is 
a matter of no difficulty to estimate the expense of so doing. Oalling 
thorn 8,000 in round numbers, allowing rations for 365 days at 10 cents 
lier day would demand an outlay of $292,000 for subsistence alone; 
$100,000 would not meet the wants for clothing, to say nothing of tents 
and other necessary expenses. 

Wo cannot shut our eyes to the demoralizing effect upon them should 
they remain in their present condition as mere beneficiaries of the Qov- 
ormuent without employment or incentives to industry.

Kentucky feels it to bo her right to ask that General Ihickncr shall 
reniaiii a i>risonor during the war, She would feel herself doiqjly 
aggrieved by his release. Every loyal man and every loyal woman ofour 
Commonwealth would feel it. a porsoiial wrong lo (hmuselvos. All know 
that Eucknor has been the evil spirit, the llond, the devil of onr State, 
tbo corrupter of her youth, the ruthless desoliilorof law homes, tie 
has been no common traitor; ho has been the arch-trai(or, and she, with 
her 30,000 loyal sons in the hold ready to pour out tboii* blood to undo 
as far as possible his accursed work, demands that hesliall stay in con- 
finement till the end of tlio war and then take his trial Cor treason beibre 
the judicial tribunals of the land.

I also roeolvod 
permission to <ionvor.se witli (lenoral Oobb upon tlio general suhjoet of 
the existing eonleat, informing him, liowovor, that all such eonvorsa- 
liou wiiH purely personal and not iu any respect of an oniiiial or ropro- 
seiitative eharaet.er. I wont to the pliieo appointed and there was met 
upon the bridge by (lenoral Ool)b, Wo availed ourselves us Hiigjjostod 
by Ooiieral MeOlelhiii of the sholtor of a little hut made by our pickets 
a few feet from tlie bridge and talked togotiior for several hours, the 
couversation lieing carried on eliiody by him. 

In regard to tlie exehango of prisoners lie exhibited written author- 
ity from (lenoral It. I'l. l/ee, the commaiulor of the whole Army ol’ tlio 
Oonfodovate Htates, giving liim full power (.o make any eonvontiou on 
the Hubjeet as to any or all prisoners of war wherever captured. 

lie oxi>roHHO(l a rendinoss to make an agroomont ombraoing all pris- 
oners now lield by either side, or one iiieludlug only those taken by tlio 
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respoctivG armies now confronting’ each other before JiiichniOiicI, and to 
make sucli agreement applicable either to existing imisonors or also to 
those liereaffcor captured. He stated that lie would sign any cartel 
which was based iiiKm principles of entire equality, and lie proposed 
that exchanges should take place according to the date of capture, first, 
however, ex iuin sting the list of oflicers. The scale of equivalents to 
be any one which we iniglit present and which would operate equally; 
for instance the one exhibited by liim to General Wool at a conference 
between them, and which was taken from a cartel between the United 
States and Groat Hritaiu in 1812, the exchanged persons to bo con- 
veyed by the captors (at the captor’s expense) to some point of delivery 
convenient to the other party, the rule of exchange to ()])orato uni- 
formly without any right of reservation or exception in any particular 
case. Ho professed ignorance of any; complaint against Ins Goverii- 
meiit in any matter of exchanging pinsoners and pledged himself for 
the removal of any cause of complaint upon representation being made. 
He suggested the propriety of releasing upon parole any surplus of 
prisoners remaining after exchanges had exhausted either party. I saw 
no evidence of any disposition to ovorreach mo in this conference.^

duty is disoharged. Tho custody and eoiitrcd of all prisoners nol. d 
posed of by orders from dopartmont lieadquartors is given (o tlmpi 
vost-niarshal-goneral and through him to his subordinates. Tin 
disorolion is to decide all (juosLions as to tho roloaso, l)al’oh^ or otli 
disposition of all prisonors. Tho olllcer oommanding a district who 
responsible to tho general cmnmandiifg tho dopartmont for l.hoe,onditL 
of his district has nothing whafovor to do with lln^ disjxmition 
prisoners captured by his troops, although at thoprosonttimoinMissoi 
this is tho most important (juestiou involving i(s fntinn jteium.

I have expressed my views thus freely on this subjeot from tho bol

unnoeossary. 
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Goveruor’s Island is better adapted for the reception of prisoners 
than any place in the interior and I would respectfully suggest that 
sheds for the accommodation of fi,000 bo erected there immediately. 
The cost of transportation thence to an inland camp would go far toward 
covering the expense of the buildings. I would rosi)ectlully suggest 
also that bunks be t>ut in Castle William for tbe accommodation of 
prisoners eonfiued there. By this means more can bo x>i‘ovided tor 
there and good police and health will be promoted. Of course they 
would bo so arranged as to be easily removed. I leave for Detroit this 
evening.

The Adjutant-General has just submitted to me your telegram 
addressed to him and dated the 13th instant respecting the exchange 
of prisoners. 

This subject has for several months been under the direction of Gen- 
eral Wool who has had several negotiations with Howell Cobb and 
General Huger, The last arrangement made was broken off by tlio 
rebel authorities denying Huger’s authority to make the arrangement 
for Oorcoran^s exchange. 

It is believed that their real reason for breaking off was to obtain an 
arrangement that would secure the release of General Buckner. The 
President has for some days been considering the question of agreeing 
to a general exchange but has not yet decided because strong opposi- 
tion is manifested to the exchange of Buckner. 

I have ordered the Adjutant- General to send you immediately by mail 
a copy of the correspondence between General Wool and General Ilugor 
which will enable you fully to understand the question in dispute when 
General Wool left Fort Mouroe.

Tlii.s net aiitl)Oi'izc.s tlio Second 
Auditor of llio 'rreasiiry and requires him to ascortain and pay the 
amount of property lo.st by oaeli oflleer and .soldier in the conflagra- 
tion at Fort iJelaware, which occurred February 8, 18.‘1J . Tlio papers 
inclosed in your letter are herewith respectfully returned as requested 
by you.

Gbnerai,: I have just received yotir communication of the Ifltli 
instant asking for infoi’ination in regard to the subject-matter of the 
resolution of the Itouse of Itoprosontatives of the il8th April concorn- 
ing .fudge Edward lb I’itts, of Northampton Gounty, Va, 

In reply I iiavo the honor to state that wiien 1 ceased to bo the com- 
manding general of the Middle Department, in wliich Accomac and 
Norlhamx)ton Ooun ties, Va., are comprised, dudge i’itts was in office 
but not with my consent or ajxpvobation. When I llrst saw the memo- 
rial of Judge Pitts to the Legislature of Virginia I was entering on my 
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duties as one of the commissioners appointed by the Secretary of War 
in regard to state i^risoners. These comities constituted a part of 
the State of Western Virginia, and Governor Peirpoint had ratified 
the appointment of , Judge Pitts. It was suggested to me by one of 
the Senators and one of the members of the government of Western 
Virginia with whom I conferred on the subject that it should be left 
for the action of the Governor, to whom the memorial of Judge Pitts 
had been transinittea and with whom they engaged to communicate 
personally. After coinx)loting my duties as commissioner in regard to 
state prisoners, finding Judge Pitts still In the exercise of his judicial 
authority, I wrote to the Governor of Western Virginia urging his 
removal and the appointment of a loyal citizen in his place. I deemed 
this course the most l)roper for two reasons: 

1, ]\Iartial law had not been declared in the counties of Accomac 
and Northampton. The authority of the government of Western Vir- 
ginia had boon extended over thorn. No part of the Union had been 
more quiet or submissive to the laws. They had elected loyal men to 
the Legislature and to Congress and all persons in office within them 
had taken the oath of allegiance to the United States. 

2. I did not deem it advisable to displace Judge Pitts by military 
force and thus supersede the remedial action of the loyal Governor 
of Western Virginia by a measure which might have been misconstrued 
into censure or distrust until his wishes were made known to mo. 
Besides I did not think it right on general principles to overthrow by 
military power the exercise of the judicial authority in a loj^al State 
governed by a loyal chief magistrate unless it should become indis- 
pensable for waut of the necessary authority in him under the State 
constitution. Having expressed my strong disapprobation of the con- 
duct of Judge Pitts, having communicated to him tlirough a State 
senator my condemnation of his disloyal course and having api)Galed 
to the Governor for his dismissal, I deemed it incumbent on me to 
defer the exercise of the military power vested in me until advised by 
the authority to which I had appealed that there was no other remedy. 

In the case of Judge Carmichael whom I arrested on a recent occa- 
sion I not only had the authority of the Government but I also con- 
sulted with the Governor of Maryland, who left the whole matter to bo 
disposed of by mo in the exercise of a sound discretion, 

I will only add tliat I had an appointment with Governor Peirpoint 
at Baltimore on the day 1 was relieved from the command of the 
Middle Department, and that my departure for Port Monroe on a notice 
of a few hours prevented me from keeping it. Had we met it is not 
improbable that there would have been some action between us on the 
subject.

rigorous and prompt measures for the suppression of such iiraetices. 
A 1 1 guerrillas caught you will iron heavily and send to these headquarters 
with written charges accompanying them. You will also threaten to 
arm and if necessary arm all negroes and Indians who may be willing 
to enter the service. You sliould also at once drive out of your lines 
all j)ersoiis without referouce to sex who have not taken and shall 
refuse to take tho oath of allegianco. 

Tho general commanding reposing much coiiMenco in your judgment 
gives you a large and liberal discretion in reference to all acta that 
may be necessary for tho vindication of the laws within your district 
and guarantees you a frauk suxiport in any acts within the limits of a 
reasonable discretion.

I sent off about two weeks ago a detaclnnont of convalescents of 
about forty prisoners and to-morrow will send oil* about llfty more, leav- 
ing only about twelve or lifteoii in tiio hospital. On tlie 30fcb I will mus- 
ter the prisoners remaining’ and will send the muster-roll to you, whicli 
will show the condition of all that were loft hero on the 1st of Juno and 
the alterations since that date. The day before yesterday (the 20th) two 
of the hospital attendants escaped. It is dneontirely to tlieidiotioinoffi- 
ciency of tlio guard. They are said to have gone off in the midday 
train, but the fact was not roportotl to mo for twenty-four hours. The

which 1 will r(3ply in their order : 

1» Whoiliov t'hn prifionora iakon on (ho Rloop Volnm woro rolonaod by tho U, S. 
ooinmiBBlonor at Balfcimori^ with tho knowlodgo and consoiit ol tho military auttior- 
iiiOH of iho Eopartinout/ of IMnrybuid. 

I was at that time in command of tho Middle Department embracing 
tho State of Maryland. Tho iJiisoiiors referred to were released with 
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my knowledge but not with iny consent. On the conta’suy the moment 
I was advised of their release by the TJ. S. cuininissioner 1 arrested 
them by virtue of the military authority vested in me by the President 
of the ITnited States and sent them to Port l^rdlenry where they were 
still in confinement on the 1st of Juno when the com in and of the 
dei^iartment passed into the hands of my successor. ' 

2. Jiy what authority Coloiiol Giiiithor, of Yirgliiia, wlio rofiiflod to iako iho oath 
of allogianco was roleasod on a comUUomil nnmlo which ijound liiin only not to 
take up arms against tho Oovorninont while llio lOastorn Sliore eouniicB of Virghiiii 
remained iiiidor the U, S. authority. 

Colonel Gunther was not released on any sueli condition as that 
assumed by tlio resolution.

General: 1 am really very much concerned as to the moans of get- 
ting rid of the large nuinbor of prisoners already hold in this division, 
Avliich luiinber is daily and hourly being most alarmingly increased. 
Generally speaking the onicers are required for active Hold service, and 
ill tlio nuyority of (^ascs they are illiterate and wholly unacquainted 
with the duties of military commissions. On an average 1 think I may 
safely assort tiiat not one out of a do^ieii is capable of writing out 
iiiiolligibly the proceedings of a commission and hardly one in any 
regiment well onougii acquainted with the proceedings of commissions 

**P(jr tlio lUTOst of lUitniun and tJu» hurniiig of oof-ton in Now OrlomiB, boo Sorioa 
I, Vol, XV, p. 1015, whoro thiu lottor with its iuoloBuroa will ho found in Ihll, 
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to condiic.t the same and have the record made up accordiiiff to jiroper 
form. All the charges have to be madoont anew and remodclwl bclbro 
they can be put into the hands of any oflicer I may appoint as Judge- 
advocate, and tins you immt know is a nio.st laborious work and\vonld 
take an olfu'cr acquainted with the work and a g(KHl clerk continually 
employed to attend to the business properly. Hncli an odlcer should 
be skilled in the military and civil law and have nothing else to attend 
to but to prei>aro the charges and review the proceedings when they 
come in and have them published. Is there any way in winch you can 
turuish me with such an ofli cer and a good clerk to assist hi in ? Vvithout 
such assistance I am fcarl'ul I shall bo .s-wanpied and I call upon you 
mo.st earnestly to help mo. 

I spoke to (Joveriior (rambleui)on this subject, hoping that he would 
he able upon consultation with you to aid nio in my kilmlations, but I 
have not yet been informed of any slops being taken in the matter. 
At this very moment there arc no loss than three cdiiiinissioiis ordered, 
and either one of i hem will have possibly as high as tliirty ea.se8 for 
trial. Other commissions should be ordered but I cannot spare the 
ofliceiss, and beside all this I have the proceedings of two before me 
under review of something like twenty-live or thirty cases each. 

I pray yon will think ol all this and help mo if you can. Would it 
not be well to have all the prisoners who are taken without arms 
retiiriiing from Price’s army either sent to Alton or would it be better 
to require them to take the oath of allegiance and give bonds at the 
posts where taken at once ? They are to all intents and piuqioses spies 
when found -within onr lines in citizen’s dress, but the expense of trial 
and the detriment to the service by removing oilicera from their active 
field duties is greater probably than tlio good resulting, and I have 
not yet been able to get a military cominkssion to commit them as spies 
and there is accordingly great doubt attemling the matter.

(1* There is but one place whereat prisoners can possibly escape. 
This is an unoccuinod room on tlio lop of the building, the window 
whereof looks on the rool’ of the religions instituUoii adjoining the 
same. I rcsiiectfully suggest that iron bars be placed on the window. 
I anvsatisiled that escape from the prison is impossible provided the 
guard disolnirges its duty. 

3. I asiicrtained that the ulhcer who commands the prison guard 
is at the same time commander of the guard at Bcbofiold Barracks. 
Ilia constant attention to the ])rison guard is therefore iinpracticablo. 
The guard whilst not on post are allowed to go beyond the lines of the 
Xirison. In case of an outbreak tlioreforo among the prisoners there 
would 1)0 no force to suppress the same. Uitizena are permitted to con- 
verse with the guard and the sentinels are allowed to sit on x) 08 t. This 
should not bo t.oleratod. 

i respootfully suggest: 

1, That the prisoners of war bo kept separate from other prisoners 
and that the rule prohibiting tbo olhcors Jrom (lommunicatiiig with tlio 
privates bo more rigidly enforced* 

2, The severe seni-ences oi* those ])risoncrs condemned to death and 
to inipiiflonment until the supprossion of the rebellion ne(i(‘aaarily 
makes tboiii reckless and bold, Tlioir iionstant separation from other 
prisoners and their removal to Alton if practicable is respectfully sug- 
gested. 

3, One ofllcor should be detailed daily as the commandant of the 
prison guard who should bo required to remain constantly at the prison* 
lie should be diroclod to allow none of bis guard to go beyond the 
lines. Ho should inspect each relief every time it was on post at least 
oiKJO. Thiis pre(iaution together with his constant presence and that of 
his command at the prison would more oirectually, it is l espeotfully sub- 
mitted, preclude the possibility oi' oscjapos and outbreaks. 

In this connection allow me to suggest that as among the prisoners 
there are a number of xiroi'ossors of religion it ayouIcI be benollcial to 
them and in nowise detrimental to disci])line were clergymen allowed 
to visit the prisoners once a week in an ofllcial capacity. In conclusion 
I have to state that any escape from the prison has been because of the 
negligence of the guard* Mr* Bishop lias in my opinion adopted every 
precaution whereby such accidents can bo provonied,

Major Gosby and Captain Sheliha, of the rebel army, have just 
returned from Eichmoud. Mr, Eandolph in a letter to Oosby iiifonned 
Mm that under the rule adopted by his Department no more individual 
exchanges would be made and ho accordingly declined to exchange 
these officers. Ho fnrtlier said the system had been found so unjust 
and arbitrary that the rebel Government had determiuod to accxiiiosce 
in it no longer. He further says that— 

As you informed mo, however, tlmt Gouornl Wool oxproaaos his roadinoas to agroo 
to a cartel tor a general exchange you aro authorized to iuloriu him that I will send 
an officer to coni or with him on tho eubjoofc at any time tliat lie may appoint, and 
that I will authorize such officer to oxeouto in our hohalf a otirtol of oxcUango, 

I send this to you for what it is worth. When I sent tho privateers- 
men to ho paroled or exchanged to prevent any delay or difficulty 1 
sent the cartel with Lieuteiiaiit-Oolonel Whipple, as agreed upon 
between Oohb and myself as to exchanges, which was in accor dance 
■with the cartel agreed upon between tho United Stales and Groat 
Hritain in the war of 1812~-1815, and I authorized Colonel Whipple if 
they would not assent to have the prisoners paroled that ho could 
make exchanges according to that insH'ument. Ho reply was received 
and the privateersmen return edr 

Cosby asks to be sent to Pori Warren, where he left his baggage. 
Captain Sheliha says his parole has not exjured by thirty days. Shall 
I send these officers to Fort Delaware or will you allow Oosby bo go to 
Eqrt Warren and Sheliha to remain on parole? 
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In conclusion I would romurlc even if ii would l)o proper lo noiiee 
llaiulolpb^s proposition, wliicli iiiulor the cinuiinstfiiuses I very iiiucli 
doubt, would it bo wise ut tliis iiioinont to iiuiko a general excliiingo of 
prisoners of war when we luivo so many more of theirs than they have 
of ours, especially as Joflcrsou Davis has not ahvays regarded paroles

T have just received your letter of yesterday regarding 
prisoners. I tliiiik it usoloss to attom])t to try all the prisoners cap- 
tured and Avho are icchnically guilty of violation of the laws of war. 
As you ronnirlc tho number is far too groat to admit of it and very few 
of them will receive at tho liands of a commission any more sovoro 
punishment than imprisoninont during the war. This can bo done as 
well and ns ])roporly in most eases without a trial as with. T do not 
think it worth while to bring before a comuiissioii any cases except 
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those winch arc clearly capital and in which the <n’idmice (iaii 
obtained with certainty so as to niako convici ion sure. 

The cases as fast as they arise should be examined by tlu^ local (if 
iimnders or lu’oyost- marshals and reported to division head(|narU 
Those who may xiropcrly bo released on oath and bond si ion hi 
released at once and all others except the tow to be lieJd lor trial shoi 
bo sent at once to the iirison de])ots. 

It would bo well if a suitable building could bo obtained to establ 
a prison in Jeffersou City largo onougli to hold all tlie prisoJiersof y< 
division. If this camiot bo done they will Inivc to bo sent to Ba 
Louis and Alton. 

My policy has been to release on taking the oath and giving bo 
all who surrender voluntarily or who have not recently been in I 
rebel service and give satisfactory evidence of their detenninatioii 
remain loyal hereafter. But much caution is re(iiiired l-o prevent 1 
escape of bad men in this manner. As to tliose who do not give tlic 
selves up iininediatoly on their return or who are lying about in 1 
brusli the least that can bo done with them is to send them at one(^ 
X)rison, there to remain until they can be released williont injury to i 
State. And considering the great number of such cases this seems I 
only course. 

I will try before long to send you an oflicov capable of perform i 
properly the duties of judge- advocate, though I iliul it (Extremely di 
cult to obtain the services of any such olllcer. 

1 intend to publish an order soon regarding tliose matters, but il 
diilScult to lay down any general rules to be ap|died to sueh mat.tc 
Yory much must bo left to the discretion of subordimiLo odioers, a 
these unfortunately are generally innocent of any such <iuality as (' 
orotion. But wo cannot bother ourselves with the trial of prfsono 
Convict and punish a few extreme cases as examiiles amlx)ut tlie otln 
where they will bo harmless is the only rule ]>ractically open to us.

1 1 requires no additional ord( 
to disarm all i)ersons who arc known to be mitively disloyal. ^PIuh 
done as a matter of course if the arms can bo (bund, whicli is the dl 
oulty. General TEalleclc gave such an order last winter, bulitrosuK 
only in disarming innocent persons and leaving them at the mercy 
every villain that hax)pened to come along, It also gives vim to mw 
abuse on the part of soldiers while searching houses foi^ arms.

They toll us of on’icers and men who liavo 
come bacOc in dillforenb parts of State. Colonel Chiles^ letter intimates, 
besides I got from Colonel Best, tliat most of tlio Missouri troops wore 
coming toMississij)])! Itiver with Texas and Arkansas troops. The eol- 
onol has passes as VVilliam Morris, but before I found his name in letters 
i’ound men tlnit knew him. Passes inclosed. Pound Oonfedorato 
money on him, hero inclosed. 

I arrested also I^foses Bradford, the noted guerrilla, llo has caused 
us much trouble to run after him. He will cause ns no more. I liavo 
James W. Tinsley, fed Coleinaids men; I havo John JVE. Eicliardson, 
fed Coleman’s men; 1 have d. >S. Halbert, Southern Army; know of 
Ooloman’s men; did not give information. I shall keej) these Hiroo for 
information and may yet fasten enough on them to shoot them. I will 
not trouble you with the real ones. 

I arrested a minister and (iongrogation at the i)lace whore tho Rover- 
end Wood, who was shot by Kansas Mfth, was to havo preached, and 
preached ilrst to the minister then to the congregation, Ainoreatton- 
tivo audioneo never listened to nmn. I told them that they had to 
])rove l)y acts that they loved our Covornmeiit and we would iiroteet 
them and their property. ' I drew more tears than the minister. Loft 
my men (eighty) at Crow’s Btation to bring in all who havo made 
throats about Ilovoroiul Wood’s death. Will read orders to thorn 
to-iiiglit. Will go to Uartvillo, Wright County, and road orders. 
There is a rebel force tbero. They have shot two tfnion men thoro. I 
make tho rebels I shoot tell mo all. 1 came in with letters and for 
move provisions and comparing information. Will shoot Best after got 
all from him.

Sill: In October last I was authorized^ by the Secretary ot State to 
arrest Judge li. 1>. Oarinicliaol, of the lOaslorii Shore of Maryland, it F 
should deem it expedient, and if necessary in liis own court. In the 
coinmuiiieation by winch this authority was conierred was inclosed a 
printed memorial addressed to the Lcgislal iiro of AFaryland, signed by 
him and expressing the most disloyal sentimenis. ] did not on full 
consideration deem it advivsablo io make tlio arrest at that time. 

Soon alterwards a military arrest was made on the Easlcrn Shore 
of Maryland in a county in Judge OarmicliaePs district by an oHlcor 
ol' the Second Uegimenbor Delaware Volunteers, At tlic next term of 
the court the judge charged the grand jury that it Was their duty to 
present all persons eoneorned in such arro.st and all persons who had 
givim information on which such arrest had been made. ITis charges 
ill other counties as well as this were of a most disloyal and oihmsive 
eluiraclor, and it was represented to mo by Governor Flick.s and the 
most respectable eitizons of the I^astern Shore that the hostile feeling to 
the (iovormnent prevailing there was kojit up by himself and a few 
associates, linder the charge referred to the lion. IFoiiry ll.lrolds- 
borough, ])reHident ol’ the Senate of Maryland, and several ofllcors of 
the Sceond Holawaio Regiment were ])rosen ted by the grand Jury and 
I wa.s inibrmed tliat bills ol' indictment had been found against them. 
The trial of the honorable Mr, (roldsborough wasexpeetod to take place 
in the month of i\Iay last and four ollieors of the J )olaware regiment wore 
summoned as witnesses in his behalf. They came to me and expressed 
agreat iinwillingnesH to obey the summons as they had been presented 
by the grand Jury and aiiprehcnded that they would bo arrested if they 
made their appearance in tlie county. 

It was under these eircumsiancosand after the repeated and earnest 
solicitations of (he priuci])al Union men in Judge OarinichaoPs judicial 
district tliat J dispatched Mr, McPhail, deputy provost* marshal ol the 
naltimoro military police, with four policemen to Easton, in Talbot 
Oounty, where tlie court was in session, to accompany the four oiheors 
who were summoned as witnesses, with instructions to arrest Judge 
Carmichael if on consultation witli the honorable lSh\ Coldsborongh it 
should bo thought expedient. He boro a letter from mo to Mr, Golds- 
borough t reiiuesting him (Mr, G.) to advise as to the propriety of making 
the arrest.

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It was on full consideration deemed expedient tlmt tlio arrest should 
bo made in court in order that tlio iiroeeeding* niij>‘ht 1)0 the more 
marked, The bold, open and defiant liostility of tlie Jud^^e to the 
Government from the very eommeneement of the rebellion and his 
known eil'oris to idace Maryland on tbo side of the iiisiir^eut States; 
to GinbarrasvS the oHicers of the Government in the measures they 
deemed necessary for the maintenanee of its authority and to keep 
alive a spirit of disaflbction in Ijis Judicial districjt were alone deemed 
mfticiont to warrant Iiis arrest as a measure o!‘ public security. The 
prostitution of Ins judicial authority to the prosecution of loyal men 
and of public ollicers who had only performed their duty is considered 
as fully justifying the manner in which it was decided to make the 
arrest. 

When Mr, MoPImil accompanied by two of the policemen ascended 
the bench and respectfully announced to the judge the order to take 
him into custody by the authority of the United Stales ho denied the 
authority of the Government and made a violent attack upon one of 
the ])oliceiJieih Mr. McPhail was thus conpiolled to use force to secure 
him, and he unluckily received a supoiTiciul wmuul on the head before 
he ceased to resist. It is worthy of consideration tlmt altliough the 
court-room was crowded and although the Judge a])pealcd to the olll- 
cers of the court to aid him not one of them or of those who sympa- 
thized with him came forward iu his defense, a fact which would seem 
to indicate that the act of the Government after so long and patient 
an ondiiranco of his treasonable conduct was considered neillier arbi- 
trary nor unjust by his own neighbors, 

To guard against the contingency of an armed op])osition to the 
police odicers I sent two companies of infantry to Talbot County, but 
they did not reach Easton until an lionr after the arrest was made ami 
their services were not put into reiiuisitioii. 

It is proper to add that I addressed a letter* to the Governor of 
Maryland some weeks before the arrest stating that 1 was strongly 
disposed to make it and that my wisli was to send tlio judge beyond 
the limits of tlie State, Tlio Governor gave me no advice, but preferred 
to leave the matter where it was, trusting to my dksci’etiou to make a 
prudent use of the power which had been intrusted to mo by tlie 
Govornnient.

Rends yon "whali you ask lor iliroiifjli (Jolonel Burke, but fears 
you want more, so i hamryou iiiclosocl. Do let us know if you want 
for anything. I have soon a letter from a Confederate officer, dated 
iliclimoud. May 20. He is full of liojic. Wo liavo heard quite lately 
from New Orleans; the same spirit there, lii Baltimore they are 
quietly waiting for the good time to come. The Republicans look not 
quite 80 top-heavy, aud Heaven grant that von may defeat them before 
Richmond, and then Eughind aud Franco will acknowledge you without 
any more delay. Private accounts from McClellan’s army are fearful, 
but still do not let the South think he is weak. Tlioy say Halloelc has 
re-enforced Mac and that ho lo.sos iu that Cliickaliomiiiy Swamp two 
I'egimcnts a week. Now that the Seventh is again ordered oil’ and to 
Fortress Monroe a peat eliauge has taken place. Fathers look pale 
and begin to think it is a very anxious time. Tt is honid to wish for 
the death of people, hut 1 feel sure if twelve of that regiment could 
die it would liave a moat beneficial odect. In New Orleans without the 
assistance of Yellow Jack the mortality is fearful. Five in one hearse 
is nothing unusual in ouo day. With what pleasure they must look on 
those funerals. We are anxiously expecting news from Charleston, 
hut we will have to wait long. I see no J Iiigor mcutioiiod, hut suppose 
Capt. H, 0. King is Margaret’s brother, kir. Henry Criiniell’s sou (in 
the Confederate Army) was wounded and taken prisoner at Front 
Royal. He is now in Washington, His mother went to see him. lie 
says that before the South is subjugated every man will have to be 
killed; then every woman aiul every child. Tie had his two fingers 
shot ofT and part of his liand. He is crazy to he exchanged and fight 
again, Wo do not speak of this out in Now York, for it might place 
the family iu a disagreeable position. What T would give to have a 
long talk with you. I liavo so inueli to say, I wish you could road the 
letter of that ollicer. The spirit is magnificoiit. lie says the women 
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deny tliein solves evorytliiii|[>’ and devote all tlioir time to tlio wants of 
the army, from cify belles to factory girls. Ho adds: 

'riio Southern people have, or rather luul, their faults, wliieh have (llftappoarotl, and 
in thou’ plaee a eroji of tlio most inagnilioont virtiiOH luis Bpriin^ up. They aio pvo- 
pjirod for reveraes, and oven ii' delbated hoforci Riehiuoiul ’will rotrout and light 
elaowhoro. 

People liere are fearfully disappointed about New Orleans, They 
thought they would have cotton in al)andancc, but none conies, and 
tlic Itopublieaiis are obliged to scud gold at 7^ or buyoxchango at 118^ 
in place of illling ships witli cotton as they expected. Your eyes must 
be weary, so adieu.

H.s situation is ([mto as high as the aiuTomidiiig country on ilrm, hard, 
gravelly soil co'STred with greensward whicli does not during tlie most 
violent storms bccoino soft, as it gently slojios toward a stream on the 
south side and is ])artially drained. Tluu’c is not in its vicinity oilhor 
marsh or standing water nor dense forest or shrubbery whicli could 
genorato malaria or disease, and the whoh^ country about lOlmira is 
ev:<iOodingly healtliiul and no forms of low fo^^er prevail. The camp is 
abundantly supplied with Jino, pure limestone water from two large 
wells on tlio ground.

Against Ibo kitchen is In 
ashed 13 feet wide. ISaeh hall is complete with lablos and lionc] 
and will seat 1,000 men each. The kitchen is complete with eooki 
facilities and apparatus, contains a stoam-ongino, largo ranges, furnac 
boilers, &o., sultlciont to cook for 2,000 men at once. In tlioslicd 
the building (or kitchen) the wells are situated, iirovided with pum 
and there the food is jn-epared. There is no bako-liouso. 'riie rati( 
are Ihrnishcd, cooked and pbused on the tables for the men by c 
tractors, who llnd all the table furniture and cooking utensils usiul la 
by the men and themaolvos, at 30 cents ouch ration. The sinks i 
insufficient, incomplete and fllthy. The whole cam]), with this o.\c 
tion and the abseuco of straw ticks for tlio bunks, is ilttod for i 
accoimnoclation of 2,000 mon, and with some changes of thoir inter 
the qiiartors of tho mon will admit A'cry readily of 3,000. Accompu. 
ing this description is a gcuoral plan to which 1 resjicctfully call yi 
attention, 

Oamp Ho. 2, at Elmira: This camp is known as tho Arnot llarracl 
and is in charge of Ool. E. E. Shepard, of tho voliinloers. It eonta 
no troops. It is located about one mile to the nor(,li of the town, 
situation is quite as high ns tho surrounding country, on llrm, ha 
gravelly soil, covered witli greensward, which docs not become soft or 
during very wot periods, though the drainage is no t good. Tlie form 
ibo ground is nearly a square, whoso side is about 300 yards, M'liorc 
)iot iu its vicinity either marsh, standing water, or dense forest, or ii 
locus of malaria or disease. Tho camp is abuiulantly supplied by I 
wells of pure, nover-failing limestone water on tlio ground. Enel 
plentiful and can bo supplied at tho same rates as at <!amj) llathb' 
The ground is slnit in on three sides by a slat board feneo of about 
Icct 111 height formed by nailing tliroo horizontal slats to posts plat 
10 feet apart. The fourtli side is bounded by tiio road, A stream 
pure, fresh water runs on tho south side of tho oam]i at about 200 yn.i 
distance, which could bo used for balliing and washing purposes, ^1 
buildings were all built by tho Qovorninont and both tlioy and I 
grounds are oxchisivoly under its control. 'L'lioy are all now, of woi 
one story in height, with pitch ed roofs and have llm lloors of iilar 
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free from dampness. They are covered with rough boards both on the 
sides and roofs. These are placed with the edges together and the 
joints are again covered by an outei* board, making a shelter nearly 
waterproof. The height of the buildings on the inside is about 8 feet 
to the eaves and 15 feet to the ridge pole. They are quite well ventb 
lated by means of windows and doors. The quarters of the men com- 
prise ten buildings of the same dimensions and interior divisions and 
arrangements of bunks as at Camp Eathbuii and are designed for 100 
men each, though 160 can readily be accommodated and comfortably. 
The guard-house is 34. by 17 feet, of but one room, no prison room or 
cells. 

To the right and in rear of the barracks are two buildings, one 100 
by 18 feet, of 10 rooms, for the use of ofllcors as quarters, and the 
other 88 by 18 feet, of 0 rooms, for the accommodation of the field and 
stail* for the same purpose. In rear of the left of the baiTacks is the 
mess hall and kitchen under one roof. The former is 160 feet long and 
the latter 60 feet. The liall is completely furnished with tables and 
bonohea and will seat 1,000 men, wJiile the kitchen U abundantly sup- 
plied with everything necessary to cook for that number. There is no 
bake-house and precisely the same aiTangeinout is made for the fur- 
nishing of food, cooking utensils and materials and table furniture as 
at Oamp Eatlibnn. The sinks are wretchedly deficient and in bad 
order. This camp like Oamp Erathbuii has no straw ticks, and with 
this and other exceptions mentioned it is now ready for the reception 
of 1,000 men, and with some trifling change already referred to might 
be made to comfortably receive 1,600, Accompanying this description 
is a ground plan. 

Oamp 'So, 3, at Elmira: This camp is IcnowJi as the Post Barracks* 
and like the others is in charge of Ool. E, E. Shepard, of the volun- 
teers, It contains no troops at present. It is located about one mile 
to the west of tlie town, on a plot of ground quite level, not easily 
drained and considerably lower than the suiTounding country. In 
consequence of this the ground, though commonly hard and firm and 
composed of gravelly earth covered generally with grass, becomes at 
wot seasons ctuite soft and muddy. The area is rectangular, measuring 
about 400 by 200 yards. Tlioro is not in its vicinity either marsh, 
standing water or dense forest or any special locus of malaria or dis- 
ease, yet from the situation it would not be regarded as healthful a 
location as the camps previously mentioned. The water from the 
wells on the ground and from the junction canal south of it is unfit 
for use and must be hauled to supply the full garrison at an expense 
of $2.60 per day. On the northern and on the western sides are low 
fences composed of slat boards and posts on one side; on the other is 
a common rail fence. The southern and eastern sides have no fences 
and their limits are defined by the public roads to the town. On the 
southern side and south of the carriage road is a coal railroad ter- 
minus which is used for freighting the boats of the junction canal 
immediately south of it. The grounds are easily accessible from town 
over a good road. The water of the canal is fit for bathing and 
washing purposes. The buildings were all built by the Government, 
and both they and the grounds are exclusively under its control. 
They are all new, of one story, of wooden frames, with rough board 
covering, both for the sides and roofs, similar to those already 
described. The height of the pitched roofs at the ridge pole is about 
15 feet and at the eaves about 8 feet. They have firm floors of plank 
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free I’rom darapneaH and aro well vontilatod. quariora of the 

men comprise twenty buildiiipi'a of tlio same interior divisions, number 
of rooms and diineusioiis as those barracks described iisbein^^ at Ciiinp 
Kathbum They are designed for 100 ineu eacii, tliongli witli addi- 
fcioinal bunks lov 50 men in each and a dilferent arrangement of 
them from the present they will readily accommodate IfiO men eaclu 
The quarters are all provided with bunks for 100 men oacli, but have 
no ticks for straw. There are two guard-houses, .‘M by 17 feet each, and 
of one room each, with no colls or prison mom. To tlie Udt and rear o£ 
the molds quarters is a building 100 by liO feet, of (i rooms, used as 
quarters for the field and stall. Lu their rear is the building containing 
the moss hall and kitchen under one roof. The mess hall is L30 by d() 
foot and is well provided with benches and tables. It will seat 1,000 
men by placing them closely. The kitchen is 50 by 10 feet and is am])ly 
furnished with all the materials and steaiinboilors amirurmicos, ranges, 
&c., for cooking for 1,000 men at a tinm and if necessary by increasing 
the funiiture for 3,000. There is no bake-house and ibe satue arrange- 
ment is made for supplying the food by contract- as at (lamp llathbun 
and at the same price, the food being placed on the table cooked and 
the table furniture suxJplied. The sinks are quite iiisuirunent, (iltliy 
and in bad order. This cainj) will accommodate by a diiroront arrange 
ment of its quarters and additional bunks, as suggested for Oanq] 
Itathbiin, 3,000 men, though designed for the reception of 3,000. Accom 
panying this description is a ground ])laii of the buildings with refer 
once marks. 

Oainp No. 1, at Elmira: This camp is known as Gamp Jlobinson Bar 
racks'’^ and with the others at this point is in charge ol‘ Ool. hh J^\ Blic]) 
ard,of the volunteers. It is easily accessible from the town, being located 
near a fine iM)ad, about one mile and a half from it in a soiitii west direct 
tion, on a plot ol' ground quite level, of a rectangular shaj)e, of about 
400 by 300 yards. The soil is (Irni and bard at all times; is composed 
of gravel covered with sward. It contains no troops at pj'esont. The 
situation is qiiito as high as the surrounding country and there is not 
in its vicinity either marsli, standing water or forest, or any locus oJ 
malaria or disease. The camp is abundantly supplied with fiiio, ])ur( 
water from never- failing wells on tlio ground. (5ii the west side is n 
low fence 4^ feet in height, built of board slats iiailo<U() i)()sts, the slat!? 
placed liori/.ontally. On the other three sides the public road limit? 
the boundaries of the camp. The buildings wore all built ))y the Ooverji 
incut and both they and the grounds arc exclusively under Its contn)! 
They are all new, of one story, of wooden frames, with rough board 
coverings both for the sides and roofs, similarly arranged to those 
described at the other camps. The roofs are pitched and at the ridge 
2 )ole are about 15 feet in height and at the caves H feet. They all 
liave firm floors of planks aiul aro well veiit-ilatod. Tim (juartors of tlic 
men comprise twenty buildings ol* the same interior divisions, niimbei 
of rooms and dimensions as the barracks described as being at Oamx' 
Bathbun. They aro design cel for 100 men each, though with additional 
bunks for 50 moil in each and a eliircront arrangement of tlmm from 
the present they will readily accoinmoclaie 150 jnen each. quar 
ters aro all provideel with bunks for tOO mon eacdi Imt liavo no ticks foi 
straw. There are two giiarel houses, 40 by 20 feet ouch, one of 3 ec|ua] 
rooms and the other of 1 large room and 3 cells of (I fecit s<|Uuro each, 
To the loft and rear of the men’s quarters is a building 100 hy 30 feet, 
of 0 rooms, used as the quarters of the field and staT. [n tlioir real 
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is tlio building containing the mess halls and kitchen under one roof. 
The two mess halls occupy the two ends of the building and the 
kitchens the middle portion. The former are 144 by 41 feet ea(ih and 
are provided with tables and benches for the accommodation of 1,000 
men each, who can easily be seated in them. The kitchen is 04 by 41 
feet and is amply supplied with boilers, furnaces, ranges and steam 
apparatus, and the materials requisite to cook for 2,000 men at the 
same time, There is no bake-house and the same arraugement is 
made for supplying the food by contract and at the same price as at 
the Kathbun barracks, the food being cooked and placed on the tables 
and table furniture provided. The sinks are insiifUcient, filthy and in 
bad order. Wood is delivered on the ground at 82.50 for hard and $2 
for soft. The camp is designed for 2,000 men, but with additional bunks 
and a different arrangement of them 3,000 can readily be reijeiyod, 
while the grounds are quite large enough, except for military exorcises. 

Accompanying this description is a plan of the caini) and buildings 
with reference marks. Note: There is on a line with the guard-house 
a sutler’s store 30 by 18 feet. Elmira is connected by railroad with 
Uarrisburg, Pa., and the distance by this route to Baltimore is 202 
miles less than by way of Albany and Now York City.

- Colonel: In compliance with your order dated Washington, Juno 
12, 1862, requiring me to visit the permanent camps at Albany, Utica, 
Rochester and Elmira and the U. S. barracks at Buffalo to ascertain 
their capacity for quartering troops and to make to you a written report 
thereon accompanied by a general plan of each camp, I have the honor 
to submit the result of my examination of the caiiq) so spocifled aL 
Rochester, N. Y., as its condition when visited by me on or near the 
22d instant, 

Tliis camp is known as the Camp of the State Fair G-rounds."^ The 
grounds were rented by the Government at $100 per month for the llrst 
three months occupied j after that period at $50 per month. It erected 
on them quarters for 1^000 men, mess hall, kitchen, guard house, sta- 
bles, offieers’ quarters, sinks, &c., and for a considerable period occupied 
them with volunteer troops. Within a few mouths, however, the build- 
ings so erected and the furnishings contained in them have been sold, 
and they together with the grounds are now in possession oJ' tlio 
authorities of the State Fair who contemplate holding there a fair in 
September next. 

The barracks, mess halls and kitchens are now being removed of their 
furniture for that purpose. It occupies a line situation, being located 
on an oxcelloiit road about two miles southeast from town on a plot of 
ground gently sloping, of a rectangular shape, being 400 by 800 yards. 
The soil is firm and hard at all times — is eomijosed of gravel covered 
with sward. The camp at present contains no troops. The ground is 
quite as high as the surrounding country and there is not in its vicinity 
either marsh, standing water or forest or any locus of malaria or dis- 
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Cicase. The cjiin]) is ahuiuhmtly supi)lietl with ])uro linicfttoiio water 
from iicvor failing wells on the ground. Tlio (ionesce Oanal pasHOS 
witliin a few hundred yards of the west side oT the eajn|) aiul the New 
Y^ork Central Railroad lies very near it. Lt is surrounded by a high, 
elose, board fence of about 8 feet. 

The buildings wore all, with the ox(;ci)tion of that fbi’inerly used as a 
hospital, erected by the (roverniiient. They are all new, of one story, 
of wooden frames, with rough ])oard coverings both on the sides and 
roofs. These boards are matched and the seams again (ioverod with 
outer boards. The roofs are pitclied and are, at tlu^ ridge pohis of tlio 
buildings used as the men's 4uavters, moss lialls and kiithmiis, about 20 
feet high and at the eaves LO feet. The buildings used as olHcers^ (piar- 
ters, hospital and guard-house are about 15 and 8 respectively, TMioy 
all have Arm floors of idanks and are well ventilated, In two long 
buildings built closely togotlmr and parallel with ouch other, eacih 280 by 
do feet, are the quarters for the men and mess halls. At the south end 
of these two buildings and abutting against tliern is the kitehon, whoso 
extreme length is, together with a small shed at one. end, Just equal to 
the united width of tlio two larger buildings plus the interval between 
them, viz, 00 feet. The kitehon is 30 feet wide and contains but little 
of ordinary cooking apparatus, most of it having been reinovcd. In 
one of the large buildings above incutioiied ts a mess hall 130 by JO 
feet and in the other another hall 70 by dO. They will comfortably 
seat 1,000 mon, but most of the tables and benches have been removed 
to the outside since the sale of the buildings. 

There are two sets of quarters, one in encli of the largo buildings, 
each do foot wide and 150 and 210 feet long rospoetively. In each tiie 
bunks are pliiced end to end and are arranged in 5 rows of double 
bunks, the outer rows of 3 tiers and the 3 inner ones of d (iers (meU, 
By this arrangement the larger set oI‘ quarters will readily a(i<i()mmo- 
date GOO men and the smaller LOO, 1,000 men being the original adapta- 
tion oi’ the ])uildings. There are suAlcieiit bunks for the reception of 
tliis numl)er but no ticks for straw. The hosi)ital is GO by 30 feet with 
ail L of 20 by 10 feet. The guard-house is 20 by 15 foot with an addi- 
tion for colls and pri>sou rooms of 30 by 10 and is not suirieient but for 
temporary oeeupaiicy of the camp. There arod small bitildiiigs of L5 
by 10 foot each, of I room oacli, used for oHicers^ (puirterH. There is no 
bake-house but the rations arc furnialiod, <tookod and placed on the 
tables, and furniture supplied for the tables, at 22 cents each, the con- 
tractor furnishing his own <moking aiiparatus. M'lio sinks are Jlllliy 
and out of repair. There is a good liath-lioiiso at the northwest end of 
the ground 70 by 15 feet. On the south side are stabling sheds for 
100 horses, and on the north side ol* the grounds stabling sheds for 50 
liorses. 

Hard wood is delivered at the camp for $d x>er cord and soft at $3j 
coal at $5 and $G per ton. Jjinnbor can be xiurchased at $0 and $10 
per 1,000 feet. I was informed by General John Williams, of Itochostor, 
under whose care these grounds formerly were, that at Le Koy, a point 
thirty miles west from Jvochestor, is a large stone building formerly 
used as a car depot, completely Atted with furniture and ready for the 
reception of 1,000 men; that the Governmen t formoiiy hired and idaced 
in this building its furnisliings but that it has now sold tliem, but that 
they can bo had comx)leLo at present if desired as they are not in use, 
and have not since being occupied for military puriioses been disturbed,

OOLONBL ; In compliance witL. your order dated J luie 12, 18G2, requir- 
ing' me to visit the perinaueiit camps at Albany, Utica, llocliester and 
Elmira and tlie U, S. barracks at BuRalo to ascertain their capacity 
lor quartering troops and to make to you a written re])ort tliorcon, 
accompanied by a general plan of each camp, I have the honor to .sub* 
in it the result of my examination of the camp so speciiicd at Albany, 
K Y., as to its condition when visited by me on or near the 21st 
instant. 

This camp is known as the Albany Industrial School Barracks* and 
is at present partially occupied, one of the long wooden temporary bar- 
racks, 500 by 20 feet, being in use as a hospital fur wounded soldiers, 
containing at present nearly 200, and the permanent brick building 
being partly occupied as offices and store-rooms of the quartermaster- 
general’s department of tlie State of New York and partly as a recruit- 
ing depot. The party, however, is very small and does not require but 
a small room. The camp is under the charge of General 0. Van Yech- 
ten, quartermaster-general of the State. 

It is easily accessible from tbo town, being located on a iine road 
about one mile from it in a southwest direction, on an elevated and dry 
situation. It is irregular in shape. The longest side, however, is about 
500 yards and the greatest width about 350 yards. The soil is firm, 
hard and gravelly, covered with grass and there is not in the vicinity 
either marsh, standing water or forest, or any locus of malaria or dis- 
ease. The camp is abundantly supplied with hue pure water from the 
city reservoir^ and with fuel ; hard wood at $8 and soft wood at $6 per cord. 

There are two camp-grounds separated from each other by a high 
close board fence. The one containing the Industrial School building 
has on three sides a high close board fence of 8 i'cet; the fourth a 
picket fence 5 feet high. The other ground is inclosed on three sides 
by a high close board fence of 8 feet; the fourth side is partly bounded 
by a low fence of horizontal slats and posts, but has a short interval 
with hone. 

With the exception of the Industrial School building' the buildings 
were all built by the Government and are now, together with the school 
building and all tlie grounds, exclusively under its control, This latter 
building was formerly occupied as an industrial school and was built 
by the city of Albany, It is 203 feet long and at the wings and middle 
portions 60 feet in width. The wings are connected with the central 
building by two halls, each 77 by 31 feet. It is of brick, the central iiart 
three stories in height, and the wings and connecting halls two stories. 
The ceilings are about 12 feet in height and all xiarts of the building 
admit of the most complete ventilation. 

The basement is occupied as mess halls, kitchens and store-rooms. 
The mess halls are completely supplied with tables and benches and 
will seat 700 men. There are two kitchens, 31 by 48 foot each. One is 
completely furnished with cooking apparatus for cooking at one time 
for 1,000 men. The other kitchen is not in any use. The first fioor is 
occupied as barracks and offices. Its barrack accommodations consist 
of two halls 66 by 31 feet and two of 48 by 31 feet. They will accommo- 
date 500 men in all, and 600 more can be placed on the floor above, 
which is also used as barracks and offices, and has the same number of

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rooiiiB of tlio Raiiie diiiioiiKions sib tlio Urst iloor. One ol’ ilio luills, 48 by 
31 feol, isj liowcver, used as prison room uiid bus 3G cells arningcd in 
2 tiers, one tier above the other, and IS in dies cfielu The third story 
of the eentral building is occupied or has been us ()fii(‘ers^ <juartei'S 
and Avill accommodate 4 2. liy a proper disposition oT the moms and 
ohices in the hrst iiiid socoiul stories 1,000 men cun readily be accom- 
modated, and by a use of all the rooms iji the basement the same num- 
ber can be seated at once and 3,()0() cook(‘d for at oina*-. Tbe^ro are sinks 
and bath-liouscs to the rear of tlie building and two sheds 50 by 20 feet 
used ibr washing rooms and store-rooms, one small store* ho use 30 I bet 
S(piaro and a sutler’s store 40 by 30 i’eot, and a small dwelling liouse 
50 l)y 30 lect, stable sheds for horses 50 feet by 10, and other low vshods 
100 loot by 8 feet. 

The ground is eoinplotcly surrounded by a lugh close board ienco 
except one side which has a ])icket Ibiice. 

With the exception of tlie scliool brick building the buildings are all 
of one story in height, oi' wooden fi'amos, new and ct)vei’od with rough 
boards matched, and the seam again covercMl by an outer board. The 
roofs are covered iu the same manner, 33ioy have pitched roofs at the 
ridge about 15 feet in height and at the eaves about 8 feet. Tlio lloors 
are lirm, of idank, and the buildings are all well ventilato<l. On the 
adjacent ground and separated from them by a close board ienee 8 foot 
iu height are two long barrack buildings, each 500 by 20 feet, with sinks, 
bath-houses and guard-house. ThOvSe buildings arc all new, of wooden 
frames, witli pitched roofs of about the same height and covered in the 
same manner as those already des(*,ribcd. They are well vcmtilatcd and 
have good floors. One lias a pia;^xa 10 feet wide running the entire 
length of the ImiUling, Macli is divided into live divisions of 100 feet 
each designed to aecommodalc 100 nien each, which they will readily 
do, or oven 150. The middle division of the building with the piazza 
has four small divisions of 25 feet each and is used as a dis^iensary and 
cook room for the sick and wouiidcd recently arrived (within a week) 
there. 

Tliero arc at this camp about 1,700 wooden bunks iu all and 3,000 
linen ticks for stiw. There are no kitchens on this ground, all the 
cooking being done iu the basement of the Iiulnsti'ial Bchool building. 
The guard-house is an oeingonal building 40 feet in diameter and one 
story ill height, at presimt used as a dis])ciisary. Tliore arc bath-houses 
near each of tlie barrack buildings well supplied with hydrant water 
and good cleanly sinks for the men. The guard-lionso has two rooms of 
oijiial diinoimions. There is no liake-house, the food ludiig sujipliod, 
cooked and placed on the table and the tabic fiirniture and kilcheii 
utensils found by c,on trailing ] airties at 2^ cents each ration. Lumber 
can bo bought at 0 (sents per foot. 

Those barracks arc designed for 1,000 men but will aiKmmmodatc at 
least one-third more. Accompanying this description is a ground plan 
of the grounds and all buildings and an additional ])lan of cacli story 
of the Industrial School building, with notes a-nd references, all of 
whi(jh arc respectively submitted.

Colonel: In complianco with your order dated Wasiiingtoii City, 
Juno 12, 1SG2, requiring' mo to visit the permanent camps at Albany, 
Utica, Rochester and Elmira and the U. S, barracks at Buffalo to ascer- 
tain tlioir capacity for quartering troops and to make to you a written 
report thorcon accompanied by a general plan of each camp, I have the 
honor to submit tlio result of my examination of the camp so specified 
at Buffalo, N. Y., as to its condition when visited by me on or about the 
23d of June. 

This camp is known as Oamp Porter* and is at i)rosent entirely 
unoccupied. It is in the charge of Mr. Samuel Strong, a gentleman 
employed by the Government to lake charge of tho public buildings 
at Port Porter. It is easily accessible from town, being located on 
a fine road about one mile and three-quarters from it in a northwest 
direction and on ground quite as high as the suiToiinding country and 
bordering Niagara River. It is nearly in tho form of a rectangle, being 
about 320 by 300 yards, The soil is firm and hard, covered with grass, 
and there is not in tho vicinity either marsh, standing water or forest, 
or any cause of malaria or disease. Tho camp is abuiidantly supplied' 
with fine pure water from the city reservoir and fuel is delivered on 
the ground at 85, and $3.60 or $4, the first price being that for hard 
wood, the latter for soft wood. 

In the same inclosure are the tomporarj^ buildings erected by tho 
Ooveriimeiit and the permanent fort with its various buildings. Tho 
first are all new, of one story in height and of wooden frames covered 
with rough boards matched. Tho seam is again covered by an outer 
board. Tho sides and roof are covered in the same manner. They 
have good plank floors and pitched roofs, those of the barracks and 
guard-house being about fifteen feet at the ridge and eight at the 
eaves, those of the mess liall and kitchens somewhat higher. The 
grounds are inclosed by a low fence of horizontal slats placed at inter- 
vals nailed to uprights. The barracks (temporary) number ten build- 
ings placed in two linns at right angles to each other. They are each 
GO feet by 18 and have bunks placed in each for tho acoommodaiioii ot 
150 men, tliough they are unfitted for the reception of more than 100 iu 
each.

8m: I have the honor to inclose herewith a letter leceived last oven- 
ing from Maj, W. S. Pierson, coinnmiuling the Sandusky Hepoi, report- 
ing disclosures made to him by two of the medical oflicers recently 
discharged pursuant to recent orders from the Adjutant-GonerarsOfllee. 
Being satisfied that tliero are turbulent and desperate spirits among 
the prisoners who would bo glad to bring about a collision with tlio 
guard even without a hope of iiltinuite escape from the island, reck- 
less of consequences to lliemsolvos and others, 1 thought it advisable 
to call on Governor Tod for a company from Gamp Chase to re-enforce 
the guard. It is scarcely possible that the majority of the in’isoners 
would be willing to engage in a hopeless lattack on the guard, but it 
might bo brought about by the acts of individuals in spite of the bolier 
judgment and better feelings of the mass of them. TJio presence of a 
stronger guard will overawe the reckless and encourage the well-dis- 
posed to insist on subjnission whore resistance could only load lo a 
useless sacrifice of their own lives. 

Tn anticipation of a largo incroaso of the number of prisoners at tho 
depot I would respectfully suggest that a fourth company bo added to 
this guard to take tho place of tho one called for from Camp Chase. 
It may become necessary to employ a dotocUve agent in Canada to 
watch tho inovomeuts of those who sympathize with tho rebellion and 
I respectfully ask authority to employ such a person.

Colonel: I have the lionor to rejmrt to you the following as the 
result of ]ny work. I mad<i a hasty report to you on the 2d th. I now 
include facts : 

I arrested Moses Bradford, a noted guori'illa and one who has caused 
us much trouble. He was not in arms and I do not fool it niy duty to 
shoot him, although ho acknowledges himself in the brush for four 
weeks and coining from the army with Coleman, and is idontiilod [as] 
a train-burner. I arrested Lewis Morris in arms with letters from 
General Price’s army exciting to guerrilla warfare, who acknowledged 
himself a rebel (the letters 1 forwarded to you before in which ho was 
spoken of as Colonel Best), and under Orders, No. 18, from General 
Sohoflold and instructions 1 shot him although it was an unidoasant 
duty. 

I have arrested a number who have willingly fed Coleman’s men in 
order to know what they know about the rebels in this vicinity and 
threats which have boon made, in doing which 1 ascertained the hiding 
place of about forty rebels, it being two miles south of Joel Btevon- 
son’s in a house built two years ago but not occupied ; hence rode to it. 
Out of rebel sympathizers I made guides, and under cover of a heavy 
shower last Right J surrounded the place, but from evidence they had 
nob been there after the arrest of Moses Bradford. I liave the names 
of all and they are those who liavo friends living here. They are the 
ones who are shooting Union men down in tliis vicinity. A Mr. Lighi., 
near the Gasconade, was shot while in his eorn-liold. These rebels 
roam the whole country, I arrested a hfr. King, who has been feeding 
his son, a returned rebel, and one who is iden tilled as a train-burner, 
and released him on promise that ho would deliver his sou as prisonor 
of war at Holla within one Aveok. In so doing I think avo can again 
find the hiding place of the rest. 

1 have loft the very best of imiirossion among the people. I have 
succcedod in getting neighbors and brotliers together Avho have not 


fouiul. 
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spoken for over ono year to one another, ainl 1 bolievo they begin to 
love the GovernineiiL again aiid liate tlic Oon federates. Wlion wo can 
get the neighbors to bo aiicli it is luilf of the strength of our GovorU' 
nient. 

I shall start from here in the morning for Hartvillo. I hear of 
parties committing depredations in that vicinity. Kot the least depre- 
dation has been committed by my meiu I enforce the strictest disci- 
])line in that respect. But mucli complaint is made against some of 
onr troops. They would be glad Lo see us but for this fict. 1 will send 
prisoner in with bearer. Will do my duty lirinly and judiciously aiul 
rei)ort often. Bend ino word if Mr. King delivers liia son.

Colonel: I think it proper to report to you instructions in relation 
to alVairs at Oainj> Douglas lierclolbre given to your predccossoi* and 
which it appears have been lost. 

You are held responsible for tlie security of the prisoners of war 
under your charge and will make su(jh disposiLion of the fbr(J0 under 
your conimand and such arran gem cuts of the prisoners in companies 
or divisions in the barracks as will best accomplish this purpose. Tlie 
presence of the prisoners Avill be verified by daily roll-calls, and every 
morning a report will bo made in Avritiiig of each comx)any sliowing tlio 
number })resent, the sick discharged, escaped and died, giving tjie 
names and partioulars under tire last three heads. 
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The fund of ihe prisoners’ hospital ^vill bo Icept se])arato from iliat 
of the hospital of the guards and will bo disbursed for the solo benefit 
of the side iirisoners on the recominendatioii of the surgeon in diarge 
aiiproved by you, 

A general fund will be created by withholding sudi jiart of the rations 
as may not be necessary, the surplus to bo i^urchased by tho commis- 
sary as provided for by existing regulations, and Ihis fund will bo dis- 
bursed under your directions in the ])urcluiRO of such artides ns may be 
necessary for the health and comfort of the prisoners and whidi other- 
wise would liavo to bo imrchased by tho Government. Among these 
articles are all table furniture, cooking utensils, articles for police ])nr- 
l)Oses, bed-tides and straw and the means of im])roviiig or enlarging 
the barrack lUTOinmodations, AH sudi articles will bo inirchased on 
tho requisition of and throngli thoquartorinaRtcr with your ax^probatioii. 

Tho extra pay of clerics v ho have diargo of tho letters and keo]) tho 
accounts of tlie privato funds deposited by ]H'isoners may bo i>aid Jroin 
this fund. The commissary will be responsible for tho funds, will Iceep 
the necessary accounts and will keep you advised from time to time of 
tho amount on hand. The sutler is entirely under your control, and 
yon will see tliat [ho] furnishes proper artides and at reasonable rates, 
and you will imimso a tax ui)on him for the privilege according to the 
amount of his trade. This tax will make part of tho fipul available for 
tho iirisoiiors’ benefit. 

Visitors will not bo permitted in tho camp except the near relations 
(loyal people) of prisoners avIio may be seriously ill. Tiiis order will in 
]io case bo violated unless with my sanction. 

All articles contributed by friends of tho prisoners iii whatever shape 
they come if proper to bo received Avill bo carefully distributed as the 
donors may request, such articles as are intended for tho sick passing 
through tho liaiuls of tho surgeon, who will bo rosponsiblo for their 
proiier iiso. 

Prisoners will not bopermitiod to write loiters of more tlian one page 
of common loiter pa])or, tho matter to bo strictly of a lU'ivato iiaturo or 
the letter must bo destroyed.

The surface of 
the ground is becoming saturated with tlie filth and slop from the 
privies, kitchens and quarters and must produce serious results to 
health as soon as the hot weather sets in. The nuiubor of patients in 
hospital (320 to-day) and the still larger number re{|uiring attention in 
the barracks, calls also since tbo disc-harge of the rebel surgeons for an 
immediate force to siipiily the se^wice left vacant by their release. 
There were sixteen on duty, and from acareful analysis of tlie same and

Goloneu: The inclosed papers are rcsiKUitfully referred to you for 
investigation and report. Please attend to the matter with as little 
delay as ])oasiblo. If Major Tompkins is not guilty, as f belioved him 
to lie in issuing* my order for his arrest, I desire* that ho be promptly 
restored to bis (ioninmnd and fully exonerated. So far as T am able to 
judge from his rejiort of tlnne 24 uixni which his arrest was based or 
from that of J iino 27, whicli 1 have received to-day, tlie shooting of Oob 
onel Best was entirely unjustified by my orders or the customs of war. 
He does not appear to liave boon a member of any giiorrilJa band but a 
regular soldier of the rebel army on his return homo. He may very 
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probably have been a spy or been rotuniing for tho purpose of raisings 
a guerrilla force, but neither of these would justify his smnitmry oxe- 
cutioii witliout trial. jS'o crime whatever would justify his execution 
without trial after ho had been taken j^risoner and hold for several 
days, as appears to have been the case. Ldcaso give this and other 
transactions of IVEajor Toraidans such explanation as will enable mo to 
determine whether further proceedings are necessary.

GenerAjd: I have just returned from Ohi(jago and have the honor to 
submit the following report; 

Camp Douglas is located on low, swampy ground without any possi- 
bility of drainage, and even at this time the prisoners and troops are 
sudbriiig from the mud in the caini). Tho sinks which have been dug 
and dug again are overflowing and when tho hot weather sots In there 
must be much sickness. The barracks are too much crowded for lioaltli 
and some changes must be made to bring about a good sanitary stale 
of things. r>y erecting barracks outside of the camps for one rogitnont 
of the guard, leaving one regiment inside, there will (be] (juarters 
enougli and greater security for the ])risoTievH will bo gained. Tlio two 
regiments are now in tents Avhich will bo worn out ))y the expiration of 
their service and it will therefore bo cheaper to put them in barracks 
at once, 

Tho camp is in a very foul condition from want of drainage, and this 
can only be remedied by construction of a sower sufTicicntly below tho 
surface to guard against frost around tho sirtos of the camp aiRl leading 
into the lake. With this must bo connected water pipes io furnish an 
abundant supply of water for the use of tho camp and to lloab out tlio 
flitli of all kinds through tho sower. 

The sinks should be connected with the sowers so that during the 
summer the camp and neighborhood woidd be relieved from the stench 
which now pollutes tlie air. 

The cost of erecting now barracks and repairitig tho old ones will bo 
$5,000 to $8,000 and for introducing the system of pipes and drainage 
about as much more. 

If a suitable camp-ground could bo found and there was yet time for 
the work it would perhaps be best to abandon Gamp Douglas, but tliove 
scorns now no alternative but to make tho best of what we havri. 

I have ordered a thorough system of police to bo put in for(ie at oiua^, 
but your immediate attention is earnestly called to tho matter of tljc 
above report. 

The hot weather of summer is just upon us and if something is hot 
clone speedily there must be much sickness in the (mmp and neighbor- 
hood if not a pestilence.

General : Pursuant to your telegram ol' tlio 27th [26] which reached 
me via Chicago T proceeded to Camp Douglas to make inquiries in rela- 
tion to the escape of prisoners of war and I have the honor to make 
the following report: 

Oolouol Tucker, the commanding ofheor, has two detectives whom 
lie rG])rcsonts to be very reliable men, employed in the camp iiinler the 
XU’otense of being iirisonors to ilnd out if possible tlie aiders in the 
escape of i)risonci\s from the camj), but thus far he has only been able 
to learn that it was sutler who was discliarged some time 

ago wlio sold clothing to imsonora. Hothing lias boon learned of any 
Xierson named Smith. T have directed that these in(|uiries should bo 
Xiorsevered in till the trace ol' the guilty ones can bo discovered. 

There has been the greatest carelessness and willful neglect in the 
management of the affairs of the camx), and everything was left by 
Colonel Mulligan in a shameful state of confusion. It is reported to mo 
that there is scarcely a record of any kind loft at the camp and it will 
bo difficult to ascertain what xinsonors have been at the camp or wliat 
has become of them. Contrary to my instructions Colonel l\Inlligaii’s 
regiment was first relieved, thus devolving the command on Oolonel 
Cameron who know nothing of the affairs of the ])risouer8, who in turn 
in a few days turned the command over to Colonel Ikickor without 
being able to give him any information in regard to his duties, TIio 
police of the camp had been much neglected and was in a most dox>lor- 
ablo condition, and from this and other causes much labor and large 
expenditures will bo necessary to make the camp inbabitablo. T have 
required a detailed rojiort on the condition of affairs at the camp and 
on its receipt will report further.

At tliis time (he eaniii is occupied ])y one regiinont, the guard proper, 
and a battalion of cavalry orgauizod for the held. I am of the opinion 
tlmt the presence of tem])orary troops must bo ju’ejudicial to the good 
order of tlic camp. Inquire into tins iniiiter and report iiuiiiedialGly. 

I am told that a major is connnamling while liis senior, a liouienaiit- 
colouel, is present. Tins anomaly in military aiVairs is in violation of 
the Articles of War and should not bo permitted. 

Please say to (iovornor Yates that I will be much obliged to him if 
he will appoint a colonel for the regiment at the camp to take com- 
mand, The position is a very responsible one and reciiiires a person of 
intelligence, decision and tlie highest integrity, and 1 am sure the 
State of Illinois will not he at a loss to furnish siicli a man.

Silt: Oapt, H, W. Preodloy, Third Infantry, niy assistant, will hand 
you a copy of a letter of instructions heretofore addressed to the coni- 
nmnding onieor of Oainp Butler, and in addiuon thereto you will please 
observe the following iuHtructions: 

You are held responsible for the security of tho prisoners of war 
under your charge and will make such disposition of tho force under 
your command and such arrangements of the prisoners iu companies 
or divisions in tlio barracks as will best uccoinplisli this pLiri) 080 . Tlio 
presence of the prisoners will bo verihecl by daily roll calls, and every 
morning a report will bo inado in writing of each company showing 
the number present, the sick discharged, escaped and died, giving the 
names and particulars under tho last three heads. 

Tim fund of tho prisoners’ hospital will be kept separate from that 
of the hospital of tho guard and will bo disbursed for the solo benefit 
of the sick prisoners on tho recommendation of tho surgeon in charge, 
approved by you. 

A general fund will bo created by withholding siieli part of the 
rations as may not bo necessary, tlio surplus to be purcluised by the 
coinmissary as iirovulod for by existing regulations, and this riiud will 
be disbursed under your directions in tho purchase of such as may be 
necessary for the health and comfort of tlio prisoners, and which oth(3r- 
wise would have to bo xmrehased by the Govonimout. Among' these 
articles are all table furniture, cooking utensils, articles for police pur- 
poses, bed-iieks and straw and tho moans of improving or enlarging 
the barrack accommodations, All such articles will bo purchased on 
the re( 3 iii 8 iUon of [and] through the quartermaster, willi yourapproba- 
lion. Tiio extra i)ay or clerks wlio Imvo charge of tho letters and keep 
the accounts of tho private funds deposited by prisoners may bo paid 
from this fund. The commissary will be responsible for the funds, will 
keep the necessary accounts and will kocj) yon advised from time to 
time of tho amount ou hand. A report of the state of this fund must 
be made to mo on the last day of each month,

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The sutler is entirely under your control and you ^vtll see Unit In 
furnislies proper articles and at reasonable j*aies, and yon will^ iniposc 
a tax: uiion liim ibr tlio indvilcgo according to the amount ot liis trade 
This tax will make part oT the fund available (or llio prisouei's^ benolUj 

Visitors 1 0 the camp out of mere curiosity will in no case be per 
niitted. Persons having business with the connnandiug olllccr or <puir 
Icviiiaster may witli the permission ot the (‘onuiuuiding odlccr enic 
the camp to remain only long enough to transact MieJj' business. Wliei 
prisoners are seriously ill their nearest relatives, ]nirents, brothers o 
sisters, if tliey are loyal people, may make them short visits. 

All articles contributed by friends of the prisomu's in wluilovo 
shape they come it* proper to be received will be eareliilly distributee 
as the donors may request, such articles as are inteiuled for the siel 
passing through the bauds of the surgeon, who will be r(^sj)onsibIo fo 
their proper use. 

Prisoners will not bo permitted to write letters of more than one jiag^ 
of common letter paper, the matter to be strictly of a private naturi 
or the letter must bo destroyed. ,

You will proceed to-morrow morning by Avator witli a flag of truce to 
the oueniy’s lines taking in charge two prisoners of war, Antonio 
Ponce, jr., and Ashley M. Sliaw, who Avero captured at the surrondor 
of Fort Pulaski on the lltli day of April last and who are i-elcascd by 
order of Major-General Ilunter, commanding the Department of the 
South. You will be provided with a letter to the commanding oflicor 
at Port Jackson and you will deliver it and the jn'isoiiers to the ofllcer 
by whom you shall be received. You will also take charge of a number 
of letters addressed to persons residing in the States of Georgia, South 
Oarolina, &c., a portion of which are from the prisoners captured at 
Pulaski ; the remainder are from other persons. You Avill deliver none 
of these letters unless all are received and received Avith the nndor- 
standiug that subject to ordinary military inspection they are to be 
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forwarded to tlie poraoiis to whom they aro addressed whether they 
come from x>visonors or others. Should it bo roquired you will pay the 
postage on those letters whicli are not from the prisoners. 

You will proceed in aii open and public manner in strict conformity 
with the laws and usages governing Hags of truce. Your party will 
consist of eight men, over whom you will exercise a careful supervision 
in order tluit they may give no iulbrinatiou to the enemy. Should you 
be obliged to leave them you will caution them to hold no conversation 
with any person relative to military matters, TTaviiig accomidished 
the object of your mission you will return with all possible dispatch to 
this post,

Dear Shi: I am a prisoner at Gamp Ohaso, Oliio, and I ied myself a 
loyal man, if I could have hope [helped] myself, but 1 am here and wish 
to lot yon know that I was not ]mrsiiaded into it, but a<ituully driven 
in, as all the violators of the Confederacy were, or hung, or imprisoned, 
I as well as many other Union men of East Tennessee joined a company 
of Union home guard, gotten ui> by J. S, Lamb, in the Fourth District of 
Knox County, Tonn, T diillcd with them and expressed my honest 
Bentimonls for tlio Union and Constitution, and for Andrew Johnson, 
Tlora (!0 Maynard, j William CL] Brownlow and T, A. U. ifclson. I have 
the ph'.asuro to announce to you tliat I voted for the Union three times 
and would have done so again and again had T had iho opportunity: 
but, alas, wo liavo been overrun by a military despotism that prevailed 
in hlast Teiniessce for over twelve inontlis; but after the August elec- 
tion Imd done all that 1 could at the ballot box for the Union, and »T. 9. 
Ijamb and some others saw it idain by ( lovernor IJ arris^ and Zollicofler’s 
])roclamatioii that we were bound to be oppressed. They gathered all 
they could and made an eifort to cross Cumberland Mountains to Ken- 
lucky to join the IJ, S. Army, but wc were defeated by the secesb sol- 
diers and' several prisoners taken, 1 got back homo and kept myself 
hid for some time, and tliongh all was over, J was surrouiuled and iioti- 
lied that those Avho xvere engaged in trying to get to the U. 9.

We Avoro 
with Joseph S. Lamb Avhen ho started to cross Ciimborlaiid ^louiitains 
to join the U. S. Army, but as J. S. Lamb has already informed you wo 
were stopped by the secesh army and defeated, but avo made tlio sec- 
ond attempt and again found avo could not go through, We got homo 
and AYcre about to be taken.

Genfual: a letter received yesterday called iny attention to a mat- 
ter which 1 have the honor to Jay before you as it seems to call for 
some action lo prevent tho ^lossibility of injury to a very meritorious 
oJlujor in our service, On the 17th of July hist, in the action at Scary 
Creek, on ICanawha Ewer, Col. Jesse Horloii, of tho Twenty-first 
Ohio Voluideers, and Ool. George S, Patton, of tho rebel army {Twen ty- 
secoiul Virginia Rogiment), were both seriously wounded and both made 
prisoners by reason of their injuries being so vsovere as to prevent their 
removal. Colonel Horton was first taken, but the Confederate Army 
being obliged to abandon tho x)Ositiou next day both ho and Colonel 
Patton wore left in tho iicighborliood, whore they were found by our 
troops. At tho time f iinder.stood that Colonel Hoi lou was paroled 
with tho understanding that tho same would be done with Colonel Pat- 
ton, the arrangement being made between Colonel Horton and General 

Pattojffl corroapoiitlomio, bod Vtd, III, thia Sorios, p, 411. 
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Wise. Ooloiicl l^orton was soon removed to Ohio, and when Oolonol 
Patton improved siiirmiently to allow ot Ids removal ho was ])ormitLed 
to j>ass through the lines to his home in Eastern Virginia. lie recoveretl 
some time ])efore Oolonel iTorton did, and General Wise sent me a letter 
by a Hag of truce insisting that Colonel 3’atloii should not he r<^garded 
as being under parole, but that a eoniplotc exchange was made at tiie 
time he had his iutorviow with Colonel Norton. I regarded this as an 
attempt to avoid the parole and to get Oolonol Patloii on duty whilst 
Oolonel Norton’s position was still doubtful or unknown to me, and I 
replied that I had Colonel I^atton’s written parole, and liad understood 
that Oolonel Norton’s was given in like manner; that under these cir^ 
ciimstances 1 could take no further notice of the thing, leaving ])oth 
ofllcers to have the exchange made through proper channels, tlio (pies* 
tioii of exchanges uot having been then settled by tlio United Slfates 
Covernment. Colonel Norton upon his recovery resumed his command, 
the exchange being completed in duo form as I sup])osc(l, l)Ut as lus rogi- 
iiicnb had been removed from my command to ICeii tacky 1 had no means 
of knowing the xiartioulars in regard to it. I now have a lottiu' from 
Oolonel Patton, which is dated in April, stating that he observed his 
parole until klarch, 1803, when lie was regularly exchanged for another 
ofllcer, not Oolonel Norton. If this he so it would place Colonel Nor- 
ton in the embarrassing position of serving while his ])arole is in (‘orco. 
which lie most assuredly has not done knowingly. If some other ofllcer 
lias been excliangod for Oolonel Patton cannot Colonel Norton bo 
relieved from his position by the release of an onicor of cMpinl rank, 
tlie mistake being thus corrected? If the chances of war slionld put 
Oolonel Norton in the i^ower of the enemy his i)OHiti(>n would be a 
difficult one, since it is manifest that they now claim tliat lie is not 
exchanged. I shall send lum a copy of this letter to (mil liis aticjitiou 
to the claim sot up and hope it may be at once arranged so as to liave 
no contingency in his case.

Dear Sir: Owing to the fact that Captain Wormer rofuscid to pay 
mo my mileage from Saint Paul to Mackimui J liave boon iinabh^ to 
call upon you at Detroit. I hereby send you copies of roqucHts which 
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I inaclo whilst acting in my oflicial cniiacity at iMaclvimic. I do so in 
order that you may compare tliem to tlie e.v parte statements of Cap* 
tain Woriner. Since I have been in the service of the XJnited Slates 
Governtneiit I have not had any didiculty with any oHicer before now 
and liavo on all occasions endeavored to discharge my duties faithfully. 
On arriving there I found the hired surgeon had to sleep in the hospital, 
as tlio surgeoids quarters were occupied byLioulenant Button. The 
cook-stove belonging to the hospital had been taken away and was 
ii^ecl by the oHicors, and because E endeavored to discharge inyduty as 
the Army Kegulations demand it I have met with their displeasure. 1 
liave not been made acquainted with the character of the charges made 
against mo, and if it is not improper for mo to request you to do ino 
the honor of writing me in answer to this I shall be under great 
obligations.

He did so for three hours when I ascertained that lie was exhausted 
and web to the akin. (It was raining.) Ho was released at .S..3() o’clock, 
having carried them seven hours with only one-half hour respite which 
I ordered the .sergeant of the guard to grant him.

Sib: I would request yon to remove the guard now stationed on the

that accidents sueli as breaking the hygrometer and willful niutilation 
of the hos))ital by the sentries have occurred. The patients too com- 
plain that they cannot sleep at night from the noise created by the 
marching of tlio sentry upon his beat. 

Answer of Lieu tenant ►:5utton: *^Tho sentry will remain there.^^ 

Explfuiaiion . — Tins guard was posted there iu front of the hosx:)ital 
on the balcony, and juy patients were not allowed to go to the privy 
without being accompanied or passed by a corporal of the guard, and 
yet the rear of tlie building Aras left nnguard(‘d so that any of them 
could escape at all times if they desired.

I have tlio honor to report that in obedience to instructions received 
from biic major-general comiinuicUiig the J^epartniont of the South I 
iliis morning sent Lieut. James O. Paxson, o! the F orty -eighth It egi- 
jnoiit hTow York Volunteers, with a Ihig of truce to tho eiiomy^s lines on 
tho Savannah fiivor. Lieutenant Paxsoii liad in charge tho two i)ris- 
oiiersof war, Antoido Ponce, Jr., and Ashley iM. Shaw, captured at tliis 
place on the 11th of Ainll, whom I was directed to send to Savannah, 
tho letters which X received from you and a large number ol' letters, 
most of thorn written by persons taken at Pulasld and which have been 
in my possession since tho fall of the fort. Lieutenant Paxsou was 
instructed to deliver all of tlie.se letters or none, Ho proceeded up the 
river until haltocl by tho rebel outpost on tho west bank of Saint 
Augustine Oroek; he was there detained until tlm arrival of acoininis- 
sioned olUcor to wlioin ho delivered the persons and tho letters. No 
objection was made to the reception of these letters. Ilaying accom- 
plished the object of tho flag ho I’o turned to this post,

Colonel: I have the honor to report that 1 arrived hero on the even 
ing ortho 8d instant, having been delayed at i\)lcdo for nearly twelv 
hours, the trains not making connection. I visited Camp Hiitlor on Ur 
morning of the dth instant and found affairs there in some confusioj 
consequent upon the Sixty-eighth liogimont Illinois Volunteers, th 
guard of the prisoners, having been relieved from further duty thor 
and ordered to proceed to Virginia. There remained at the camp apoi 
tion of the Beveutioth Xlegimont Illinois Infantry and a portion of Ui 
Second liogimont of Artillery, two regiments now in process of Ibrnu 
tion at the camp. These regiments are perfectly iiioxperioiu^od troops 
have not been drilled, and the majority of the men have only bee 
enlisted for a few days. I do not know the exact luiinbor of oulisto 
men in camp for guard duty, but there are about OUO, and is constant] 
being increased by the arrival of recruits, 

With regard to the instructions heretofore given to the cominandiii 
oiilcer of Camp Butler I find that they have only boon })artially earrio 
out. J-ho improYOinonts in the hospitals therein referred to have bee 
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made and a most admirable system of police has boon established in 
tlieni. The loss by death has decreased at least 70 per ceiit. The gen- 
eral health of the prisoners is good. The police of tlio camp has been 
much improved, bu(i the scarcity of wagons and teams lias prevented 
the prisoners from kcoxung their company parade-grounds and the 
vicinity of their quarters (barracks) in the condition most lobe desired. 
At least six additional wagons and teams are required for the proper 
imlico of the camp. Some necessary articles for cooking and police 
purposes are still ro<piired^ but can bo prooiu’ed hero by requisition or 
Xnirchase. 

With regard to tlic saving of surplus rations I lind that this has 
boon neglected and there is no fund for the purpose of purchasing nec- 
essary articles of comfort or of subsistence of the prisoners not sux)plied 
by the Government, It appears that the have been receiving 

their rations from the contractors and exchanging with the contractors 
6U(ih x)ortions of* the rations as they could dispense with for such other 
articles not forming jiart of the Government ration as they most needed, 
TJiis has been done in many cases without tlie cognizance of tlieoflioers 
in charge. The commissary 1ms not given his personal attention to 
this matter. The commissary has not boon residing in the camp, but 
I have re((uested his presence there to-morrow and this matter will be 
thoroughly investigated. The result will bo in my next, 

I have visited the camp every day since my arrival but have bcou 
unable to accomplish much on account of the change of the guard. It 
appears that the guard have been changed so often, and are under the 
charge of different x)GrHons avIio have somewhat coiiilicted in authority 
tluit the instructions heretofore given liave not been so strictly observed 
as might bo desired. Maj. J, G, Fonda has been placed personally in 
command of the camp and of the guard of the iniaoners, and is now 
using and will use his best endeavors to have your instructions strictly 
complied with, I have daily consulted and advised with him rogarcb 
ing the manner of conducting the cami>. 

'J’lio presence of temiiorary troops is prejudicial to the good order of 
the camp and to the comfort and security of the prisoners. The con- 
stant desire of now troops to communicate with the prisoners and their 
curiosity to see and barter with them contributes nmcli to the relax- 
ation of discixdinc and to insx)iring improper feelings of jealousy and 
rovoiige, til us remloriiig the position of the prisoners and the guard 
more unpleasant. 

A guard should bo permanently established hero, I shall consult 
Governor Yates on this subject upon his return,

Dear Siii: Licmt. John lUlwoll, of Oomiiaijy I'i, Twoll'fch Iowa, am 
inysolf made our escape from prison al MonL{romory, Ala,, on llio UHi 
ultimo and reacliod Uuutsvillo on tUo 2HUi, from whieli phnie to tlii 
city wo aecoinpauicd 1,4/50 paroled privates, among wliicli wore til < 
the Twelfth, 200 of the Fourteoiitli, 230 of the Highth and a nnniber ( 
the 'I'liird, Sixth, Seventh, hilovoiith, Piftoonth and Sixtemilh low 
llcgimcnts, all captured at Shiloh. Those men are now (lc(.aiiied hoi 
in camp, having at present very unhealthy and uneomf()rtal)lo(juartor; 
waiting for orders from General llalleelc. Today within tlie hour 
have learned that orders have been received from Uenornl Ituell to ]n 
tlioni into auotliev camp and rctpiiro them to do guiml <lnty and dril 
They have received clothing, yet they are very indigmnit tliat lijcyiu 
not allowed to go farther west if they are to bo retained in caiupj or 
compelled to perform military duty that they are not allowed to rotiii 
to their rogimonls. lixliaustod and worn out with two months’ impri 
onment upon starving rations they feel that tlioy should bo allowed 
short respite from tlie duties of a soldier and that il’ tlioy are to 1 
kept at any iioint for the purpose of oxohaiigo they should' bo sent 
some point nearer homo. With few exceptions all are willing to <«) 
tinue in the service when honorably released from parole foi ccd iipf 
tboin by the alternative ol’ death by disease or starval ioii in a Soiithe 
prison, but deem it an infractiou of their oliligation to he i iKpiired 
perforin guard duty in this latitude whore the only enemies of t’

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United States are the adlieronts of the Soutlieni Confederacy, But 
wlietlier their feeling's are reasonable or nnreasonablo ihciy earnestly 
desire you to intercede in their beliall* and procure for tliom removal 
to some i^oint farther west and a speedy exchange or a prompt dis- 
charge from the service* 

Some COO anore paroled privates are daily expected here, which will 
include the balance of the Iowa troops captured at Shiloh, making a 
total of 300 of the Poiirteentb and 310 of the Twelith, for whom also I 
trust you will use your inllnence willi the (lovornmeut. I need not say 
to you that these men performed their duty as soldiers at Shiloh, The 
Iowa brigade maintained its position, driving back the enciny, until 
after 5 p* ni., and was ordered to fall back with no enciny in view of its 
front, Nor did the remainder of the Twelfth and Fourteenth sur- 
render until they found themselves surrounded by 1C, 000 troops and 
after every other regiment in tliat part of the field had retreated or 
surrendered. 

But tliere is another subject to which I earnoatly beg Tour Excel- 
lency’s attention, Two liundred and fifty commissioned oflicers taken 
at Shiloh are now at Selma, Montgomery, Ala,, and Macon, 6a, 
Among them are the company commissioned and non-coniinissioncd 
ollicers of tlie Ponrteeiith and Twelfth and the regimental oificers of 
the Fourteenth and Eighth, as well as ollicers of several other regi- 
ments, including Major Stone and (Jolonel Geddes, These men are 
receiving less than one- fourth rations of a private iu the U. S, Army, 
and are subjected to all the lmrdshix)s and indignities which venomous 
traitors caii heap upon them, They are without money or clotliiiig, 
and a large luimbcr of them at Montgomery are imprisoned in a foul 
and vermin- abounding cotton shed, ffliey are desirous for their dis- 
charge, and if bravery and cool and determined behavior deserves it 
none are more deserving of it than these Iowa men. 

Will you not interfere with the President and General Halleck in 
their bo^ialf? 1 should have written you before, but expecting to leave 
here every day I intended to report to you iu person. Ilaving experi- 
enced the tender mercies of the rebels I beg of you that you will exert 
yourself for these bravo and meritorious men. 

Were the officers of the Eighth, Twelfth and Fourteenth exchanged 
(and men) the tlireo regiments could take the field with little delay, 
Excuse this hasty letter, I am quite unwell and liarclly able to even 
write,

General; I Lave been directed by the Secretary of War of the 
Confederate States to inform yon that it is reported in the journalvS of 
the United States that Mr. William B. Minnford, of Hew Oideans, and 
Col. John L, Owen, of the Missouri State Guard, have been executed by 
the IT. S. authorities— Mr. Muinford for having pulled down the U. 
flag in Hew Orleans and Colonel Owen ux)on a charge of bridge burn- 
ing ill Missouri, The former is stated to have been hung, the latter 
to have been shot, 

Mr. Muniford, we are informed, pulled down the flag before the 
Federal forces liad acquired possession of the city. The U. 8. vessels 
were anchored before it and a demand for its surrender had been made 
but not complied with, the party' that lioisted the flag having retired. 
Under these circumstances if true the execution of Mr. Mumford is 
considered as a murder of one of our citij^ons. I inclose the account of 
his execution from the Hew Orleans Delta, 

Colonel Owen, it appears from the account given in the Missouri 
papers, as you vnll perceive from the inclosed slip, was shot without 
trial. Ho was a commissioned officer of the Second Division of the 
Missouri State Guard. Individuals have been put to death by the 
authority of the Confederate Government for burning bridges within 
its territory, and persons in military service coming disguised within 
its lines to destroy railroads have also been executed, but they have 
had a fair trial. If Colonel Owen entered your lines in disguise we 
cannot deny your right to try and punish him. But his execution with- 
out trial is not considered justifiable^ and should he have acted in obe- 
dience to orders and not have been m disguise his execution is looked 
upon as murder. 

Supposing tlien Mr. Mumford to have been executed for an insult to 
the U. S. flag hoisted in a city not in their possession and Colonel 
Owen to have been executed without trial the Confederate Government 
deems it to be its duty to call on the authorities of tlio United States 
for a statement of the facts, inasmuch as it is not intended to permit 
outrages of such a character to be peiqietrated without retaliation.

THE LINCOLNITE3 IN MISSOURI MURDER A SEOESSIONIST. 


The following is from the Baiiiiibal (Mo.) Herald of June 10; 

Information was Lronglit into camp at Pnlmyra on Saturday last that Col, Jolin L, 
Owon, a notorious rebel who has made hiinflolfconspionoiis in burning bridges, cars 
and dopolB, bring into passeiigor trains, last suiiiiiior and fall, was sooroted at or near 
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liifl farm in Monroo. A dotaclininnt from Ooinpaiiy A, Eloventli Rogimont Missouri 
Slato Militia (Colonel Lipaooml)), uiulor roininaiid of Liottlonant Doimhoo, was 
iminofl lately sent out from Palmyra lo hunij tlie outlaw. On approaehing the faun 
of Colonel Owen on Sunday about 12 m. iho sfiuad disoovorod a. negro rinming 
rapidly il'om the hoiieo toward a pioco of brnali. Tlio lioutonant and his company 
ininiodiatoly started for tbo bruali and going into it diseovorod tho game and soon 
bagged it. At first tbo colonel showed a d(‘torinination to rosist his capture, hut 
finding such a proceeding uaeloss ho yielded. Preparations woio made for Ills oxoou- 
fcion. lie hogged the soldiors to take him prisoner. Tlioy in formed him that tak- 
ing prisoners” was played out. They then placed Iiim upon a stump in Iroiit of a 
lilo of soldiers and at the word of oomnmiul eight bullets pierced tho body of tho 
rohel, lulling him instantly. 

Thus has ended the career of a notoriouB hush whacker and outlaw. Ho has mot 
tho j ust retribution of his damning orimos.

“Mumford, tho ilhstaiTod youth whoso name and faio will bo a terror to all who 
aro iiicliiiod to trifio with tho Govornmout or its sacred oinhloniB in time to conio, 
jnsily rocoivod iho reward of his troason and madnoss in tbo prosouco of tlioiiBauda 
of spectators as announced in Tho Delta of last ovoiiing, So far as our knowledge 
oxtends in tho matter it is tho first instance upon record of a man being tried, found 
guilty and executed for laying violent liaiuls upon our national flag, and tho Iobboii 
it convoys is a eolomn and wo trust will xirovo a salutary one. ^rumford though 
standing only as a roprosonlativo of parties cipially guilty at lioari. as himself liad 
tho misfovtnnc to mingle a little more raahnoss with his treason able inlonts than

which u]) to this date luis not reached me. You are ol' <‘0UJ‘«e the suf- 
lioient judge as to the comity to bo observed by you while (a)nnnanding 
the h'edoral Army on my froiil^ but I cannot juM iiiit your silence to 
pass without this rec'ord ol' my own sense of wluit Is due to me Trom 
our relative positions and what I expected from a traiiUMi soldi(U\ This 
said r have now to acquaint you with the duel' ])uri)osc of tins letter, 
to wit; 

i have been informed from a number of sources that bands of your 
soldiery especially along the line ol' the Memphis and (dmrleston Uail- 
road in the vicinity of Grand Junction are traversing the country witii 
the avowed object of burning or otherwise destroying Hie p]\)per(y o!' 
those 'Citizens ol* Mississi])ju and Tennessee wlio in obedieiiee u/lhe 
wishes of tlioir Government, the orders of tlies(i heiuhjuarters and a 
substantially unanimous public sentiment have (tliosen to burn llieir 
own cotton; that is, their own properly. I hav(‘, been inlbrnuMl rurtlmr 
that the property of more than one’ of our loyal <aliz<um has be(ui 
destroyed by these dotadiments. These acts might not (^x<’ite surj)rise 
if done by men inulor certain commanders of Kidei-al armies, onieevs

I shall profoundly regret any oceusiou for the exercise of 1 his siiverity, 
and therefore do earnestly invoke yourvigonms inUa'l'ereiuie witli your 
subordinates especially in the vicinity of Grand Jiincthm and on the 
Mississippi River to stop conduct so unlike any <‘,vor tohu'atod by 
reputable officers in previous wars.

General: L trust you will ])ardon the delay of my reply to your 
letter of 1st instant referring to me for investigation the execution of 
Best (alias Morris or Morrison) by Major Tompkins, of the Thirteenth 
Cavalry Kogiment, Missouri State MilUia, The i)rcss of business, the 
confusion and disorder among a portion of the troops at this post and 
the attontion to be given to the rcl)ol force under Colonels McBride and 
Coleman constitute my only apology. 

After a hurried investigation, general, L would respectfully report 
the following facts and coneliisions collected from various sources and 
in part from the accompanying documents herewith submitted, marked 
A, B, 0, D, 13 and I*’, togetlicr with a letter from Major Tompkins to 
myself, viz: Tliat about 12 o’clock (m.) Sunday, 22(1 June, Mnjor Tomp- 
kins, and with considerable danger to himself, in person and alone 
arrested a man callinghiinsolf Morrison, who said ho was returning from 
Price’s army, passing stoaltliily through our lines along the by-patlis of 
the worst guerrilla communities, being armed and having upon his per- 
son a largo package of letters from rebels to their friends at liome, 
imatiiig them to guerrilla wariaro, tlio said letters being inllaminntory 
and treasonable in tlio highest, revealing tho facts that Morris or Mor- 
rison was Best, and that he bad before acted in the same cajiacity* and 
was to return Bouth again and consequently to coin in imi cate all he 
should learn within our lines* showing that he was not simply a regular 
soldier of tho Confederate Army returiiing homo but that he was at 
least a spy. That before the letters were read ho was identified as Old 
Best, of Livingston County, Mo,, by one George Irving, private in Com- 
pany F, First Illinois Cavalry, whose influence had resulted in the death 
of more Union men than of any one man in that .secticiii of the State. 
Best stated he had no other business than to convey said letters. 

1 learn tliat Major Tompkins after the arrest of Best delayed his 
oxcciition only to satisfy himself clearly what was the oharaotor of‘ the 
man and Ins own duty under General SchofiekVs Orders, Ko, 18. To do 
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Uus the luyoatigation shows ho rodo on jVronday to Kolia, a distance of 
at least thirty miles, to consult said order and to confer with Colonel 
Koyd, coiumandiiig post, under whose written instructions the major 
was acting. Alter the consultation it was agreed that Best should not 
be brought in, so on Tuesday night Major T. reached his camp and 
early Wednesday morning Best was executed. It appears that the 
time of BcsVs imprisonment was consumed by Major T. in ascertaining 
what was his duty in the premises under his oath of oflice to obey his 
superiors, and having determined from the best lights around him he 
acted inomptly. 

The foregoing constitutes about all the important facts t have been 
able to elicit in the hurried investigation I have been compelled to give 
the subject. Now the character of all those officers and men who have 
borne testimony I have no means of knowing save by tbeir appearance 
and bearing while testifying. They seemed candid and sincere and 
gentlemanly. I have full confidence in the worth of their statements. 
Of Mn>ior Tompkins, comparatively a stranger, having known him only 
a few days, I take pleasure in saying his conduct and statements as far 
as known to me personally are those of a high-toned gentleman. Pub- 
lic report says of liirn tliat he is a brave, energetic and faithful officer. 
I am inclined to the opinion that he is not overrated. He seems to have 
the confidence of his men and the better part of his officers with whom 
I liavG conforred. He seems to have none of the elements of wanton- 
ness and cruelty in his character. Upon a strict and literal construc- 
tion of Clenoral Orders, No. 18, 1 am satisfied he hns erred, but I am 
equally satisfied ho was aiming to and supposed he was carrying out 
in good faith said order. This would appear from his own reports 
wlioi’G he executed Best because he was taken in arms and stealthily 
passing our lines, &c. ; did not execute a notorious guerrilla because 
ho was captured without arms, &c. Major Tomx)kins seems to be can- 
did, conscientious and undisguised, resting the whole matter upon his 
best intentions and the facts in the case, believing the order justified 
his action. 

Kelative to other recent transactions of Major Tompkins which you 
enforce upon mo to oxaraine I cannot discover certainly to what they 
relate. I have only found there is some disaffection toward him on 
the i:)art of one or two of his co-officers, resulting from the mnilor’s 
exactions in discipline and morality. If ii be consistent with the honor 
of the service and the commanding generahs sense of duty I would be 
glad to see Majior Tompkins restored to bis command immediately, 
because I have no doubt that he executed Best from an honest sense of 
duty and because his battalion lias sulfered demoralii^ation since his 
arrest from the evil examples and teachings of some of its officers which 
needs speedy correction, and which no one can do so xu’omptly and 
effectually as Muijor Tompkins. I believe his country may expect much 
at his hands and his country's enemies have much to fear.

Colonel ; I lierowibh by request present affidavits of Lieut. 3?. [M,] 
Avey, Lieut. William A, Lord, Corporal Gilmore, Bugler Burns, Citizen 
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Jacob TI. Stuart (wlio was iny guide) in tlie matter of my execution of 
Lewis Morris, in 'J'exaa County, Mo. Tiio icttors show liiin to be Colonel 
Best. Tie denied it. Facts proved are : 

First, a rebel. Second, be came stealthily through our linos. Third, 
armed. Fourth, exciting to guerrilla Avarfare, Fifth, pa.ssing through 
the worst section avo haA^o to contend with, evading our forces. Sixth, 
J gave him every opportunity to clear himself of the charge. Seventh, 
he made no plea that he Avas not guilty as to facts. Bighth, ho pre- 
sented pass from Ge7ioral Price, of rebel army, to pass into Missouri. 
Ninth, ]<o Avas guilty not only of passing our linos {Avhich would make 
him a spy) but of <*aiTying the elements of sedition and insurrection 
Avith him in letters from those whom our army had driven out of State. 

And Avben lie carries letters for others Avith their guarded advice, 
with the risk attending liiin, it is reasonable to believe ho carried more 
in his heart, as 1 am avoII aAvaro that ho Avould have shot mo but for 
my constant vigilance in nob giving him an opportunity. I aa'os alone 
Avhon I captured him, and for one liour and a half before my men came. 
To bo sure I Avas right I rode to Kolia, thirty- live miles, and was assured 
by Oolonol Boyd that itAvasmydutylo execute him; by General Curtis’ 
and General Beholleld’s orders tliat I could not do otborAviso. 

The fact of taking liini prisoner and then shooting him aftenvards is 
no abridgement of his rights under these orders, and Avas for my secu- 
rity of duty and information. Besides if men are taken Avith arms 
who did not lire upon mo I should foci it my duty to take siidiciont 
time before oxocnting them to take military proof of their character. 
Should citiKons only prove it turn them over to commission. The death 
penally is hard to inflict. 

In tin's case my own knowledge wos the eAridenco and the only ques- 
tion was did ho come under the order. I endeavored to aot Avitli great 
care by seeing Oolonol Boyd in person. I was ordered to go to flart- 
villo, Wright County, and to have moved him Avas to have endangered 
his escape for Avhich I avouIcI have been held responsible. Some to 
clear themselves might have given him a chance and thus executed 
the order. What 1 cannot do openly uuder orders I cannot consent to 
do slyly or by false or created pretext.

18 and 21, issued by Generals Sehohold and Curtis. Eeturiicdto camp 
on Tuesday night and W(ulnesday morning early Best was executed 
(2nth). The distance to Rolla from place of execulion Avas at least 
tliirty miles. Wo all regarded Best as a spy and a very bad type of a 
traitor* The major stated on his return that it Avas Colonel boyd^s 
Opinion ‘‘Best should not be brought in*^^ Wo are all i^orfeetly satislied 
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that Ma-ior Tompkins was endeavoring in good faith to execute the 
orders above alluded to. If he has erred it is an honest error. Wo all 
testify that the major used diligently all his time and energy to ascer- 
tain whether Best came within the provisions of General Orders, Hos. 
18 and 21, and it was only after he satislied himself perfectly that he 
did and ol’ his infamous and cruel character that ho was executed. 

We further state that in our presence one George Irving, inlvato in 
Company F, Fir^t Illinois Cavalry, identified Morrison as Best, of Liv- 
ingston Oounty, Mo., and as one of the worst and most dangerous men 
in that county and section of the State, who had done more toward 
killing Onion men than all the men in the county of Livingston.

Arrived here from Fort Monroe this a. m. and gives cheering accounts 
of MoOlellau^s army up to Friday p. in. On that day national salute 
and review by McClellan. Still occupies strong and invincible position. 
Men anxious to move to Richmond and full of spirits. They heard 
rumor that movement was called defeat and very iiidigiuiiii as they 
doeni it brilliant success. Richmond papers announce arrival of 
McCall, [ learn that he was Avounded slightly in arm during battle 
and three hours after which in piece of woods captured before he 
could draw pistol or sword. Richmond papers Friday acknowledge loss 
30,000. Reported death Stonewall Jackson denied. He is said to be on 
left bank Obickahoininy. Captain Hazzard, Fourth Artillery, arrived 
this morning from Fortress badly wounded [in] leg with grape-shot, 
Spaulding and large ship in toAV with sick and wounded left Fortress 
Sdiurday evening for Row York. Also largo steamer for Philadelphia, 
Steamer Massachusetts arrived at Fortress Friday night with Liouts. 
G. W. Biwn and R. J. Camp, Twenty-third Missouri^ J. S, Agey and 
G* n. Logan, h'ourteenth lowa^ H, W. Mays, Riuth Kentucky, and 
Sergeants I. R. Rhodes and Milton Rhodes, Fourteenth Iowa, escaped 
prisoners, on board. All Avere captured at Shiloh except Mays, Avho 
was taken by the guerrilla Morgan, They belonged to General jpreii- 
tiss^ brigade and they corroborated the statoinoiit that the surrender 
took ])laco in the evening after stubborn struggle. While at IMacon, 
Ga., dunol, Lioutonants Camp, Brown and Mays determined to escaiie. 
They passed sentinels and Avalked through town singing Hixie, Trav- 
ersing swamp at midnight reached Ocinulgee River and hndiug small 
boat, b} using tin plate and canteen for paddle, started. Rext jnorning 
found thorn tAvonty*flvo miles from Macon. Secreted themselves all 
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day and at night having cut wooden ]>addlos (Voin troo started. Toward 
niorniiig canio across a boat M'hicli they endeavored to avoid by hiding 
in bushes. To their liorror, liowevor, boat (same alongsido, but— .sab- 
scfjueut joy — turned out to bo Liouteuaiits Agey and Logan and two 
Sei’gcaiiLs llhodos, who escaped a previous Tuesday in disguise of rebel 
soldiers .and having around waists a, bag with flour, dried poaches, &c,, 
and files, salt in boots, and they siibsoquontly cscaijed in boat. The 
two boats then kept togotbor safely COO miles by night with oars 
nuil'lled Avith cyjiross nio.s8. On the Utli reached Hawkinsvillo, where 
three small desoiled stoaniors Avoro tied np. Passed by Avithout obser- 
vation. (.)n trip Avhero persons (Avoro] observed on bank, cheered for 
Davis and said Avero messengers from ]3avis. On the 17th reached 
■Wolf I.sland, in Altamaha Sound. Kext day reached Sapelo Island; 
found deserted. On the 18Lh Avont aboard steamer Wainsutta which 
next day trail sfori-ed to steamor Plorida at Saint Simon’s Sound. Put 
aboard steamer Massaohusotts^ Avhich brought [us] to Port hlonroo. 
They rojiort Lioutonant Jlliss, ol Pifty-eighth Illinois [Socoiid Michigan 
Battery], on May 1, was Avuiilonly aiurclored by the rebel guard.

General MoOlellan: 

We propose to present to your consideration the following facts; 
There are now about iOO citizens of Yirginia who have in no way boon 
connected with the present war conhnod at this place, Thc^y wore 
taken from their homes or arrested by bands of armed men, sei)aratcd 
from llieir families, and are hero imprisoned and not even informed of 
the charges if any there be on which they wore avreste<1. IMioy know 
not on wlnit ovidonec they wore arrested nor have they been confronted 
with their accusorH. They are denied all intercourse vdtli the world 
and iire hero conlined with tiic same hard fare alike Ibr the sick and 
well, good and bad huddled togotlior without respc(^t for tlioir rights or 
person. "Yhoii taken from their homes they were assured l)y the o di- 
cers who arrested them that they would be detained but a few liours 
and thou would be restored to their homes and lamilics. I'liey wcr<i 
then iiuluccd to leave homo without a change of clothes and ere now 
[covered with] vermin of this i)risou house, witliout a change of cloth- 
ing. d^'hoy are without funds with which they can procure tlio neces- 
saries or comlbrls with which to promote cleanliness or prcscu've health. 
OMioir families are without any protection, suvroiimled by slaves ami 
camp followers, from the unprincipled and violent hands of wliom every 
species of wrong may be anticipated. From the rumors that reach 
ns through tlie citizens who have been most recently sent here many of 
us believe that our slaves have loft us; tliai our household funiitiiro 
has been wantonly (lestroyedj that the provision designed for the use 
of OTir (ainilios during the proaent year has been fovcilily lakoii iVoni 
them, and that our growing croiis have been wmslcd and destroycul, 
mid that our homos except for the imesence of loved wives and children 
are barren deserts, 

Much more might witli truth and prox)rioiy be said, but surely this is 
enough of the sa<l picture which has resulted from our effort to remain 
a( our liomoB and x>rotect those who are doxiendent on us, when we 
believed that our luoperty and persons would not be viohilodby those 
who were seeking to restore a humane and liberal Government. t)ur 
friends advised us that it was best that we should roimiin at home. 
Our reason and judgment approved the advi (!0 and your proclamation 
inviting tlio citizens to remain at home and assuring them protection 
confirmed ns in the proinieby of that course. Alasl alas I How vain 
were our ex)mctations ! 1 low we liave boon disaiipoiiited 1 Why arc wo 
heref AVc know that ’we are hero and can well imagine the sullcriiigs 
of all Avho are dear to us. How long shall this continued Wo cannot 
believe that you have caused us to bo imprisoned in violation of the 
assurances ol' your proclamation, Wo cannot realize that Mic Govoru- 
inont of the United States thus refuses us our liberty, wa>stos our prop- 
erty and places our persons on this island of rock (hat wo may by 
cruelty ancT oppression be taught to hate the Govorninont uiulor which 
we wore born.

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guerrilla bands when actually taken in arms engaged in tlieir unlawful 
■warfare. Best was undoubtedly a spy and was engaged in in citing 
iusurroction, but the laws of war do not Justify the iiunishiuoiit, o( ovou 
these crimes without trial, nor do they justify such treatment of gucrri lias 
iiTuler any circunistances except where the loruial process ol law has 
failed to arrest the evih When it becomes necesBary to dispense witli 
the form of trial and execute certain classes of outlaws nimii the spot 
orders directing this course must bo construed strictly and literally, anti 
officers charged with the execution of such orders must be held to the 
most rigid accountability for going beyond the terms of the order. The 
commanding general is satisfied, however, that while litajor Tompkins 
erred in this case he did so honestly believing that ho was disoliarging 
with strict fidelity an important and disagreeable duty. The command- 
ing general therefore takes pleasure in honorably aoriuittiiig Major 
Tompkins of all intentional wrong and in restoring him to his conimand. 
Major Tompkins will be immediately released from arrest and return to 
duty with his regiment.

Washington, June 10, 1803. 

Priend Spbnoeb: 

I received yesterday a letter from your friend Wigmoro inclosing one 
from bis Mississippi friend and urging renewed ofrbrts in bis favor, 1 
have not received a word of reply from Keubcn Davis, of Mississippi, 
and beuce tbo exobango bas not been arranged; but as you take such 
a deep interest in Mr. Jones I have procured bis unconditional release 
as you will see from tlie inclosed,* which will open bis prison doors and 
which the Secretary of War granted mo as a personal favor. Please 
have your friend Mr. Wigmoro state to Mr. Jones that if bo dosiros to 
cross our lines into the South ho Avill have to decline it and wait till 
his comrades are released, Avheu they will be sent to our linos by tbo 
Government, 

I am arranging iiTespective of Mr. Davis’ failure to Avrito for the 
exchange of the Mississippians, a list of whom yon furnished mo. That 
list I sent to Davis and a copy of it to General Wool and hence have 
no record of it with mo. Ask Mr. Jones to make out another list 
excluding the lion tenants, as in the prisouei’s returned to us rocoutly 
on parole they have sent only from sergeants doAvn to privates, and if 
he chooses include enough more Mississippians to make ixp seventy-live, 
place them in the order ho desires to have them released, and 1 Avill 
arrange for at least forty-five of them to bo disebargod on parole and 
sent across the line within tAVO weeks, I trust; perhaps for tbo Avhole. 

I mean that forty-live shall be released certainly and X liopo Avitbln tAVO 
weeks. 

The bad faith of the Southerners as to Corcoran blocks the way as 
to general exchanges, but I will have a special exception made of this 
case. They Avill of course have to report to their authorities as ' 
exchanges for paroled Indianians, 

Perhaps you had better send this letter to Mr. Jones through Mr. 
Wigniore and ask the former to write to mo Avithout delay, as the 
adjournment of Congress is uncorMn, You Avroto mo that Mr. Jones 
could remain North, but ho speaks in his letter* Avhich I inclose of 
returning South, Ho cannot got across our linos if uncoiulibionally 
discharged, so he must decide himself Avhich course to adopt. In great 
haste, as usual,

Sir: The Secretary of War instructs mo to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of the 1st instant relative to the order of the lu’ovost- 
inarshal-goneral at Saint Louis for the release of a prisoner of war 
said to bo a Britisli subject, and asking for instructions in the case. 

You are respectfully inibrmed in reply that except the authority 
conferred upon you in the cases of sick xirisoners as sot forth in Gen- 
eral Orders, No. 67,* there is no authority anywhere save in the War 
Department to parole or discharge either political prisoners or pris- 
oners of war.

The commanders of posts and provost-marshals within this command 
will arrest and hold in confliieuiont any person refusing to take tlie oath 
of allegiance to the United States Government. 'I'hoy will arrest all 
ofllcers and soldiers returning from tlie rebel army who do not come 
forward voluntarily, deliver themselves up and take tho oath as pre- 
scribed. Any person detected in intimidating by throats or otherwise 
any person from giving in tljoir allegiance to the LTiiitcd States Govern- 
ment or using disloyal language in any way whatever will bo arrested 
and xiunished to tho utmost extent of tho law. This division extends 
from Columbus to Humboldt along tho lino of tho Mobile and Ohio 
Kailroad.

Tbo following rogulatioiis will bo observed at all stations where 
prisoners of war arc hold : 

1. The commanding otUcor at each station is hold accountable for 
the discipline and good order of his coiiniiand and for tho security of 
the prisoners, and will take such measures as will best secure these 
results. He will divide the prisoners into compaiueSj and will cause 
written reports to bo made to him of their condition every morning 
showing tho changes made during tho preceding twenty -four hours, 
giving the names of tho ‘^joined,” ‘‘transferred,” ‘‘ death &c. At the 
end of every month commanders will send to tho commissary' general 
of prisoners a return of prisoners, giving names and details to explain 
alterations. Where rolls of “Joined” or “transferred” have heou for* 
warded during the month it will be sufliciont to refer to them on the 
return. 

2. On tho arrival of prisoners at any station a careful comparison of 
them with the rolls that accompany them will be made and all errors 
on tbo rolls will bo corrected. When no roll accompunies the prisoners 
one will he immediately made out contaijiing all the information 
required as correct as can bo from the sf.atoments of the prisoners 
themselves. When tho prisoners are citizens the town, county, and 
Stale from which they come will be given on the rolls under tho heads, 
rank, regiment and company, At the same time they will be required 
to give up all arms and weapons of every description and all moneys 
which they have in their possession, for which the commanding ofllcor 
will give receipts, 

3. The hospital will be under tho immediate charge of tho senior 
surgeon who will bo held responsible to the commanding ofllcor ibr its 
good order and tho condition of tho sick. “The fund” of this hospital 
will bo kept separate from tho fund of tho hospital for tho troops and 
will bo disbursed for tho sole boiielit of tho sick prisoners on the roqiii- 
sitioii of the surgeon approved by the commanding officer. When tlio 
fund is sufficiently largo there will be bought with it besides tho articles 
usually purchased all articles of table furniture, kitchen utensils, 
articles for policing, shirts and drawers for the sick, the expense of 
washing, and all articles that may bo indispensably necessary to pro- 
mote the sanitary coiuliliou of the hospital 

4., The commanding oilicor will cause requisitions to bo made by his 
quartermaster on the nearest depot for such clothing as may bo abso- 
lutely necessary for the prisoners, which requisition will be approved 
by him after a careful inquiry as to tho necessity and submitted for tlie 
approval of the commissary-general of prisoners. The clotiiing will 
bo issued by tho quartermaster to tlie prisoners with the assistaiuio and 
under the supervision of an officer detailed for the purpose, whose oor- 
tifleate that the issue has been made in his presence will bo tho quar- 
termaster’s voucher for tho clothing issued. Prom tho 30th of April 
to tho Ist of October neither drawers nor socks will be allowed except 
to the sick, 

5. A general fund for the benoflt of tho prisoners will be made by 
withholding from their rations all that can bo sx>ared without Incon- 
venience to them, and selling this surplus under existing regulations to 
the commissary^ who will hold the funds in his hands and be account- 
able for them subject to the coininaiiding officer’s order to cover xnir- 
chasos. The purchases with tho fund will bo made by or tliroiigli tho 
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qiiai’tormaatcr with the approval or order of the coiiitnaiiding officer, 
tlie bills being x)aid by the commissary, who will keep an account book 
in whicli will bo earerully entered all receipts and payments with the 
vouchers; and he will keep the commanding ollieer advised from time 
to time of the amount of this fund. At the end of the month ho will 
furnish the commanding officer with an account of the fund for the 
month showing the receipts and disbursements, which aceount will be 
forwarded lo the commissary'general of prisoners with the remarks of 
the commanding oflicor. With tliis fund will be purchased all such 
articles as may be necessary for the health and comfort of the pris- 
oners and wliich would othGrwi.se have to be purchased by the Govern- 
ment. Among these articles are all table furniture and cooking utensils, 
articles for policing purposes, bed ticks ami straw, the means of improv- 
ing or enlarging the barrack accommodations, extra pay to clerks who 
have cliarge of the camp post-office, and who keep the accounts of 
moneys deposited with the commanding officer, &c., tS?c. 

0. The sutler is entirely under the control of the commanding officer 
who will see tluit Im furnislies proper articles, and at roasonablo rates. 
For his privilege tlio sutler will be taxed a small amount by the com- 
manding officer according to the amount of his trade, which tax will 
make a part of the general fund. 

7. Prisoners will not be permitted to liold or receive money. All 
moneys in i)ossession or received will be taken charge of by tlio com- 
maiuling officer who will give receipts for it to those to whom it belongs. 
Tlioy will i)iircluise from the sutler such articles as they may wish, 
wliich are not prohibited, and on the bill of the articles tlioy will give 
an order on tlio commanding officer for the amount, and this will bo 
kei)t as a vouclier with the individuals account. IMie commandiug 
officer will keex^ a book in which the accounts of all those who have 
money deposited with him will bo kept^ and thisboolc with the vouchers 
must be always ready for the inspection of the coininissary-gonoral of 
prisoners. 

8. All articles contributed by friends for the prisoners in whatever 
shape they como if proper to bo received will bo carefully distributed 
as the donors may retpiest; such articles as are intended for the sick 
passing through the hands of the surgeon avIio will bo responsible for 
their proper use. Contributions must bo received by an officer who 
must be held responsible that they are delivered to the persons for 
whom they are intended. 

9. Visitors to these stations out of mere curiosity will in no case bo 
permitted. Persons having business with the commanding officer or 
quartermaster may with the imrmission of the commanding officer enter 
the camp to remain only long oiioiigh to transact their business. When 
imisonors are seriously ill their nearest relatives, parents, wives, 
brothers or sisters if they are loyal people may be jmrinitted to make 
them short visits; but under no other circumstances will visitors bo 
allowed to see them witliout the ai)provalof the commissary-general of 
imsoners. 

10. Prisoners will not be permitted to write letters of more than one 
page of com moil letter paper, the matter to be strictly of a private 
nature, or the letter must bo destroyed. 

11. Prisoners will be paroled or released only by the authority of 
the War Department, or by direction of the com missary-gen oral of 
prisoners.

Oolonel: By your communication of June 29 I am required to fur- 
nish iuimodiatoly' — first, tho number of prisoners of war that have been 
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held at Oainp Douglas up to this time so tar as tlie records sll 0 ^y; sec- 
ond, the number now present; third/tlie iimnber now sick; fourth, tlie 
luimber now discharged, explaining brielly the circumstances; fifth, 
the number now escaped; sixth, the number now dead. 

I would as a preliminary report say that immediately on receipt of 
your letter of June 23 sjiecifying lists of prisoners called for by the 
War Department I directed that the rolls of the dilferont companies 
and squads of the prisoners which were in the hands of the U. S. cor- 
porals del ailed to call the daily rolls should bo made use of as the 
proper basis for gaining the proper information. Those rolls have been 
corrected as far as ]) 08 siblo by requiring the non-commissioned officers 
in charge of the prisoners to give from memory or memoranda in their 
possession the names of all the members of tlieir company or squad 
who were here but are not now in'osent, and account for thorn dead, 
escaped or discharged. This branch of the work is completed and the 
names are being transcribed in alphabetical order on the rolls sent by 
you and a(; the same time also transcribed in a book to bo kept here 
for reference. Tims two persons are writing and one calling oif con- 
stantly. Tn advance of the completion of the rolls I can only report on 
the different; heads, as follows: First, cannot at inesent furnish the 
information; second, number of prisoners of war present at Camp 
Douglas as pei' morning report this day, 7,807 ; third, number sick per 
hospital report, 2G0; fourth, cannot report; fifth, cannot report; sixth, 
number died per report of post surgeon to July 6, ODO. Numbers of 
the prisoners appear to have enlisted in the Twenty-third and Sixty- 
fifth lieginionts Illinois Volunteers and are probably in their ranks now. 
The number of sick in quarters are not included in the number 200 who 
are all in hospital. There must bo I I'ear a largo discrepancy between 
the number as shown by the lists taken as the prisoners came into 
camp and the numbers now accounted for.

Colonel: I have made a comifiete and thorough inspection of the 
condition of the prisoners of war at this camp and would respectfully 
call your attention to these facts: 

The supply of water to bo obtained here is entirely inadequate to the 


*Not foiiiul. 
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dcniaiul. Many wolls have been dug and water obtained, but they all 
fail to furnisli the required amount. These wells appear mutually to 
depend nt)oii each other for their siix^ply. Additional wells are now 
being made and are intended to bo carried to a considerable depth. It 
is to be hoped that they may furnish a sufficient supply of this element. 
Should they however fail water can be procured from a small river 
(Sangamon River) about half a mile distant. This water is not suit- 
able for drinking purposes. 

Tlio prisoners are sadly in want of clothing and I have directed the 
comniaiuling officer to make a requtsitiou for the necessary amount, 
which he will forward to day for your approval. The amount of the 
estimate was at my suggestion after having minutely inspected and 
counted the prisoners. 

With regard to the fund to be acquired for the use of the prisoners 
by soiling the unnecessary part of the ration I have endeavored to 
inform the commanding oflleer and commissary of the manner of con- 
ducting it, as directed in your instructions, so as not only to be a bon- 
edt to the prisoners but a saving of expense to the Government. This 
mode at first seemed to conflict with the terms of the contract made 
for furjiishing supplies for this post. It appears this contract has been 
given out with a stiimlatioii that the contractors should issue the rations 
at tlieir own expense upon tlio requisition of the commaiidiug officer or 
commissary. They heretofore have issued directly to the prisoners, 
It also appears that there was a distinct niulerstandmg with the con- 
tractors that they should have the privilege of repurchasing such part 
of the ration as might not bo rociuired by the prisoner at such jirices as 
they themselves had determined upon, tlioj^roceedstobe again invested 
in articles such as the xmisoner might require not prohibited by the 
commanding officer at such prices as the contractors had fixed. This 
appears to have been done without the sanction or ai^proval of the 
present commanding officer of the post or officer in charge of the pris- 
oners. Oapi. N, W. Rd wards, assistant commissary of subsistence, 
volunteer service, stationed at Sx>ringllold, and purchasing commissary 
of this district, by whom this contract was drawn up on the part of the 
United States, objects to purchasing the saving of the rations of pris- 
oners as directed under your orders without delinite instructions to 
that effect. The commissary at this post has no funds under his con- 
trol and all purchases are made through Captain Edwards. I desire 
and request that unequivocal instructions maybe famished him. I 
inclose herewith a copy of the contract for your information. 

A number of the hospitals for the x)risonors of war are situated on 
the outside of the inclosure. I have recommended to the cominaiuling 
officer that the inclosure bo extended to include these buildings, 
together with the commissary and quartermaster's store-rooms. As 
they are now situated tlio xffiysicians, nurses, cooks, attendants nnd 
X'^atients are constantly without the line of the sentinels, and are 
required to have an officer, a guard or a written permission from the 
commanding officer and surgeon to pass to and from their comi}anie3 
within the linos. Dishonest x:)orsons in availing ibemselves of the 
privileges of these liosintals may take advantage of their position to 
escape. By extending the inclosuro so as to bring these buildings 
within the line^ of sentinels the abovo-mentioned persons may pass to 
and from their quarters and to and from the commissary and quarter- 
master’s store-rooms without molestation from the sentinels. It wiU 
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filso avoid the iJGcessity of witten i)as8e8, thus adding to the comfort 
as wed as to the security of the prisoners.

Articles of agreement entered into tliia IGtli day of June, 1802, 
between Ninian W, Edwards, captain and commissary of siibsisteuco in 
the U. S* volunteer service, on the one part, and Edwin 8. Eowler, of 
the county of Sangamon, State of Illinois, of the other part. 

This agreement witnessetU that the said Ninian W. Edwards, for and 
on behalf of the United States of America, and the said Edwin S. Fow- 
ler, his heirs, executors and administrators, have covenanted and 
agreed with each other as follows, to wit : 

1. That the said Edwin S. Fowler, his heirs, executors and adminis- 
trators shall supply or cause to be supplied and issued at Gamp butler 
and Springfield, lib, all of the rations to consist of the articles herein- 
after specified that shall be required for the use of the U, S. troops, 
prisoners of war or others entitled to draw rations from the United 
States that are or may be at either of said posts, to be delivered and 
issued ill suitable packages without charge on the provision return or 
in bulk at the option of the Uovoruiaeut, commencing on the 21st of 
Juno, 1862, and ending on the 31st of December, 1862, or such earlier 
day as the commissary- general may direct. 

2. That the articles comprising the rations and the inices to bo paid 
therefor are as follows, to wit (to 100 rations);

4. The said Edwin S* Fowler, his lieii’s, executors and administrators 
shall supply, deliver and issue hospital supplies and any other articles 
tliat may be required at the lowest wholesale prices, (o be delivered by 
said Edwards, and shall furnish the U, B, officer any of the articles at 
the rate above specified. 

5. All of the articles shall be of the first quality and shall be approved 
by the commanding ofiicer, the commissary at tlie post or said Edwards, 
and payment shall bo made as por advortisemont for proposals. 

0. That in case of failure or deficiency in the quality or quantity of 
any of the articles to be issued then the said Edwards or the commis- 
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sary in cliargo shall liavo power to supply tlio deficiency by purchase, 
and the said Edwin S. Eowler will be charged with the difierence of 
cost. 

7. Said Edwin S. h'owler, Ilia lioira, executors and administrators 
shall ahvays, cither by thonivselves or agent, be at said posts ready to 
receive the requisition of the olhcer or other persons authorized to 
receive said supplies which are to be delivered and issued at said place 
or places, as may bo (lirected by the commanding officer or commissary, 
and the said Bdivin S, Eowler is to furnish the necessary hands for 
weighing, delivering and Issuing at their own expense. 

8. Jlo member of Oongress shall bo admitted to any share herein or 
any benoiit to arise thererroin.

Mr. Minister : Since jny return hither from the short visit I had 
the honor to make you a few days past I learn that Mr. r. Soule, of 
New Orleans, now a prisoner at Fort Lafayette, is ill and that his 
physical decline as well as mental condition causes some uneasiness, 

The Government at Washington no doubt is not informed of liis situ- 
ation, and perhaps yon may not think it of disadvantage— you, sir, who 
have at heart only the welfare of the groat Beiniblic — ^to place this situ- 
ation before Mr. Seward. It is at all events a question of humanity, 
perhaps cue of policy, for in fact if misfortune befall Mr. Soul6 woulcl 
not the Government fear that it might be accused, as well in Europe as 
at the South, of having listened only to the whispers of a menu revenge, 
and would not the hostility of the people that it is attempting to 
reolniin bo increased? 

At the long conference with which the Secretary of State was pleased 
to favor me some days past ho seemed to me to be moved by senti- 
ments so conciliatory and the desire to bo just that I fool emboldened 
to make to him through you respectful representations on the matter 
in question. I hope his heart and high intellect will appreciate them 
favorably. At all events 1 leave the whole in your hands, and you 
will it is needless to say make such use of my communications as you 
think lit. 

I was charmed to make your acquaintance and regret my short stay 
at Washington prevented mo IVom enltivating it.

Orders, No. 67, tliis Oopartinent alone has authority to release rebel 
prisoners on parole. If any oi‘ those prisoners are so sick as to come 
within the anlhority given you by General Orders, No. 67, to confer 
paroles you will so soon as tlieir condition will permit their removal 
cause them to he transferred to the military prison at Jolmsou’s Island, 
By order of the Secretary of War:

1, A new and more permanent prison is required, AVith the present 
prison we arc compelled to maintain a guard at least three times as 
large as would be necessary with a iiropcr structure, 

2. The location of the prison should be changed, rrison discipline 
and camp instruction cannot bo maintained together, 1 have therefore 
to reoomiuond that you erect a new prison, located on a bluff about half- 
tvay between this city and Cam}i Olmso, ami that you raise a special 
corps for guard duty, The term of the present guard, three-months’ 
men, expires on the 10th day of September next. 

i‘b Authority should bo given to some one on the spot here to grant 
dischnrges and paroles, VVe liave in the prison insane, idiotic and 
maimed prisoners ^Yho should at once bo discharged, Oommon human- 
ity rccpiiros the occasional i>arolo of in'isonors dying by ‘Sh>^Y degrees 
from conrineincut. There are many eoiUlued in the jirison, political as 
well as military prisoners^ whose cases should at once be investigated 
and discluirgcd, 

4, When the pressing call for Iroopsfor the protection of AVashingtOQ 
reached me 1 at once ordered the Sixty-first itegiuioiit, then on guard 
duty at Camp Chase, to the field and employed a temporary guard 
from this city until my call for throe-months’ men could bo rosiioiulcd 
to* The ex])euso of this temporary guard is between $500 and $(>()(), 
which I beg you to see promptly jiaid. To secure uccurale and reliable 
records of the prison I authorized the coininandant to employ a clerk 
at the rate of $(>0 per months and to aid myself in Iho examination of 
prisoners^ correspondence f have employed a clerk who works three 
hours a clay at tlio rate of $30 per montli^ both of which accounts 1 
beg to have allowed and paid. 

In view of these suggestions I have requested Captain Lazello not 
to take any definite action until after ho shall liavo scon you, You 
may rely upon my best endeavors to aid you in the pronqit and cmciont 
discharge of your arduous duties.

General: I Imvo tlio lionor to aclcnowletlge the receipt of your let^ 
ter of the 5 tli iimtaiit. 1 am glad to 1)0 relieved of tlio res})oiisibility ot 
deciding that Gamp Douglas cannot have largo expenditures made to 
improve its sanitary conelitioii. Tlierondition of the cam]> excited the 
apprehensions of the ofllcors and of tlio neighbors, and I felt bound U\ 
submit the i)lans which had been projected for the improvements, 
though 1 was doubtful of the necessity of it to the extent suggested. 
Muchof the work inside was to have been done by the prisoners, before 
T loft I gavodirectioimfora very general and thorough system of police 
to bo carried outinuncdialely, all of which was to bo done by the prison- 
ers, and if my orders arc attended to as [ think they will bo the camp 
will bopuiin as good and wlxolesomo statoof police as it is susceptible of. 
But there arc some i in jn'oveuients which are iiidisponsablo. Some ot 
the ((uarbers which were originally put up as stables have board roofs 
which leak very much, besides being in a falling condition. These 
should bo set up again and covered with waterproof roofs. Some old 
stables on the lowest ground in the cam]) might be used for this pur- 
pose, and by removing them a part of the fence might be moved in so 
as to lesson the extent oftbo camp and at the saino time much improve 
the (soiulitioii of the fence, which is now no obstacle to the escape of 
the prisoners. J fjannot say what the expenses of these repairs would 
bo, but as much old luniber would bousedtlioy cannot amount to much. 
Wherever the labor of* prisoners can be used it will bo done and as 
much economy observed an possible. 

I have just received the accompanying note* from Doctor Bellows, 
president of the Sanitury Gommissioru which will show you what he 
thinks of tlio location and state of the camp. I do not agree with him 
as to its fearful condition, nor do I think it is past being put in a whole- 
some condition. When ho asked my i)0nni8siou to visit the camp in 
his ofllcial capacity I granted it, Avith the reiiuest that he should make 
no report on its coiuUtioii, as I shonld do that myself. I shall of course 
release him from any pledge of silence ho may ho under to mo. As the 
dootor had not scon tlio camp when ho made the i)roiuise ho could 
scarcely have been inlluenced to give it by any impression that he may 
have taken up that I intended to move the camp.

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they had all been provided and that the work of putting' the camp in a 
wholesome state of police was this time well in ])rogress it not 
already completed. Please call upon Oaptain Potior for as many of 
these things as may be absolutely necessary. Three carts to belong 
permanently to the camp, with as many more ]ure<l while the necessity 
for active sanitary measures is so urgent, Avill perhaps bo the best 
arrangeinoiit, but if more could bo used to advantage liave enough to 
perform the work promptly. 1 instructed Oaptain Potter also to pur- 
chase the portable saw -null, but as it has not yet been done you may let 
that rest till wo see the result of the negotiations for a general 
exchange of prisoners which the ])apors tliis morning announce to bo 
in prospect of satisfactory settlement. If an exchange is agreed upon 
there will be no occasion for the mill. When 1 was in Chicago I prom- 
ised Mrs. Bradley that I would give such orders in relation to the waste 
of water at the camp as would insure that Inu' house should no longer 
bo injured by tlio neglect of this matter, and i gave the necessary orders 
which should have protected her from the nuisance. Will you please 
see that proper arrangements are made immediately to prevent such a 
waste of water as has been tolerated to day and to carry wliat is 
unavoidably spilt away from Mrs. Bradley’s house? 1 hog you to have 
this matter attended to at once, as there is no possible excuse why Mrs. 
B[radley] should have suifered so seriously and so unnecessarily. Have 
an estimate made of tlio cost of laying water pipes to a more convenient 
point in the camp and I will refer the question to the (Quarter niastor- 
General. As I said at the camp I wish an estimate niade of the cost 
of a bakodiouso before I order its construction. I linve referred the 
matter of moving the fence, rei)airing the barracks, to the Quarter- 
master- Oen oral. This work too will not be necessary if there is to be a 
general exchange of prisoners.

One of his ilrst acd^s upon assuming conunand of tlie 
cam]) was a ridiculous seandi of ilic jmsouors for weaixjusj a taedt 
acknowledgment of fear and an implied doubt of his ability io (tusIi 
a Jaelc-kuite rebellion against his auMiority.

Oommhmr!h<hmerftl of Priftonrrfiy IhiroUy Mhh 
OoLONKii: In (mmpliance with your instructions I have the lionor 
briedy to re])ort the ttonditiou in whhdi I found Oamj) Chase and the 
result ami jirogrcss thus far of my endeavor to ]>atiently and faith fully 
fiiKHI the most diilicultand delicate task which you could Inivoimposed 
ujmn me. If the stal^ement demonstrates that I have gone beyond your 
simcial orders and the paidJcular authority delegated to me, 1 believe 
it will at the same time ap])oar that whenever I have assumed so to act 
it has been with the sole desire to fully rcjiresent your own views and 
to impress upon those with whom 1 came ollllciully in contact tlie imper- 
ative necessity of iiroiuiit and energetic action in executing carefully 
important measures admitting of no delay, while it will at the same 
time bo plain that my intercourse has been witli parties clothed witli 
both military and civil ])()wer, and yot while vain of its oxorciso pos- 
sossing the most astonishing iguoraiico of tlio most ordinary practical 
military liinctionH. 

At the earliest inomout I procairod an intorvicAV witli MOijor Darr, to 
whom 1 fully and (uirofully detailed your wishes as 1 eoueoivo tliom to 
exist and rec.eived from him particular accounts and statements of 
matters in Ins department of which [ bave memorantia and wlucb 
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Avill, togefclicr with the official papers left with me by him, bo hiid bofovo 
you iininecliatoly on my return. I will state hero some facts (o whiiili 
in a more gmieral Avay 1 shall again refer in reference to what is nmlor- 
stood of your position and authority. 

Maj)or Darr desired to be informed if you had tlie oni.ire eharge of 
the prisoners; if the cainiis Avore, AAdiere used as pri.soii cam|m, exclu- 
swely under your control; if he should release by the ordm'S ol' brig- 
adier or miijior-genoi'ala, or iiarolo prisoners by the same authority; if 
those powers could coniine prisonera and order their release or parole 
on their own authority AA’honoA'cr they thought proper; under wliose 
orders ho^ was and whether ho could at the camiis Avliere prisoners 
Ai'ore conihied in his {the Mountain) department take tlie neeiissary 
Btep.s to secure their safety, and to furnish them with wliat Avas aliso- 
hitely required. I made the obvious replies to these and many otlier 
•piestioos and infortuod him that in the exorcise of his duties as pro- 
Amst-marshal lie aauis tlio safety ofdcor of his department; hut that after 
he or the authority commaudiiig tlie department had made and pltieed 
in Ids keeping military or political prisoiioi's from tlial instant tltey 
Avero exclusively under your control or the Wav Department, and that 
all measures relative to llioin must bo executed by one of these two 
authorities. Ho is very zealous ; porhajia too hasty and arbitrary. I 
liaA'e inuch to comiiuinicato to you of him and of the prisoners sent hero 
by him. 1 have the olTdcial records of a imtiiber of prisoners sent hero 
by him, seven of which state that the prisoner is charged \vil/h “ doing 
nothing'.” One Avas taken from the almshouse where ho had been nine 
years; another Avas a lunatic Avlieii arrested and is eluirgml witli lielng 
a iuiiatic. Many others have been sent here under Wjually sliglit 
"'liosc cases I will soon submit to you, at least coitios'of their 
miicial records as traiisinitted by him loCainpOhase, for I believe tliat 
It cannot be your desire that this camp sliould lie lllled to ovcrilowiiig 
with political prisoners (made by half dopopulatiiig a section of coun- 
try wlioro tlie inhabitants ai’e often compelled to e-xju’cssions of apiiar- 
cut sympatliy) arrested on frivolous charges, to be supported by the 
Ueneral hrovepimeut and endure a long eonftucmont. I luive not 
expressed to him, however, a shade of any opinion upon lliis inalter, or 
under any eircuinatancos to others upon siinilar matters Avhere there 
has been the possibility of doubt as to your action.

The bu 
bosirds over liglit Inunes sum about 20 by il, and eighteen luer 
made comfortahle iii oaeln Tliey are generally arranged in c 
six, the buildings of cacdi cluster about two feet and a half i 
the clusters scparsiLed from luicli other by narrow streets, 
materials of oiKili cluster boon appropriated in oreetiiig a sin, 
ing, more rooiip better accommodations and an iiillnitely bette:

The prison Inii 
without brooms and are extremely lilthy and none of thciii ] 
whitewashed for months. They are heated to an iusufferahle 
the stoves, whieii in all woatliers drive the prisoners to the br 
or rain to avoid their heat, and are begrimed with smoke ar 
and the debris of (Jookiiig juul coolciiig utensils. The 8pa(joJ 
the clusters of tlio (puirters are lieapcd witli tlie vilest aeon 
of filth whiclijuis roinainod lliere for months, breeding sic] 
liestilenco. the refuse of t,ho iirisoners’ food, clothing aii' 
oral dirt of a camp is gsithered luu*e and no care has been ta 
removal. The streels, d rains and gutters of tlie prison arc li 
state and are so illlod and filthy that they answer as cesspuoli 
iiig filth more than the purpose for winch tluiy jwere] nmclo. 
are open excavations with a single rail placed over them h 
The main drain of tho prison oinpties here when it is itself 
thus supplying (sonatant Juoistiire, by no means sunicuMit U 
but a small ])art of tho natural a(mumulatioa, but (luiie enoug 
rapid decomposition and load the air of tho prison with tho 
seating and diagiisting stench, 

After a violent rain tins I’cfuae from more than a thousa 
partially carried witliout the high fence surrounding the pris 
a long distance lines tlui large open main gutter passiu 
Gamp Chase. Further coiniucnt is unnecessary, in season 
weather, of tlicnatnral oUe.ets of such a cause. Suflice it to say 
it is a matter of constant representation and of the loudest 
from all the prisoners, all tlie soldiers and all the doctors 
manding ofTicer and Governor, not a single stop has bcoi 
remedy this terrible abomination, The ground of tho ])rii 
irregular and soft, and after a rain tho mud is very deep aiic 
aiul mud stands where Ibiuned and deposited until the sun i 
All of thecjuarters not sliiiigled leak in tho freest manner I 
roof aifd sides, and most of tliose with good roofs leak at the 
the defects of the boarding and the holes knocked in the sk 
tilation or otlier purposes by the prisoners. They almost 
repairing. 41ie biiildinga are set directly on the ground wit 
in very many instances in contact with it, The drainage i 
plote that water fulling accumulates under tho buildings ai 
there constantly. 

Jh'ison No. 2 is much smaller than the one above referred 
tains iiliout two hundred and fifty prisoners, who have for t 
modation throe Imildings about 100 by 15. These arc (livid 
partitions of cigUtecu feet in length, md\ containing bunks 1 
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moil, wiili tlio Htovo, (5()okiii^’ uLeusiLs and provdsioim Tor each iimss of 
oi^htccn. Two of Iheso buildings uro woll comst'nmtod and havo good 
rooffi, sljingied; they avo raised IVoin tlic ground six or eight iiiclies, and 
by removing the aecmnulation of oartli and mud and sawing off I, lie side 
boards wbieli run down below the doors a free eirenlation of air Avill 
bo allowed beneath them. T'lio third of these structures is somowluit 
smaller than I ho other two and is sot Hat iijmu the soft, imiddy gTouiid. 
It has a roof of boards mneli warped and leaks luidly both a(. tho top 
and sides. Its site is iniudi lower than either of tiio others, and in faiitit 
is tlie lowest part of tho jn’isou ground, and the doors are in some places 
(piite as low if not lower than the general level surrounding them. In 
conseiiuonee of this it is very dani]) and unhealthy, In the tliird prison, 
or jirison No. 1, th(M*o are two long buiklings constructed in a siiiiihir 
manner and of the same dimensions as tliose already described, They 
are (juite well raised Irom Ihe ground, and by removing tlie acciiimihv 
tions of earth and rubbish from their sides and vicinity and sawing off 
the boards which are vertical and iirojeet below tlie iloors a tolerably 
good ventilation will bo secured beneath them. Tins prison has about 
one linudred and fifty inmates besides tiiose conlained in tlie hospital, 
which is a building of about 20 by 70 inclosed within the board fence. 
There are about thirty paiionls mired for daily by a doctor, a ])ri.sonor 
paroled with the Innils of the camp. All tlie si(‘k of each prison aro 
daily attended in tho same maiiiier, but ihe wholes is under tho general 
(diargo of tho surgeon of tlie cam]), who has time to visit the sick ]n‘iS" 
oners, as ho himself informed me, but once a week oxcejit in cases of 
great emergency. I will speak of tliKs further om 

In both ])riyoiis, Nos. 1 and the same sbateinent jirecisoly may bo 
made relative to the drainage, tlie sinks and the utter neglect of white* 
MUishing and policing. A terrible stench (?ver,vwliere jirovails, ovor* 
powering tho nostrils and stomaeli of those no!- iinpermeated with it, 
1 desire to add (hat in the prisons of tho lios])ital that building by 
a singular want of Judgment or carelessness oiumpios tho lowest ground 
of the prison, all (he ndhso water of tho(!amp is collected in ils vicinity 
and it is immediately contiguous to one of the vile sinks. One whole 
side of this prison is entirely unguarded j there is no son try ^s gallery 
or sentry except at night, lii all the prisons the water with one or 
two exceptions is extremely bad. Home of th(^ wells are but ton foot 
in depth, a few are fifteen and none over that. Tlic prisoners in very 
many of the messes (ol'eigtihion men) have nothing to Mmsli themselves 
in, not even a basin or tub to wash l/hcir clothes. 

The wood funiislied is said by the commanding ofllcor to bo tlie same 
allowance as that of the soldier, vis^, that of the Army Hogulatioiis. 
Tlie ])risoiicrs com])laiu that lliey do not have enough and there is a 
fault somcwliore. 1 shall remedy iL 

The provisions arc very iiilbrior. Heef is only tolerable and nocks 
and shaulcs are issued. The salt ])ork is very soft, evidently still* fed. 
9'lie Hour is black and not iiropoiHy ground— tlnribclass. The bread is 
sour and darlc and heavy. Tho bacon good, The eoriMnoal is good. 
The beans and pease as'bad as they can ho. The rice is Hoary and 
wormy, Tho sugar is miserable third-class brown sugar. Tho nioluascs 
inferior. Tho (loileo the worst Tlio, The eamlles tallow. The soap 
seldom resinous and never as good as the worst commonly issued in 
the Army, The potatoes bad. The salt, rock salt, coarsely ground. 

I found many of tlie iirisoncrs in rags and on my calling tlie attention 
of tlio commanding oilicer to the fact ho said that it was his object to 
make their friends clothe them. 'T'lie prisoners iiave up to the presout 
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time been allowed to retain in their j^ossesaiou $n, the biiljiiu^o has 
been placed in the hands of the quar term aster ^ft’cn oral of the State. 
There is a little sutlor^s store to each prison and throui^h a siimll hole 
he sells all articles usually sold by sutlers, ex( 5 cpt whisky, bein^* paid 
in cash by the prisoners or receiving an order lor the anuJiini- (sliould 
the prisoner have the money) on the (piartornuister- general* Up to the 
present time no attempt has been made to regulate the juices of' the 
vsutler or to impose upon him a tax for sales to the j)riwoners inori^ tlian 
the payment of a small post'Ofllee charge whiidi has ainoun te,d to a 
dollar a day, and he seems to do exactly as ho pleases* 

Each of tljo prisons is placed under the solo control of a stonl, coarse 
non-commissioned volunteer, a ^Hlireo mouths’ man,” who alone supenin- 
tends all of the roll-calls, issues all the provisions, has tho entire (duivge 
of each prison under the commanding olllcor and docs exactly as ho 
pleases. 

The prisoners are generally very quiet and wolhbolnived and (express 
themselves as gladly willing to do anything to better their (‘(mdition* 
Axes have generally been used; some lew attemjjts to secreit^ tiiein 
have been made, but upon depriving that prison of the ns<' of axes 
until the missing one was restored they have been rcicovorcd.

I will now endeavor to’stato to you the moans L have adopted to 
remedy some of these prominent evils* 

1 have (by the consent of tho Governor) through the commanding 
officer directed the quarter in aster to dig vaults in cacJi jnison at least 
ten feet deep, to line them with planks to keep out surlace wat(n’ and 
so to slope the ground above that no water can run into tlio vaults; 
over these vaults to build substantial privies with air chiiuncyH and 
bench seats with a strong, firm board placed hori/^nn tally and one edge 
inclined at such an angle as will prevent an imjiropor use oi' i\\{\ s(‘atH. 
Each seat is to bo provided with a hinge cover whicli when \x]\ ntrikem 
against this board and whicli when the prisoner leaves falls down 
whether closed or not, thus conAning all stench and arranging to slnit 
out water to decompose tho flltli. Each j)rivy is to accommodate 11 (‘teen 
at one time and is to have a urinating tiwgh which tjarrics all (bqiosit 
outside the prison walls into tho general drain and not into tln^ vault, 
There will thus bo constructed at prison No. 3 a(;oomm()dalions for 
thirty inou at once and at the other prisons for llftoen ])rcs- 

cut vaults or rather holes from which the fUth passes into the main 
drain, and is extended through the camp are to be covered with (Muih 
packed flrmly and if necessary it will 1)6 j)hinkcd up to j:)erfc‘ctly con One 
all stench.

Wlieii these vaull,s All they are i,o bo <'.los(‘.d uj) 
and the privy removed to another prepared in the sanu', man inn-* The 
quartermaster is ordered to furnisli immediately lime and whitewash 
brushes in sufCcloiit abundance for rapidly wlutcwashing all (be quar- 
ters in all the prisons* Fifty brooms will bo iinnuuliately supj)liod to 
prison No. 3 and twenty-Avo to tho other i)risonsj twelve to one and 
thirteen to the other. If necessary they will bo purithased. The pris^ 
oners will bo stti)plied by imrehaso elsewhere if* tln^y ('unnot be iiro* 
cured at the commissary department with tubs of' IJie eapaeity of 
^yenty gallons each* One of these will bo given to (wory twenty men. 
This will involve the purchase of perhaps twenty tubs, * 'Hie (]uarl,er- 
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msiHtor will ciiuRo to bo iiiiiueclialoly riiiaed tliiittUo llooivs will bo otio 
fooL IVom Mio gnunid nil oCtlio biuldiTi{f.s in priwoii No. d. Ilo will placo 
imdor Uu'iii l)loolc.s and string pituioa lo (Irmly sooitro thoin on a i'ounda- 
tion of sindi in pri.sons No.s. 1 and a lio will liavoall (li(»sidQ 

oovoring of all the bnildings romoved bolow tbo (loor.s by sawing it oil', 
and all oavdi and riibbisli romoved from abont them .so as will allow 
tbo froo oiroidation of air nndor tlio Iloors. In order that (bis moa.siiro 
may bo on'o(‘(ed in tbo middle building of prison Iso. 2 ajid that llioroof 
and walls may bo i>ropoi'ly ropairod it will bo iiooossary that tliis 
building bo (akon ilown in sootions of one-tliird at a tiino and ro-ooiv- 
.slrncicd on a propL'r foundation. Ho will have constrnotod in front of 
all tbo prison iinarters in all of the iirisons raisod iilatforins over tbo 
drains siiailai' (o tboso now jibiood tlioro bnt more elovatod and more 
oxtondod. Tlioy Avill bo idnocd ns ontrance.s Co tbo iiuartors. Ho will 
oauHO all rnbbisb and iiilos of oiirlli, oinbankinonts, , around tbo 
prison gnauuls in tbo vioinily of any of tlio buildings or botweon tlioin 
Lo b(‘.'at (inco roinovod, tbo rnbbish and oil'nl to bo oarried widiont tbo 
(iai> p limits, and tlio cartli to bo usod in tbo coiistruotinn ol' roads and 
drains, 

In all tlio prison grounds in tbo.so portions now nsed for a roadway 
/''tluiro will bo oonstnioted a wagon road with a liigh oiirvod surfiicn and 
' suitable side drains. In a.ll ])ortions now used us walks, walks will in 
tlio same, nnumor bo oonstnioted witli side drains. Drains will lie iniulo 
about onoh and all ol' tlio buildings, to bo siiallow as well as tliosoof 
the roads and walks, but tlio wliolo so arranged as to ho liiglior Uian 
tlio main drain of tlio ini-soii loading from the wells, and wliioli will 
rocoivo all rofn.so Aviiler mid oarry it outaido of tlio walls at siiitablo 
points, 7VII of tbo ground of each prison will bo graded and draiin'd 
in tbo most ooinploto niaiiiior so tliiU nftor rains Llioro will bo no .stand- 
ing waior at any ]Hirt of tlio grounds. Tlio digging of vaiills, while 
wasliiiig, driiining, grading and oonatriuiting roads and walks in eaoli 
ciunj) will 1)0 done by jirisoinMs detailed lor t,Iio purpose and nndor 
jirojior guards, all otlior labor about tbo pri.sous ilosigiiod to in any 
niannor lieiiolit tlio prisoners will bo perforinod by prisoners so Caras it 
is ])rao( i<!iiblo. Tlio (iimrtorninster will oaiiso to boorooled on that side 
of prisons Nos. !• mid 13 wliiob is now destiUite of tliom gallorios for 
Hontries slmiliir to fclioso on otiior sides of tlio same prisim. At tlio 
oiiti'anoo lo this iirison ho will oiuiso a proper nrraiigeiuont to bo iinido 
of drains and snoli grading done as will oonduut away from tliovleaiiity 
all stiinding water or that whioh now runs toward tlio prison groiiiuls. 
II' iieoossary lio will oonstruot to tliis end a drain loading to the main 
sowor, I n tliooutor gnanl lionso of tliis prison lio will have con.striioled 
oiglit strong small colls for oonllnlng disobodioiit or violent prisonors. 
lie M'ill prooui'o by iniroliaso if iiooossary six jiairs of Inuidonn's I'm* a 
similar imrposo. Ho will have tbo iiiain sower loading tlirougli Damp 
Oliaso ]U’oporly oloaned out and planked over, ooniinonoing at prison 
No. d. Ho will liiwo all the prison wulls in oiicli prison oponod and 
clcanod out by tbo prisoners without delay, and in case any of them 
are not lll'tooii I’eot in do])(b they will lio deoponod to that o.xtont. Ho 
will liavo all of tbo stoves at prcsoiiL in pi’ison No. d removed to tlioout- 
sido of the prison, and all slioltors of whatovor oliaritetor which aro not a 
part of tbo rognlar quartors will be removed at once from prison No. d. 
In tlio ol-lior iirisons those may for the jirosont roinuin wlioro they aro 
oreotod — over tbo stoves on tlio outside of the qunrtors. Ho will pnr- 
chnso fourteen saws, eight of which will ho for tlio use of iirison No. 3 
audthroo in each of tbo otlior ijrisous, anti the prisonors will not bo 
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allowed to eliop their wood for tJie h^iriuerV boilers’^ or ^tovea. They 
miial be allowed to split it, liowcvev, when necessary, and liere axes 
will be allowed tluiui. The (iiuirtcrniaster will have immediately 
repaired the roots ot all the <|n}iricrs in the prisons whore necessary. 
None will bo shin^jiled whiidi are not now >shin^>led, but tliey will be 
i 111 j moved with the same inaierials with whi<‘h they are now eovercd so 
far as possible, and in all eases liy the same method by which first 
covered. He will cause th(‘ six banner’s boilors^^ to be placed in 
prison Ifo. on (he outside and near tiie line of Hin/:>l<s {piarters next 
the suder’s s(ore,one next to eacli building;’, a*id will erect over each of 
them a shelter of boards ci^’bl. I'cet s(|iiarc ami will (uit a door from this 
shelter through the wall of llic quarters for egress. In < 3 acli of the 
prisons ’N'os. i and the qnavtonnasier will liavi‘^ removed (o the out- 
side of tlio quarters all stoves. Tliey will be phujcd during the con- 
tiiuiance of the warm weather next to the quarters, but no shelter will 
be constructed over them, (ho object of a shelter over the harnler^s 
Ixiilers^^ being to increase the kitclien room, whi(*h is small, for the 
largo number of prisomu's desig'ucd to ])eaccommoda.led. In the issue 
of wood Hn^ ijiiartermaster will ])orsonally see that tlui proper allow- 
ance is daily issued and delivered inside of the prison walls to the 
prisoners. 

The conniiandhig oflieer is held responsible for the immeduile euforeo- 
meutof th(‘se sjieeial instriudnnis. 

The eoininaiiding officer is rc(iuired to detail daily two oHuiors of 
police, one to iirison Ko. .'1 and the other to prisons Nos. 1 and ti. It 
shall be the duty of these ollieors to have tiie rolls (‘ailed every morn- 
ing at 8 (ftdork of all thij prisoners at each prison. He must l)(‘ present 
jicrsonally and salJsly iiiinsell’of the prcisem'e of (he luasomu’s and will 
rc[)ort imnnuliately to the coniiuanding or(i(?m‘, stating' (he miinbor and 
giving the names of almentecs if any. These onieers will (uiuso the 
Xirisons to be carefully and thoroughly policed twice during each day 
under their personal diroidion at the hours of (1.80 a. m. ami -1,80 x). m. 
This will be done by the prisoners detailed in the xiroportiou of one iii 
eighte(3n. The police party will be formed, the rolls called and the tools 
lor police (listribul(‘d under the direel ion of the olHeors. When tlu* 
policing is completed the party will bo formed, the roll again called and 
the iinplenuMils with the exemption of tho brooms placed without tho 
lirison walls. In ])o)icing the ((unriers are io ho (uirol'ully swept and all 
rubbish, olfal and dirt to be removed (Vein within and about 'tlu^m, and 
all a<Mmmulations of wlialevor nature in tho grounds of the prison or 
in it' roads, walks or drains must be 1 ‘emoved. Tho *H)fIicer of tho 
day^^ will make a careful and thorough inspection of all tho ])risons 
twice ill ca(di day after xmlie-o hours and will report to tho command- 
ing officer their condition as vidates to the ellleicncy of the guai’ds, (bo 
general secAnity and disciplineof the x>risomu’s amt the (deanliness and 
order in tho prisons, together with siudi other null tiws as should siie- 
daily como to the knowledge of tho commanding onieor. IMic com- 
manding odiccr will see by a Iroquent personal ins])eetion of the pro- 
visions furnished by the coniiractors that the stipulation of thoir contract 
requiring provisions of tho hrst quality to be furnished be slriiitly 
enforced so far as procuring such iirovisioms as areeoinmonly furnished 
by tho commissary department of Hie Regular Army, and if there bo 
any doubt in his mind ho will ax)x>ly to the Oomiiiissary (Umeral for a 
pro])or constrnetioii of the contract, tf eomphiint of tlie (piality of tho 
provisions is siudi as to require a frequent reimiirse to rclerocis as pro- 
vided by the terms of the contract to pi'enouncc upon Hie sloriis ho 
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will state the fact to the Bccrctary of Wiu' for his action. Tlie com- 
manding ollhau' will immediately appoint a higii-loned and careful olll- 
ccr to act as assistant post coinmiasaiy to receive the provisions from 
the hands of the contractors for the i)risonc!U It sliall be his duty to 
attend porsoiially at every issue by the c.ontractors. lie will see tliut 
the precise amount called for at each issue is woigiicd onl and delivered 
to him, and that it be the n(‘-t and ned the gross weight of the jm)' 
visions that he receives. The (inantityof the ration drawn by him and 
issued to the prisoners will bo that al!ow^UlC(^ ])rescribed by the board 
of council and tlie amount over this allowance will he at each issue not 
drawn from the store-house, but cluirged to the coidrjuitors, and at the 
end of the mouth the (mmimssary who pays the coniratdors Ibr stores 
will deduct the price of this amount not issued and turn the sum of 
iiionoy over to the commanding ofUcei* of the jmst, to ho <llsposed of by 
him as is elsewhere prescribed by the coiumissary-general ol‘ ])i'isoncrs. 
Mdio <5ominandi ng oriicer will ascertain hy daily exuminal ion whati)art of 
the ration sliould be tluis reserved and how much, while he preserves, 
however, the amount set down by the board of council’ (a list of whujli 
a ccoui panics tlie instructions to tlie commanding olViccr) as a g<meral 
standard to guide him. Upon receiving the provisions the oHicor 
appointed h)r that puri)oso as above voferred to shall ])hice tliem in 
charge of the steward of each prison, who will immediately issue IJiem 
to the diiforeiit messes of the juusouers, under his (Iho commissary olll- 
cor^s) personal snporintoiulcnce. The wlH)le dutiesof the prison stenvards 
shall luM'eafl or be to issue to oacli mess in proportional amounts the 
provisions and the I’ucl ami (luarttuunaslcr^s stores. Fresh beef will 
bureaftor be isstied live times a week instead of twice ns heretofore, not 
only to the prisoners but to all troops at the post, and necks and shanks 
will not be issued as pari of tlio ration as heretofore. 

As the prisoners have used milk to secretly (iorrespoml, in (wasion of 
prison regulations, the sale of it lierealter or furnishing it to them in 
any manner is prohiluted. Mach prisoner until further orders will be 
allowed as licreto fore one plate, cup, knife and fork ami such cooking 
utensils as with the arraiigements for cooking the commanding oilicer 
deems requisite. The ‘‘ fiimF^ of the prisoners which will aceunmlato 
in the manner abovti detailed will be kept separate from the fund of the 
other trooi)s at the ])ost. The same oHlccr detailed as above dcs( 5 rd)cd 
to attend to the issues to the prisoners of commissary stores will also 
poisomilly supervise the drawing from the contractors, weighing and 
issuing to all troops at the post the rations supplied hy tlie eontractoi's, 
Such portions of Ihc rations as the commanding ofllcers may llncl by 
daily experience may be well spared by the troops will not be drawn, 
but will be dealt witli in the same manner us already ilirected for (he 
prisoners, thus jiroviding for the accumulation of a post fiiiul for tlio 
guard of the prisons. 

In order to systematize the records of the ])ost tlio commanding officer 
will cause to b(^ kept at the ])OHt a rocoptioii book, in wliicli will be 
ontcrod the date of the conllnement of prisoners and all data necessary 
for a c()m])lote description of them and of their history as forwarded to 
the commandingolliccr, with the exceiition of the charges against them, 
which will be ko])t in a book used solely for the purposii of recording 
the eh ai'ges under the immedialo care of the commanding officer. A 
large description report book will bo koi)t of I, ho same form as already 
described to the coininaiuUiig'^ onicor amt a ledger containing the 
lujcounts of the prisoners’ funds; also a morning report book of ])ria- 
oners, the form of which has boon already given to the commanding 
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ofliccr, I^^orma of Iho (lesoriptivo rO|)ort book aiul morning' report 
books are inclosed to iho comiuissury general. IL ne<!Ossary ilicse books 
Avill be purchased by the quartermaster, krisoners will not gvnerally 
at iheir retju(3st bo Airiiishod Nvitli the charges ag^ainst them, but when- 
ever the comm am ling oiUccr is satisfied from an examiiiiitioii of the 
prisoner tlial he ought in jiistico to know Uie idmrge against bimself 
because of his desire to return to his aliegianee, or of liis innocence or 
ignorance of crime or odeiise, or of his liaving been forced into service 
of tlie rebels, or for other reasons which in his opinion arosiinicieiit, he 
will allow the prisoner to be informed if not prejudicial to discipline 
so to do. For the purpose of enabling Major Darr, provost-maraliab 
general of the Mountain Department, (o kecj) \i rccoi’d of all political 
prisoners arrested and sent to (lamp Oiiase from his department and 
to retain their full history the coninuinding ollicor of (hinip (hiaso will 
at the rcupiest of Major Darr furnish him witli a list o( all those pris- 
oners who scut from 'thatdej)artment have died, been released or trams- 
fciTod, or who have escaped from Ouinp (Jliase or who may yet be 
included under these heads. In all eases where ap[)li<*al.ioiis lor release 
or ])arole from the prisoners arc forwarded to the commissary general 
for his action tlio commanding oilicer shall after a p<‘Tsonal examination 
oftheprmoiicr under oath indorse upon Uu'suid application Ids opinion 
and recoinmeudatiou, lie will cause to he forwanlod with tlie ap])lica 
tion the statement of the prisoner supimrted by all tlie testimony which 
the prisoner may be able to collect that such stateinont is trutiUul, and 
he will i)ennit the prisoner to consult by correspoudencii those parties 
from whom he may desire to obtain coiToboralivo toslimony. 

In the issue of clothing to prisoners, drawers and socks will not bo 
issued from the last of Ajjvil to the first of October. 

The confinement of oflicers and soldiers in the same ((uavters will bo 
avoided. The fornior will be allowed a separate iHiililiiig and ms far as 
possible enlarged accommodations. J^o Union prisoners will under any 
(dreumstancos be conlined with the rebel ])risonerw whatever bo their 
olfenso, as it is always a matlor of injustice (o either one or the other 
class of prisoners, and those at present con fined in prisons will be imme- 
diately confined at the guard-house instead. 

In the accounts of all and each of the funds’' which may uccnmiilalo 
at tlio camp they wilt be kept seimrately. The imison hospilnl fund, 
the guard hos])ital fund, the ])risoners’ fund of the indsons and the fund 
of the guard or troops each will stand by itself ami a montlily report to 
the ('omniissary-general be made of each. 

No changes will be'made in milarging, increasing or extending the 
accommodations of the ])risouors oralteralion in them of a material 
character of any kind not con teiu] dated by the regulations from the 
C^nnmissary-deneral of Prisoners or in these iiKsti’Uctious without ilrst 
having the approval df the Oommissary (ioneral of rrisoners. 

All nnifeeriiil clmnges in the liuildings of tlie camj) or the construction 
of others must be done'by estimates ai)proved by him. All matters of 
doubt in questions contemplating important (dmiig<m must be refeiTed to 
tlic Commissary (len oral of Frisonors for his deeisifm, d'he sutler will 
be taxed lo cents per man per month for the privilege of selling to the 
])risonors and this tax ^yill go to the prison fund- Those (mmpriso most 
of the special instructions given to the coinnuimling olliccr. f shall, 
however, aid him in dividing the prisoners’ mcs.soH so as to suit the 
capacity of the boilers,” six of which are already jmrehasod and set 
up; instruct him how the rations are to be (conked, jiosthim in ( he mat- 
ters of the^U’unds” and the ollllce books and all other matters which 
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will UH r boliovB ineol yonr viowH. You will, colonel, doubtless be sur- 
prised lit the deiai) of these instruclions lo the (tominaiidiiij> odiccr of so 
imporUud- a. position a>s (birni) ('liase. But these ‘Mnslriudions^Mo this 
point from the middle of the fourteenth i)U|i;c of this report to the pres- 
ent pa^e I have copied just as they are here d(\taihul oxeepl' that they 
arc to him more clearly slated and ^‘iven them to him in writing;' at ]\k 
own request. iU^ is idlerly imiomnt oftiie most com inoii recjuiiements 
of the Army Be^ulutions, but a* ^^yood lawyer^’ or lie is said to be, 1 
found the (‘ontraetors issuing* necks and slianks lo the troops and pris- 
oners, and, as I have every remson to believe, the f>ross instead of tlie 
net weij;ht was the standard of issue. The lu'ovisions were weighed in 
tlie pr(‘senee ol* no one re])resenl.inft' the parties to whom they wm'o to 
be issued but dealt out by the <'on tractors alone, pitelied into a cart 
in tlie coarsest, r(>n^>liest nianmWjWhiidi was driven olV to the imisoiis or 
the (‘anqis and tlu^ contents thrust out to the care or rather ((uestioii- 
able honosty of those non-eommissioned three months’ stewunls lo be 
delivered to tlio ])ri8oners under (he supervision of no one. The con- 
traelora or rather Ibeir a^’ents wore arbitraiy in tlnar hchavior and inso- 
lent at my intorferenee. Under theiiresent arran^'eniont I am satisfied 
thal' the most extensive frauds have lioeii constantly commitled in these 
issues. They even attompled to inform im^ that necks were always 
issued m t]u‘, B ocular Army. I will instruct Uumu, however, in tlndr 
])r()])er duties before f leave you maybe assured. The commanding’ 
oHlcer is ig'noraiit of any inetliod of remedying' this, but resi]i>uediy 
informed me that ho thought it wrong. 

Tiiese stewards Iiave heretofore made out the roipiisitions for \)vo 
visions for the number of prisoners that they thouglit projier to do. 
The (mmnianding officer lias signed it without impiiry generally I am 
satisIlcMl, and the steward does the rest. 

The commanding oflieer has iioidoaof a fund or how it is to accumu- 
late. I siiall instruct liiin. lie has no knowledges of llio imporlanceof 
discipline and ol‘ llu*- elleiit upon it of citizens lounging in gr(‘at inim- 
bers about f. he camp, It is pleasing to liim to talk and guide and 
explain to them all mirions points of inierest (^onslantly ami this tone 
and disposition iirevails among Ids exeenUve oHiceiW 1 shall insist 
upon their exidnsioii, iiowever, and it will he done; but that 1 may not 
raise anyipieslion of your authority with the (lovernoj' 1 have lirst 
yielded to his as before slated. In order to prepare tlie prisoners for 
the (mnsidorable labor befon^ them I wi'ole out and had the command- 
ing officer sign and post up in the prisons tllTe inclosed ordm*. 1 am 
satisfied by (Conversation witli the prisoners that (ho work will lie done 
eheorfully. 1 shall have the (loviumor approve of what I do and of all 
of my instruedions, I simuunly trust that whatever you may think of 
them you will take no means to r(maU tlnmi before ’] fully explain lo 
you as I (ainiiot w(‘II do on paper the iKumssity for eaidi one of them, 

I luivi^ before staUuI that my task Jiere was a deli(jate one. I will now 
endeavor to explain the dinUmlties in the way of a rigid applicnitiou of 
your instriudions so long as the Governor looks upon tins camp from 
Ids ])vosent point of view. Ho regards this (as I astierlaincd by com 
vorsation) as a caimp of instruction of the Btateof Ohio for its recruits, 
of Avld(5li cam]) ho (jonsiders that he (iontrols the soldiers and you (iare 
for the prisoners together with him; for he desired me to submit to him 
all orders or iiistriudrions given by mo. Ifo paroles prisoners within the 
lindis of the town and he gives instructions to Colomd Allison, the 
comnianding officer, relating to their control and discipline. He grants 
l)ormit^s to visit them, «&c., and he is still jealous I am convinced of 
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iiitex'foroiice with exemso of aiiUiority. On n.novnoon, tlic 

lltb, lio issued or<loi’s tluil seven compfinies of tlin 11 * 00 ])^ at oaui]) 
slH)uI(i hold themselves 111 readiuoss to inareli to IContiudcy, arid (uid 
they gone but 180 cllcctive lueii would liave been loifc. As it is all but 
about 480 have gone. 

J had an interview with his authorities (as ho was absent thirty iinlos 
from town when he issued the order) and represented tlio i)iadei|naey 
of Ihc guard which under the lirsi order would remain, and tin' order 
was changed leaving the present number. 1 deemed it unnecessary to 
telegraph to you the fuel, without being able to explain tlio wliolc mat 
ter. Linder a recent order (jainp Ohase is made the place nl reinbwA'ons 
for all furloughed and paroled or disabled soldiers in the Wtate. About 
the^o he gives to the commanding officer such orders as In' iilcases, 
The hospital is swarmed with them and about 100 lie about Urn vuirious 
quarters of the earn]), most of them doing no duty. The hospila! origi* 
n ally arranged for the close accommodation of I! fty patients has in it 
treble that number. This has been tlie case for forty days or more. 
Hence the surgeon has so much labor to perform that ho docs not visit 
the prisoners but once a week but leaves them to the siewards and to 
inhfncient rebel aimiteur pracUtiouers who have a jairoleof the cam)) 
as before stated for the purpose. The hrst article of the regulations 
submitted by mo to the commanding onicer by your ovdm'S holds him 
responsible for the discipline and secuniy of tiie prisoners. Yet the 
Governor takes away from him m/ libilum the means for that si'cjirily. 
Tlie regulations by you re(|uirc that the commanding oflicer shall inaiii' 
tain discipline and ox’der in his command. The Oovoriior orders as lie 
thinks proper the trooiis, furloughed men or others assembled or iissinn 
bling.

the discipline and police of the whole camp is under his (tlu' (toninnunl 
ing oflicer) special direction regulated by you as liaving genoi’al I'liarge 
of Unit matter, and that everything relating to il and I 0 estimates for 
building, the sutler, miust be referred to you. lint even In'ro it is 
dif/icnit to see tiiat if this is a camp of instruction and so far under 
the Governor’s control how the orders for the instriudioii or dis<a))line 
of troops can be considered by the Governor or by the ('oiniimndiiig 
onicerasnot superior to your ordiu’s to thecomniaiuling oflim'r. Ai Jeasi. 
this is the construction botli by the Governor and eomnmuding oljlcer, 
which 1 am satisfied exists in the minds of both and i)i Mm minds of all 
siirroiuiding them. 

1 do not, colonel, refer to tins in a (pioatioiiable or <lis(mssiv<' nmiiner, 
blit with the view of pointing out to you the difliculty wliiidi much 
embarrassed me for awhile but which I have avoidial by cnrefully 
evading any contact with it, and have always submitlcd all instnio 
tions given by mo as well as all of your instructions fo me io the Gov^ 
crii'or for his inspection. Thus far he has opposed noUiing but timt 
part of your regulations relating to visUors and [laroles (o whicli 1 
liaxm already referred. He considered your irgnlalion rclaling to the 
establishing of a fund among the soldiers as iinpj'mdiimldo for the 
reason that tiie troops were continually ebanging. I will end<Mvvor in 
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fully (leinoustralo in a practicuil luaiinur fcluiL ho is mistaken. I luivo 
(liroetocl the (|Uiivtoniuislor to pLCparo Cor your ai)im)val an eslnnutofor 
]ios])iLal onlar^oinents. The ]n'osont iUMjominodatioiis arc‘. iusuIlioicMit 
for tUo (5mn[) oven wore tluo'o not inoretliaii 1,500 num i)roscnt, In liis 
loiter to you tlio Governor rocoiiiinends tlio removal of tlio prison 
camp to another point on ^»Tound nearer the ei(y. Permit mo to say 
that the ro(tonnnendail ioh should notiiu my opinion bo acted upon undor 
the reasons assi/^’iio<l by liini Cor its ivmoval, as the ^touikI at the bluff 
as ho calls it is oC the same eliara(d.er and on tho same level as the 
l>rosont camp, and tho dnuini^(^ is no better nor is tho soil in any x)ar^ 
ticniar bettor. llo objects to tho imesont stcmcli as annoying;* tlio 
instniotioii camp. This will bo com ])le Lely removed by having the pres- 
ent drain <5overe(l throughout tlu^ ouiiro enmp, as 1 have directed^ ami 
])y iiaviiig tho filth from the privies inclosed instead oC carried into 
the main drain oC the camp, tbo above reCciTod lo open ditch, and 
extended tlirougli it liy this drain which lias no running water except 
when it rains. 

L have estimates Cor enlarging and im])roviiig the camp as iiroiiosed 
by yon and will at an early moment submit them. I will explain Curther 
upon these matters when I see you, 

No negroes are confined at the camp. They wore several weeks since 
released. OC tlie esi‘n,po of the xirisoncrs 1 will submit to you soon all 
(lata which can bo collected. I am assisting the {Commanding oHicor in 
making to you as eomideto a report as possible of the prisoners who 
have been <1011 lined hero, It will bo necessarily an incomiileto report, 
howevcw, ns the recoi'ds have boon kept in a very irregular and careless 
manner, without system or order, Oscar K. Knox, pi'isonor of war, 
surgeon, was reloascMl on tho IMtli ultimo from Gamp Ohaso. In order 
tliat tlie Governors special views might be immediately presented lo 
you he soon after my arrival desircul me to I'cturn Cor fresh instruc- 
tions,^’ and since then has so expressed himself that little can be done 
unles.s tho prison camp is removed. T determined, however, to (ully 
inform myself before f attempted to inrorm you or submit his a.v parto 
reconiinonda lions Cor your cousideration; hence my Jiecessary delay in 
making this report. I^rom the Cactsinvolved 1 (iannot think It advisable 
for any reason to put the Govorninont lo the expense and trouble of 
removing the camp. AH that is required is effective police, good 
arrangements of the present materials and an eiiergetitjand iutolligent 
commanding officer to carry out rigidly proi)er instructions. Tliis done 
and in myojunion all of the conditions of a good camp may lie fulflllod, 
both of health and discipline. 

There arii iinquestiouably a large number of ])risoners amounting 
pcrhai)s to nearly 200 confined liere whose cases I think you would 
upon <‘,\amirialion dcMilarc' to bo those of unjust eonllnement. From 
])(U‘s(>nal interviews with sonu^ I am of this opinion, ami the Governor 
has infornuid mo that there are this number, and he is of the same 
opinion relative lo their redease and iHicommends that some one he 
authorized here to examine into ami release upon proper proof being 
[irosented to them. There are among tho i>risoners two idiots, two 
insane and several so maimed as to bo utterly harmless in any eom- 
munity, 

I inclose to you in separate package tho Governor’s letter, the forms 
of books which I have ordered j the three others arc common blank 
books. 1 inclose in separate package a copy of my letter to the 
Quartorinast or General in a imittor which was referred to mo. ^ilio 
Goyerpor said of it thgt it was exactly right, In separate package 1 
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iiidoRo 11 copy oi' the order Avhidi I Imcl hy tlio eoininaiKUng* ofiicor’s 
(lircciions nb iny request posUnl up in the i)nsouH iiiunvlucli I wrote for 
that pur])Ose. 

Also for your oxaniiiuitioii ii copy of a coulriiet luuler wliicli the 
coiuuiissary stores arc ftnp])lie(L 

t will add that at jiroseut tlioro is uot nor has there be(ui any coin- 
luissavy whatever at the camp to represent the Oovoiuiment. I luive 
ordered one to l)o appointed. J inclose a copy of the bill of IMessrs. 
Aiken hhuory; you will see the cost of the stoves from it. I^'or the 
‘d^'armer’s boilers I sliall arraiigo their account to bo ]>rGSOiited to 
you. 1 inclose (separate package) for your consideration some of the 
charges forwarded by ]\lajor Darr of prisoners arrested in his de])art- 
menl. E cannot believe the safety of the country eiulung'ered by such 
individuals and inclose them for your consideration. 

In conclusion T have to state that I have rigidly attended to the 
enforcement of your views so far as I understaiHl them, and tiust that 
my conduct will meei' with your approval 1 have had constantly 
to contend with ignorance of the grossest chariudor, with listicssness, 
lack of energy and a want of a])preciation of the importance of tlie 
rocpiireincnts made by you and luyself, and L indulge the hope that 
the discretionary exorcise by ino of authority will he found to have been 
the proptT course pursued, even if in some cases 1 liave erred. ^

I Inul answered Stanton finally, but I have sucli 
respect for your superior judgment that I will telegraph Mr. Ewing, 
who approved my first, and to whoso revision and judgment I submit 
my last. I wish the letter to be withheld from publication. Hurlbui 
telegraphs an expedition started by my order to Davis’ Mills, also a 
flag of truce from Jackson’s cavalry, but has not yet made known the 
result of either, I have not yet heard of artillery or infantry any- 
where in our neighborhood. Travelers from Memphis come through 
unmolested and yesterday a loaded sutler’s wagon came through safe.

General: This lettoi’ will bo Imiulecl you by Maj. Thomas IT. 
i lull ay, bearer of flag of truce. It has been represented to mo that 
citizens of Southwest Missouri of Southern opinion are being con- 
murdered by soldiers of the United States and by the 
militia of the Proviaioual Govoriimeut of tlio State of Missouri: that 
these men are thus inhumanly dealt with because of opinions’ salro. I 
desire to unow of you, general, if such acts are committed at tlio suc’- 
gestioii or mthm the knowledge of the U. S. officers or State officers 
ovei whom they have control. I have been sent here by mv Goverii- 
ment together with others for active service iu Missouri. ^Before I 
enter the State I desire to have some positive understanding a.s to tho 
manner of caiTyiiig on tlie war. If it is tho policy of tho UuitedStates 
or the Gamble government of Missouri to murder our friends buruand 
destroy our homes and turn our women on the charity of t lO pcouJo 
for subsistence, I desire to know it, and I shall come, however Sh 
my feelings may revolt at the idea, with the black flagraskiug no 
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(]Uiirfcor iiiul ft’iviiipf iioiio (o those who daiin pfotoctiou under the Stars 
and Stripes, and I will either mark my path with the blood of my fol- 
lowers or of those who have instituted simh an inhuman warfare. 

Since the incci)tion of this war I have been an oflicer in the Army of 
the South. Durinff that time 1 have had under my ohai'ge many pris- 
oncr.s of the IJ. S. Army, and T assure you, gonoral,'iL has been asonreo 
ol pleaaiire to mo to know that while with mo not one over 

received oven a minor insult. It has boon my constant aim as far as I 
had any authority to carry on this war according' to tlio recognized 
laws of war throughout the world. 1 have and do denounce assassins, 
irmrdorors, robbers and land pirate's of the South as well as of tlie 
north. Let the armies of liio South and North light this war to its 
end, and those who remain at homo who have not been engaged in 
jaybawking lives and properly go unmolested. These have been iind 
Wo yet my ideas for carrying out a Christian and linmano warfare, and 
it would grieve mo much, general, to lay tlicm aside for a service here- 
tofore unknown in the history of tliis country. Lot me hear from you, 
general, by the return of this Hag.

Colonel; I lisivethe lioiioi' to report that I have completed the 
iiiHpection of Camp Butler and that tlie iDStructioiiH you have ftiveii 
are now enforced. I would respectfully request you will funnsli me 
with iurther instr notion a. The i)riaoncrs of Avar are now separated in 
different companies and squads aud arc governed and inspected as yon 
haAHi desired. The orderlies have been chosen from their oAvn members 
and roll-calls are to take place at reveille and retreat. I liaA^e instructed 
the commanding officer in the manner of making out the morning 
reports and the proper form of the monthly return. It is advisable 
that an oflicer should have the charge of the prisoners to the exclusion 
of his other duties. Such is the intention of the commanding ofiicer, 
should he And an oflicer in the command Avho is capable of filling Avith 
credit such a responsible position. The difiiculty has been that the 
guard has been recently changed aiwl the neAv officers arc not as yet 
snllicieutly well acquainted Avitb their duties to fill such important posi- 
tions. Tlie regiment (SeA^entieth Illinois) noAV forming the guard of the 
prisoners is a regiment of three-months^ men Just forming, and the com- 
manding oflicer of tlje camp not belonging’ to the regiment has not 
sufficient acquaintance with his officers to make details for such impor- 
tant service. The commanding officer has exerted every endeavor to 
carry out the instructions given him, and as he is nOAv fully informed 
regarding his duties and the manner in Avliich you desire the camp 
sliould be regulated or governed you may rest assured that your 
instructions aviII be enforced. 

I have had an iiiterAuew with Governor Yates and he has in every 
way signified his willingness to co operate with you in (‘arryiiig out the 
intentions of the Government regarding the prisoners and in aiding 
the commanding officer of the camp by every means in his poAver to 
promote their security aud to enforce your instructions. I liave 
reported to him that I considered the presence of temporary troops 
prejudicial to the good order of the camp and to the security of the 
prisoners, and lie has assured me that orders would be immediately 
issued to remove the temporaiy regiments now forming at Camp Butler. 
The adjutant-general of the State has informed me that the Seventieth 
Kegiment Avould be filled up and form the permanent guard of the 
prisoiiers and that no more tenq)orary troops should be sent there for 
instruction. 

Gamp Butler has been heretofore a camp of instruction as Avell as a 
general depot for recruits, Maj. J. G. Fonda, Twclftli Illinois Cavalry, 
has been assigned to the command of the camp. 1 have understood 
he has been assigned to tliis command by the Secretary of War but 
my information is not official Should the Seventieth Ifoginieul- bo 
filled up and the field officers appointed, there Avill again be some 
coniliotioii of authority. At present Major Fonda is the superior in 
rank at the camp. The battery of Second Bogimont Illinois Artillery, 
noAv forming i)art of tbe guard, is under orders to move. 

Your instructions regarding visitors 1 have caused to bo rigidly 
enforced. I found upon my arrival that the friends of prisoners were 
alloAved to have eommunication Avitli them almost unmolested. This I 
deemed to be a fruitful cause of their escape. Tlie near vicinity of 
Kentucky aud Tennessee, a large proportion of the prisoners being- 
citizens of the latter State, lias facilitated the visits of many of their 
friends Avhom I have no doubt in many iustancevS encouraged tlieir 
escape and perhaps contributed material aid for the express purpose. 
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No visitors avo now porniiMod with tlio oxcoptions in your 

iiistruciioiis, and ])ersonB having*' Imsiuoss or oin])loymiuil; wiUiitl the 
iiiolosures aro sworn not to aid or abet ibeir osc^apo. 

I have endeavored io iininms upon tlioeominaiidiug o/liceras well as

Witli regard to the clothing to bo supplied it would be a<lvantag('ous 
if outer eiotliing oi’ a coarse texture and gray color could be fnriiistied, 
it would bo much bettor if clothing dilforeiit Iroin that of the U, 
trooi)s could 1)0 Hux)plicd, not only so the prisoners could be readily 
distinguislied from tho guard, but as a ])revcutivo measure against

AVith regard t<) the fence 1 had recoin ineiuled to lie constrncled I 
have received your disx^atch and its construction is suspended, The 
material for the fence wore already at (Jamp Hullcr and tho labor 
was performed by the iirisonors themselves. It would have lieeu eon* 
structod without c.ost lo the United Slates, I cannot consider the 
eonstriuition of this fence other than an advantageous measure and 
rocominend it to your (*onsideralion.

f reside iu Knox Oouiity, Teini,, ten miles from the city of Kuoxvillo. 
T am tho xKu’soii to whom the letters of May 12 and duly 10, 18112, from 
IJorace Maynard, which are now iu my possession, are ad<lressed. I 
am a Union man and will continue to be as long as I dare si)oak and 
have been ho all tlie time, J voted against secession and talked against 
it as long as J dared, I had a Union flag at home and have yet unless 
tliey have gotten in and robbed mo of it. About tho Ist of »June, 1801, 
I had iny likeness taken with the Htars and ►Stri]) 0 s aci’oss my breast. 
I was well known at home ns a Union man both by Union men and 
secessionists and can give plenly of roforences of Union men as to 
this fact. 
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After tlietimc of takhif^ my likeness and the olccdion (i(inoriil J^olli- 
oolfer, of the rebel army, came to JCuoxville and look eommiuid and ]>ro- 
claimed that all tli()so of the Honth should unite with the Oonledei aey 
and warning them thatthoyhad better never have been born than strike a 
blow against the South. Afterward, about IhelM h of August, 1 togotlier 
with Calvin (iarrett, William Jrartin and ,loel 11, (’rawibrd, now eon- 
lined in prison with me at ('amp Chase, with many otlieis leftonr homes 
in Knox and Union Counties and started for Kentucky to nnil.e with 
the Federal Army, then lying at or near Camp Dii'k Koliinson. After 
traveling all night and the forenoon of the next day, ha\ ing arrived at 
the foot of the Cumberland Uloniitains and about tliirly inib-s on oiir 
journey, our advance was attacked by a squad of secession euvalry 
under command of Captain Asliby. Wo were unarmed, Cniitaiii 
Tlioriiburg, of our party, was wounded in the neck and be and nine 
others taken prisoners. We v'cre, informed by the monitlain ])ilots (bat 
it would bo impossible to ero.ss tbe Confedera(e lines, they luung (,oo 
closely guarded, upon which we all returned to our hoiiu's, nan-owly 
escaping being taken prisoners upon om* relnrii. 

In about ten oi' flfleen day>s afterward tliero came into my home upon 
me some seven armed men and arrosled me and informed' me (bat (rhe 
charge was treason. At (bis lime 1 had a sign on (be (Void, of iny lionso 
on whicli I hud jiainted “Tlie Union.” They ordered me to des(,r()y itj 
to split it up. 1 told them I could not do that; thal. it showed my'son- 
tiiuents and I could not .split it up. They swore I should tin so and 
drew their pistols, when one of them said, “Unit was too ha,i'd,” and 
took an ax and siditifc up and burned it. I was then cussed for a, (raitor 
and tory and abused for, as they amiusud me, siipportbig siieli men as 
Maynard, Brownlow and other Union men; and anotlier charge they 
had against ino at frravi'slon, Tonn., was that 1 in (ireseiice <d' some 
of their vohinlGers called for (breo clieers for tlie U, H. Army and 
for General Whillold Hcolt, whom I served under in Mexico, and furdier 
that I had called for three groans for sccoasion. 1 had ealleci for those 
choors and t,hoae groans as charged.

Rebecca Parish, born in Lee County, Ga. ; about tweiity oiglit years oi 
age; has always lived in yuniter County, Ca,, till this last year; has 
been three years and a half married; her parents livoiii Barbour County, 
Ala,; removed with her husband, a soldier in the Confederate service, 
and two children to Island No. 10 about the 1st of March last. Her 
husband and two children had died by the middle of April, since wliicli 
time she lias lived under the jivoteotiou of her brother, and on the 10th 
of April she was taken prisoner with her brother, a soldier in the Con- 
federate service, at Island No, 10, Having' no I'rieiids there and no 
money to take her home, she preferred reamiiiiiig w'ith her brother, 
although the medical lueti in charge at Madison, "Wis., w'ould have 
given her her liberty and sent her back as far as Cairo. 

Harriet Redd, born in Wayne County, Miss. ; about twenty-four years 
of age; has lived tlio greater jiart of her life in Pike County, Ala.; her 
parents live in Wayne County, Miss.; two years and a half since she 
removed with lier husband to Pike County, Ala., where she remained 
till her bu.sband joined the Confederate Army, last January, and was 
taken prisoner with liim at Lsland No. 10, while an invalid and has so 
continued mid lives with her husband in tliis caniji. 

Aramiiita Palmer, born in Pike County, ICy., is about tw’onty lwo 
years of age; has mostly lived in Great Bend, [Meigs] County, Ohio;

ultimo x)ublishod an account of the condition and treatment of the irnlon 
soldiers captured at 8hiloh by the rebels into whose hands tliey lelh 
Hut as Jirigadier'Goneral Oglesby, eomnuinding this (Second) division, 
Army of the Mississip]>i, roipiested a written statement through yon 
of the facts connected with the murder of IJeut. W. S. Dliss, ol’Ylie 
Second Alicliigan Battery, andthotreatmeiiLof the h^cdoral soldiers taken 
with him, [ comiily with his request and send you the Ibllowing, wliich 
came under my own personal observation, or as attested by my late 
follow-prisoners. 

Lieutenant Bliss was murdered on the 1st or iid day of Alay. I and 
other offleers and others who had the means had been in the habit of 
buying cakes and milk at a house near a well wlunute we lirougiit water 
and had on the morning of that day left InseautiMUi at this lioiisi^ to be 
filled in the evening. At about 15 p. m. Lieutenant Bliss and IJeu ten- 
ant Winslow of the Pifty-eightli Illinois, went to tlie well for water, 
under guard qf course. Arrived at the well Lieuteuaut Bliss stejiped 
io the hack window of the lioiiao in question, distant about lei i or twc^lve 
paces, to got his milk. Ordered by the guard to conu^ away li(\ nqilied 
that he merely wanted to get hia milk, at the same mommit rcumiving it 
from the woman of the house and in return handing her a shinjilaslrcr in 
payment. The guard, standing about six ])aces IVoni him, vejmatml the 
order. Lieutenant Bliss said, In a iniimtc,” and receiving his idiange 
stopped back some three feet. At this moment tlu^ giuir<l raisiul his 
lucceand Bliss perceiving the movement cxcUii mod, ‘Ulood (lodl you 
will not shoot mo, will yoii^^ Baying ho ^Dnust do bis duty tlu^ giianl 
fired, shooting Bliss through the heart, who fell d(uid without a groan or 
motion.

S. 'Proy, tlio hig'hest Oonlederale 
olli<‘or in Montgomery, jnad(3 to mo that tiio sliooting was according 
to ord(Ts/^ 

A I 4^ust3aloosa two enlisted inoii were killed by the guard for looking 
out o(‘ tlH3 window of tlieir inasoii, one of tlumi being shot before any 
iioti(tc3 was given them ])rohibiting ilimn the poor privilege of looking 
at their mothei‘ earth. After Uie first killing a written notice was 
posted up that the guard were to discharge tlieir piecjcs at any prisoner 
seen looking out of a window. Several wore sliotatbut none wounded. 

AtTns(5aloosa tlio prisoners were con lined in clos(3 rooms; only a few 
w(3re allowed to go out for water and to the sinks at a time, and although 
the diarrhea was prevailing in the prisons io a (erriblo ext( 3 nt the 
unhappy victims were obliged io use tubs during the night, which wore 
often not removed until 9 a. nn Alive with vei iuiii smdi xn'isons must 
rajiidly develop <wery form of disemse and death claim many a noble 
mark/ 

At Montgomery upward of oOO i>rivatos and 100 coinmissionod 
olllcers were (3onnncd in a c 3 otton shed. Within it w(‘vc their sinks, 
many us in the lield, o]>on trendies. They were almost wholly without 
blankets, hundreds without coats, while many had sold their clothing, 
even to their [lauts, for food, No clothing of any description was for- 
warded to them, and their only beds were (he liard earth and harder 
planks, mitigated for a short time by a small supply of damaged Iiay, 
soon exliausted and never replenished. 

The si(dc wore sent to hospilals in the cities Miiore they had such care 
as surgeons of our own number could give them, with enlirely inade- 
quate supjdios of inedi(3ines and hospital nccesHaries. The diarrhea, 
ague and milder forms of disease at Montgomery were t;r<3ated by Dr. 
W. A. Morse, a lieut(3nant of Twelfth Iowa, who never liad less than 
150 cases, and was many times for several successive <lays entirely 
without m<3dicineH, The d(3aths of ])risouerH were announced as follows : 
*01iod, a Yankee prisoner,’^ among the deatlm of slaves — no natno or 
rank b(3ing given. Hiich wore the obituaries of many well-educated 
onic(3ivs and jirivates. 

Tlio rations issu(3d at Tusiuiloosa and Monigoniory, wher(3 1 was con- 
iliuMl, w<3re of the most execrable descri])tion, Corn broad imido of 
unsifted, coarsely ground meal, a small slice of wheat bread, and two 
or thr( 3 e small ]>ieeeB of meal, often spoiled, and fetid salt beef consti- 
tuted the ration for a day. Ocjcasiomilly small allowances of sugar, 
rice, stock pease and molasses were made, the whole not exceeding half 
ra'tions, M is(3rable as was this allowance it was in a few weeks r(3ducod 
one-half, until no more than a ipiarter rtvtion was issued. 1 have often 
s(U3ii men consume at one meal the amount received for three. 

it is no wonder that upon siicli snbsisionco men Ijccame rediicotl in 
h(3alth and strength until doalli (Vein starvation stared them in the face. 

Tliose olllcers and men who had manfully hold their ground at Shiloli 
until 5 o’clock j). m., and iinljil ordered l)a(3k, and who Inid repulsed 
every attack of tlu3 enemy, wore obliged to drag out a miserable exist- 
enoG in x^’i^ons ovoriain with vermin under circumstances at which 
humanity revolts and to which felons are not condemned by civili/cd 
nations. But 1 have given Mie main facts in the case and have no 
desire to deepen the picture. They sp(3ak their own language; further 
details are uunecessary. 
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Of the 2,300 to 2,400 captured on the Gtli, 1,000 have either been 
released by doatli from the barbarism of traitors, have been x>aroled or 
have made their escape,

Sir: In consequence of Colonel McNeil being in the field and his 
headquarters in transitu as per movements of a certain outlaw, Jo. 0. 
Porter, it may be some little time before he can communicate to you 
the facts causing the issue of Orders, No. 34, Division of Northeast 
Missouri. I will endeavor to give you some of the facts that within 
my knowledge led to the issue of said order. 

Inclosed iileaso find a letter from the \Yidow Owen, published in the 
Herald • also the Jesuitical comments of the editor. This letter has 
caused the murder of at least one Union man, a very estimable citizen 
named Pratt, of Lewis County, and the letter has been seized as a holy 
thing by all the traitors in our section. Its appeal for assassin atious 
has done irreparable mischief already — it has continually aided and 
comforted the opponents of the Government, 

The facts in the case of John L, Owen you will perceive by the letter 
published in the Quincy Whig, also inclosed. Please find inclosed a 
copy of petition or something of that kind as a mere sample of the 
feelings of the loyal men of this section (composed of all parties) on 
the subject. The same feeling pervades Illinois, efforts having been 
made there to obtain an order from the honorable Secretaiy of War for 
its absolute suppression as an establishment. The complaints of its 
pernicious influence were universal from all directions prior to the issue 
of Orders, No. 34, and since a general feeling of satisfaction has been 
expressed. 

Trusting that this may answer for the nonce until such time as 
Colonel McNeil may be able to reply giving all the facts in the case,

Statement of faets^ lilain and truthful, concerning the capture and 
murder of Maj. Jolin L. Owen, written by his wile, Mary A. Owen, 
and certihed to by his mother, Kancy Owen: 

About the 1st of September my husband, John L. Owen, then cap- 
tain of a comxiany of six-months^ men (sworn into the State service 
about the middle of June), started to General Price. lie was ])romoted 
to major and returned lionie the 0th of December. Since that time to 
my certain knowledge ho has had no company nor part of a company] 
neither has he been connected in any way with a company. And I do 
know and can say with truth that he never eitlier before or since his 
return from the army has been engaged in what is termed buslnvhack- 
iiig and that he has never shot into the cars. On the contrary I know 
he was always opposed to that kind of warfare. 1 have frequently 
heard him speak on the subject, therefore I know his opinion. 

And I can assert with truth that I have known his whereabouts over 
since his return from the army and that he has never borne arms since, 
but has merely tried to keep out of the way of the Fedcrals, and that 
for mouths he never left his mother’s house by night or day. But they 
had their spies busy, who watched him and found out by some means that 
he never left the house, and tlieso same spies were two men whom ho 
had es])ecially befriended. Then came the troops to search for him 
but failed at that time to get liim. After the first searching (which 
took place just seven weeks before they succeeded in getting him) ho 
never slept in the house, but slept on his own and his mother’s prom- 
ises. He had his own provisions and I cooked them, and a part of 
the time he came for thorn, and when he did not I conveyed them to 
him myself. It was my Avish as Avell as a idcasuro to do so, and I would 
continue to feed him if they by their cruelty had not deprived mo of 
the blessed privilege. 

And now to tbe capture: On the 8th day of eTuno before wo had 
risen in the morning we were surrounded by Federal troops knocldng 
at the doors for admittance. My mother, her two sons wlio live Avith 
her, Amsley and William, myself and child Avere all who Avere in the 
house. The soldiers came in, searched tlio lionse, took both Amsloy 
and William prisoners and took thorn away, while others came and 
surrounded the place. Persons Avho saw them estimated their numbers 
at about 300. They had their pilots Avith them. They daslieil tlirmigli 
the fields like so many hends, and into the meadow Avliere iiiy husband 
had slept the night before (and no doubt ho had been Avatchod to liis 
sleepiug place), and oh, they found him in a little cluster of bushes 
not more than 200 or 300 yards from the house and in plain view of tlio 
house. They found him alone, unarmed and defenseless; one poor 
man, without any resistance at all, gave hiniself up to his savage cap- 
tors. Kesistanco Avould have been vain and he IcneAV it. Oh, tho sav- 
age yells they sent up Avheu they found him; they ring in my oars yet. 

They brought him to the house. We saw them coining. I was 
greatly troubled to think they had him prisoner; but oh, 1 could not 
coneeive that persons calling themselves men and Christian men could 
have hearts cruel enough to murder him in tho brutal manner in which 
they did.

He told them ho had no 
company. His mother and myself told them tho same. They called 
us all liars and said they knew he had a coiniiany for they had been 
told so, and that he had to tell where it was. Wo all assui’ed them 
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tluit ho told iho tnitli, but they woiihl nut boliovo us. Tlioy siiid, 
“TalvO him away from thoso woiiu^n, uml if ho cloos mo \> loll ns wo will 
liaiifj' him.” lie said jn>st as thoy starlod IVom tlu^ liousi' 1 1* Ihry would 
tn‘at him as a prisoner oT war aiul uoooi'diu^ l.o tli(‘ honors ol' wav ho 
had no fears. 

J feared from thoir savajL>'o ap])oaraiH'o tlial they abnsi^ him or 

do him some liarin, and I Ibllowoil l.hmu about a. ([uarliu’ <if a iiulo 
entreating’ I hem !o spare Ids life; that ho was innoocnd of (ho (dlary;^^s 
timy had against liim, and not (o take an iniiocoiit nnin's lij(\ M'lu\y 
assured mo they would not kill him, and lold mo- (,o go Imo-K honH\ now 
and (‘omodown to Palmyra the next day and mm liim. That siitislkul 
mo, I turned and (‘ame home. 

They did not go over halfui mile farlhor till IIm\v kdhMl him. Ihom 
the best information I oan got they made him sil. <lou'n on a log w hi(di 
lay close to a fence, tii'.d Ids hands ainoss his bimast an<! (.it'd idsidlmwm 
bacik to the ItMico, so tlnit he (sndd not inovt^; tied 1dm with ld(dc(n’y 
bark and there took tlio life of an innocent, nnri'sislring inaii. Tlioy 
left him there on (he public road, shot down like a^ wdld lH‘as(-, tlum 
went on to one of the neighbors and tol<l tlumi wdnit (h(*y iiad iloni^, 
and told them if be had any friends they might dig a. holi^ and throw' 
him in, and sent mo w'ord tlmt thoy luul shot my Inmliand mid whons I 
could find him; also sent me a. carti’Ulgct with tlu\ word (hiiti i ]\o\ luul 
put eight like that in him. Thoy also thrust him tlirongh tlun lin^ast 
wdtU a bayonet. One ball entered Ins fa(*ejnst at 1\ m \ hd’t si(bM>f Ids 
nose a,nd passed through his head; one near his <‘ollar bone; two 
tlirongh his broasli, not more than tw'o or thret^ imdum aparl, jmssing 
entirely through his body and lodged in tln^ teiKMUmldnd him. Mis 
loft arm was all shattered to pieces from th(^ elbow dowm, M'iu\ mnr- 
derers stood so near him that his clothes wau'i^ H(*.orch(‘d tiy llic\ jiownler. 

I still have the cartridge they sent me in smdi unleeling manner, and 
when some kind frioml sends it tlivough on<» of their bhu-Jc IrtMicluwoiiH 
hearts then it will have rullllled its iidHsion.

11(3 had never (jominifctod any liiglicr crime tlian that of 
voting for Abraham lancoln, yet this man while watering liis liorst^s 
was deliberately shot down; eight balls were ]uib into him and lioMms 
left for (lead. The man, however, was taken care of by the Sixteenth 
Illinois^ surgeon and I believe is now alive in irminibal. 

These outrages were committed by Owen so long ago as last July.

posed that any pai)(U' (jould publish so plain and xialpable an attonqit 
to incite to assassination as is tlm letter and comments alluded to in the 
Herald if apprised of tho facts. 

Again, John L. Owen has been hiding from Justico since ChrisLams, 
lying concealed, shHqiing in tlie brush, and was found in liis bed in the 
brusli, and armed. 

Oeiieral orders from Iieadiiuariers are imperative that this class of 
moil caught luuler arms in this part of tho United Btatesareto bosliot 
on th(3 spot. These ord(TS havc^ been published to the world. Mr,

Colonel : lu speaking with yon yesterday I neglected to mention 
that Captain Ekiii is tlio quartermaster wlio will under your direction 
make the purchases with the ])risoners^ fuiicL He understands iny 
views perfectly and I am sure will suggest no purcliases oxcoi)t tlmse 
wliich are right and proper. TIic commissary at the caini) who is also 
qiiarterinaster there is treasurer of the Imid and will only have to pay 
the bills which are prcsenletb Ho makes no purchases himself. The 
bills will bo made in Captain Elciii^s name and will be approved by you 
and these will be the vouchers for the treasurer. Without such vouchors 
lie will be held accountable for any payments he may make. Let him 
understand this distinctly. If he has already made purchases without 
having such a voucher let him obtain one immediately. I want to 
impress on you that ho is to make no expenditures himself. He is 
young in service and experience and must be trusted ^vltli no such 
responsibility. 

On examining the account of the funds 1 found the disbursements 
under the authority of the council of administration certainly made for 
improper things and in many cases without any vouchers. The jiay- 
ment for postage stamps was it appears entirely unreasonable and the 
purchase of tobacco seemed to be unnecessarily large. Please obsorvo 
the articles to the purchase of which it is to be confined under my 
regulations and adhere to them as closely as possible. Payments for 
the pursuit of escaped iirisoners are of doubt! ul propriety and must 
only be resorted to fincoinplete sentence [. A liberal quantity of vege- 
tables should be supxdied. Lieutenant Palmer presented his accounts 
in a very satisfactory condition, furnishing vouchers for all disburse- 
ments. The amount remaining on liand lie is ready to turn over to his 
successor. I wish the monthly account of this fund with a list of all 
the articles purchased during the month sent to me on the Ist of 
August. The commissary must keep the account up day by day so 
that at the end of the month there will be no delay iu furnishing it, 
Examine the list of employes at the camp who are paid extra x)ay from 
this fund and see that no more are einjiloyed than are necessary and 
limit the highest extra pay to 40 cents a day. Let these accounts bo 
made out in duo form, specifying the time and the duty and make the 
payments regularly at the end of the month. These accounts, like all 
others, will be made in the name of Cax^tain Ekiii axiproved by you. 
I learn by the accounts imeseuted that a citizen is employed as pay- 
master at $50 per month. I do nob approve of this. The non-commis- 
sioned [oflQcerJ selected to receive and examine letters must be the 
paymaster for imisoners and as is pi'^vided in the regulations you will 
allow him extra pay for his services. Discharge the citizen imniedi-

Secure the top 
of the fence on the outside so that .the sentinel may liavo a good vicav 
of all inside the fence near his i)08t The Aval k will not bo required 
along the fence next to the si^root and it may not be necessary in rear 
of the quarters occupied by the vegiTueiit inside. It may bo found 
necessary to make the Avalk continuous, but for the prcvseiit avo aviH try 
it with intervals of iifty to seventy-Ilvo feet. For making these clianges 
use all the old lumber about the camp with as much of the old stables 
as nmy bo necessary. Lot it (;ost as litilc as possible. The calling of 
the prisoners’ rolls must not be trusted to corporals or sergeants. 
They must bo siii)erin tended by officers, as many as may be necessary 
detailed for the i}urposo permanently, or with temporary details ol‘ a 
Aveok at a time, the Avholo 8 U)ieriiitondod by a Hold ofllccr AAdio should 
make his morning report to you.

If this cannot be done yon will if the prisoners are 
unable to provide for themselves ascertain if some arrangement cannot 
bo made with the aiitliorities of the [illegible] or some suitable institu- 
tion to receive them, for which if consented to by the authorities they 
may be allowed a reasonable compensation. Should the prisonei's not 
desire to remain they may be furnished with passes and transportation 
to the limits of our line. You will in this matter act as in your judg- 
ment will secure the most proper disposition of them should they desire 
to remain with the other prisoners, but if they remain within prison 
limits it can only be in the capacity already indicated, viz, either as 
nurses or laundresses.

Colonel: Upon closer examination of muster-rolls of prisoners 
already completed I iliul that they are very incorrect. Having no 
other guide we must rely upon the statements of the prisoners them- 
selves. Tlie roll now completed was made out from their statements 
upon their arrival, but it is my impression that many at tliat time gave 
assumed names and incorrect account of themselves. Since the forma- 
tion of this roll many prisoners liave escaped without the knowledge of 
the authorities and I find some have been reported to escape who have 
not done so. There are some names on the roll of whom I can procure 
no information whatever. I doubt whether they ever wore prisoners at 
the post. The rolls now in formation are made out from the dilforent 
squads, and each squad is called up for the vorifloatioii of its roll. 
Every means shall be taken to insure its correctness. 

I would respectfully recommend that an inolosure bo constructed 
around the prisoners’ grave-yard; also that a record be kept of the 
deaths and of the position of each burial. There is ample material at 
the camp for the constrnction of this fence and the labor can bo per- 
formed by the prisoners themselves, so there will be no expense accrued 
to the Government. There are iiow approaching 400 graves, and a duo 
regard for the feelings of their friends would certainly wurrant this 
expenditure.

Captain: Tour letter of July 11 [18] in which you state that your 
orders have been fulfllled, as far as circumstances will xierinifc, and your 
[request for] instructions to return to this point has been received. In 
reply I am directed by the commissary-general to inform you that you 
will remain at Oamp Butler until all instructions which you may have 
received are completely put in force and carried out minutely in daily 
l)ractic6 under your immediate supervision by the couniiandiiig officer 
at that place, and that they be so fully umlerstood by him tluit further 
instructions to him from this oflice regarding tlie regulation of matters 
appertaining to the prisoners as detailea to you will bo unnecessary, as 
it is not suffleient in these cases simply to give orders but to see them 
carefully executed. You are desired especially to attend to all forms 
of oflScial papei^s and to see [that] the details relating to military prfs 
oners and to the manner of reporting citizens are particularly attended 
to and iu a proper manner. The commissary-general further directs 
the purchase by you of six Farmer’s boilers, barrel sizes (40 gallons), of 
the new i)attern. These are completely enveloped by the fire and set 
down into the heat as far as the upper flange iu a similar manner that 
the heater of a common glue x^ot receives the inner vessel oC fluid. 
He requests you to liave them i)iit into daily use and ho expects as a 
result a corresponding economy of fuel. They will bo purclmscd by 
the quartermaster, who wi!l have them prepared, but ho will 8us])eiKl 
operations [as to] the use of the same for the x)resenfc, as it is expected 
that they may be iiaid for by the xn'iaoners^ fund accumulating from 
the savings. This same plan will he adopted by the quartorinasfcei in 
the purchase by the quartermaster of all articles for the use of the 
prisoners and those ordered by you to be purchased by him, as it is 
desirable that all such expenditures should bo covered in this manner. 
AH expenditures ordered by yon will bo made by the quartermaster in 
town, as the placing of money [iiij the hands of inexperienced or irre- 
sponsible volunteer ofQcers is, as mv as possible, to bo avoided. 

Having particularly performed this duty you will proceed to Alton, 
HI., and by conferring with Major Flint, the commanding oflicor at

1 am directed by the Secretary of War Lo inform you that sucli oaths 
will not bo regarded as obIigat.()ry and persons who take thorn will bo 
re(|uircd to render military service. Sliould your Clovernmont treat 
the rendition of such serviciO by these ])ersonB as a breach of ])ar()le 
and punish it accordingly this Goveiminent will resort to retaliatory 
nioasuros as the only moans of compelling the observance of the rules 
of civil i/>ed warfare.

Camp DonaLAS, July 15, 1862. ' 

Ool. J.. H, Tuoicer, Commanding. 

Sir: In obedience to your orders I submit a brief statement of the 
condition of the hospitals and the sanitary state of the camp generally. 
There are seventy-five prisoners in the camp [hospital] and fifty-seven 
IJ, S, soldiers. The diseases of the former are j^rinoipally of the lungs 
and bowels, assuming a low form, and are comxdicated by a tendency to 
scurvy. The condition of the hospital generally is good, the patients 
cleanly and well cared for, ventilation good and the medical service 
intelligent and ably performed by th^ gentlemen with whom you Imve 
proposed to enter into contracts for tliat purpose. The frequent coni' 
plaint that has reached your ears of neglect has arisen from the fact 
that four aurgeoiLS, the number you authorized, is not sufficient for the 
work. Pivc can by extraordinary exertion aceolnx:^lish it, but without 
that number it cannot be done. The men sick among oiir troops are 
merely aftected by slight colds and bowel disturbances, readily yielding 
to treatment. Tlio service in barracks where attention to the slightly 
sick and the exercise of judicial supervision over the sanitary condition 
of the men is as important almost as the service at the hospital is per- 
formed by four assistant surgeons, aided occasionally by such additional 
services as we can secure from an occasional rebel surgeon who was 
taken prisoner in the ranks. In these quarters are between 200 and 
300 men, and the number has been I find steadily increasing, who 
manifest a strong tendency to scurvy, which will ovetitually if not con- 
trolled give a fatal character to all forms of disease whatever their 
original character. 

It may be proper to say here that, with a full sense of the ijnx^ortanee 
of the subject and the responsibility'^ devolving upon me I am insti- 
tuting all proper measures to antagonize this great evil. The present 
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sysloin of sinks, 8loi> burrols and ditdioa i-hiwiKk nanip is Irmif-kl, 
with iinniineiit clanger lo luicillh. 'I'iiis system in my (»iiini(ih mlmi(,s of 
no disenasion or suggestion of niodilication or ini])rov(mi(iiit save tlm 
free iiitroduetioii of waUu’ into the gTcmiuls and a porfoe!, system of 
drainage.

Colonel: Camp Hntler, ill,, is situated on the (treat Western llaib 
road, SIX miles from the town of Sjiringlield, 'i'lie eamii is established 
‘ ^ rolling iiieeo of ground, surrounded by a higli 

board lenco, inclosing somo llftoeu acres of land, it wim origimillv 
intended as a campoi instruetioii for voluntc'ers, 'I'lio biu’i'tveks were 
Omit lor two regunouts. They are mere sliolls, single bourils jbrmiug 
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tlio sidcFi and roofs; the sides vory low, about eight foot in lioiglit; 11 lo 
roofs covered wi til taiTed pai)or. Greeted by coidractthoy aHordin'otoc- 
tion neither from storms nor heat. During tliisinontli the tiusr in oniolor 
has been steady at 102^ for days in my own room. TJio oil net of siioli 
intense and continued beat on the sick and well in those miserably 
constructed barracks lias been prostrating in the cxtroino. TIio pris- 
oners of war, over 2,000 in number, occupy the rows of barracks on Lho 
right; in front of these there are two rows of tents on a main street 
also occupied by them. Foiu* of the barracks in this row are used as 
hospitals, part of another as a drug store. A lino of sentinels sur- 
rounds all, leaving ample room for the prisoners to exorcise, bub Lhey 
are generally indiifereiit to this and to their porsoiml cloaiiliiiess. Two 
other hospitals outside of these lines are now allotted to eouvaloHcciits 
on account of the shade. On my arrival here in May I found tlio lios- 
pitals, six in number, in a miserable sanitary condition. Fo one liad 
taken the authority or trouble to better tliis. The doors wore llltliy; 
deodorizing agents were not thought of; slops and illtli n^ero thrown 
indiscriminately around. The sick were crowded in wooden bunks, some 
on the floor, many without blankets, and nearly all without straw, either 
new or old. No attention was paid to ventilation or drainage. The 
stencil of the wards was horrid and sickening. Pood was abiiiidanb 
but badly prepared; medicines were deficient. The stewards wore 
ignorant and negligent of their business, thenurses and cooks insubor- 
dinate and inattentive to the wants of their sick comx)anions. Tlio 
condition of the prisoners, many of whom had been broken down in 
service prior to their caxiture, opened a favorable and iinliinited Held 
for the development of low types of disease, and accordingly tyiflius 
and tyiilioid fevers, pneumonia, erysipelas, &o., raged with violence 
and great fatality. 

To carry out my xilans of improvement required much explanation 
and persuasion. I was successful in what I undertook for tlio comfort 
oi these unfortunate sick. Floors were scrubbed, lime apidicd freely 
on the walls and floors, ventilation and drainage attended to, A fever 
hospital (making seven) was established; another hosx>ital was used for 
Xnicumonia, another for erysipelas. The surgeons (prisoners of war) 
were assigned to their own hospitals, stewards and nurses were 
encouraged to emulate each other in the cleanliness of their wards, nil 
with the happiest efl’ects. Cooks were suxipliedwitli necessary kitchen 
furniture, barrels were procured for slops, water was furnished iii abun- 
dance for the sick, wards were limited to the luiinbor of thirty patients. 
The hospital fund procured many necessary articles, such as ice. Tlie 
medical X3urveyor at Chicago sent mo a full supply according to Hie 
standard sux)xily table for six months. A drug store, under an excellen b 
druggist, was establislied. A quantity siilDcioiit for a change of shirts, 
drawers and sheets was obtained from the quartermaster, fresh straw 
and bed-sacks wore also secured. Under these changes the difforonco in 
the mortality of my hospitals was remarkable and exceedingly gratify- 
ing. During the mouth of May 123 died, wliilst in June only 30 died. 

Of twenty-four cases of camp fevers (tyxflms) four died; of fourteen 
cases of typhoid, two died; of thirty- three cases of common, continued 
fever, two died. In two cases I was unable to diagnose whetbor they 
were typhus or typhoid until after a post-mortem examination. Tho 
former disease was suddoii in its attacks, in two cases the x)atient8 died 
oil the third day. Ammonia, tonics and stimulants had to bo used in 
large quantities. One case (I thou g] it of fatal relapse) was saved by 
ulisteriDg til© -whole length of the spmo with ammonia and nmatard. 
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Typhoid or enteric fever was treated much in the same way, with the 
addition of oil of tiirpontino, of wliicli I cannot speak too liiglily, Quinia 
had to bo ein ployed IVccly among these men in nearly all diseases. They 
generally come from miasmatic districts. I can speak with the highest 
satisfaction of the use of mnriated tincture of iron In the treatment of 
erysipelas, alternated with quinia it controlled the disease in all its 
forms. I Ibund local applications, of iodine and nitrate of silver, 
unsatisfactory in their results, not eontrolling the spread of the disease. 
I abandoned their use and applied emulsion of flaxseed, saving pain and 
troixblo to my patients. The two fatal cases reported wore comx>lioated 
with other diseases.

CoLonifln: Your communication of the 10th instant, with monthly 
returns lor Juno returned, was ixceived to*day. I hasten to reply. I 
had already explained to the commanding ofllcer the manner this 
return should ho made out and the exxJanations you required. I have 
again repeated those instructions, shown him your letter and caused 
lists of those who have died and who have escaped to be made out, 
Those lists I heliove to bo correct. An accurate account of the deaths 
has heou kept by the surgeon in charge of the hospitals# The list of 
innsoiiovB who escaped may not bo so correct, for during the month of 
Jiiuo no roll-call was made and the reports of the prisoners in (diarge 
of squads was not always to be relied upon. This is the first return 
made out# T therefore in the alterations since last return have only 
included tho iminbcr of those who have died and those who have been 
known to liavo escaped during tho month. You must roinonibor that 
during tho greater part of this mouth tho present commanding offtcor 
was not in charge and no reliable data have been obtained ol‘ deaths, 
escapes, &c., previous to his taking eoinmand. TJudouhtodly unknown 
XU’isonors have escaped from here. No roll came with tliom, A correct 
roll has never been obtained. Much time and labor has been exx)ondcd 
in eiKleavoring to make out one, but tho proper measures have never 
been resorted to in order to insure its correctness, I believe that pris- 
oners have boon aided in escaping from hero by disloyal persons living 
in tho vicinity, rebel sympathizers who only act covertly. I belhwe 
that previous to your instructions regarding visitors being enforced 
that prisoners were aided to escape by persons from Tennessee and 
Kentucky visiting their friends and relatives eonfiiiod in the camp, I 
have no reliable testimony of those facts, but such is the opinion of 
Col. 1\ IVlorrison, Major Eonda and others connected with the camp. 
During the month of June affairs here wore in a state of comxfficated 
confusion and it has required much time and uiiremittcd ej^ertion on 
my part to unravel them# I have used every endeavor to have your 
instructions carried out and with as much success as the material at 
hand would admit of,

T liopo Miis ruiitter has 
been attoiulod to crothis, but if it luis not I earnestly ask that arran^'o* 
ments may be made at once for their n lief. It appears from llio loti er 
of MoMakeii that tlio oitieers iu command and the paroled prisoners do 
not understand alike the duties of the prisoners in their ])rosonb situ- 
ation, and that tliis inisunderstaiidiii^ has led and is likely to load to 
very unpleasant results. I do not know wliieh is ri^>‘ht, ])ufc it is very 
desirable that a conllict such as is sliown to exist should bo avoided. 
Will you bo kind enough to in alee some order in the i natter and send 
me a copy'? If the boys are iu the wrong I will use my best exertions 
to set them right, I am well satisfied the best way is to cx(5hango 
them, and as there are a large number of rebel ]>riRoiu‘rs at Chicago 
and elsewhere I do not see wliy it eainiot bo done,

But to the point, I liavc been in rognhir correspond- 
enco with a member of Company 0, Eighth llegimen t fowa Yolnu tears, 
ever since the niustoring of that conijiany into the servhm. Many of 
that regiment you are aAvaro were taken iirisoners at tShiloli with no 
other clothing than their fatigue suit. Vou no doubt me us well aware 
of their suffering ever since tluit period as any one. '^Phoy are now^ at 
Benton Barracks in a destitute condition, without a cluingeof eloUiiug, 
being compelled to wash and dry one jnece at a tinus and exposed to 
all the privations, ineoiiveiiionce, iSsc., inoideuli to disorganii^ed regi- 
ments or companies, 

Now, dear Governor, is there no way by which timso hoys of the noble 
Eighth Iowa, who stood so nobly on that ever nuMnorabloaml dreadful 
Sabbath at Pittsburg fjanding from i) a, ni, until jmst 5 ii. m., and lliougU 
charged upon live times never faltered, Hlaiiding nobly in the miino of 
Iowa by the ilag of this country, while death and disorder reigned and 
reveled all around^ yet still standing like the noble Itonuins ready to die, 
but never fora inoment thinking of turning tlicir bucks upon a foe (Lam 
liroud to know that lowuns never do turn tlieir backs to a foe), wliile 
other reghnoiifcs were being disorganized and lleoiiig in confusionand 
insubordination, yet still like the evorlnstiug rocks tbey shmd ilrin, 
the noble boys of Iowa, until both right and k^ft llmiku gave way and 
let the enemy around tliom in ovorwliolming mimborH, yielding only 
when they could resist no longer.

Dear Brother: Irecoivotl your lotU'r of tlio -1 tU on Hiitimlay ovon- 
iiig, ifc being' tlio lirsl< thal.

You may know that it was wolconied. I was rtyoieed to hoar tliat you 
were all well. We arc all well at presoiit and enjoying' onraolvos as 
well as could be expected under the circunialanees. 'I'ho weather is 
quite warm, but wo do not sulVer as much froju it as avo did at Cairo. 
That is one of the last places T Avould Avi.sli to stay. Wo had a heavy 
rain last evening'. Old Camp Benton looks quite natural and nuieh 
more pleasant than it did at auy ti me last Avin ter. The buildi ngs liavo all 
been repaired and AvliiteAvashed and the grounds all cleared off and all 
presGiit a healthy and beautiful appearance. J have seen no cncainp- 
mont lu all our travels that will compare Avith It in beauty and eoiiven- 
ience. Tlioio ar6 hut foAV troops hero, ft is garrisoned by but four 
companies of the T\A'^onty-third liogiinoiit Missouri. The romaiiidor of 
that regiment were taken prisoners Avith us. 

I propose to give you a fbw items relative to us paroled prisoners. I 
do not know that I am in the right mood to do so, for T am conshlorahly 
out of humor as to tlio in'oceedings of the authorities hero Avitlun the 
last tAventy-four hours For all, it is nothing more than avc oxpoetcid 
Avheii Ave left Cairo in such a liiirry. To begin, us soon as avc roaolied 
Nashville wo AA’cro ordered 1 o organize our company and rog'iinont for 
the purpose they said of draAving our clothing and ratiotis. This avo did. 
On the heels of this eaino an oilier ibr us to do guard duty in and around 
our oAVii camp, TJtis we refused todo, Tlmordor Avasrocalled. About that 
time the oommaiidaiit of our cnin^) Avas changed, a colonel from Indiana 
bciugputiii cominaiulof us. Ifc tried tlio same thing; llrstbycalliugfor 
volunteers. No one ro.spondcd. Uo said avo must and should do duty, 
We paid no attention to the order more than to toll him candidly that 
A\m could not consistently do it with our oalh. There the matter 
dropped. Wo Avero moved to Cairo. There (lonoral Strong tried the 
same thing, and by flattery and promise that ho Avould stand by them 
through thick and thin ho succeeded in getting' Home of the boys lo 
])roiniso that they Avould stand guard in their oAvn camp, but in one 
day the Avhole thing lizzled and the boys Aveut whore they pleased, 
llie evening after we came here aa'o Avoro called out in lino and tlio 
colonel commanding the post harangued ns for half an hour tolling us 
ho had sent on for orders to kuoAV AvUat dutic's Avould bo assigned us, 
and ho hoped Avhoii ho issued said orders that each man Avould perform 
those duties cheerfully.

TIh^ ral-ions sup])Iied the prisoners arc f^’ood and wholesome. Tlio 
amount furnished ample. Vegetables in siiflieient quantities liavobecn 
obtained by exchanging a j) or lion of the (loverninent raihm issued 
tiieni for such vegetables as they desired. Tliereis nothing to indicate 
that they have Hulferod for a want of antiscorbutics. Tlioir food gen- 
erally haslxam woli cooked. No fault can be found with ilioir subsist- 
ence. jMaiiy of t(ie prisoners are suifering for want of clothing; all 
need some. Many are sadly deficient, not having acluinge, while some 
are really snlVering very mucli and cannot bo employed at fatigue on 
this ac(a)unt. Tim health of the prisoners I consider good the 
circumstiinc<»s. Many came here siede, others hrolcen downby the hard- 
ships of service; many are unaccustomed lo camp and to the fatigues 
of a soldior^H life. The change from the fatiguing and exposed life of 
the soldier to their confined and indolent life a.s prisoners, together 
wif li the chaijge of climate, 1ms contributed io inerease tlio sick list, 
TIicni are seven hosxntalsfor imisoners of war, eacJuiiulcr the charge of 
one of their own ])hysi(duns, the whole under the medical suporiiUoiid- 
eneo of Dr. J. 0. McKee, IT. 8. Army. Tlieir jiresent condition is vory 
(Uvorable and rellects credit upon all (jonnoeted with their manage* 
ment. T^io sick are treated with the utmost kindmvss. The beds are 


<!Omforlable; bhinkets, bod-covers, sheets, mos(|uito bars, &c., are now 
X)rovided. A change of* shirts and drawers for the si<dc has been 
supplied. Mvery care has been by tlu^ enforcomont of chMinli- 

ness, the use of deodorizing agents, ventilation, drainage, &c., (o ren- 
der these hosxntals comfortable and jdeasant. The number of sick in 
liospilal was 185, quite one-lnilf of which wore chronic cases of long 
standing.

The undersigned having been commissioned by the authorities they 
respectively rox)resout to make aiTaugemonts for a general exchange of 
prisoners of war have agreed to the I'ollowing articles: 

Article 1, It is hereby agreed and stipulated that all prisoners of 
Avar held by either party including those taken on i:)rivate armed ves- 
sels knoAvn as x)rivateers shall be discharged upon the conditions and 
terms folloAviug: 

Prisoners to be exchanged man for man and officer for officer; priva- 
teers to bo placed upon the footing of officers and men of the Navy. 

Mon and officers of loAver grades may be exchanged for officers of a 
higher grade, and men and officers of different services may be 
exchanged according to the following scale of equivalents: 

A general couimandiugin chief or an admiral shall bo exchanged for 
officers of equal rank, or for sixty privates or common seamen. 

A dag officer or major-general shall bo exebanged for officers of equal 
rank, or for forty privates or common seamen. 

A commodore carrying a broad pennant or a brigadier-general shall 
ho exebanged for officers of equal rank, or twenty privates or common 
seamen. 

A caxrtainiii the Navy or a colonel shall bo exchanged for officers of 
equal rank, or for lifteeii privates or common seamen. 

A lieutenant- colon el or a commander in the Navy shall be exchanged 
for officers of equal rank, or for ten privates or common seamen. 

A lioutenant-commander or a mqjor shall be exchanged for officers of 
equal rank, or eight piivates or common seamen. 

A lieutenant or a master in the Navy or a captain in the Army or 
marines shall bo exchanged for officers of equal rank, or six privates or 
common seamen. 

Masters^ mates in the Navy or lieutenants and ensigns in the Army 
shall bo exchanged, for officers of equal rank, or four privates or com- 
mon seamen. 

Midshipmen, Avarrant offleors in the Navy, masters of merchant ves- 
sels and commanders of privateers shall be exchanged for officers of 
equal rank, or three i)rivates or comjnon seamen. 

Second captains, lieutenants or mates of merchant vessels or priva-

Art. 2. JjO(‘-al, State, civil and militia rank held by jmrsons not in 
a(3tnal military service will not be re(*o^'nized, the basis of exclianjL»’o 
boin^ the grade actually licld in the naval and military service of the 
respe(3tive parties. 

Art. Jl' citizens hold by cither party on charges of disloyalty or 
any alleged civil offense are exchanged it shall only bo for citizens, 
Oa])tnre(l mitlors, teamsters and all civilians in th(3 actual service of 
either party io bo exchanged for ])ersons in similar |)ositiou. 

Art. 'I. All prisoners of war to bo discluirged on parole in ten days 
alter their capture, and the ])ri,sone.rs now lield and those hereafter 
taken to be trans])orled to the iioinls niutual]y agreed upon at the 
ex])onso of the (aiptnring party. The Hui‘plii,s prisoners not exchanged 
shall not bo ])onnitted (,o take up arms again, nor to serve as military 
police or constabulary force in any fort, garrison or lield- work hold by 
either of the respoetivc jiarties, nor as guards of prisons, depots oV 
stores, nor to discharge any dui}'^ usually performed by soldiers, until 
exchanged under tlie j)rovisi(>ns of* this (iarbd. The exchange is not to 
bo considered complote until tlie ollieer or soldier exchanged for has 
boon actually restored to the lines to whi(5h he belongs. 

Art. /), ICacli party upon the diseliarge of ]irisoncrs of the other 
party is authorized to discharge an e(iiui1 number ol tiudr own oflicers 
or men from parole, furnishing at the same tiiiu^ ( o the other party a 
list of their prisoners discluirgiTl and of their own oillcers and men 
relieved from parole, thus enabling oacli party to relievo from parole 
such of tlioir ow^i oflicers and men as the party may elioose. Tlio lists 
thus mutually furnished will keep botli ]>arties advised of the true con- 
dition of the excluinge of ])risoners. 

Art. (). The stipulat-ions and provisions above mentioned to be of 
binding obligation during iho (umfiriuaiuje of the war, it matters not 
wliich party may have the surplus of prisom'rs, the groat jirinciplea 
involved being, first, an eriuitable exchange of prisoners, man for man, 
oilicer for oilicer, or oflka^rs of liiglnn* grade oxcdiaiigod for ollicors ot 
lower grade or for privates, according to the scale of (Mpiiyalents; sec- 
ond, that ])rivateers and o ill (tors and men of diff(3rent services may be 
exchanged according to tlie same scale of eipiivalenls; third, that all 
prisoners, of whatever arm of service, are to be exchan^ul or paroled 
in ten days from the time of their (*aptnro. il* it be iiracticuble to trans- 
fer them to their own lines in that time; if not, as soon thereafter as 
praeth^ablo; fourth, that no ofllcor, soldier oi* mnployec, in the service 
of either ]>art-y, is to be (mnsidered as exeJiaiiged ami absoh'od from his 
parole until his oqiiivalont has actually reacdied (he lines of his friends; 
iifth, that the parole forbids theiieiTorimiiico of Held, garrison, police, or 
guard, or constabulary duty.

Noav if you judge this 
the kind of fond furnished yonr sick and wounded prisoners North, or 
is in accordaiKUA Avitli tlic usages of Avar ann)ng civilized nations, you 
arc mistaken. J lniv<^ had to buy fresli meats for soups and bread to 
su])i)ly the dofi<nency, sin(*.c avo liave no moans of cooking Hour suit- 
able ibr thp sick. Noav 1 submit that Hour and poor bacon alone are 
entirely unfit for the sick and Avonndod, since many have died from 
sheer exhaustion or starvation, and many more Avill die unless more 
carefully fed. Many of those taken to Kiolunond aiid retained so long 
in the depot Avitliout proper attention have also diocL Noav, sir, all I 
ask is to hav(3 the sick and Avoinided Avho Imve become the recipients of 
my care receive the aUeution duo them as xR'isoners of Avar agreeably 
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to tlie usa^oB of clvilizcil people, iiiul tluit the mivAc^oim to wliosc earo 
they are intruJilctl he treated not aw lel<)ia>\ Init in iuu'^oiilanee with the 
pvocedonts which have iH-en eatahlialn'd and whieli yon imblish in all 
your })apcr8 aw the law of the huul. U' we eannot bo led in ao(‘<)rdanee 
with the eoinmoii uwaftow ol' war, in oihor wovda il* you have not the 
material wlierewith 1o leed iiw wo an to keep nw iVoiu wlarvutioii, 1 feel 
assured that your elevated senue of humanity will asMiut ns to reach 
our own lines whore we can be aUended to. 1 luive ween ami attiunhul 
your wielc and wounded at Now York, IMiilado-lphia, Koriresu Monroe^ and 
hi this hospital, and have never seen any distinction made bcitwomi them 
and our own. Now with the iiisiinieient nourisimuMit sn|)])iiod ns, our 
own funds failhif^, what are we to do? 1 leave tlu^ anH\v(‘r to your 
impulses of humanity and ask you in the mime of th(^ eommon obliga- 
tions duo from man to man that you iuterpusi^ your iliid.um and (duinge 
the status of our condition .

in tho city who will co-ojierato with my Ibrco in oiKlcavoring to eapturo 
the eseaped jirisonors and the deserter. 

f am carrying into ollect tho directions in regard to tho fences com 
tainod in your letter of tlio IJbth instani,. These improvements Avero 
urgently needed as tlio insecurity of Iho fences is a constant tempta- 
tion to the prisoners to attempt to escape, and numerous props and 
iiTogu lari tics on tlie inside alVord ready moans of climbing over quickly. 
The structure and form of thivS camp is very unsuitable for tho contine- 
meat of prisoners and it is impossible to increase tho number of sen- 
tinels on duty Avitli our iirescnt Ibree. Tlie guard didail is I ca])tain, 7 
lieutouants, Id sergeants, 2^1 corporals and d82 privates. Besides this 
a patrol force is on duty every nigbt outside the fence, the extent of 
which is estimated to be three miles. J have abundant evidonco that 
there are numerous traitorous synipathi/ers in Olueago who are con- 
stantly on the alert to aid iirisoners to escape and are ingenious in their 
schemes to coinmuni(;a<o with them and corrupt our own soldiers. 1 
liavo no hesitation in saying that in my opinion martial hnv should bo 
declared over the city ol‘ Chicago and the command vested in tho 
coumianding oiricer of this camp.

* II. That any neighborhood, town or village that allows marauding 
bands or guerrillas to remain or camx^ near tliem without immediately 
sending Avord to the nearest military post will be levied upon, and a 
certain portion of tlie ])roperty of all known sympathizers of this 
rebellion that can bo used by tlio 17. S. forces, to bo detorjniiied by the 
commander of the division, will bo taken, and tlio citizens will be held 
j)ersoimlly responsible for the acts of tlie band. Where xnckels are 
fired into tlio sympathizers of the robellion being iiofir the xfiaco Avill 
be arrested and held until the guilty party is brought to light, and 
when any injury is done tho picket there will bo assessed upon tho dis- 
loyal citizens living near the place an amount not exceeding $10,000, 
as the commanding general may determine.

No counMnmnuuling 
order was made public to us, yet we were told that in our case this order 
was revoked, but in the face of all this the Ohio troojis were sent 
homo on furlough.

any of us have received any word from home. 

lu making tlu^se slatements to you wo do not mean to make an 
iinsoldiorly or whining (mmplaint to you over what we have siiilorcd 
but it must bo rcinoinbered that those who would liave attended to our 
wants and not suffered us to bo trampled uiion arc now lying in South* 
orn prisons, and now it does appear to ns we have none who care for 
iia fnrtlior than to make so many stopping stones of ns for tlieir own 
promotion to oil ice. 

Wo mak(^ these statements to you that you may understand our situ- 
ation and if you think necessary lake such steps as you s<‘0 projicr 
iiiidor the (dreumstamjos, and that whatever our rig) its may be wo may 
have tliem, that our parole may bo resjiected and we not driven to tlie 
allermitivo of violating our coTuscienco by perjury or suffering as iimti- 
ncers. Very many of ns would consider ourselves released from the 
])arole if discharged and would either join the old or enter the now 
regiments, while all would make this* preferable to being siuiitered 
to different places and duties, under oillcers we know not and who care 
not for us.

Our condition has been and is as follows: On the «tli (if April at the 
battle oi Pittsburg Isuuling avo wore taken prisoners and relensud on 
parole the 25tli of May. Wo wore kept at Nushville until tlie 2!ltli 
ultimo. While there every plan which they could devise was taken to 
get us in service again as a Teuuessce regiment, but all tlieir seliemcs 
proved (if no avail. They found us as linn as the Hecesh louiid ns on 
the battle-ilokl. Wo are now iiero ami tlio Hiuno iivoccedings are to he 
actcil over again. They want us to do guard duty notwithstandiiig our 
parole of honor. Now if wo are not to bo oxeliangeil why nob bo 
called to our own Stale anil not bo liere to lie bamboozled by' a colonel 
that IS lutoxicated the greater part of tlie time. 
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1 have alwayw consiclored aparulo Jioiiorablo Tor any ju’isonor to take, 
at least most people think so when lying in SouUieru priHons nearly 
naked and tlioir iiosi) raw from the etfeets of vermin. 

But the oillcers here and at Nashville act as though tlioy thought dif* 
ferently. Wo have been treated but little bettor sin<;e our release than 
we wore while in tlie South. Wo luive not had much over half-rations 
and these of the poorest quality, Iniving sour broad and rotten meat. 
This rcnuirk is not entirely applicable to our treatment hero for it ip 
some better. 

I have now given you an indeiinito idea of our condition, and if you 
can lend us any assistance wo will consider ourselves much indebted; 
if you cannot, at least write me, with your advice witli regard to 
our duty as paroled prisoners.

Sir: In obeclieuco to your telegraphic dispatch I visited Benton 
Barracks, Mo., and rospeotfuily report as follows: 

On the 14fc]f instant a petition was made by the paroled prisoners 
and on the I9th instant General nalleek decided as follows: 

Paroled prisoners of -svar jiuisfc do guard, polioo and fatigue duty in thoir own 
camps. This is not military duty jji tho holligorent aonso of tJuit word ; it is simply 
for their own order, cleanliness and comfort and is not iii violation of any parole no'fc 
to hear arms against tho onoiny till oxcliangod, 

Since this announcement there has been no trouble, and had it not 
been for tho adjutant-general of Iowa tolcgraiihing and writing 1 tliink 
there would have been but little trouble. I calle<l all onicers and 
enlisted men together who laid copies of their paroles. The paroles 
forbid the men bearing; arms against the Oonfedorato Hlaies, or aiding 
or aliettiiig their enemies or friends directly oriiuliroctly untilregiihuiy 
exchanged or released, One x)ai'olo forbade tho use of any information 
acquired against said Confederate ytates, ami one other Ibrbiuhi tho 
serving in any capacity tlie Army of the Gnitod Htatos.

T ex])laintul to the paroled prisoners that the 
concentration of them at camps of instruction avus for tho xiurposoof 
feeding, clothing, mustering and paying tliom and have themjuojierly 
accounted for and in readiness tor an exchange, and not Avith the vicAV 
of ordering them to take the ilold or take up arms against the >Soiithern 
Oonfederacy, 1 conversed Avith them freely, asked them many <pieKtions 
and replied to all their inquiries, and they hd’t my prescMuMrapparcntly 
contented and satislied to do Avhat avus required of tlunn for their own 
order, health and comfort, f lold them they would not be reipiired to 
violate their parole by oitlier the Govornimmt or its agents,

Colonel; I have the honor to submit to you the following re])ort 
upon the conditio 11 of matters connected with the prison camp of Caini) 
Chase at this place upon iny arrival here and at tlie present time : 

I am glad to be able to inform you that tlie written instructions com 
tained in my letter to the comimiudiug oHlcer here directing certain 
improvemonts in the prisons and other departments connected with 
them, and which have already been subinttted to your approval in a 
previous report, have in most cases been put in force by the command- 
ing oflicer, and this too previous to my arrival. As a coimoij nonce a 
marked cliangc is observed in the health, cleanliness, police and com- 
fort of the prisoners and decidedly for the better. The {puirtermastor 
has already completed a very comxiloto grading of all of the prisons 
thereby securing a complete drainage. Tliey will soon be provided with 
complete ])rivies, those in prison No. 3 being hnislied and tlie others in 
a fair way toward iltting them for use. The (piarters are nearly all 
thorouglily whitewashed, and this together with the free use of lime in 
connection with the changes referred to render the atmosphere of the 
prisons comparatively ]mre. 

The prisoners in No. 3 do all of their cooking by the six h'arnier’s 
boilers and twelve stoves, two to each moss, to enable them to bake 
their corn-meal and prepare in various ways a few small articles of the 
ration. The method adopted by them is that generally followed in the 
Army of boiling their rations and making soup. Fresh beef is issued 
five times a week. I have directed that rice or beans shall be issued 
daily to the prisoners, one in lieu of the other when hominy is not 
issued; when, however, hominy is issued neither beans nor rice for that 
day, the object being to give them one and only one of these articles 
of food at the same time, or forming a pari of the same ration. This is 
somewhat loss than the allowance at present given under the recent 
commissary regulation to exist during this war, there being allowed 
under it afull ration of either two, as beans and rice, beans and hominy, 
rice and hominy. But I believe that it was more than enough for men 
taking little or no exercise, and more j)articularly as of most of the 
food a considerable portion daily And in g its way to the slop tubs, I 
have directed that hominy bo issued in the proportion of two sevenths 
and beaus or rice A ve- sevenths, and corn-meal in place of bread or Hour 
Ave times per week. The jirisoiiers are quite successful in the use of 
the boilers, and there is no doubt but that their cost would soon be 
replaced by the immense saving of fuel over stoves. The use of milk 
by the prisoners has been allowed by permitting the sutlers to sell it. 

The camps are thoroughly policed twice each day (or rather tlie 
prisons) in the manner detailed to be done in my Arst report to you. 
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All acouinulatioiis of ovory Iciiul are removed from within or about the 
quarters, and but for your toloftraiii from Washin^> t:on the buihliniis 
would all be soon raised and ulatfornia eonsfcrnctod in front of them , 
As it is the boards will bo sawed oil’ whoiiovor they project below the 
Jloors to admit as free a circulation of air as possible uiuler them. 
And generally all tlio means for improving the condition of the prisons 
directed by me to bo ])iit in ibreo by the ofilcer commanding the camp 
and stated in my lirst report to you have been put in succossful and 
constant operation under iny own siiporvisioiij with the oxcoption of 
those parts or points already referred to you and not meeting with 
your approval, as the planking of tlie largo camp drain, and in accord- 
ance with your instructions I shall continue thorn so far as no oxjiendi- 
ture is involved, in accordance with your telegram from Washington. 

I have required Captain Walker, tlio post commissary, to live at 
Oaiup Chase and to personally attend to all issues and duties of Iiis 
position and to make out and submit to mo for your insjieetioii at tlio 
end of this month an abstract of llio daily savings of rations for tlio 
prisoners^ fund. Instructions have been received here from tlio Com- 
inissary-Generafs Oilico in Washington (iii reply to a letter wliieh I 
directed to bo addressed to liim upon the quantity of rations to bo Air- 
nislied by the contractors) which require a great improvoinoiit in the 
quality of the ration over that at prosoiit furnished. I shall see that 
this is done and that the post commissary wJio has been going quite 
at largo remains at tlio camp and does his duty. Tlio commanding 
ofilcer has informed me that Jio has boon at tlie <}ami) but throe days 
for the past two weeks and lias been absent without p(3rmission tlireo- 
fourths of the time. 1 will forward to you in a day or two as soon as 
I can possibly collect the items a strong case against the capability of 
this gentleman, if not a more serious charge, which I respectfully 
request that you will forward to the Commissary-General at Washing- 
ton if it appears to you worthy of that notice. 

The quartermaster here informs me that lie has not sufilciont funds 
to pay Mr. Aiken at present umIcsh lie takes d per cent, IT. B, bonds, 
Tins Mr. Aiken is unwilling to do, I kIuUI direct the (lUarfcnmiHter 
to make a special estimate to cover this debt if you a])prove of Miis 
course. All the necessary books required by mo have been furnished 
by him for the prison records, and 1 am now having the entries made 
ill tliom ill tlie proper forms and in a uniform, regular nianner wliieh 
will horoallor be pursued so us to conibrm as imudi us possible (o tlie 
forms used in tlio olllce of tln3 eoininissary-goiienil of iirisoncrs, and such 
as will ill the simplest manner funiish all iiceessary data. 

Borne considerable number of eoimnunications to the Btate authori- 
ties, as tlie (rovemor, quartcrinaster general and others, from in’isoners 
have been up to the present lime sent from ilio prisons H(*aled and 
without jirevious examimtUoii simply iKMaiuse addressed to tlies(‘ func- 
tionaries. Tliey have been forwardinl under the prisouer’s .seal. I 
Jiave directed that all comiiiuiiieiitions from prisoners of wliatsoever 
nature and to wlioin.soever addressed go uiisimJnd to the eoiiinmtidmg 
ofilcor first, in order that Artie.les 1 and X be striifi-ly miforeisl of the 
regulations from your olllce, ami that nothing im]>rop<'r iu maMeror 
manner be permitted to go from tlie prisons. I have ilom^ thi.s (o pro 
vent the obviously miscfiiievotiH edfeeis of r.a purio lepresenlatioii hy 
prisoners to jM‘(>[ile outsidi^ not ofiho’iilly eoneeriieil. 

The prisons will at present mteonnnoihUe (^oiihl be 

crowded iu. At present ther<^ wns about I, fifiO prisoners. I have llie 
20 B H— SIQJUEH II, von IV 
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lionov to incloso lor your ai)i)roval requisitions^ for prisoners’ clothing. 
The (luartoi’inastor at this place lias on hand a vsufflcient supply. I 
inclose seven ccrtincatos'*^ for parole and discharge. These include 
several particular cases made out at my request of perfectly harmless 
prisoners. Two liave lost their arms, t^YO arc insane and several are 
idiotic. The prisoners are greatly in want of clothing. 1 inclose the 
aiqdication^ for release by reavson of a former parole of a prisoner of 
the name of Vincent. The case has been referred to me, as you \Yill 
observe, or I should not trouble you with it at present at least. 

In reply to your letter of the 16th instant, in which you wish to 
know how many prisoners were on parole in the city of Oolmnbus 
wlnm 3 arrived here and how many are on parole now, I inclose a state- 
ment* comprehending these points. I have informed Governor Tod of 
your request that all jU'isoners in this city he returned to 0am]) Chase 
except the two who fear violence by reason of their communications.

1, J IniA'^G no knowledge that any citizon has been arrested and 
imprisoned for I'cfiising to take the onfli of allegiaiico, I do jiot boliove 
any such case lias occurred in iny command. If so it was without my 
authority and without my knowledge, All prisoners are sent to Port 
Wool and their cases are personally examined by itiCj and it is not at 
all probable that anj'^ such ease would have escaped my scrutiny. 

2. In regard to tho ‘‘100'^ prisoners released from Portress Monroe 
I can speak positively. The prisoners alluded to were conltued at Port 
Wool Their <U-reutinenH’ was iicillicr *4uird^' nor ^Miarsh.^^ They 
wore not compel leiH^ to take any oath at all In fact they took no 
oath. Tile nninbor of prisoners released was ninety-three. 

Nearly all of thorn were taken during tlie chuiige of position made 
by the army frojii tho (Jhickahomiiiy to tho James Piver. I oxaininod 
tlieir eases myself, having gone to Port Wool two days for tlio purpose. 
Several of tliom wrote notes to me before I went there asking to be 
released on their parole of honor not to do any act of hostility to the 
United States during tho continuance of tho war. I inclose the form 
of the parole given by tliem and of tho cortiheate whioli ouch one 
received. No one objected to tho pai’olo. On tlie contrary it 
solicited by many and given with cheerfulness by tho others. I did 
not speak to every one inysell' but I did Si>oak either to each one or to 
some one who responded for liiin. 

These prisoners as well us the prisoners of war at Port Wool wove 
treated with all possible kiiidness. They liad the same food which was 
provided for our own men and no oifort was spared to make thorn com- 
fortable.

General j There are no Spring/leld rifled muskets at this post and 
I doubt very much whether there are any at Washington. There is 
nothing liore but Austrian rifles and our own smooth-bores. I do not 
think the oath of allegiance should be exacted from the people living 
ill Sufibik or in tlio suiTOunding country. Our hold upon it, consider- 
ing’ the very largo force which the enemy has at Eioliinond and at 
Petersburg, must be regarded as uncertain and precarious. If we 
should be <tnm])olIed to retire the persons who took the oath of allegi- 
ance would bo subject to luirseaadiou by the insurgents and would very 
likely be Qtrip])cd*or their promvly* They certainly would if the oalU 
wore voluntarily given, and if it were extorted from them it, would not 
be eonsidored as binding. I think therefore it sliould not bo exacted 
cxcc[)t from persons exercising oflicial trusts. If ])rivate citizens mis- 
behave thonKselvca tlicy should bo punished by iin]>risonmont and if 
suspected of disloyalty they slionUl be compelled to give their parole of 
honor not to render aid or (jomfort or furnisb information to tlio enoiny 
duringMlio continuance of the war.

Sir: I re^-TOt to report the escape of some t!iirty-six prisoiiors from 
this in'ison hist ni^ht. 'I'liey edccted their oaca|>e through a hole or 
loiift' trencli diiR' under tlio wall on tho west sido and (!oiiiin|f !o the 
surface soiim six or eight foot from it and not far from the end of IpIio 
B ontiiiol’s ]) 0 Ht. 'I'ho liolo was drat discovered by tho Hoiitinol at day- 
light. A thorough oxiiinination was iiiade of the intorior of tho prison 
to diid the o))oning on the inside. No pliuie in the vicinity of tho wall 
could bo found. At lengtli upon examining the interior of the hnild- 
iugs, sheds, the o[ieiilng was discovered on top of an old pile of liriek 
innaonry, some twenty inehos or two I’oet beneatli tlio rool’ of (he siieil, 
wliieh lias lieoii used as a wash-lioiise by tlio prisoners. 'I'liere was no 
dirt or otlier indieations oi' tho digging visible on eiilering l lie slied, 
and tho bole was foiiiid by elimbiiig npoii Hie masonry, where the dirt 
was packed away elosely lietweon the Lop and tlio roof of (he slieil, 
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Tho tronclv ia soino flfly or sixty foci in longili and innat i )0 soveral 
feet below the siirfaeo to pass under tlie fonntliitiou of l.lio wail. H'lio 
work has probably been pro/jressing I'or many weeks. Lar^'e knives 
were found at the ouiaUle hole Avhieh api)car to have l)oen u.sed iu dig‘- 
ging through tho elay and loam. Among tho pri.sonors who have 
escaped are Oolonel Mugoriin* and ins two sons, Oolonel l\lurr(',H and 
Captain Sweeney, a one-armed man. I have sent out several ])artie.s 
to scour tho country in tho vicinity with the hoiio that some of them 
will bo (saptured. Many have undoubbully crossed tlio river at tin's 
})lacc, as several skill's are missing, 

1 have telegraphed tho provost-niarahal-general at Haint lamis and 
the commanding olllcer at Saint Charles, Mo.

Sir : Tho conduct of Lioutouant Wood, of Fort Lafayette, toward me 
while a prisoner at that place has induced me to address you the follow- 
ing facts: 

llpon my arrival at Fort Lafayette, Juno 11, 1862, 1 was required to 
deliver into the hands of Lieutenant Wood all articles of value in my 
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p()s«(‘8sioi) (Tor which lie ^iivo no receipt). Among other tilings I deliv- 
ered to liiin iny nioney^ which (‘onsisted of 87/5 gold mul 10 shillings 
silver (Knglisli), nlso ii sina.ll Colt revolver which as a prosoiit I valued 
very highly. I was assured that all would bo returned to nio upon niy 
depart, uro. When 1 left Fort Lafayette I was given to understand that 
iny money and pistol would bo transferred to tho officer in whose cluirgo 
I should leave the fort. I am now informed by Captain Gibson, of this 
fort, that ho received my money in bank notes, which in New York wero 
at least 7 per cent, below tho value of gold and which to mo are almost 
vahudess. Tho pistol ho did not receive at all. I a-m satisfied that this 
unjust conduct was wholly uiiautborked and therefore feel Justified in 
bringing it to your notice. As I am soon to bo exchanged I will not bo 
able to receive any cominunication which you may see fit to make upon 
ilio subject. 1 tlierelbro respectfully reciueat that any such communica- 
tion be addressed to Mr.B, W, Sanders, Fort Delaware, who will attend 
to it in my behalf,

1 have (amstan'tly liad it in my ])ower to 
arrest numbers of citizens disloyal to the Oonlmb’rate Htates but have 
licretofore rofrainod from so doing for tiie reasons above sla.ted, and 
hoping all the while that tlm chunency thus exlimdcd would Ix^ api)re’ 
dated and responded to by the authorities of tlie United Hlates. 1 1 is 
perhaps needless for mo to state that if you arrest and coniine citizens 
from without your lines whom the usages of war among civilized nations 
cxem])tfroiu molestation I shall bo compelbal in retaliation to pursue 
a similar course toward the disloyal citizens of my department, ami 
shall arrest and coniine the prominent Union men in mich eommnnity, 
i. hope, however, that tliis explanation may conuM*! any misapprehen- 
sion on your part regarding my policy and thereby obviate the no( 5 es- 
sity of my pursuing a course whieb is to say the least a di sa.gr (u^iblo 
duty.

Dj^iab Sir: Pleiise allow ino to make a stat(Mncnl> to you of my cap- 
ture as a prisoner and ilic conditions upon wbkli L was released for 
tlio time being'. On the 25tli of June last T obtained leave of absence 
or Coneral Grant for twenty days to go home and visit my family. 
J\ly regiment was cxuartercd twenty oiglit miles from Memplus on the 
Charleston and J\temphis Railroad. I went on the train as a passenger, 
iJio first train that started from Aleinphis to Corinth. When about 
sixteen miles from l^Iemphis the rails had been removed from the track, 
throwing the locomotive down the bank, no person being hurt seriously. 
In about half an hour after the aechlont, or perhaps not so long, we 
were attacked by Colonel Jackson with 600 cavalry, suiToniuled and 
talv(M) prisoners, about forty in all. At the time of the attack wo had 
but six muvskels, which wore fired twice at them. 

I was taken about forty miles south near a town called Holly Bp rings. 
VVliile there Colonel Jackson told me he luul a relative, Ool. iUoxaiidor 
J, Brown, of a Tennessee regiment, that was taken prisoner by our army 
at Island 1:^0. 10, that ho thought was at Johnson’s Island or Boston, 
and that if T would xirocure tlie exchange for Oolonol Brown ho would 
let me go and send mo back. I was to have this done it possible in 
sixty days from llie 13th of June. On iny return to Memphis I reported 
the facts to Major-General Grant. Fie immediately wrote to the proper 
authorities on the subject of exchange. 1 have written him twice on 
the subject, but owing to attacks or liriag into boats on the river I 
presume he Inus not received my letters. L thought the most prudent 
and mosfj expeditious way was to write from here, as there seems to be 
a g(3neral order to report at Columbus all that are not oji duty. 

I was at the surrender of Douclson and also at the battle of Pitts- 


burg Landing. My regiment is now at Helena, Arlc., Third Brigade 
and Third Division, General Wallace commanding. I hayo never been 
iroin iny regiment for one day since we left Ohio until 1 was taken 
])risonor, L am very anxious to be with tliem before they ]>rocecd to 
I little Rock, Auk. 1 liope you will give mo the necessary ordcfl? for the 
exchange, for under my promise I will bo compelled to surrender 
myself and bo shut ui) in some Southern prison, there to lie and rot. 
1 have boon in the service aboul- eight months. 1 have written to B. 
Jordan, esi]., Solicitor of fhe ^rueasury, who is from onr town find is 
ue<iuaintcd with mo. Ho will call on you. X will remain iiere until E 
hear from you.

The alterations in the fouco which I ordered while waiting for author- 
ity from Washington will go far toward preventing such frequent 

horo; aooTuckov to IloHmain July 21, p. 278. 
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escapes, but while there are so many synipathijoei's outside to influence 
and bribe sentinels escapes will continue to be made. The charges 
which I sent in May 20 against Lieutenant Iliggins, Twenty-third Illi- 
nois Eegimeut, for aiding or attenixiting to aid prisoners to escape have 
not been noticed, and the exemption from ])unishinent in his case may 
have induced others to have had less fear ot following his example 
than they would otherwise have felt, 

I inclose also the report’* from Captain I’reedley, my assistant, in 
relation to the state of things at Camp Butler, Springfield, 111., to 
which I hog attention as showing the difficulty of preparing rolls of 
the prisoners there confined. Until recently Col. P. Morrison, of the 
Ivogular Army, my senior, was in command there. Ho rolls were sent 
with the prisoners to the camp and it appears that in giving an account 
of themselves they would at one time say one thing and at another 
they would contradict it.

Colonel: Your letter of the 21st is received. The order for the 
removal of prisoners to Sandusky was necessary to Captain Potter as 
part of his vouchors and it was therefore proiier to furnish him a copy. 
It is only under such circumstances that it is jiroper for him to ask for 
copies of orders or letters. An order from you based on my order does 
away with the necessity of furnishing him a copy of my order. He 
should give his reasons for asking for a copy. 

Pour physicians with four attendants should be ample to attend to 
276 sick, and I could not consent to increase the number even if there

on the subject I will only say that I wish you to give your persoiial 
attention to the matter. 

Doctor McVickar speaks of the uiiwliolesome condition of the iJolice 
of the camp and you approved his report. There is no excuse for tliis 
as 1 have given positive and specific orders in relation to tins matter. 
All the necessary means have been provided and if the camp is not in 
a good state of police it must be owing to great neglect. 1 will not go 
into details again but simply say that the camp must be put in a thor- 
ough state of iioliec every day by the work of the prisoners themselves. 
Of course the quarters must be well aired and policed by removing all 
bedding and clothing from them once a week and there must bo si free 
use of lime everywhere to neutralize all impurities. There can be no 
excuse for iiom compliance with this order. 

Under the order of General Halleck you will release J.D. Drake and 
W. F. Ilail, imsoners of Avar, on their taking the oath of allegiance. 
On the recomineiidation of Burgeon McYickar you will parole Thomas 
Coulter, Company 13, Forty-ninth Tennessee, for thirty days to the 
city of Chicago, he fixing a place at Avhich he may be found at any time 
he may be wanted, 

Hereafter, including last month^s, the accounts of private physicians 
apxiroved by you will be referred to the Surgeou*General at Washing- 
ton for payment.

Tins conversation 
occurred in the x>i*e^ence of the lieutenant who carried us over from 
Fort Hamilton on the lOth oi'llth of July, Thenext day all thexuison- 
ers were transferred to this post togothov witii a list of their deposits, 
J was mentioned as having $(i(i/J4 in ‘^good iiioiicy,’^ as stated by Captain 
Gibson. On delivering up our funds to day Captain Gibson paid me 
off in bank bills, mostly on the city of Delaware. 1 desire to know by 
.what authority Lieutenant Wood substituted x>aiier money in lieu of 
gold, xiarticularly when it was worth in Now York 17 to 18 x)or cent, 
and from 75 to 100 per cent, in tlie Boutli, and ! feel sure he has actoil 
in violation of his duties. Tie had no right to touch my money as I 
gave no order on him whilst under his charge, yet the amount falls 
short by $10, and the residue is returned in ‘^good money " I had sev- 
eral strange coins that I had (*ollocted in Pnirope and the West Indies 
and though not of much value yet greatly prized by me. I can prove 
that all of my money was in gold by the ollicors on board the Prince- 
ton, and xmrticuhirly the steward or by Acting Master Itogers, of the 
Bienville, who was indze ollicjer on board the Morning ytar.

The Brosidont of the Goiifedoi'ale Btates lias since been 
credibly informed that mimorous other ofllcers of Ihe Army of the 
United Btates within the Confedei'aey have been g’uilty of felonies and 
capital oUensos which are punishable by all laws human and divine. 

I am directed by liiin to bring to your notice a few of Ihoso best 
authenticated. Newspapers received from the United States annouiiee 
as a fact that Major-General Hunter lias armed slaves for the murder 
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or liiicir lUHHtoi'Hj iind 1ms Uiuh done, all in Ins power to inaugiirnto 
Norvilo war^ which is worse (lian that of the savag‘0, iimsiiuich as it 
suponulds other liorrors to tlio indiscriminate slaughter oi all ages^ 
sexes and conditions. Hrigudior-Gcueral Phelps is reported to have 
iiiitiaU^d at New Orleans tlio example set by Major-General Hunter on 
the const of South Oarolina.

General; I went to Savage Station, near Riclunoiul, on the 24tli of 
June, having under my direction a party of volunteer nurses and some 
medical and hospital stores sent by the citizmis of Pittsburg to bo dis- 
tributed among the sick and wounded soldiers whose siiiforings we 
desired to alleviate, Our labors began us soon as wo arrived and when 
the army retreated the number of wounded men needing aid was so 
largely increased and the supply of attendants so inadequate I decided 
to remain with them, although certain to become with them prisoners. 
Eleven of myparty made the same choice. TheOonfoderates took posses- 
sion of the hospital Monday, 3()th [June]. On that morning I addressed 
a note to General Magruder [inclosed] reporting our names and status 
and asking that ho would if x^ossiblc arrange so that we could return 
homo when the wounded no longer seemed to require our services, or at 
least that wo should bo considered as surgeons. General Magruder 
returned the note with an indorsement that Mr. Brunot and his party 
were to be treated as surgeons, Bubject, however, to the restriction that 
they should not leave the lines without a x^ass from General Lee, We 
were suffered to continue at Savage Station until the 8th of July and 
on that day taken to Richmond as the prisoners of General Winder, the 
provost-marshal. A few days after wo were xffucod in tiio Libby lies 
pital Prison I was sent for by the authorities and offered a parole on 
the conditions of the order* of the Ooiifcdorato Secretary of War, a copy 
of which accompanies this. 

Secretary Stanton, in view of the fact that we wore persons engaged 
in acts of luimanity as were the surgeons and especially that we were 
no xiart of the army organization nor in Government employ, &c., holds 
the npiniou that we should not be detained or any exchange demanded, 
and that the Oonfedorate Government will recognize the correctiiesa of 
his position and free us at once. He therefore declined to consider the 
case of the parties asked to be released for ua. 

In the meantime my x>arole expires on Monday, the 4tli instant, I 
respectfully ask you to furnish me such facilities of transportation as

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will enable me to reacli the Confederate lines on tliat day, I ask also 
that you will present the matter to tlie Confederate autliorities and if 
possible procure an nii conditional discharge.

J. W. Wightman, O. L. Miller, W. Eugene Gosling, Isaac Brown, W, 
11. Smith, John Bryant, John Beltzlioover, Legrand Hart, Tliomas G, 
Sinythe, John Ilanoy, Thomas McCombs. I gave these men the oppor- 
tunity to leave with the army bnt their sense of duty eoinpclled thorn 
to remain. I report myself and them to you as citizens engaged only 
on a mission of humanity (yet earnest and anxious for the success of 
our cause), with the request that if possible some arraiigeiiiont maybe 
made by which the inou can return home when they desire, or at least 
that we may be placed on the same footing as surgeons.

Hon. r. H. Watson, Assistant Secretary: 

In reply to your inquiry by telegraph I have to state, first, all Ten- 
nessee prisoners who are willing to take the oath of allogianco and 
enter into bond for its faithful observance should bo released upon 
Xiarole subject to notice. If they were released as suggested and per- 
mitted to return to Teiiiiessco it would exert a powerful influence upon 
the State at this time. The oath when taken and the bond should bo 
forwarded to the Governor of Tennessee and filed in secretary's oifico. 
If the power were conferred on me as intimated a short time since by 
the President — the ijower to x)rescrib6 the terms of release — I would at 
once appoint an agent competent to exercise proper judgment and send 
him to the various x)risons where Tennesseeans are confined authorized 
to examine and release all who would take the oath and give bond. 
All those wlio were not willing to comply with foregoing coiuUtioiiH I 
would either exchange or retain in x)rivS 0 ii. If this course were adopted 
I feel well assured tliat much good would result from it. I repeat I 
hope none of those Tennessee prisoners will bo excliangcd and sent 
South who arc willing to conlbi'in to the conditions herein set forth.

I must call your attention to my instruelions 
of the 24th and 26th of May and I require you to bo governed by them 
strictly. I give you no discretion to deviate from tliom. ]f there 
should be occasion to [ do so] it should be referred to me. 'i'hoy are ])er- 
mitted to walk oiiksido [the fort] not more than three days a week, 
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aud this ou the certidcaito of tho surgeon that it is neecssary for thoir 
health. During the walk they are to have coni muiiieat ion with nobody 
and of course they will not ho permitled to go to any part of tlio island 
where ])eople arc living. 1 loft tho selection of the ground to you, but 
to save (loul)t on tho subject I will limit the walk as follows: They Avill 
not pass below tho brow of tho hill or tablo-laiid, nor pass beyond a 
lino running from the fort to tho old fort and through to the natural 
bridge. By niy loiter of tho 2‘itli fluno they are permitted to speak 
with certain members of tlio family wlulo out walking, under corlaiu 
restrictions. Any violations of these instructions will not fail to bo 
noticed.

Sir: I take the liberty to apply to you for infiirmation iu regard to a 
matter which intimately concerns mo as well as a good many others 
now serving in this army, and its importance will J trust in your esti- 
mation justify my apidication. Has a regular exchange of prisoners 
been (at any time since the commencement of this war) elfccled between 
the Eedcral Government and the Confederates^? Are tlu^ rotnrnod 
prisoners now doing duty in this army in their iiroper jilaco or did the 
Government procure their release under any stated or implied condi- 
tions with which tho performance of any military duty would conllict*? 

My own case is this: I was taken prisoner along with the surgeon of 
my rogimeiit at Bull Bun, July 21, 1801, Eeleased in January last, 
and with the excex)t!on of tho time iiassod at home on a fuvloiigli have 
since been dohig duty with my regiment, i have been induced to malce 
these inquiries by several things Avhich have lately transpirml in rela 
tion to returned prisoners, having heard that several num liad round 
that they had not been regulai'ly exchanged and were tlMui^fore violating 
tho conditions of release which tho Govoniiiient acccjited for tjann. 
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Yon will T Itjivo no doubt readily concede tlmt a soldier would lind 
liiinaeir in a very awkward pi*cdieament should ho l>o taken prisoner a 
second time and found not to have been properly exchanged. Some 
such cases have it is said actually occniTod, Uy kindly condoscending 
to reply to the foregoing queries, you will greatly oblige,

General: I have forwarded to tlio Dei){irfcmojit a gToat many ]icti' 
tions of prisoners, civil and military, for parole and release, some bein^* 
very ft’ood cases indeed and others having* Jiillo merit, but all alike, 
the good and the bad together, are buried under the mass ot papers on 
the Assistant Secretary's table, whoso more important tMigageinenis do 
not allow him time to attend to these matters. It Avill save nuicli time 
and a groat deal of labor if these Questions can bo jdaced in my liands 
under such restrictions as tlm Secretary may think proper. 

Whatever policy it may bo desirable to follow in this matter 1 will 
endeavor to carry out strictly, and certainly I will endeavor not to nrr 
on the side of too much clemency. There arc a niimhor of men in 
confinement who ought to bo released, some who should never liavc 
been apin'ohcnded, but all slmrc the fate of the guilty without hope of 
release. 

I have many applications from prisoners to bo exempt from exchange. 
Some wish to remain in the loyal ^States by taking the oath of allcgiafuio, 
others ask to be released on parole with various conditions, all area 
desirous by some means to avoid further sorvieo in t.lio rebel army. L 
have forwarded many of these petitions, but they ar(i not answcnvl. 
It would relieve the Department if 1 could be informed as to the course 
which will bo pursued in such eases. 

I have received no instructions in relation to the ox(‘hango of i)risoii< 
ers in the West and I do not know wliother it is to take or not. 

things relating to their bettor security and arrangeuumt f(»r their 
better care are waiting on this Question. 

If the exchange is carried out I recommend tlnit the three ])oli(ical 
prisoners at Port Mackinac bo transferred to the Handusky dejiot. It 
is attended with a very heavy expense to keep tluun tlicrf^ and if they 
remain there suj)plies for the winter for the company wliich guards 
them must bo sent. The services of the company will he of more value 
in the field. 

After the exchange the dcimt at Sandusky Mill prohuhlv accommo- 
date all the prisoners avIjo will be held in the West, and J iH^comnicnd 
they all be ordered there.

General: Your loiter of .Inly 0 was received at the Adiutaiit- 
General’s OfQce on the Uth, but supposing from its indorsement that it 
required no further reply it was filed without being shown to the Presi- 
dent or Secretary of War, I learned to day for the first time that such 
letter had been received and hasten to reply. 

Ho authontie information has been received in relation to the exceu- 
tion of either John L. Owen or William P, Mumford, but measures will 
bo immediately taken to ascertain the facts of their alleged execution 
of which you will bo duly inforinecb 

I need hardly assure you, general, that so far as the H. S. authorities 
arecouGorned this contest will bo carried on in strict accordance with 
the laws and usages of modern warfare, and that all excesses will be 
duly punished. In regard to the burning of bridges, &c., within our 
lines by persons in disguise as peaceful eitizons, 1 refer you to my 
letter of «riuniavy 22 last to General Price. I think you will find the 
views there expressed as not materially cliffering from those stated in 
your letter. 

Ill regard to retaliation by taking the lives of iniioeeut xmrsons [ know 
of no modern authority which justifies it, except in the extreme case of 
a war wdtU an uncivilized foe which has himself first established such 
a barbarous rule. The United States will never countenance such a 
proceeding unless forced to do so by the barbarous conduct of an 
enemy who first applies such a rule to our own citizens*

to its care and troatinont. The existence of and tendency to the dis- 
ease luis mncli diminished and its entire swbsidonco under the free use 
of vegetables now introduced may be coiiihlontly looked for in a very 
few days. As regards sanitary matters connected with the introdiuj- 
tioii of water into and the iiropor drainage of the camp T inoroly meant 
to say that the sanitary condition was inherondy bad owing to the 
want of tliese two improvement's. The general condition as far as can 
bo accomplished is ordinarily good indepemlont of the needs in tliat 
particular, the principal fault now being the bad condition of tlio 
sinks, which have nob been repaired and cleansed owing to fclio delay 
ill the adoption of some do/lnite system with regard to them.

particular time of issue, wliuih are saved or not drawn. The allow- 
ance of oacli article of biuiiis, lioininy or rice being only that amount 
necessary ibr tho absolute necessities of the prisoners, tho list of tho 
board of council being iiscmI ns a standard as you luive dirootod, I 
would suggest the i)ropriety of your rc(iniring the qiiariennaster hero 
to ])ay for tlic articles on the list forwarded by me to > 011 . '^flic most 
of them were jmrclniscd from Messrs. Aiken ^ lhnory\s ostablislinunit. 

I suggest this as the present cpuir torn luster will probably soon Im 
relieved from (lamp (’luiso and those gentlemen might again have the 
payment of tlioir bills delayed. As you will observe tliere is a sunb 
ciently large fund to nuiko tho iiaymonfc from it sliould you tldnk tliis 
advisable. 

In forwarding to you this morning the papers'^’ in the case of (hiptain 
WaUvor I omitted to mention that the contract \Yent iu((; operation on 
the inlli day of fluno, and that consecjnently the amount of tlie wastage 
enumerated in the pa})or designated k in tlio.se sent is tlio amount for 
almlf month only. The wastage charged to the (iovornaient in duly 
was from such jmoportion enormous, and should in my opinion have 
all been the loss of the conf ractors inslead of fclieir being credited with 
it. I fed mii(3h interest in this matter and iniicli desire uii eximesaion 
of your opinio]! upon my course throughout. 

TJio pet cleric of the (joveriioi* (Tod) almut whom he wrote to you 
lias proved a ])orfcc5tly worthless, unrelialile man; he lias been drunk 
anore than half tbo time and in consequence the papers baro been 
imich delayed. T have bad him discharged from the olllce. J respect- 
fully recommend tho emjiloyment of a eobor, reliable citi>50ii obwk to 
whoju should bo paid a snnieient salary. At ])resent the ollhm <iiity is 
dependent upon tlie ])leasuro and leisure of tlirce-niontlis^ soldiiUMderks, 
toward whom E have Pound it absobdely necessary to be exceedingly 
indulgent in order to got Ukmu to do promptly what tb< 3 y would under 
unytliing but such a sysiem oT military rule as pnwails at (Jamp (Jhasc 
bo required to do and punished if they did not, They desire more 
than ‘JO cents per day, tlunr present nllowaiico. Hhall it be given to 
tbcni ? If so how mticli may they bo paid from the fund? I think tiiiit 
it will bo found necessary to put all the lal>or upon a citijccn clerk or to 
increase their allowance under llie oxiating circumstances. 

Oaptaiii PoytoJi, whoso miso was rofciTod to you and about whom 
you wrote in your last letter, dG.sires tliat his parole should not bo 
recalled with those of tho others having tho limits of the city until at 
least Ills caso rofoiTOd by you (o Washington is hoard from. Shall it 
be recommended to Governor Tod ?

Provisions of an inferior qnalily Inive been issued to the prisoners 
without the presence of the coininissary or any responsible person to 
see that.iustiee was done oitlier in quality or quantity. Credit has been 
given to thecoutraciors by thoeoininissary for an unreasonable amount 
of wastage, which wastage was paid for by the Government when under 
the oontraot if there was any wastage it should have boon the loss of 
the contractor. 

It appears too from this report that until very recently the eomnus- 
sary has been habitually absent from the (iump. 

The case is one in iny judgment of gross and willful neglect of duty 
and I don’t see how ho can escape the charge of willl'ul dishonesty.

I a])provo of your course in inquiring into and reporting upon the 
inaunor in which Captain Walker, assistant commissary of subsistence, 
has performed his duties. Your reiiort leaves no room to doubt that 
frauds have been practiced willfully or through neglect by both com- 
in issaiy and contractor, and 1 shall immediately lay the matter before 
the yecrotary of War and call his parthuilar attention to it. 

Ca])tain Peyton’s parole may bo continued for the present. My first 
letter fur full rolls for this ofiico was written on the 28tU of April and 
the second on the 23d of Juno, Something over three months have been 
occupied in this preparation and 1 wish you to impress it on Colonel 
Allison that the patience of the yocretary of War is quite exhausted 
and with good reason too. If it is possible to hurry tlio coinpletiou of 
the rolls I wish liim to do it. 

You must not think 1 attribute the delay to any waul of attention on 
your part. 

An immediate dxcfiiangeof imisonors of war is to take place. All who 
wish to take tlie oath of allegiance will be ])crinitled to do so and they 
will llion bo discli urged, I will be in Columbus myself or will give you 
further instructions.

Tlic caplain oC the 
British steamer Jason advised me tlio day belorc yesterday tiiat he was 
not an officer in the British Navy. About ten days ago I permitted 
him to go up the James lUver as a visitor by invitation to the coni- 
inanding oHieor of one of our gun-bouts. Thence he wont on rIiovo at 
Harrison’s Landing. On his return to Norfolk hesaid to General Vide 
and others tliat he had been to lUclimond, 1 doubt very nundi whether 
this bo so. lie is an impostor and is not to be bolioveil in anything. 
Ho admits that ho made to General Vide tlie statement vchel red lo, 
and Raid that ho was the bearer of dispatdies but 1 think liis object 
was to give himself importance. The Britisli oHlcciis have hom 
deceived by him, and as he was admitted on board their vessels he 
was not distrusted by us. Ho was arrested by General Vide yester- 
day at Norfolk. I was awaiting his return to arrest him here and 
1 send him to you for such disposition as you may think pi’oper to 
make of him. He has not as X can learn been guilty of any act lios- 
tile to the United States, llis offense consists in being in tliis vicinily 
as ho has been in Maryland in a false diaracler and Miercfonui sus- 
piciouB person. For this reason I send him away, and as he is supposed 
to bo a British Biibjcct I have thought it best to place him at tlie dis- 
posal of the Government.

General: 1 luivo jusi/ received the comuuniicatioii of (leiicral Will- 
iams in re^^ard to the ilng of truce sent from liero to Oily Point last 
wcclf and 1 rcftret exceedingly that the failure to report should have 
been regarded as a want of courtesy to you as the general coanmiiicling 
or as a \iolation of military rule. Before T took command at this ])Ost 
and over since a >steaincr has been sent to City Point vdth nioro or less 
regularity as to time to convey letters for our prisoners iu the insur- 
gent Stat(^s, to receive letters for theirs and to land jicrsoiis ordered to 
be sent tln'oiigli our lines by the Secretary of War, Of this practice 
I supposed yon were aware. The instructions have always been the 
same — to deliver the letters and the persons sent under the protection 
of (ho Hag and return immediately to this ])ost. The flag sent last 
we(ik was for these ]>nrposes and witli the usual instructions. As the 
steamer was about leaving some ten or twelve released prisoners 
arrived here from Baltimore with instructions from the War Depart- 
ment to deliver them for oxcluinge. Thinking it a favorable opportu- 
nity to get them off our hands I sent them to Oily Point and took a 
receipt wlii(di has been delivered to General Tlioinas to-day. 

AVhen you were on the Ohiekahominy it would not have beon practi- 
cable for the oiheer in charge of the flag to report, and since the change 
of ])osition to the James B-iver the old routine has been continued 
without adverting to the altered circumstances. Tf tln^rofore there is a 
fault it is entirely my own and not that of the oiHcer, and it has arisen 
froiu my construction of the obligation which a Hag of truce imposes on 
those who use it. I snp]) 0 scd it to bemy duty to send the vefesol hearing 
it to her destination and then to order her back to the point of departure 
wit lion t stopping anywhere for any purimse, but conilning her rigidly 
both in going and returning to the specBlc inivposo for whicli she was 
sent. Wilh this view of the sacred character of Uio Hag of truce wlion 
1 went to meet General Hill and desired to sec you on my way I did 
not raise the Hag until afi.or I had passed your headquarters and took 
it down the mom out I reached them on my return. 

Jf T am ill error it is the result of too strict a construction of my duly 
and T regret that it HhouUl have been considered as a departure oven 
through imidvortenco from the rules of military subordination or cour- 
t('Hy. It is hardly necessary for me to add that no Hag will bo sent 
from tlii.s ])ost hereafter without instructions from you. When persons 
arrive here with orders from the War J)opartmcnl to be sent across the 
lilies r will retain them and advise you.

Sir: Will youliave the kindness to inform Colonel Olinstead, pris- 
oner now confined at Sandusky I understand, that I have recently 
learned that the sick and wounded prisoners (sixteen or eighteen in 
number) taken at Fort Pulaski have not all been sent to SavammU 
and that I was consequently misinformed on the subject I am told 
that one or two of them only have been allowed to go. I relinquished 
the command of Tybeo and Cockspur Island early in May before the 
wounded men were in condition to be moved and went to Hilton Head 
sick of the fever. While iu the general hospital there I was informed 
at sundry times that the sick and wounded men had,been removed from 
Fort Pulaski and sent up to the Confederate lines as promised. I 
believed such to bo the case. Soon after my arrival in the North I 
received a note from Colonel Olmstead, then confined on CTOveriior^s 
Island, N, Y., inquiring if the men had been sent up, to which I re])lied 
through Colonel Loomis, tliceoinmaiKling officer, that they had. Find- 
ing tliat I \yiis mistaken I adopt this means of putting myself right. I 
shall at once inquire into this matter and insist on having it rectified. 
I am mortified at the position in wliich I find myself placed.

The exorcise of tins power of arrest i.s at the same time the most 
arbitrary and the most delicate which a state of war devolves on a 
military (mmmaiulor, and it is one which sliouhl not be delegated to a 
subordinate. L hnd (hat many of the persons imprisoned atl^ort AYool 
were arrested byOoloind Dodge and some of lliomon suapiciom This 
must not be repeated. Your subordinates may arrest persons delected 
in open acts of Imstility lo the Government but in every other instance 
and in every <5ase the order for arrest should come from you, or if an 
arrest is made in an omergejiey without your order the case sliould be 
brought directly before you and the ovidouco taken before the party is 
sent here for imprisonment. Two of the persons sent to Fort AVool by 
you have died within the last throe days, one of them, Mi\ Jorchm, the 
inostrespoctablcof all in standing. Ills body goes to his fricjuls in Nor- 
Jblk today. Iinprisoniuont at Fort Wool is a most severe punislimont at 
this season. The water is bad and the heat i.s inton so, and no citizen 
.should be sent there for a light cause and without pretty clear evidence 
of guilt. Tf parties in your neiglihorhood need temporary restraint 
you must f^nl some ])hice of safe-keeping there unless the case is very 
marked. 

IVly inclination is to discharge all tho.se prisoners oji a stringent 
parole, hut before doing so 1 await your roi)ly with your views on any 
particular case or <5ases.

I find it will amount to considerable, and too much to be xiurchased 
from the prisoners^ fund, I would recommend, however, that the 
amount be purchased rather than, they be sux)plied with U. y. 
uniforms,

John M. Burns came to Prestonburg after T had gone from t here and 
was imt under bond and oath without iny knoAvledgo or consent. As 
soon as I hoard of it I sent immediately and had him aiTcstcd. T am 
satisfied Mr. Ogdon is mistaken about his having been in the (juai’tcr- 
maslePs department of the rebel Army. Jack [Andrew J.| Rlay has 
never been at homo to my knowledge since I have had command in 
this valley. I was informed that he had come home or to liis motlicr- 
in-law’s Jtear Prestonburg while we wore stationed there. I sent out a 
scouting party in the night to effect his arrest but was disaitpoinb'd as 
my informant was mistaken.

duty will not permit him to alford you the fmiecidfjd VhUof. 
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He has horetorore expressed an o])iiiion upon this subject to ]iarties 
making* similar a])plicatioiis and lias ^iveii reasons at loii^^'th for not 
coinciding' with the views of the Federal connnaiuhint at Prestonbnrg. 
It has been the coininou ])ractice of the Federal authorities over since 
the iiivosijnent of Kentucky to arrest private citizens in tlie pursuit of 
their ])eaceable avocations and indict ujion llicm the same imprison* 
inent whicli they give to prisonei\s of war. This ])orsecntion for opin* 
ioids sake has liecomo the recognized policy of the h'ederal Government 
and the only way by wliicb SonUiern sympathizers, young or old, can 
ese.apo the penalty is by attaebing tliomselvos to the (Jonfoderato Army. 

The (Jonfedonite Govornmont has guarded against this unjust and 
tyranincal proceeding, and has arrested only such persons as were 
underarms against its authority or persons who by outrages against 
society and civil law laid roiulorod themselves liable to proper pun* 
ishnient.

A free negro on the road with Ids lil.lle eart 
and horse was shot with a ball and bmdc load by (diaries >Sum{ier, and 
he is now moving about oil end ehes and I have been oliliged to giv(^ 
his family bread and moat, Another negro has been in my liospilal 
covered with shot in his body. Two negroes wore shot id or near 
Smithfield, Out of four in a boat, one dead, fell into tiie water Uiiid 
the oilier dying of his wounds, and the roinainiiig two w{ut senit to 
Kiehmond and sold. Whole families of negroc's, free and slaves, are 
run across the Black water to Iviehmond to work in the for titi cations 
against their will by these kind rebels who don’t like to be risstraiiHMl 
themselves. Only a few days .since a respectable farmer had to abaii 
don his land and property and tuime in to me with his wife, and I ga.ve 
him a pass to go to the North, The man had been taken to IMclimoiid 
on suspicion of disloyalty and imiirisoned forty days and only s(d/ at 
liberty after taking the oath of allegiance to tiie (km federal (*- doverii* 
mont which ho would not live under. Anotlier res])ee(able lUrnier 
they wore going to hang on suspicion and escaped by no man coming 
forward to swear against him. J sent you the other day a man, a mag- 
istrate in North Oarolina, who wont to a Union ])oor' man and with 
pistol in hand said lie would shoot him if ho joined tlie Union home- 
guard. Are wo not to curtail the liberty of smdi rebels? ftly own 
opinion is they will all bo fortnimte to escape the Just retribution of 
taking up arms against our country. All the Union ])eople 1 have 
seen in Virginia say we are too easy with these secessionisis and that 
is my opinion. 

As to the death of prisoners at Fort Wool the proportion is small 
compared with the death and hanging of our own prisoners and Union 
men at the South, If they do not get proper treatment there they 
should have it and a reform take place. 1 have in most instances 
ordered a military commission to examine and try su<*Ji (*ascs o!‘ arrests 
as are made. Tlie proceedings of these boanls arc on reemrd and I 
have always put on such boards olliccrs of the vSoun(l(*,st principles of 
honor and jnslico I have at command. 1 cannot ovamino such (tnses 
myself for want of time. [ inclose you a list^ of tlie pcn-soiis brouglit 
before the military commissions, most of whom I presume yon \uiy{\ at 
Fort Wool, ^ A written statement of the eireumsiancos has always 
been sent willi tlie prisoners to vour provost- mars I lal.

Gen, if, K, F. ]\[Ansi^ield, CommtuKlhif/j Finffolh 
General; T have received your letter of the bJth instant with a list 
of prisoners sent by you to Fort Wool and a brief statement of the 
charges against tiiom. This is the first specification of their olfmises 
I have seen and I know that several citizens have been sent Ihto with- ♦ 
out any memorandum of the causes for which they wore iinjirisoiicd, 

The crimes specified by you as having been committed by secession- 
ists in general deserve any punishment we may think jiropor to inilict, 
But the first question is in every case of imprisonment whether the 
party has actually been guilty of any offense, and this is a (piestiou to 
be decided upon proxier evidence, If the guilt is not clearly shown 
tlio accused should be released. There is nothing in your i^ositioti or 
mine which can excuse either of us for depriving any man of his liberty 
without a full and inqiartial examination. My duties are at leiist as 
arduous as yours and I have never shrunk from the labor of a ])orsonal 
examination of every ease of imprisoninent for whicli 1 am responsible. 

In regard to arrests in your (iommand tlioro was at least one and I 
think more for which there was notin my judgment the slightest cause, 

I speak from a personal examination of tliem. The arrests were nnulo 
Avithoutyour order as I understood, but acipiiesced in by yon subse- 
quently. The parties reforreil to were released nearly a month ago. 
Had I not looked into their cases they would no doubt have boon in 
prison at this moment When dudgo Pierrepont and I examined the 
cases of the political prisoners in the various ])laccs of custody from 
Washington to Fort Warren found persons arrested by niilitary 
oillccrs who had been overlooked and who had been lying in jirisou for 
months without any just cause. For tliis reason as well as on general 
principles of justice and Immanity I must insist that every person 
arrested shall have a prompt examination, and if it is considered as a 
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propov (Jtise for inp)riRoiniient that ilie testimony shall he taken under 
oath and tlio record sent witli the accused to the officer ^vho is to have 
the (nistody of him. This is es]]ecially necessary wlieii the commitment 
is made by a military commission and the paidy accused is sent to a 
distance and placed like the prisoners at Kurt under the iinmo- 
diale sniiervision of the commanding’ oHicer of the depariinent or army 
corps. The only in'opor exception to the rule is where prisoners are 
temporarily detained during military movements in order that they 
may not give inforinalion to the enemy. 

I consider it niy duty to go once in three or four weeks to t\\(\ idaccs 
of imprisonment wilhin my coiiiniaiid, impure into theeausos of arrest 
and discharge all persons against whom charges sustained by satisfac- 
tory in'oof are not on file, I did not enter into a minute examination of 
the persons sent liero by your order nor did 1 release any one of them, 
but referred the wliole matler to you for explanation; and it is proper 
to suggest that an imputation of undue susceptibility on my part or 
the general reprobation of the guilt of faithless citizens for whom 
when their guilt is clearly sliown I have (piitcas little sympathy as 
yourself is not an answer to tlio (piestion of culpability in special cases. 
^Idie pajier you sent me is all very 'well as far as it goes, but it is no 
more comjilet.e without a transcript of the evidence on which the alle- 
galions are founded than a inomoninduin of tlio crime and the scnlonce 
of a military prisoner would ho without the record of the proceedings 
ol' the court. You will ])loase thereroro send to mo the testimony taken 
by the military commission before whom the examination was made, 

It is])roper to remark here that a military commission not ap]iolnted 
by the commanding general of the army or the army eor])s is a mere 
court of impiiry, and its proceedings can oiilj^ be regarded in the light 
of information for the guidance of the officer who instituted it and on 
whom the whole reBjionsibility of any action under them must from the 
]iecessity of the case devolve. 

In regard to persons whom you think right to arrest and detain under 
your innnediale direction I have nothing to say. You are personally 
responsilile for them, and as your attention will be fie<iiiontly called to 
tliem tlio (Inralioii of their imprisoinnent will bo likely to bo inllucnced 
by considerations vdiicli might be overlooked if they were at a distance. 
I am therefore quite willing to leave them in your hands. Hut when a 
])risoner is sent her(Mind comes under my immediate observation and 
care T wish tlio whole ease to he presented to me. 

The engineer diqmrtment has called on me to remove the jirisoners 
from Kort Wool that the work may not be interrupted, i have sent 
away all the military prisoners and wish to dispose of those who are 
confined for jiolitical causes. When I have received from yon a full 
report of the (;ases which arose under your command I will dispose of 
them and send fo you all the prisoners whom I do not release, or if yon 
])rcfer it (and it would bo inueh more satisfa<dory to me) I would send 
them all lo yon without going into any examination myself and leave 
it (o you to dis])ose of them as yon think right. Tf you have no snitable 
guard hoime there is a jail near your head(piartors where they may be 
seeurely (juii fined.

An order was made as he 
desired and wlien given to liiin he asked Unit ho be permitti'd to go via 
hhistport, which was declined, lie then went to the hoadiinarlers ot tlio 
general (^omnuinding in Huntsville and proem cd a pass from a stalt 
oAlcerto go by some other route, concealing the fact that Ik^ had received 
a pass and instructions at my headquarters. He then ga.\ o. (o another 
Thirty (to bo roturned to me as be states) the pass first given biin and 
went to Battle Creek where be was sto]iped,llie pass being insnhlcieut. 

The conduct of this olllcer was so unnecessary and extraordinary as 
to seem to mo to merit a foideiture of the privilege which lias been 
extended to medical oflicers by both the U. S. and Ooii federate auUiori- 
ties with reforonco to medical oflicers, and accordingly I have treated 
liim as a prisoner of war,

Bir; On the 25tli of June last 1 was taken prisoner on the railroad 
between Memphis and Oorintli and was paroled by the rebel Oolonol 
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♦hickaon fov sixty <luys on (iunditioii Unit I should eiuloavor to procure 
my excluiugo for (h>l. AIoxuikIov J. Brown, n bi otlier iiidaw ot Colonel 
J ackvsou. Home time since I addressed a letter to the Secretary of Wa»' 
stating these circum.stances and requesting that the proposed exchange 
might be made, wliich letter 1 forwarded to Udward .Iordan, Solicitor 
of tlio Treasury, with a request that he would lay it before the Secre- 
tary. 1 soon after received from Mr, Jordan a telegram directing me 
to apply to Colonel IJollinan at Cetroit. J immediately went to Detroit 
and luul an interview with Colonel Hoffman who telegraphed to the 
authorities here for instructions. After waiting several days and 
receiving no rejdy 1 came to this city and called upon General Thomas, 
the Adjutant-General, who informed mo that being on the point of 
leaving the city ho could not give attention to my application. 

I have now to bog that you will consider my application and if possi- 
ble anthorij'.o the proposed exchange and thus relieve me from the 
unpleasant necessity of relurning to Alabama and surrendering myself 
a prisoner of war. For a more detailed statement of the circumstances 
of my capture I refer to my former coinmnnication. I may, however, 
here state that on making known to General Grant the ari'angeiuent 
with Colonel .Jackson he approved it; said he would aid ino in perfect 
iiig it and wrote to tlie Hepartinent here on the subject.

Under tlio circumstances as there is no room for them here I have 
thought it best to send them to Washington to receive your orders. I

Sir: I have 11 le honor to mdcnowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the IGth instant. 1 hardly know how to recapitulate tlie subject of 
prisoners. 1 send you the proceedings of tlie military coninussions 
marked A, B, C, 1), B, t and copies of the letters numbered 1, *1, 5,t 

agreeably to your instructions. In forwarding prisoners to jirovosl- 
marshal, Lieutenant Weber, aide to General Weber, may liave omitted 
to send to the provost- marsl nil at Fort Monroe the [irojicr documents 
on the subject. He is now sick and I luive in his place a very compe- 
tent odicer and the records of his office will hereafter show transactions 
of tliis kind more minulely. Thepajicrs 1 send are from my own oHlce. 
It is difficult to judge of what should be done with individuals in cer- 
tain cases. I am not aware of intentional injustice to any citizen. I 
assumed command hero on the 12tli of June, and the pei'son to whom 
you allude a month ago as liaving been discharged without fault against 
iiim T don’t think could have been coidined by my orders. You sent 
me some i)apera about some prisoners sonic time ago before Colonel 
l)odgc was ordered to this post and I was obliged to refer 5’^mi to him 
at Norfolk. The persons examined by the eoinmission as you will see 
all bad a prompt hearing and the commissioners were sworn. This 
commission was duly ordered to relievo mo from the duty of personal 
examination which i cannot find time to do properly. In short it was 
nothing more than aboard of examination to aid my Jiidginent in dis- 
posing of oiVendors temporarily. I am aware 1 have no iiower to order 
a military commission for tlio iinal trial of a, inisonor of war and never 
entertained such an idea. L regret you should supiioso for a moment L 
could impute to you “undue snsce])(ibility” and that my warm criti* 
cism of the bad conduct of the ri^bcls in certain cases sbonld have been 
thought out of place when taken in connection with the subject. Cer- 
tainly it was dictated by my best feelings for my distracted country. 

In reference to my loiter ol' the 14th instant T liave to explain Mini I 
have not yet apprehended the man who shot the negroes near Smith- 
iicld in a boat, 1 only know the facts and the parties, Jt has not been 
thought Judicious to take such a step at this moment so far olf. 1 
have to request you will acton all tlio cases now at Fort Wool. Some 
are prisoners of war and should bo exclnuiged for our own olllcers and 
soldiers. In fiitnre I will endeavor to keej) the inisoiiera and relieve 
you from a troublesome and unpleasant duty as you suggest and which 
X can do without dillicuity.

Sir : rour dispatch of this date is just received. In reply I beg 
leave to say for information of the President that many arrests are 
made by provo.st-niarshaIs without my authority and in some oases Avitli- 
out pro))ev cause. Some of those oHicors wore in oilice when 1 was 
iissigncd lo this command and a number have been appointed by me. 
In .some cases persons arrested have been sent to Oamj) Oliase by the 
provost marshals. I liavo written to the neparlmont asking authority 
io control the prisoners sent from Kentucky, stating tiiat ([uito a num- 
ber of them wore arrested for trivial olTensoH and some even i have 
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been assured were Union ineiE Some in'isoners have been arrested 
and sent to ])i‘is()n for special purposes of public interest for teTn])orary 
con iliiemeiit until the object was accomplished deemed for public good, 
but such prisoners are still liold in conflnenient. I have no control of 
imisoners after t hey enter Oainp Chase. For some reason this (;onirol 
of the iirisoners is withhold from me. I send copy of letter of instruc- 
tions which has always been sent to every provost-marshal in the State 
to guard against improper arrests. 1 have no doubt, however, that they 
are occasionally made with all the x>rGcantion used by me. 

Tliero are many so-called fruiou men in Kentucky who still cling to 
a hope of retmiiciliaiiou and believe in a policy of leniency. 1 believe in 
subjugation — comxilete subjugation by hard and vigorous dealing witli 
traitors and treason. Any other poli(iy I beg to say in my opinion 
will bo ruinous to us in Kentucky, Tlie lukewarm Union ineii only 
coinidain of arrests.

I beg leave likewise to call your attention to the following statement 
of facts: In the month of June I arrested General A. Rogers, of Lou- 
doun, Mr. Joshua 0. Gunnell, of Fairfax, and live other citizens, advis- 
ing them that I held them as hostages for Turner and his four sons, 
Wybert and Peacock. 

On the 15th day of July General Rogers brought me a copy of an 
order from iMr. Ivaiulolph, Secretary of War, for tlie release of these 
men, whoreuiion I at once released General Rogers, Mr. Gunnell and 
ilvG others.

Reuben R. Ross, is my 
neighbor and friend and was one of the prisoners taken at Fort Donel- 
son, Expects soon to be exchanged and wishes again to enter the 
service, lie commanded the artillery at Fort Donolsoii and is inva- 
riably esteemed among his companions in the battle as one of the 
most brave and gallant men belonging to that army and did great and 
extraordinary service at his battery. 1 happened to meet Captain Dove, 
who commanded the riouisville, who coinplimoiil.ed him in the strongest 
terms not only for his gallantry but for the accuracy and ofncioncy of 
the battery which ho commanded, saying that every Are from his bat- 
tery struck one of the ouemy^s vessels, and designating each vessel 
that had been struck and how ofteu^ his own vessel, the Louisville, 
over fifty times. This gallantry and good conduct makes his friends 
anxious that ho should bo gratified with some command worthy of his 
gallantry and good coiiduct. I write the wishes of every fiiend in this 
section. I have hoard some rumors prejudicial to him from the alfair 
at Fort flonry for which tlnu’C is no reasonable ground and which ho 
will explain if necessary.

Those xnusonors of war who do not wish to bo exchanged and are 
willing to take the oath of allegiance to the IJiutcd States will be 
detained at the camp and after the disposition of the others you will 
administer to them the oath of allegiance and diacjhargo them. Dupli- 
cate rolls of, all discharged will bo prepared and c;ortified to by your- 
self, one coxiy to be sent to tlie Adjutant-Cenenil at Washington and 
the other to the commissary-general of prisoners at Detroit.

Colonel: I have the honor to report that 1,238 iirisouors were for- 
warded ou Saturday with Captain raizello, U. S. Armyj 773 on Sunday 
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iu cbiirgo of Ouptaiii liichardsoii, volimteersj 333 on ]\ronclay to San- 
cUiriky in cliiirge of Lieutenant Lu])tuii, volunteers. I forwarded to 
Sandusky ail prisoners that wei eon the miscellaneous roll. Many of 
them were prisoners of war, isolated ease>s that had been sent here at 
dilfereiit times and some who had arrived with the guerrillas. I ascer- 
tained yesterday that some eight or ten guerrillas had sueceeded in 
imposing upon me and being transfeiTed to Cairo by answering to the 
nuinoa of dead men in some of tlie organized regiments. The rolls not 
being a(*curato it was an imposition easily practiced. I could not lire- 
pare tlie rolls to fovM'ard tin* giieii'illas on Sunday as direided. After 
all are forwarded as per roll there will a few remain who are not on the 
rolls. Shall they be forwarded to Sandusky ? Please reply immediately. 
I forward the last delaehmeiit to Cairo to-morrow.

1 
will immediately investigate tlio jnattor and if the facts should prove 
as you suppose 1 shall most assuredly bring the ofTondors to justice.

With reference to the rule which I have adopted Ibr the i>arole of 
prisoners, my Orders, Ho, dl, was imblishcd before the arrang(anon,t 
entered into between Major-General Hill, 0. Army, ami iMajor* 
General Dix, U. S. Army, came to iny knowledge. The rule wIihjIl I 
adopted is to recognize no parole which is not given witli my sanetioii 
and to ref j Hire no parole from prisoners whom i cannot hold but 
release them unconditionally. U became necessary from the fact that 
paroles were dcnuiiuled and secured from individual soldiers in the 
army by persons not in the military service of the Confedevale States. 

I cannot see how consequences of a <lread character should follow the 
observance of such a rule except to those who violate a duty which their 
Government deems it necessary to im])oso u])on them.

Captain: It is expected that the transport on board of wliicli are 
the prisoners and guard of which you have charge will sail to-morrow. 
Y^ou will have carried out in the most thorough and elVeefcivo manner 
the instructions already given you relating to the control, of the jiria* 
oners and the maintenance of discipline among the troops. One half 
of your entire command will bo detailed daily for guard duty — one 
relief of Ihe guard will bo constantly on post, night and day. The 
sentinels will be posted in those parts of the vessel the most advan- 
tageous to constantly control the prisoners. Have the arms of your 
entire command constantly cloaiietl and j’oady for use, loaded, l)nt not 
capped, and placed in such a manner that they cannot bo seized by the 
prisoners in case of an attempt at mutiny. 

Except to offleera no lights will bo allowed itndor any i)r< 3 toxt what- 
ever, either to the prisoners or the troops, and no)io to the assistants of 
the boat unless desired by tlio captain of tlio boat. Ho smoking will 
be allowed except on the upi)or deck of all, and thou not after 8 i). in. 
You will detail a sufllcient number of cooks for both the prisoners and 
guard, each detail to cook for its rosi)ectivc party, and liavo a sentinel 
constantly posted over tlm cook ilres. 

Yon will take all the necessary measures to maintain the ])ro])or 
cleanliness and police of f Jio boat. An oiheer of the day will bo d<itaile(l 
whose dui^ it shall ho to strictly carry out all iimiriictions and fre- 
q^uently, night and day during his tour, to make the iiispc(*/tioii of the 
boat. You will take the most vigilant meavsures to guard against fire 
and all casualties of whatever nature which proxior precaution will 
prevent.

Dear Sir: Being aware that a petition has been sent to you com- 
plaining of the amount of food given prisoners of war conlhmd in tliis 
prison I deem it my duty to the gentlemanly keepers of the prison to 
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state that during my coniliiement of five montlia^ duration myself with 
all others have received rations far superior to any they ever received 
both in quantity and quality from Price’s army. The object as I under- 
stand of the i)etition is to protairo three meals per day instead of two. 
This could easily bo accomplished could the waste practiced by prison- 
ers bo dispensed with. But the fact of feeding slop barrels to overflow- 
ing with their surplus food and thou complaining of not having suilllciont 
L deem not only an injustice to the Government, whose supplies are 
liberal, but the ofUcers to whose care is intrusted the dispensing of the 
same.

Sir ? Wo are among the paroled prisoners at these barracks who are 
awaiting their exchanges. A roll of all of them is now being made out 
at these lieadqiiartors to bo forwarded to Washington for exchange. 
We are included in those rolls, hoiico wo transmit this writing to you in 
order that you may know our exact situation, hoping to receive justice 
from you. Our exact situation is as follows: 

Wo were inombors of wliat was then the Thirtoeutli llegimeut of 
Missouri Volunteers, commanded by Ool. E. Peabody, taken prisoners 
at the surreiulcr of Lexington, September 20, 1801, under Colonel Mul- 
ligan, Wo were held as prisoners two days and then released by tak- 
ing an oath to — 

Kovor take np armfi again ngaiimt tlio Southern Confederacy or the State of Mis- 
souri during the present war, under penalty of death if again taken. 

Our ofilcers were detained, Wo went to our homes and were after- 
wards ordered to repair to Haint Josox)h to bo discharged, and on the 
20th day of October, 1801, were mustered out of service and discharges 
given us. We were mustered out by Lieutenant Burnett, XJ. S, Army, 
according to Special Orders, Ho. 801, Wostorii Bepartinent 

Shortly afterwards an order was issued by Oolonol Peabody for all to 
report to him immediately for service, stating that the rogimoiit had 
been reinstated (under Special Orders, Ho, 29*) and all exchanged, and 
all who did not return would bo considered and treated as dosortors. 
Under tliat order wo returned, some by force of arms. At the battle of 
Shiloh some of our regiment were taken inlsoners again by the enemy, 
and six of them being recogni^^ed as having been taken at Lexington 
by General J^rico wore shot. One member of Oompany lil, aged sixty- 
three years^ was made to dig his own grave and was thou shot over it. 
General l^rice told one of the men that that was the way ho would serve 
all who were at Lexington. A few oxoliaugos wore distributed among 
some of the companies before the battle which did more harm than 
good, A member of Oompany I was slightly wounded on the morning 
oi' the Otli of April, and when found after the battle had his head crushed 
and broken and one of those exchange papers pinned on his coat, that 
being the cause of Jiis death. Five others were treated the same way. 

We thou took steps to ascertain to a certaiui.y whether we really had 
over been exchanged as had boon represented to us or not. After

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numerous and unceasing olforts wo nt length ascertained that a largo 
portion of the regiment had not heoii excliaiigod. Having made our 
case known to the general commanding we were ordered by him to 
report hero ini mediately, as we supposed to bo again dischargc'd as 
exclmnges do not liclp ns in tlio least as they do not reengnize those 
that have been given to our regiment. The majority ot us wore not 
sworji in again after being discharged* Wo have been innocently and 
unknowingly violating our oath given at Lexington to General Ih’ico, 
and have been serving in the Hold from last March until the 1st of 
August when we left Corinth for this jdace. We arrived here on the 
4th instant. 

Jloping you will interest yourself in our weliaro and take our case in 
hand and see tliat Justice is done ns,

Tlicy will move iu i>arties of 
about 1,0U0, each imrty to be accompanied by a guard of one company, 
and will take rations with them to last tliem to Cairo, 

Duplicate rolls will be sent witli tlie prisoners onibraoing all iireseut, 
all on parole and all who maybe left behind sick or otherwise, with ap- 
propriate remarks accounting for the absentees. You will see tliat those 
rolls are complete and accurately made up, and you will ])at your cer- 
tificate to this ofiect on the back of thorn. They will be placed in the 
hands of the oilicer in coininand of the guard, who will deliver them 
and (he prisoners on his arrival at or near Vicksburg to Oapt. II, M. 
Lakielle, Eighth IT, S, Infantry, agent for tlic delivery of prisoners of 
war, to whom he will rejiort for further orders. 

You will place in the hands of the commander of the guard all 
moneys belonging to prisoners that may bo in your xios.sessioii, with a 
certilicate shownng the amount duo each individual, which money and 
account will be delivered to Captain Lajiollo, 

You will instruct the commander of the guard with each party to bo 
particularly careful that none of his charge escape by the way and that 
they are not inierferod with iu any way at stopping-places on the 
route. On his arrival at Cairo ho will rexiort to tlie general in com- 
mand who will x>rovide all things necessary for the movement from 
that point. 

You will call on Captain Potter, assistant quartermaster at Chicago, 
for transportation by railroad to Cairo. 

IMsonors of war belonging to State or irregular organizations and 
not to the Confederate service are not now^ to be exchanged. 

To those Confederate prisoners who do not wash to be exchanged and 
are wdlling to take the oath of allegiaiice to the United (:itatos you wall 
administer the oath and discharge them, Uuidicato rolls of all so dis- 
charged will be prepared and cortiilod to by yoiirscli', one copy to be 
sent to the Adjutant General at Washington and the other to this 
ofilco. These prisoners will receive any money in your hands belong- 
ing to them. Those from the State of TenneSvSeo after signing certain 
papers xneiiared under the direction of Governor Johnson, of Tonnes.see, 
which will be presented by General W, B, Campbell, commissioner, from 
Tennessee, wall be furnished with transportation to Kashville, 

In dividing the prisoners into parties it would perhaps bo most (con- 
venient to lueserve their regimental organization, but in this cnise as 
your rolls are made up in a general alphabeti<5a,I list it will be best if 
Xmssible to make up the iiarties as they stand on the rolls. 

The movement cannot bo (iommenced before Monday next if so soon, 
and in the meantime I will be iu Chicago to give further directions.

five, as they have not even a tent hospital to keep the wemuded Logetlior 
and eonld not accept of suitable nourislnncnt wliioh 1 olVered Ihem. 
Mrs. Brewer has supplied them with bandages and old linen to some 
extent, and articles received to-day from the Peunsylvania Ueliel‘ Asso- 
ciation will enable her to supply them suHicieutly, and to some extent 
with clothing, but she has no covering. 

Permit mo respectfully to suggest that Doctor Getty be required to 
examine them all and dispose of their cases, which he will ciieiirCully 
do if directed I presume, not being authorized to interfere without 
orders. I hope you will excuse my iuterfhronco as I am only actuated 
by the desire to give you information which might bo neglected, and 
not to annoy you, knowing tliat the War Department an<l yours also 
have trouble enough.

Sir ; I am directed by tlie commaudiuft' general to iiicloRO a list* of 
Gunfederate prisoners paroled from tliis place. A dui)licate of this list 
sent by the oOicor in charge of the escort of tlicao prisoners belbre 
the arrival of the party at yoiir headquarters. You will verify the list, 
and after noting upon it any changes by death, desertion, &c., you 
will return it to the headquarters of the department. The prisoners at 
points in your district will also be paroled, and after being united witli 
this party will bo sent to your lines. The non-commissioned oniccrs 
and privates will be required to subscribe in duplic ate and swear to 
the paroles* inclosed herewith. The oath will be administered by the 
provost-marshal or other officers that may bo designated by you for 
that purpose. 

The officers will give a verbal parole. Medical officers and chaplains 
will be discharged unconditionally. (See War Departinoiii General 
Orders, Nos. 60 and 90, of 1802.) If any of those men refuse to give 
their parole they will be sent under a sufficient guard to deparlinont 
headquarters. 

It is probable that some of the prisoners in your charge may desire 
to remain in this country upon condition of taking the oath of alle- 
giance to the Government of the United States. The ap)dicai.ions will 
be acted upon with (*aution, as they aije known in some instances to 
have been pi’oniptcd by sinister motives, and none will bo allowed to 
remain unless you are well assured of tlioir good intention ; even then 
it will be prudent to give bonds for their good holiavior and loyal con- 
duct, The bond required here was $1,000, but the amount rocjiiired 
will be determined by your own judgment. If any wish to go to the 
Northern States and are willing to take the oath of allegiance they will 
be sent to department headquarters by the first detachment of troops 
coming uf). They wdll be regarded as prisoners until they are beyond 
the limits of the department. 

When this ])arty is sent beyond our lines it will be provisioned to 
enable it to roach the nearest military post in the linos of the enemy, 
If practicable you will notify the authorities in advance of fchoir arrival in 
order that they may make provision for receiving them. If there are no 
outposts of the enemy in your neighborhood you will furnish tliom with 
arms sufficient for their protection from the hostilities of tlio Indians 
through whose country they travel. Arms have been fiiruishod to the 
X)artie8 heretofore sent in the proportion of one piece to every five men 
and twenty rounds of ammunition for each piece. 

If there is any reason to apxireheiul danger of molestation from the 
Mexican population you will cause the party to be escorted beyond the 
reach of that danger. The escort will bo of course under a flag of 
truce. 

If the prisoners have no means of providing tliomselves with the 
transportation that will be needed beyond our lines it must bo iirovidcd 
by you. 

In doing this you will make the best arrangements that you can to 
secure the return of the transportation and other public property with 
which they may bo furnished. 

You will make a complete return of the x)risoner8 of war under your 
charge (see inclosed General Orders, No. 32t), noting nxion it tlio x)lacos

Captain: In my letter this morning I omitted to mention that a box 
of swords belonging to officers of tho Confederate Army will bo for- 
warded to yon by the quartermaster at Columbus, and you will i>lcaso 
return [them] to their owners when you turn the prisoners over to the 
agent who is to receive them.

Sir: You are respectfully informed that a copy of your letter of the 
IStli instant requesting that the barracks now in course of construction 
at Fort Independence may be transferred to the medical department 
for liospital purposes, having been referred to the cominaudiiig officer 
at that post with information that if the barracks can be spared the 
Quartermaster General would be glad to have them turnecl over as

Lieut. H. Keed returned yesterday with his detachment after a very 
successful expedition down the Current Eivor to Jack’s Fork. He 
secured some of the worst and moat dangerous characters in the whole 
district, among them the late State Senator Joshua Chilton, the ‘^King 
of Bhaniioii County,” as they call him, who did nioro to induce men to 
join the Sou thorn Army than perhaps any other man in this whole State. 
The number of imsoners Lieutenant Keed brought in is six. I will 
deliver them to-moiTow to thodetachinoutof cavalry returning to Eolla. 
A good many contrabands and some f J. S, horses wore brought in also. 

Tlireo men who were met in arms and one who tried to run away 
when ordered to halt were killed. Of all those proceedings I will give 
yon further details in my next letter. 

‘‘Tlio country over which wo traveled,’’ the report winds up, ^^was 
very destitute of watei' until we reached Sinking Creek; after that it 
was rough and hilly and sui)plicd with an abandance of the purest of 
water, i)lonty of <;orn in tlio Hold, in the valleys some considerable fruit 
— and apples — not very many sheox>, an abiuulaiico of cattle, 
nob jinudi small grain that I saw; found two gTist-mills and any quan- 
tity of hogs, though they are all poor.” According to the reports of 
Lieutenant lieed as well as of the guide it will bo easy to secure from 
the OuiTaut liiver Valley alone 1,000 head of good cattle if only a force 
of about JOO cavalry can be employed to make a clean sweep through 
it. To take a part of the cattle at a time would have the eifoct to drive 
the balance into the woods. 

The news our guide could collect of the Avlioroabouts of Coleman

A Union 
man who was a prisoner' with Ooloinan when it bocanio known tliat 
Oolonol Boyd was after him said that (Joloman went then througli the 
different camps addressing his men in such a way as to impress upon 
tliem tiiat eveiy one had to take care of liimsclf, as tlioy wore pursneil 
by the enemy and every one only provided witli two rounds of ammn- 
nition. He is now reported 2,500 strong, but can according to tiie best 
calculations have no more than 1,500 to 1,800, of whom only dOO armed 
and i)rovided with two ronnds each. Certain it is that no hostile force 
of any considerable strength is to bo found within sixty miles of this 
post at ijrcsent. I was therefore very much surprised by the sitddon 
appeai’anco of a cavalry detachment which you were Icind enough to 
send me as a re-enforcoinont. As this post is in no way ondungered 
now I told Oaptaiu Avery that he might return to-morrow at his best 
convenience. 

I l)aV6 never receiveti the order of the War nepartinent regarding 
the destruction of buildings. It was not my intention to liavo otlior 
buildings destroyed [than thosej which are oi' real advantage to the 
enemy, and have been and will bo used as jTlaeos ol‘ defense and shelter.

1 Itave tolegi apluHl 
you to-day that “all authorities in this department have lieretolbro 
directed the arrest and confinement of all citizens refusing to take tlio 
oath of allegiance,’’ and to inform mo if this course was apjirovod. 
It now forms a standing order of Brig. Gen. 1$. F. Kelley, command- 
ing Eailroad District, Baltimore and Ohio Bailroad and Northwestern 
Virginia Ilailroad, and has been found very salutary in its eil'ocL on 
both male and female rebel sympathizers. 

It has been 8 npi) 08 ed that all citizens who refuse to take the oath 
should be arrested becanae their refusal is pHnia fuoie evidence of 
disloyalty and tliat they only wanted the opportunity to do the Govern- 
ment so?ne iiijnry. Those Avho at first refuse to take tlie oatli and 
afterwards consent to do so liave theji been required to give bond 
also. In this county and other counties of Western Virginia the fami 
lies of persons in the rebel service are protected, and it is but fair 
tliat they should give some assurance to the Government that they 
will not give information, aid, &c., to encmic.s of tho United .States.

Sir : X luivo the honor to inclose a statement* to bo submitted to yon 
from acquaintances of the liov. Kclgar Woods, whoso case was referred 
to yon this morning. I had requesled the gentlemen whose names are 
subscribed to this memorial to discover il’ possible from Mr. Woods 
who made no explanation to ino why he rothsed to take the oath and 
why ho should bo exempted from the (jonscquonces attaching to such 
refusal, for which by order of commanders in this department others 
are now incarcerated at Camp Ohase. 

It appears that Mr. Woods conld not even explain to Ids friends the 
precise difficulty of conscience under which he labors in this matter. 
If innoeont ho certainly subscribes to tlie oath every day, and if truly 
loyal would iin hesitatingly take it. It seems to mo to be a hair splitting 
[illcgiblej part, which, if allowed to maintain his position will have no 
good effect in this community. An exception or exemption made in his 
favor under all the eirouinstances will bo considered as an insidious one 
and will bo taken advantage of by others. 

The order of Brigadier-General IColloy recites; ^‘If the parties rofiiso 
to take the oath It is clear eviclonco they arc disloyal and the public 
interest requires that they shall not bo at liberty and you will tlieroforo 
coniine them.^^ This too in the case of ladies. Under tliis order Gen- 
eral Kolley^s own brothor-iu-law was sent to Gain]) Ohase and has but 
lately been released on talcing the oath and giving bond. 

Some weeks ago under General Frfunont^s administration of the 
Mountain Department I called upon several persons who had not done 
so to take the oath, those refusing being sent to Oamp Ohase, tlie good 
effect of which Governor Peirpoiiit can attest. At every rovorso of the 
Federal arms there are plenty of those who do nothing that evince by 
their manner and mootings where their symjiatliy lies, proving tluit if 
they had the opxiortimity they would do somothiiig. 

It is to tie the hands and close tlm mouths of such as I understand 


it that they are called on to take the oath of allegiance to the GovorJi- 
mont which protects tliem^ and no person who is entitled to live under 
it should object to avow Jiimself its friend, or at least solemnly engage 
to do it no harm by act or speech. If the order reforred fo above and 
the policy liorctoforo adopted on this subject are to bo revoked X shall 
cheerfully (;arry out any instructions of the doi>artmont, T fool some 
liride in stating that I have iillcd my present position for some months 
in Virginia to the satisfaction of my superiors and the public. T only 
desire to dischargi^ my duty faithfully to the Government.

You will call on Oax)taiu Potter, assistant quartermaster at Chicago, 
for transportation by railroad to Cairo, 

Prisoners of Avar belonging to State or irregular organizations and 
not to the Confederate service are not now to bo exchanged. 

To those Confederate x)risonerB Avho do not Avish to bo exchanged and 
arc Avilllng to take the oath of allegianoe to the United States you Avill 
aUininister the oath and discharge them. Dnx>lioate rolls of all so dis- 
charged Avill bo iirepared and certilied to by yourseli’, one copy to bo 
scut to the Adjutant-General at Washington and the other to this 
oflice. 

These prisoners will receive any money in your hands belonging to 
them. Those from the State of Tenuossoo, after signing certain papers 
prepared under the direction of Governor Johnson, of Teunesaee, whicli 
will he presented by Governor W. J3. Campbell, commissioner from 
Teiiiiossec, Avill be furnished Avith transportation to NTashville.

OoLUNiiiL: Keforring to my communication of yesterday I send 
inclosed copy of Lieut. Herbert Keed^s report.* The prisoners Avero 
delivered this forenoon fco Captain Avery for transportation to Rolla, 
but soon after they had started report came in that one of them, tTainos 
Gallian, Avhon about a mile distant from town had tried to run and 
Avas shot dead. I ordered the ofllcer of the day to take a couple of 
men Avith x>ickaxes and spades to the sioot to bury the man and ascer- 
tain the facts as far as possible. Very soon after that Lieutenant Lacy 
came in and reported that about oiio mile and a half farther the 
balance of the prisoners had found their end in the same Avay. I Aveiit 
out myself immediately.

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Gallian was biiviod already on the spot wliero lie was found, some 
twenty-live or thirty yards to the right of the road, shot through the 
head. One mile and a half farther I found also to the right of the 
road about tliirty yards distant two of the dead prisoners near 
together; then about sixty yards distant in the same direction a third 
one, and last about yards distant in an opening of the woods tlio 
former senator and judge, Joshua Ohilton. Tlie three mentioned before 
were Alexander Ohilton, William Oliiltou and Henry Smith. Jaekaou 
Heron, the sixtli jn'isoner, very likely escaped. We could at least find 
his body nowlicro, and a farmer living in the neighborhood had seen a 
man run past his liouso about the same time the sliots were ilrod. The 
examination of the ground convinced mo tliat the dead were lying on 
the same places where tlioy were Idlled, a small liool of blood under 
them, no other traces near, evidence enough that they had not been 
dragged from one place to another. 

In regard to the characters of tlio x^risonors 1 wrote you already and 
nobody doubts that they fully deserved tlicir fate. L have to say 
nothing more about Joshua Oliilton, the senator. Lu the xioascssioii of 
Alexander Ohilton a Govoriuneiit saddle and two Government horses 
were found. He was known as (a| way-layer; assisted in robliing 
trains, killing stragglers and continued this trade with more eager- 
ness since ho took the oatli of allegiance to the United Htates. William 
Ohilton served in Pricers army and continued to be a rebel afterwards; 
never took the oath. Henry Smith, one of the most desperate (diar- 
acters, was accused of the miirdor of Worthington, was a worthy 
member of C olein an^s band and robbed twice the store of William 
Oopolaiul ill Barnosvillo, lieynolds Oouuty, Mo. tJaines ( rallian is [was j 
heard bragging of having murdered a man on the road of whom lie 
took lior.so, e(inix)metits and $80 in money; was a regular horse thief. 

A more exact report of the whole aifair lias roachod you undoubt- 
edly by this time through the mouth of the commanding oiUcer of the 
detachment.

Sir: Pursuant to Special Orders, No. 103, issued at headquarters 
Eolla Division, Bolla, Mo., Axigust 28, 1 took command of the detach- 
ment of Third Missouri Oavalry Volunteers, composed of 105 men, and 
imocceded as directed in said order. On arriving at Salem, Mo., I 
encamped for the night. Morning August 30 liaving learned that there 
was no probability of an attack on that idaco I returned to these head- 
quarters, liaving in charge when starting six iirisoners, one contraband 
liorso and one saddle. 

The prisoners were put into the hands of Lieutenant Lacy, who 
reports tliat tlioy ondoavorod to effect their oscai)e and in con sequence 
tliercof wore all killed. The names of the prisoners arc the Ibllowiiig; 
Joshua Ohilton, Alexander Ohilton, Henry Smith, James Oallian, Will- 
iam Ohilton, Jackson Heron.

Genera.!,: 1 feel that duties bind mo to report to you some of the 
acts a.nd orders executed by my superior regimental ollicers but wi.sb 
to do it with all resjieet duo them; yet T must condemn the act as one 
diabolical, iuhunian and uusoldierlike, which 1 feel assured j'ou will 
condemn in the same spirit. 

On tlie evening of the t!!)th instant a messenger came to my oflice and 
informed me that some 300 rebels, under command of Ool. Eobort E. 
Lawther^ of Jolibrson City, were making their fway] lo North Missouri. 
1 immediately notified the fact to Ool. A. Sigol, commanding this post, 
when he ordered out all the available force at his command. Our 
pickets fired on tliem about six miles west of this post on the Spring- 
field road. 

Our command captured two prisoners and they were turned over to 
me at this post as provost-marshal. They were young men (dohu M. 
Meadows and G. B. Blakely) who had been in the service ever since 
the commencement of this rebellion. Tliey surrendered to our command 
and wore proi>erly brought in and turned over to mo as prisoners of 
war and iilaced under guard in the guard-house. Afterwards in the 
hours of the next night they wore by the orders of Oolonol Sigel taken 
ft’om the guard-house witliout my knowledge or consent and escorted 
to the woods where they were most inhumanly murdered and butchered, 
and half covered up and left to the mercy of the brute creation. 

General, I know that we have orders from you to take no prisoners 
(Avhich I heartily approve), but the spot whore they are taken in my 
judgment is the place whore you intended to have them executed; not 
after being placed under guard, then without judge or jury court- 
martial or any form of trial taken forcibly from the guard-tent and 
mercilessly murdered. To be done in such a manner is uncivilized and 
uusoldierlike. 

General, as all know that it will advance the cause in this part of the 
State to have such a policy cease and have this case investigated I 
have merely attempted to do my duty in stating this case. I merely 
speak for myself; others condemn it as severely as I do— that is, all the 
regiment.

General: I am iiiforniod by (TOiioriil Willcox that tlicro are aiunn- 
bcr of iiolitical i)risoners at Salisbury, N* O,, who arc very anxious to 
be exchanged for rebel prisoners that we liavo of the same character. 
Among these men there are many of higli respecitability and position 
from Virginia, Kentucky and other border States who are staunch 
Union men who have made great sacrifices for the cause in conse- 
quence of which they are treated with much severity. 

Under those circunistaixccs it would seem to be only justice to them 
and to tlic interest of the Union cause that immediate arrangemeuts 
sliould be made for their exchange* 

We have in our possession ])olitical prisoners and camp followers who 
might be singled out for such an exchange. The loyally of jicrsoiia in 
Southern States should not be tlie cause of loss and suirering to tlicm 
when it is iii our power to shield them. 

I learn also from the general that a number of oar ])coplo were 
released from conilnemeut (li Richmond in May last who would return 
to the service and make efUcieiit soldiers if tlioy can be exchanged and 
no tided of the fact. 

Oapt. B. 1). Phillips, First Infantry, Just from West Point, informs 
[me] that First Lieut. J,W, Adams, Fourth Infantry, now at West Point, 
K. x., wounded, has been exchanged three limes, once by himself, once 
with others for a imijor and again with others for a colonel. J iiifbi’ins 
mo also that lUrst Lieutenant Steen, formerly oi’ the ^flurd Infantry, 
who resigned April i, 1801, has been exclianged for a rebel ofVuior. 

I think it proper to mention these rejiorts to yon without Ixuiig able 
to vouch for their accuracy that if they be true you may take such 
steps ill tlie matter as you think iiroper.

Bear Sir: Governor Kirkwood desires mo to call the attention of 
the Adjutant-General to riiy status as a prisoner of war. Vou will 
doubtless remember me as one of three oflicers who were sent to Wash- 
ington to secure a general exchange of prisoners and ordered to report 
to thg commanding officer at Saint Louis. I was taken prisoner at the 
battle of Shiloh on the 6tli of last April with Brigadier- Geiiorul Pren- 
tiss and paroled for the purpose stated on the 3011 1 day of May. My 
parole continues until I am exclianged and therefore I can do no service 
until then. The Governor has appointed me colonel, or will us soon as 
I am exchanged, of the Twenty-second Ecgiment from this State. This 
appointment has been api>roved by the Secretary of War and I am 
waiting to be exchanged in order that I may take command of my regi- 
ment. The regiment has been mustered into the service and is armed 
and equipped ready for the field. At the time I was taken prisoner I 
was major of the Third Iowa Infantry. I desire my name sent Ibrwavd 
for exchange as soon as possible that 1 may go iiito the service. All 
that is necessary is to send some Oonfcdcrato olllccr of my rank, nv tlio 
number of equivalents according to the existing carl cl, to the lines iii 
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oxchmige for mo. As I am liere notbiug more will be needed in the 
way of actual delivery. 

1 address this to you, colonel, as 1 have mot you and have some 
acquaintance with you and believe you will do all you can to aid me 
in this matter. The early attention of the department to it will be 
a groat favor to me and my regiment.

Colonel: I have the honor to report to you the following about an 
expedition sent out by Oapt. B. Essroger, under my command, consist- 
ing of twenty men, mounted infantry. My order received from Captain 
Essroger was to proceed to the rcsideiico oi‘ Mr. Joseph Bass, on Tndiau 
Creek, where lie was told that the notorious iiuirdcrer, Ilufiis Uopkins, 
was residing; to arrest both Joseph Bass and Rufus Uopkins and to 
shoot the said Hopkins. Tlieroforo I loft Deok Bridge at 0 oN^lock ]). m. 
on the 29th instant; went over tlio Old Mine and Fourcho h Renault 
to the place designated to me wliere I arrived at C a. in. on the 30tli 
instant, On iny demand Mr. Joseph Bass delivered liinisolf quietly, 
and inquiring of him about Rufus Hopkins ho assured mo whore bo 
could be ibund, A sergeant and eight men sent out from Bass^ place 
after him met him on the road, look him prisoner and brought him to 
me. I gave the prisoner Hopkins in charge of Corporal Stolz and Pri- 
vates PlUige and Kreichauf, with the order to follow the detachment at 
the distance of half a mile and to shoot the said Hoxdcins. This order 
was executed about a mile from Bass^ place, near Tiulian Creek. The 
corporal with tlie two men on tlioir way to join the detaehmoiit again 
were ilred at from the bushes.

As many persons have been arrested and confined upon frivolous 
cliarges and others upon rumor or suspicion, no citizen or other person 
not a soldier within the limits of this deiiartinont will horeafter 1)0 
apesled or confined upon charges of disloyalty or treasonable prac- 
tices unless the charges and siiecifi(*ations shall have iirst been sub- 
mitted hi writing to the provost-inarshal, setting forth in what respect 
and at what time he may have been disloyal or guilty of treasonable 
practices, and the truth of which attested under the solemnity of an 
oath by the person preferring them, and no such accused j^ersoii or 
prisoner in this department will be hold by any iirovost-nuirslial, civil 
or inilitary, or commandant of post under the control ot the ({ommand- 
ing general, until after the charges as above des(‘ribed and af testod 
shall have been transmitted to him for his action and oi chu's in the case. 

The military and civil provost-marshals will actively and vigilant-ly 
co-operate in jireserving the peace and order of the city under special 
instructions to be giyen from time to time by the (commanding general. 
The duties of the llrst will in general ho limited to the military sta- 
tioned in and about Baltimore, and of the secoiid to civil ])orsons, but 
both will aid oa(di other when necessary in the discharge of the duties 
recjuired of them.

friends. J solemnly warn you agaiiisl- this vandal warfare and tlie clan- 
ger of justifying a sweeping devastation by individual acts induced by 
being goaded to desperation. 

The cases of the two men in my custody mentioned by Captain 
Noble shall be investigated, as shall also the iVAm of the solditir «liop- 
pard, said to have been killed by Captain AndorsoiRs company, if I can 
procure any specification on whicli to base an iminiry.

13, 
Tlie ciglitoeii privates bad been cxcTuinged by authorized agents oi our 
Governments the day previous (see orders from tlio War Department, 
O. H., liorewitli inclosed),! ^ 

You will perceive, general, from the papers herewith inclosed that 
there was an error in the transaction against the Confederate B tabes of 
twonty-six privates occasioned by the previous exchange of the eighteen 
paroled by you on the 23d of »Tuly and the error in value of the non- 
commissioned olheors. 

To correct this and dispose of the prisoners properly I propose that 
those named in list A bo exchanged for an equivalent in list B, to take 
odcot from tlio dates sot opiiosite their names respectively, the surplus 
to be paroled until properly exchanged, The two wounded men were 
not exchanged or paroled on the 16th of August as tlioy could not bo

8m : I would respectfully represent that John Tierney, John White, 
Eobert Burton (Ooinpany A), William O^TTarra, Uiraia Irwin (Com- 
pany 0), Michael W, Hughes, William U, McKuight. Stephen U. 
Montgomery, William S* Moore, William Bulger, John T. Estis, John 
Dugan, Lafayette Walker, John H, Hazard (Company D) and Joro- 
miah Quinlan (Company F), all of Peabody’s regiment, were at the bat- 
tle of Lexington and captured by Price, Afterwards they wore paroled 
on their making oath that they would not bear arms against the 
Southern Confederacy during the present war nor aid nor abet the 
United States. Subsequent totlio fall of Lexington Ocnerals J^rfnnont 
and l^rice negotiated the exchange* of some prisoners and it was 
reported that the men of Colonel Peabody’s reginiont captured by 
Price wore exchanged. This led many of the men to re-enlist, among 
them the x>ersons whoso names I have heroin sot out enlisted in my 
regiment (Third Missouri Cavalry). 

It has now been ascertained that they wore not exchanged and that 
they are now under the obligations of their paroles. They have learned 
that some of the men who thought they had been exchanged and 
therefore re enlisted have since been captured, recognized and shot. 
They have also statements that many of the men paroled at the time 
they were are now in JeA'ersoii Barracks in accordance with general 
orders. They are good and true men, do not want to leave the service 
but desire to be relieved from duty against the South until they shall 
know that they are regularly exchanged. In behalf of those men I 
ask that they shall be relieved from duty in my roglineiit and that they 
report to Jefferson Barracks till exchanged, I feel myself that their 
situation is such as demands relief. I know that in the scrvi(iO in my 
regiment they are almost daily exposed to ca|)turo, I do not wish to 
lose the men from my rogimoul, but I do want to relievo them from the 
exposure of being shot after capture on a charge of violation of parole. 
I would bo highly idoased, general, if you can make the order for their 
relief from duty in my regiment and rexiort at flofferson BarraeJcs.l

Gommissary-Oemral of Frisonere, BotroiL 
Colonel: I would respectfully state this morning that since the 
removal of prisoners of war southward a good many citizen prisoners 
have been received here from Kentucky and Yirgiuia and placed in 
the east prisons, Nos. 1 and 2, until these prisons are very much 
crowded indeed, and prison No. 3 is filling up fast with paroled pris- 
oners, the camx) outside being all taken up already. 

Among the prisoners still hero there are i)erhaps as many as 200 who 
claim to bo prisoners of war and some of them no doubt arc so had 
we the means of knowing certainly or any other evidence besides what 
comes from themselves. Oan 1 not be allowed to send 200 of such 
prisoners to Johnsoids Island? If so that number would afford us 
sulfioient relief from the crowd in those two prisons and room also 
most likely for now comers for the time being. 

If it is not designed to use the west prison, L e., No, 3, for prisoners of 
war any longer, can we not take down the walls? The lumber can bo 
used io a good advantage of the whole prison, or otherwise of oyon 
the half of it. I am anxious, colonel, for an early reply to this, for if a 
lot of twenty-five prisoners should come in to-day I would scarcely 
know wlieve to pub them.

They are 
sent here Avithout notice and without regularity and I am obliged to 
give previous notice of their delivery. It is indispensable that tliere 
should l)e some system in regard to them. 1 f they could bo <iolIect(‘d at 
Port DelaAvaro or some otlmr point and sent in considerable numbers 
it would save a great deal of trouble. I have the last week sent three 
of my aides aAvay on this business leaving mo but one to assist me. 
One of them has just returmul having delivered over tiU) to IVfr. Ould 
last evening. Mr. Ould sent me Avord that he Avished us to Send steam- 
ers for some 3,000 or 4,000 of our prisoners now in Eichinoiid and give 
him previous notice. I propose to keep the 000 or 700 rebel prisoners 
just received from Alexandria on board the steamer that brouglit them 
until some one can come hero and attend to them. There is no room 
on shore for them,

I saw 
at tlio end of X)o8t No. 5, who ia Btiiiionod at tho west oud of tho ju'isoii, a holo out 
of which I was informod BOmo j)ri8onor8 had oseaxjoil, among whom was Colonel 
Mag 0 dill, Tho holo was Just largo onough for tho ogress of a man, about four feet 
from tho outsido of tho wall. Wo wont ilionco to tlio insido of tho priBon proper to try 
and find out whoi o tho holo was started, Wo BOarcheil tho prison in what wo supposed 
to bo tho vi(5inifcy of tho holo, tho cells^ &c, ; sounded tho llag-stones and found 
nothing. We thou wont outsido tho ju’ison proper, but insido tho walls and wore 
unsncoossfiil, Eight of tho oscaxied prisonors w(‘ro after w aids recaptured. 

Dorns E. Dates, ftrat lieutenant, Thirteenth U. 8, Infantry, being 
duly sworn, deposes: 

I wa.s oilicor of tho day on or about 26th of July at tlio military prison, Thoro 
was nothing nii usual hupp on od to my kiiowloclgo during tho fust pait of tho night. 
About 12 or 1 p. ni. the Bontinol on No, 5 gave tlio alunn; called for corporal of tho 
guard, I wont around wiih tho corporal and tho Kontinol said — Ids heat is nt tho 
end of an alloy Biirroundcd by a low ibnco—lio saw two men lying outsido tho end of 
tho fent'o, JIo challenged them iiiid snapped his pioco at them ^\\m\ tlioy escaped, 
I oxaniim‘d on tho sontiiioVB post but loimd notldiig, I remained at the guard- 
house over night, and next morning at daylight fchosmitinol reported tho fact of tho 
hole [to tUo corporal] and ho to mo. I placed a sou fcinol over the liolo, but (5onlil not 
iind tlio outran CO to flio holo on tho InBido beforu I was i el loved, but kept soarchnig 
for it from daylight till guard-mount, I roportod tho fact to tho conummdor of tho 
in'iflon, Lieutenant Irvino, as soon as I could have tho rolls of tho prisoners called, 

Javan B, Irviuo, first lieutenant, Thirteen tli Inrantry, being duly 
sworn, dei)oseth: 

I was acting adjutant of tho military prison, I camo up to tho offtco on tho morn- 
ing of tho 2r)th of July about 7 a. ni. and soon after Lioutouaut tho oiheer of 

tiio day, camo in tho oiiico, I asked Imu if tilings wore all right, lie said that they 
wore bad) thatannmbor of i>risoiiora liad escaped and asked if I could toll him how 
many. I told him not until the morning I'oiiorts wore brought in. I asked liim how 
and whore thoy osoapod. lie said ho could show mo tho holo Avhoro they oaino out 
bub that was all, I wont and looked at tho holo outsido, I though t they must have 
raised a ilag-sLono in the corridor and dug under tho wall, as they had onco before 
done ill J^Iay. I examined the location nud found that it was untouched and 
remained as before. When tho rolls came in I took down tho namoa of tho ahsont, 
Tho chief of Colonel MagoHiifs squad roportod him miasing, 1 was much surpriaod 
and ordered tho ofheor of tho day to take tlio key to Colonel Mago din’s room and go 
and BOO if ho avoio there. He wont up and oaino back and reported him missing, and 
roportod that tho iiadlock to Colonol Aiagoflin^s room was uiilookod, hut was shut too 
nud scorned to ho looked, After I had gotten about twouty-oi^ht niimoa I gave thorn 
to tho ooiumanding o ill cor. Ho ordmod mo to go and try and discover tho on trance to 
tho holo. I did so and after looking at tho holo on tlio outsido I took tho range to lind 
tho ontranco. Wo wont round to tho rear of the prison whore thoro was a range of 
ovens CO vorod with ashed, with a roof si oping from front to roar, about oightoon inches 
or a foot from tlio top of tho ovou in loar. Thoro was a space of Avo or six foot in 
front of tho ovoub wlioro tho priaonorB washod thoir clothos, After looking both 
front and roar and Aiiding nothing Lion tenant GrlfAii stopped up on a bouch and 
looked up and said, ^^Hoiws tho plaoo,^^ Wo tlion got up on top tlio ovoii and found 
tho ontrance to tho excavation they had made, A hole had boon out down through 
ono ovon and tho dirt thrown on top tho two, Tho ovons had nover boon used for 
tho iirisonors. Wo oould And no ofchor trace of wbero the earth had boon placed that 
was taken out, I oxauiinod the main oxoavafcion and found that tiio diamotor was 
about oightoon inches. The commanding oAioor ordered tho ovens to ho domolishod 
and tlio trench 111 led up. Tho wall is at least twenty- Avo foot liigli and at least 
tbreo J’eot thick at bottom, Tho holo was out through this wall undorgrouud and 
tho atones carried out. 
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Pirat Liciit Justus A. Boios, TIurteontli Jiifiiiitry, b(3ni|>* duly sworu 
doi^oscd ; 

Am ill cluirgo of ]iri.soiiors of war at tho military lU'iaoii. On loiirjihi^ tluit LIuj 
priHoiiors liail oHcaptMl 1 took a lanioi'u ami 'Nvoiit tin o ugh tlio avIujIu oi Lho prison 
•svitli tho pvovoH t "marshal j cxaiiiinod tlio ooriidora, Am;. I thou wont round to tho 
oyeiia and tho ^vash-rooms in front finding no tiling, T avouL hack to wlioro tlio 
excavation had 1) con attempted onco boforo but found notliing, i luid i'rmpionily 
before examined the i>ri«on oveiia, Imt had not got uj) on top until tlie hole "Nvas ilia- 
covered by Lioutoiiaut (iridln. In the top was found one of tho police spadca, Home 
of tho old clothes they liad usod in digging and miioli Boiled, I used regularly to 
inspect for tlio police of my command. It wuh oxtromoly dark that niglit, and having 
been a good deal of iiiin was cloudy. 

First Lieutejiant Griflin, Tliirteoiitli IT. S. Tiifaufcry, being duly sworn, 
depose til : 

Tho morning after tho prioonora 080 apod 'svhoii 1 hoard how many had cHoapod I was 
astoiiiahod and asked tho oHlcors if they know bow tlu'y had gotten ouli, They Haul 
not. In Hoarehing the wash-room I saw that tho inuHonorH wore astoiiiHhod, 'fhat 
made mo thiuk I liad hit the jdaeo. I then jumped up on the wash honeh in iron L of 
tho 0 V 0 U 8 , As Roon aa 1 did that I Raw a Bpado and some old cloth oh aiul Homo ca]iH. 
I then jumped up and wont in. To get in I had to i-rawl, when I diHOOVored tho hole 
wliero they wont in. I was tho ih«t poi'Hon who discovered tho hole, They dug at 
least forty-llvo foot, to tho best of my knowledge. 

Mtij. P. Pliiit, Slxteentli lulantiy, being duly sworn, deposed: 

I'lm guard on tho morning tho prisoners escaped was about thirty-six men. The 
numbor of prisonora was about HOO or 600. I considered the guard Hulliciont as I 
know tho ooiiviots wore guarded by a much smaller force. The guard 1 liud nioun ted 
was tho samo aa that I found wJiou X a«Bumed command, with about tho samo num- 
ber of ])iisouers. Wo estimated the distanco burrowed underground was about 
sixty feet. I do not think that any assistiinco was afforded them in esoaping by 
working from tho outside. Tho work was out witli largo knives, Homo of whioli 
wore found outside the hole, 'i’licse knives wore probably taken from tho jik’hs 
kitolion. TJioy iiro not allowed to carry anything of tho kind. There wan a com- 
plete chain of Bontinols round tho iimido througlitlio main prison aiul oiio oil tlio 
outs ido, whore an attempt liad boon made to out the barH. TImh whs tlio Hontinol 
who first disoovorod the hole. It was late in tho day boforo tho ofliloorB were nblo to 
find tho ontranoo to the hole. 'J'ho prisoners hud Hovoral times hoforo attempted to 
burrow out^ and 1 had every precaution taken to proven t it. Tho whole prlnoii had 
been twice iiispoeted boforo the day tho priaonor escaped by two different ollicors, 

Private Moses Peirce, Oouipany B, Tliirteenih TJ. S* Ini'antry : 

I was on No. 5 post on tho outside of llio military priHou on tho night the iJrlHonors 
escaped. Between 10 and 12 ji. m. I lioard a noiso at the upper oml of my heat, and 
going down to sco what it was X found a lot of cows, I could not drive Ihoin off and 
tlioy stayod tlioro. This was whore tho hole was aftorwards found. Whlh^ I was on 
post hotweon 4 and 6 a. m,, about daylight I disoovorod tho hole about four foot out- 
side iny iiost. I thon callod for tlio corporal of tho guard. No one could liavo passed 
oat while I was ou post the last time. 

There being no further evidence to produce the court was thon closed, 
and after a careful and niiuuto inspection of tho preiniaes, the grounds 
and tho manner in which tho escape was' made in com]}aiiy with the 
omcers above named tho court find tho following to be tlio facts: 

Tliat ior some weelcs prior to tho oscfifio of the xudsoners of way from 
the military prison at Alton, III, a complete organization existed among 
them to escape, carried out in the most secret manner and Avitli won- 
derful doterniinatiou and fortitude. Ascending to the top of one of tho 
brick ovens, crawling through a place scarcely large enough to admit a 
man, they ilrsb cut through tlie brick archway of an oven, then through 
the masonry bed to tho dofith oX^ at least eight foot, ])lacitig the debris 
III tho vacant space round tho oven or else carrying olf tiio pieces and 
scattering and concealing them elsewhere. Thence at a distance of 
three feet under ground, with a siiaclo and knives, they burrowed in 
ground full of limostoiio rook and pebbles a distanco of ilfty feet an 
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excavation of about iiieliea diatiieter, pacldiig the removed 

eai'tii and y tones to the doptli of about two feet on top of and behind 
tlio other ovens, securely concealed from view by tlie shed tiuit rovered 
the others. They tliet» cut throng'll llie solid liinc.stono wall under 
g'round and awaiting a dark and <doudy night made their escape one 
by one. From the cxaininatiou of the localities it is easy to see how 
they should liavo cscn|)ed the notice of the sentinel near the end of 
wliose iiost they emerged from the prison yard. Tlie piaco he was prin- 
01 i>ally directed to guard was at tlio other end of his ]>ost and Insafcloii- 
tioii was principally called to that. Taking advantage of this after the 
excavation was made all else was easy, and it is only to lie wondered 
at that more did not eseaxm under the eircuinstances. " On exaniiimtioii 
of the ])hicc of confineinent of Colonel ftLagollin it was found that he 
ocenxned a I’oom uj) stairs, lieiiig sick. A sentinel was jilaced over him 
in iront, and the exit lor necessary piir])oses was guarded liy an iron 
door fastened by a iiadlocdc oiioning into the xirisoners’ corridor. It 
was evident to the court that he escaped from his cell hy the picking 
of (his ])adlock by prisoners from the outsiilo, (Jiuler these circum- 
stances the court came to the following opinion: 

Ihiat tlie cs(‘apo oi* the prisoners of war at the military ])risoii at 
Alton, 111,011 theniglitof 2 ltli of July last wasdueto dereliction of duty, 
blit to whom the court is unable to say (roin the evulenco before them, 
lllamc necessarily attaches to the ollicer of the day who when the cor- 
poral ol’ the guard was (allied did not go to the end of the post to 
oxamino further j but as tliat oil leer, I jieu tenant Bates, has lieon but 
little more tlnin a inontli in service his laxity has some iialliatioii. It 
certainly appears that the coll of Colonel j\lagollhi was insocuroly 
guarded inasmuch as the only exit from it was fastened by a padlock 
and opened into a corndor in which the prisoners had free ac(iess. 

The court does not attach any culpability to ]\Iaj. F. V\ Flint, Six- 
teenth Enfantry, as from the continued press of business upon him he 
was unalile to give his full attention to the prison and was necessarily 
obliged to rely uj)ou subordinates of short service and inexjierience.

(tEneral ; I have the honor to report tliat in x>nrsuJUico of Sxmeial 
Orders, No. 274, received from you I on the 29th day of August x>ro- 
ceeded on board the steamer Rocket at this ])laco and took charge of the 
thirty-three of war to be conducted under a Hag of truce to Mm 

enemy at Little Rock, having on board for escort Mm detail under Cap- 
tain Cavon, Eleventh Indiana, and Lieutenant Curry, Rowou^s Dattal- 
ioii of Cavalry; that tho xn’i«onors consisted of three captains, six non- 
commissioned officers and twenty-four xirivates. Ry auLhorUy of Rriga- 
dier General Steele two of tho xmisonors (privates) who were for sunieion t 
reasons adduced by themselves deemed not prisoners of war wore 
returned to the custody of the provostunarshal with instructions to 
investigate tho facts, and if found as stated to release them from 
furthov confinement. The names of these men wore Ihitsey Oarroll and 
ileiiry Rohmicr, who claimed they were deserters. With the remaining 
lirisoners amounting in equivalents to fifty-two x>rivatos wo left Holona 
at 2 p. m. on the 29th of August and iiroceedcd that afternoon and 
evening to the foot of Island No. 68, whore we anchored for the night. 

On the morning of the 30th of August wo entered White Jtiver and 
advanced without interruption the whole day and evening, anchoring 
at dark in the middle of tho river some fifteen miles below Saint 
Charles. We hero took the x^recaution to hang upon tho Hag-mast three 
white lights, one above the other, to indicate that our boat was under 
a flag of truce. 

We first touched shore at the Saint Charles Landing at 7,30 o’clock 
of the morning of the 31st of August, having passed through tho 
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obstructions placed in the stream without damage although not with- 
out some danger, AYc foixnd no persons at this point with wliom to 
communicate but the citizens of the place. Ten miles above Saint 
Charles we again landed at Crockett’s Bluff, where we found a squad 
of soldiers under coininand of a non-commissioned officer and who 
received us becomingly. At my request the officer promised to send a 
messenger to the next picket above to inform the guard of our approacli 
and our object. This picket was said to be at Atkins^ Bluff*, at which 
place we were lired upon on our return j but on approaching this point 
xve could discover no one ^asliore and proceeded without landing on to 
Oasscoe Bluff, Avhich is tweiity miles above Saint Charles. At the land- 
ing above the bluff’ wo saw a inckct, who as w^o came near ffed to the 
woods, but lauding wo induced one of llio men to approach and inform- 
ing him of the signiffcanco of the (lag wo carried induced him to scud 
a messenger to the guards above that they might also bo informed of - 
the object of our coming. But as wo approached Aberdeen, ten miles 
above Oasscoe, the piclcet consisting of some ten men again ffed in great 
terror, and it was only after a long delay wo were able to communicate 
with them, AVe again requested that some messenger might be sent on 
to inform the guards above and also that one inight bo sent to Little 
Bode. AYe were i>roniiscd by the corporal that both requests would be 
complied wi ill. AYe next reach cdOlarGudon, where wo foimd a incket who 
had ])GCn informed by a citizen Irom Belena that wo were to he expected 
and who stood their ground, A\^o met no other inckets that day but 
one vedette who saluted us as wo passed witli some of the choicest airs of 
Dixie. He was on the edge of a cauobrake with riffe in hand, and from 
Ids exposure of his person it is supposed ho at least knew the meaning of 
the white iiag. At dark wo again anchored about fffteeii miles below 
DovalPs Blulf, Avliich point we reached on September 1 at 8 a. in, 
Having made the landing we wore unable to And any soldier with 
whom to communicate, and not knowing liow long the delay might last 
and as the water in the river was falling I sent two mounted men with 
one of tlio citizens residing near the Bluff with a dispatch to ho trans- 
mitted from Brownsville by telegraph announcing our arrival and 
requesting that a car bo sent out on the railroad to carry the prisoners 
to lieadciiinrters, Fortunately (ho cars had started out for the Bluff* on 
their usual tri-weokly trip and wo wore able to got on them earlier 
than had we have had to wait for them to bo sent from Brownsville. 
Before the arrival of the cars Lieutonant-Ooloncl Giddings, of the 
Twenty-ffrst Texas Bangers, came on board, having received infor- 
mation of our arrival from the people at the Bluff as he was Inarching 
northward with his regiment at the distance of about two miles west 
of our lauding. As ho was not in command of the post I was unwill- 
ing to deliver the dispatches I carried to him although I put him in 
ohavge of the p)risonei’S as wo wore now witliiii the lines of the enemy. 
By arrangemont with Oolonol (liddings the prisoners, the colonel, 
Licntomint Ourry and myself took xxassago on the train bound for Little 
Bock, leaving the boat with the escort under the command of Captain 
Cavcii. AYe loft at 4 p. m, and arrived at Little Bock at 8 p. m., the 
distance run being fifty miles. At Hiok^s Station at my request and 
on paper furnished by me Colonel Ciddings wrote a dispatch to be sent 
to the general commanding at Little Bock by telegraph from Browns- 
ville, one mile distant, announcing our arrival and proposed coming to 
Little Bock, This dispatch was transmitted regularly and was at 
Little Bock before our arrival, as Colonel Giddiugs informed mo. 
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Arriving at Little Eoclc Colonel Giddings was unable lor a long time 
to find the general or any of liis staff oflicers. At about 10.30 x). in. I 
was called upon by Colonel Newton, tbe assistant adjutant general of 
Major-General Ilolmes, commanding the Bepartinent of the Trans- 
Mississippi, who was accompanied by one Captain Adams. I delivered 
the dispatches to Colonel Newton and was informed by him that he 
would at once lay them before the general and that I should await his 
pleasure. After 11 o’clock I was informed General Holmes would see 
mo at once and I visited that oilicer’s headquarters in coin])any with 
Lieutenant Curry and Colonel Giddings. The general opened the intor- 
viow by severely reprimanding Colonel Giddings for having allowed iis 
to come within the pickets. His manner toward me was also indicative 
of great anger and want of respect. I informed him that it was the 
want of information, intolhgcnco and attention on the part of his other 
' soldiers and oOlcers that had compelled Colonel Giddings to hringMis 
to headquarters, and that the interview was not personally more desired 
by myself than by him. I further on the outset stated to him that I 
had but three points to confer with liiin upon : 

1. In regard to two peddlers who we wore informed had been arrested 
by his forces and were held as prisoners of war and whom wo wished 
released. 

2. To procure the proper voucliers for the prisoners I had brought 
over and to obtain any imsoners of ours he might have on hand. 

3. To receive any x>ropositiou he might malco to establish a more 
convenient place to exchange prisoners in future than Little Rock 
which it was dillicult to roach. 

Tlie general, who is an old man quite hard of hearing, seemed to pay 
but little attention to the subjects presented for his consideration, and 
was pleased to enter upon a disquisition on the condiu^t of your army, 
your character and The nature of the retaliatory in 0^1 sures lie would 
adopt if your course was not changed, referring frotjiieutly to the fact 
that a number of Federal oHicers belonging to General Pope’s com- 
mand had been placed in close confinement and saying that ho would 
do the same. I took occasion several times to iiiiorrupt this unusual 
l)roceeding and plainly told him that his opinions would not bo coin- 
municatecl unless lie chose to put them in writing; that liis assertion 
of facts was untrue and his conclusions unjust particularly in regard to 
yourself, and that I would not remain there to licar any further language 
against you personally. Oolonel Giddings also interfered and informed 
the general that all the prisoners brought up by us liad spoken very 
complimentary of their treatment while in our hands. 1 regret to have 
to state that tlio major-general still did not deem it iiiibocoining in liim 
under the circumstances to continue his disquisition only omitting to 
make further references to yourself and making his remarks more gen- 
eral. Attempting to become more facetious the general commanding 
the Department of the Trans-Mississippi, 0. S. Army, asked me if 1 
thought a traitor ought to bo hung. I riqilied by asking him if he 
thought a traitor ought to bo hung. Ho said ho did not know. I tlion 
said that if ho did so think I was surprised he was employed at any- 
thing else than hanging for he was daily surrounded only by traitors. 

After some other interruptions the general approached the i)oiiits I 
had submitted. Ho promised to investigate the cases of the iioddlers 
and if found as stated to return them under the next hag. Ho said ho 
had some sixty prisoners whom ho would not send at that time and 
that there wore four olllcors of a Wisconsin regiment whom ho would 
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retain until furtlier advised as to the course intended to be pursued by 
our Government, and tliat he had no i)ropositioji to make as to a idace 
of exchange but would in future send a tlag and anuouneo any pro- 
posed exchange to bo at such point as should bo designated and that 
he wished us to do the same. He ordered Oolouel Giddings to then 
give ino the proper voucher for the prisoners received, which was 
executed in liis presence and delivered to me and has been filed at the 
lieadfiuartors of Hrigadier-Genei'al Steele. 

I told General Holmes that we demanded tlie prisoners held by him 
to bo sent by the next Hag as had been customary and so the coiisiih 
tation ended. After iny rotuvn to the hotel and after I had retired I 
was waited upon by Colonel Howton who informed mo that General 
Holmes had determined to send the pvtsonors on hand, some sixty in 
number, under our flag of truce. I told him I was glad to hear it and 
would exj)oct thorn with three days^ rations. W e were told the cars 
would be made ready for us at 4 o’clock next morning and that a dis- 
patch would be sent by General Holmes. I awaited the dispatch which 
was received. Oolouel Hewton delivered to mo but throe men, a non- 
commissioned oflicer and two privates, and had to inform me tiiat the 
other prisoners had been sent to General McBride two days before our 
arrival; that the provost-marshal had not made his return and the 
general was therefore not aware of the fact the evening before. 1 left 
Little Hock at 8 a. rn. and arrived at DevalPs Bluff at 12 ui,, accom- 
l)anied by Colonel Giddings, who expressed his regret at the manner of 
our reception. 

Leaving the BluiT at 2 p. m. of the 2d of September wo proceeded 
Avithout interruption to Atldiis^ Bluff which avc passed at 2 p. m. of 
the 3d of September. For some reason our flag was here fired upon 
Avith rifles by a band on shore, tAvo sliots fallbjg in the water 
some distance from the boat. 1 ordered my escort to load ami pre- 
X^ared for action but the enemy did not j)^oceod further, and we 
continued on our course, anchoring at night some iive miles above the 
mouth of White Itiver, and the next day (Se])tembor 4) at 7 p. m. 
reached Helena. I delivered the vouchers for the prisoners 1 had 
received from you and the prisoners brought hack by me to Brigadier- 
General Steele, to Avhom I also reported in full orally and road the dis- 
patch to him from General Holmes, Avhich avus also copied in the books 
of the adjutant’s office. 

On the 6th I left rieloim to Join you. I have to report that the men 
I received from the enemy informed mo that they had boon kept in close 
confinement during their stay at Little lioclc and fed on corn-broad and 
Avatcr twice a day, sometimes receiving boiled meat Avhicli Avas often 
too putrid to be eaten. Their vacant and longing look substantiated 
their story, and it Avas Avitli feelings of pity for them and detestation 
of their barbarous foes that I observed their cheerfulness but gradually 
restored as they breathed the fresh air and received a sufliciont allow- 
ance of food. It is beyond belief that a general avUo has such starved 
prisoners to exchange should be able to complain of our treatment of 
his men. The oflicers and men Avho accomi)anied me behaA’^ed on all 
occasions in a manner highly creditable to the service and such as I 
know impressed the enemy with a deep sense of the superiority of our 
troops over tliem solves.

Sir: The departure of General Mansiiold for Wasiiiiigtoii yesterday 
devolved the command of this i)ost upon me togotlier with the decision 
of certain questions of a somewhat embarrassing character. On the 3d 
' instant seventy-six prisoners wore brought in and now remain hero. They 
say that they wore taken prisoners by General Burnside near Boanoke 
many months since; were by him paroled and rotiirned to tlioir liomes 
where tliey have over since roinainodj that a week since they received 
notice from their oflieers at Kaleigh tliat they wore regularly exchanged 
together with an order for them to rexiair at once to Baleigh, and that 
in pnrsuaiico thereof they were going to Ealoigli unarmed though in 
uniform in the immediate vicinity of our troops witlioiit coiicealmoiit 
and as they supposed in the exercise of a right created by the oxdiaiigo. 
I am of opinion from other facts corroborating their statement that 
that statement is true, but I have no ohicial evidence that tliey over 
were prisoners or that they have ever been paroled or ex(duinged. Can 
you give mo any information on tlie subject; or if not will you please 
instruct mo as to tlm proper course to pursue?

demned aiid as a spy will safer death. Your attention is dircMitcul to the 
sentence which I have italicized in the above extract, and information 
is asked as to the truth of the statements thoroiii made; also whether 
those men termed “guerrillus^are to bex)ut todeath when made prisoners 
or treated as prisoners of war? I ask also to be informed wliethei* your 
Government approves the conduct of one Olirysop, of the Missouri 
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Stilt 0 iVlililin, ov acting' Avitli it, who lately murdered ii Oonfederaio 
S(3ldier iictiiig aa liuapital atteiulaut at Uerryville, OaiToll Ooiiiity, Ark., 
the nmrdcred man being at tbc time nnarmcd and the lioapital tlag in 
X^lain \my iibovc him. One Captain Gillespie, XT, S. Auny, commanded 
the h'ederal party at tlio time. Tnlbrmatioii is likewise asked whether 
or not your Government ai)proves the conduct of yonr Indhin auxiliaries 
who now infest the border counties of Missouri and Arkansas and the 
Cherokee country and have in many instances murdered and scalped 
aged and unarmed citizens liaving no conneetion with the Army, rav- 
ished and ill Dieted stripes upon women, burned houses and eoiiimitted 
oilier enormities. Abundant proof of the facts stated can be obtained 
if you desire,

Sir: Pursuant to your instructions 1 have the honor to make the 
following report in the case of Br. B. H, Boone, who was arrested at 
Chicago for furnisliiiig money to a prisoner of war at Camp Douglas by 
means of wliich ho bribed a sentinel and made his escape. 

Prom the report of Colonel Tucker, the commanding ofllcer of Port 
Douglas, to the Secretary of War, a copy* of which is inclosed, it 
axipoLirs that at the time Colonel Mulligan relinquished the command of 
the camp in tl uiie Doctor Boone, the head of a committee of citizens of 
Ohi(;ago, had unrestricted comimuucation with the prisoners at the 
camp and that consulcrablo sums of money wore received by tlie com- 
mittee and Doctor Boone and distribnled among tliom, principally 
through the aid of a paroled iirisonor who visited the city at his pleas- 
ure. All ol‘ this was in violation of my written instructions to Colonel 
Mulligan, and I think it must have lieen known to bo so by all who were

oiigHged in it bccjuisc inaity comx)lainls woro made in consequence of 
tlio restrictions ])laced on visitors to the camp. On the 2d of J\I[iy ] 
directed tluit under no cireuinstaiicos should prisoners bo permitted to 
receive money; ^vl^at was sent to them by their friends must be depos- 
ited with the eoinmanding oHicer who was to disburse it for tlioin. It 
is scarcely an excuse for l^octor Jlooiie that he did not know of these 
orders, ibr it was his business before lie undertook lo I’clievo the wants 
of prisoners to learn what the regulations of the camj) wore. J^ut from 
what. Im states and from what may be inferred iVom the report of Golonei 
Tucker it is probable that the restrictions which L bad placed on the 
receipt of money by prisoners were as carelessly enforced or as willfully 
neglected by Colonel Mulligan as theprohibition of vivsitors to the camp, 
and >so far Doctor Boone may be hold excusable. If the commanding 
officer of the camp was indilferoiit to the violation of its regulations 
there was little obligation on irrosponsiblo persons to observe tlicm. 

This excuse, however, tloos not cover tlie $30 which was sent to the 
prisoner Green. Colonel Tucker was tliLMi in command and the regula- 
tions wore strictly enforced, and the money could not havci’eached him 
if the rules of intercourse by letter had not been violated. TliongU the 
money was sent by Doctor Hoonc’sagent he was rosiHuisiblo for the act, 
for according to his own statement his agent only carried out his instruc- 
tions. There seems to be no reason to doubt Doctor Boone's loyalty; 
on the contrary he has displayed much zeal for tlic Union cause per- 
sonally and by sending bis son to the army, but in this act lie com- 
mitted a grave offense, most probably not designedly but through want 
of relleetioii on the conserinences. 

Under all the circumstances, especially considering the eountonanco 
given to his conduct by the course of Ooloiiol Mulligan, and ])elioving 
that Do(dor Boone did no intentional wrong 1 should rospoetl'nlly sug- 
gest that he be released.

Sir : In accordance "witli the request from your headquarters f lioroby 
certify that I have attended the prison at the Athiononin ri‘.gularly and 
almost daily sinco Novomhor 2, 1801, with tlio exception of a few weeks 
in thelast of winter and ilrst of spring when I was relieved by an nnoin- 
ployed surgeon stoiiping in tlie city in accordance with liio order of 
Doctor Lotterman, then medical director in this city, liuring the win- 
ter and spring many of tho prisoners were sick. The prevailing disor- 
ders wore measles, mumps, rheumatism, with occasional cases of typhoid 
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fever and affections of the lieart and lungs* J)uring tlio i)aBt siiiinnor 
no in'ovailing diseases have aniieted the ])risoners. A ^e^v aufiering from 
wounds and a moderate share of iniscellaneoiis sickness will compi’iso 
the amount of ailments and diseases for tlie last three months. Of late 
there is more complaining among the prisoners but as yet there is but 
little serious sickness. The sanitary coiulition of the prison is good. 
The prison room and tlic bedding have b(‘en kept comfortably clean. 
The condition of the prison might have been improved but there has 
been on the whole but little ground for comiduint. The ]>rcseiit number 
in the ]n’isou is ri^portcd to be ninety,

GeniorAl: I send back fclio five political prisoners whom you sent to 
mo with the papers relatiii^^ to them* I also send a iiicinoraiidum of 
my examination of thoin. Those men are entitled to a trial, wliich they 
cannot have hero for want of witnesses, Lieiitoiiaut-Oolonel Bmith lias 
obviously not given them a x^ersoiial examination. I am satisfied from 
the examination I have made and from separate interviews with each 
that they had nothing to do wdtli guiding the rebel forces into Wil- 
liamsburg oil Tuesday, and I am iiiolined to believe that tlie visit of the 
latter was a surprise to the inhabitants as w^ell as to our own troops. 
Clouds I Iiavo no doubt was unarmed and dismounted on tlie day of 
the light and that the servants and privates alluded to by Lioutenant- 
Ooloiiel Smith mistook some other j^erson for him. If as Williams 
states he held a commission in the militia before the evacuation of 
Yorktown ho cannot be molested on that account as there is an cxi)rc8s 
stipulation in regard to such i)crsons in the articles of agreement relat- 
ing to the exchange of prisoners. 

I have no doubt that Eev. Mr. Blaiu is a violent secessionist. He 
acknowledges his sympathies with the insurgents. J f we wore to undor- 
tako to conflne all the sympathizers with the reholliou our prisons 
would nob hold them. 1 think Doctor AVager was entirely luistalcen 
when he supposed ho saw him riding into the town with the rebels 
armed. In all cases of this kind the parties aecusod or suspected are 
entitled to a trial or an examination, and the testimony of the witnesses 
for or against them should 1)0 taken under oath.

Instead of doing this Diey organized 
and were iRoceeding to the lioadquarters of their regiment on their 
own responsibility and at their own risk and 1 think have rendered 
themselves liable to cajiture as prisoners ol‘ war. They have therefore 
been paroled by me, but thoniimbor is not large and the matter will be 
arranged by General Thomas and yourself without diniculty. 

Wo have over 100 citizens, prisoners, whom we desire to oxcliango 
with those in your possession in Eichmond and Salisbury. Nearly all 
are at Washington. Shall wo send them to you ^ You have at Itieh* 
mond the Eev. Mr. Eead and at Salisbury an old gentleman by the 
name of Eobiuson whoso release is earnestly requested by their friends. 

I send you back Miss Walters, of Norfolk, who came down by the 
last flag of truce, She was detected in conveying letters suiTOptitiously 
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from Aiken’s to Norfolk iuul wo liavo artvised her not to come ngain 
witliin our lines. 

I send you three other priaonors of war, two of whom were captured 
at Willianuslnirg on the 8tli instant in the attack made by your cavalry 
on our forces there.

To this I never murmured nor sought to recover my said horse, iftc,,, 
being aware that Major Braoht Avas oorroct iu his decision. T deny 
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that r ft’a,vo in my name as a citizen upon iny arrival here. Colonel 
IMoody was I umhu’stood in commiUKl of the post. For^ some lime 
after iny arrival no questions were asked me, and when finally I was 
called upon hy your genblemaiilj" sergeant, IVEr. Dean, i told him 
upon his asking ino tliat I was a soldier and belonged as before stated 
to you to Colonel Williams’ Kentucky regiment. 1 snu'o learn tliat the 
said regiment is denominated the Kinth |Kit'tlil Kentucky Uegimont, 
Upon Ids asking’ mo iny rank 1 jokingly responded^ ‘^lligli private 
front rank unt il you iiromote mo by finding out.^’ 1 now clioerfully ask 
pardon for eontrihuting inadvertently oven so much in confusing the 
facts in my case, and inform you that L am a captain in the 0. S. Army 
and entitled to all tlio rigiits and privileges of a prisoner of war. 

It is a fa(5t ])alent to every one in the vichuty of my former home, 
Covington, Ky., that OoL Kobort Patton (my lather) and myself joined 
the 0<>nfo(l(‘-rato Army at the breaking out of hostilities. Any prisoner 
here from that (inarter will so inform you. I liavo in my possession an 
item from the Omeiiinati Comniorcinl allowing that it is a well-known 
fact that J am a soldier; that the i)iiblio at least know who and what 
1 am. 1 reler you to the following-named gentlemen in prison l^o, 1, 
wlmm yon can swear and question eoncserning what they know of mo: 
]\rr. Ceorgo W. llromhiudc (a soldier) and Thomas L\ Taylor, also a 
soldier. I inclose two |three| statements'' which you can eoiucrbinto 
aflldavits if you ])leas(\ I rciioai* 1 am a soldier in the C, 8. Army, 
sworn into the service for the war. I \^ as caiitured by a detachment of 
a Federal regiment while engaged in the legiUmate (Inly of recruiting 
for the C, B. Army.

Colonel, the manner in whieli you addressed mo a day or so ago led 
mo to believe that you iuloudcd lo wound my feelings by your remarks, 
to wit: “ You are not recognized as a prisoner of war;’^ that I would

the authorities of the Confederate States for the delivery of prisoners. 
These prisoners, including in their number six captains and twelve 
lieuteimuts, have been delivered to tlic agent of the Coufedorato States 
ax^pointed for their exchange, with the exception of a number not 
exceeding twenty, privates, wlio escaped at Momi^liis, Tenn., through 
the gross negligouco of the guard of one of the boats while the boat 
was receiving coal. A ])ortlon of these have roimrled to the autlioritios 
at Vicksburg, Miss,, ami as they escaped while the boats wore under a 
Hag of truce they will in the same manner be credited to the (lovcriL 
moiit at Washinglon as tliongU actually delivered. ]\[()st of the 
remainder of those who thus escaped were approhoiulcd at Memphis, 
and J delay for a few dayvS forwarding the rolls in order that the cor- 
rections may be so far as possible made upon them in a conii^leto 
manner of all absent, though the loss from those who eseajied will be 
very triiling.

General: Your dag of truce accrediting Oaptain Shaw with letter 
and iiiclosures relating to an exchange of prisoners was duly enter- 
tained yesterday.

I have never refused the exchange of prisoners paroled or otherwise 
held. Inclosed llnd a copy of my general ordor,s* upon this topic and 
the orders issuing from the i)roper oiltcers of my command. 

On the contrary my action has been taken without waiting for an 
ofQoial copy of the general cartel, Avhich I have not yet received. 1 have 
indeed applied informally by a bearer of the flag of truce with Mrs. Olark 
upon the subject. 

It would bo exceedingly inconvenient and expensive to both parties 
to transport the prisoners held hero and by you for exchange to Vicks- 
burg.

General; I am in rccoijit of your eominuiih^ation of the lOtli instant. 
In reply I desire (,o state, (irst, that I do not resort to nowsxiapor stale- 
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iiients as primary authority in matters couucctetl with tlie army, but 
so tar as i^oiudextcr is coiieeriiecl 1 understaiul tlio facts to be that 
wlien arrested ho was in citizeiPs garb at a private house and within 
our lines, if so ho is by tlie laws of war a sjiy and should he treated 
accordingly. Yon direct iny attention, secondly, to ‘‘these men t(‘rnicd 
guerrillas.^’ By the Avell-settled acceptation of this term guerrillas are 
but robbers, horse thieves and assassins, inoii innocent of any honor- 
able iinpiilsos, and their acts cannot bo regarded as even the least 
excusable form of partisanship. Tliey are triable bofbre courts prop- 
erly established in time of war and it' convicted should be puiiished. 
In this light they are also regarded by many prominent men who have 
given ill their adhesion to the so-called South orii Oonlederacy. I do 
not consider thorn entitled to treatment as prisoners ot Avar. 

I do not iiiulor stand that the hos[)ital 11 ag Avas in iilain view Avhon 
the man Ohrysop as is alleged murdered an unarmed Oonfederalo sol- 
dier acting at the time as a hospital attendiintj but Avhatever the I’acts 
ill this case may bo J do not countenance robbery or murder. Permit 
me to state, hoAvever, in this connection that recently in OalhiAvay 
County, in this State, a Federal hospital train Avith the appropriate flag 
dying was tired into m the daytiino by guerrillas, one of the hospital 
attendants killed and several of the sick Avouiided. This aftair occurred 
Avithin a few miles of Jeflbrson City and the facts arc known to mo 
personally. 

The Government of the United States does not approve of such con- 
duct as you impute to our “Indian auxiliaries,” but lot it be remem- 
bered that the initiative in acts of this descriiition Avas taken by the 
Indians in the employ of Confederate authorities or at least under their 
control, Uxion the battle-lield at Pea Itidge Union prisoners of war 
were found scalped, and if necessary other enormities of a like nature 
can be cited. The old homily of the man in the glass-house I consider 
pertinent to the military authorities of the Confederate IStates, 

In conclusion alloAv me to state that Avith reference alike to your com- 
munication and its answer I Avill speak lor myself only, not being 
specially empowered to speak for the (roverinneiit. A res]iectful com- 
munication to the General-in-Chief of the armies of the ITiiiied States 
Avill no doubt bo aiiSAvered respectfully.

1 1 is reported tliafc the o(‘li(5or in <iojninaiul 
acknowledged boldre his dcatli that lie was favorable to the 8outheru 
ciuise, and (‘onsGijueiidy had not defended the iinportn-nt ])ost under his 
charge as ho (;oiild and mil'll t Inivc done. Odicers and nioii coiunir in 
the statements and make them everywhere publicly, J have not been 
able to procure a list of tlio killed and wounded, but hope to get sonie- 
tlung like a full list (o*day« The number is said to bo coini)iiraiivoly 
small* 

The abandonmeiit of JMarylaud JLeigiita and tlie sinking of the guns 
tlicre is said to liave been entirely iiii necessary. All agree tliat tlio 
position could have been held against any force that tJie enemy could 
bring against it, and tliat while in our hands they (ioiild not liiive 
crossed tho river with any considerabto foriic, IMicre are vsoine 700 to 
800 rebel prisoners in and about this city and tliey continue to be scut 
ill. What disposition will bo made of them is not known, No oflicers 
of importance are among them, A deserter — a sergeant-major of au 
Alabama regiment — came in last night, who reiiorts that the rebels 
acknowlodgo that they have been badly beaten in all tho recent engage- 
ments except at Harjicr^s Ferry, and llnd that the invading of Mary- 
land is a disastrous undertaking. They arc yet retreating as rapidly 
us xiossiblo to the Virginia side and General MoOlellaids army is in 
full xnirsuib. All that they arc (Igliting for now is to got away and 
across the river. Cannonading was hoard yesterday, hut no reports of 
lights have been received here ii|) to noon to-day* Will telegraph i’ur- 
tlier particulars as they arc received.

You will please perceive that this aiTangoinent covers all the prison- 
ers of war taken by ns who arc included in the list forwarded by you, 
There is another, however, and a larger body of luisonors taken and 
paroleil by ns whose cases have not been disposed of. I refer to the com- 
mand of Ool. Nicolas [^Miguel E.j Pino, of New Mexico troops, who were 
captured in a body at Socorro by Lieut. Ool. If. 0. McNeill and his 
command after the battle of Valverde. Colonel Paul at the interview 
before mentioned declined to exchange for these prisoners, though I am 
at a loss to conceive iiX)ou what principle, It matters not whether they 
were militia, volunteers or regulars, I presume it cannot be denied tliat 
this constituted a poriloii of your forces and wore in every sonso in the 
service of the United States. These prisoners were over 200 in number, 
and under the command of Ool. N, [Miguel E.J Pino andMaj. Jesus Maria 
Baca y Salazar, oflicers who were also taken prisoners and paroled. This 
number exceeds that of the Oonfedoratos in your hands or under your 
X)arole. But to simplify negotiations and conclude matters of exchange 
up to this time I propose to release the parole of all of our prisonei's in 
exchange for all of yours within your power or under parole. You are 
under a misax)proheusion in regard to the point of view in which sur- 
geons have been and are regarded by the armies of the Oonfedorato 
States and this army in particular. Doctor Gray was aiToutod for

Besides thox^risoiicrs enumerated in the list sent you the Kow Mexican 
militia captured by your forces at Bosque Bonita and tlioso who Avere 
properly included in the capitulation at Socorro Averc regarded as legit- 
imate x)ris oners of war, and would liave been oxohaiiged in)oii e{iual 
terins^ but I understand your letter to claim as x^fj^oncrs tAvo other 
classes: Birst, tlie Noav IMexican militia at Socorro Avlio skulked from 
the impending conlliot and after the cai)itulatiou Avas concluded and 
the danger passed came from their hiding-x>laces and gave themsevles 
up to your troops. Second, the deserters from the Now Mexican militia 
and volunteers Avho, after abandoning their x>osts and their comrades, 
sought to secure their personal safety by going into your oainx)s, sur- 
rendering their arms and taking the oath of neutrality. These men can 
only bo regarded as deserters and your proposition for a general ex- 
change without reference to numbers or to grade cannot bo entertained. 
The medical officers of your army noAv in our i)owcr Avill, as soon as 
tlieii' services Avith your wounded can bo disi)cnsed wilh, be discharged 
unconditionally. The request of Mr, Mcltae lias been anticii)ato(l and 
the private efiects of his son are in the hands of Oaptain Morris, Third 
Cavalry, for transmission to his sisters. It is not x)robablo, hoAvovor, 
that the Government of the United States Avill consent to the transfer of 
his remains to North Carolina during the present vebelliou. When 
they are removed to the East I shall recommend that they be deiiosited 
at West Point.

COLONEL! I most rospcctfiilly submit you tlio foilowinp; sliUoinont, 
wbicli r already gave you verbally : Two weeks ago a baud of 
secessionists passed the Sijringflold road seven miles south of this 
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post at niglit and were scattered by oiir pickets. At daybreak throe 
prisoners were brought ill by the iiickots and a part of a company under 
coniinand of regimental adjutant, lieutenant Kerr, as also several guns, 
liorses, Two of these ])nsoners confessed that they belonged to 
the gang and that tliey came from Arkansas with the intention to go 
to North Missouri and join Poindexter. The tlurd ijrisoner, a certain 
Williiiins, living on the lioiibidoux, claimed to he a ITnion man whom 
the r<d)els liad dragged out of the bod and forced to follow them. I 
released linn and ordered the others to be counned to the guard-house 
until sent to Holla. 

As the rebels had seveial times on previous days tired at our senti- 
nels and thctelcgrapli wire was cut on the same place wlicro the rebels 
crossed f felt much chagrined that the pickets had brought in the two 
l)ushwha(5kors, and 1 ropriinandcd lieutenant Xerr and the iion-coin- 
inissioned oflioer who commanded the pickets for not having obeyed 
my orders and yours, colonel, which were to annihUate the outlaws 
and to bring in no prisoiuu's. Lioutoiiant Kerr who mistook these iny 
expressions either for a hint or for an order to shoot the prisoners 
took tlie two prisoners out- of the guard tent and shot them* It was my 
duty to reijort this laid, but as I ten days ago had made an application to 
Jioudiiuarters for a short leave of absence on regi mental bu si ness to go 
to Saint Louis I iiil ended to report iiorsoniilly at head(piartors in Kolia 
and give the necessary oxiilaiiation at your ol'lice. 

1 disap] >iH)vo(l of the course which Lieutenant JCerr took, it having 
been illegal; but as Lieutenant Kerr is a zoulous and energetic oflicor 
and mistook the words I used I doiiT think him culpable. You are 
also aware, colonel, that jmejudices i)i’evailcd against tlio State juilitia 
and that the public press accused them for having shown too much 
Jcnieucy toward the guerrillas. Certain ])artics did not even spare the 
general commanding with such accusations and tlio Ohief iMagistrateof 
this State saw i\i> to advocate a more encrgel-ic policy. I therefore do 
not regret that tlietwo bush wluu'kors were killed, the same being noto- 
rious characters, but I acluiowlcdge that it was not the proper manner 
to execute them*

Adjutant Kerr came to ino a Jitlle w]iilo after 
dark and told nio that I was detailed to take the two prisoners, endows anil 
Jilakely (who had siibsnqncMitiy been brought in by the piekots), out and to shoot 
them. I asked him by whose 01 del, and he said Cidonol Sigeks. I asked lilni for 
•\\rifclen oi’ders and he said there Aveiij none; tlinfc (Joloiiol 8igel laid ordered liiin to 
make the detail and he bail doiailoil ino.^ I told him that I would see him at liis 
tent, and asked tlio advice of Captain i\*eavis, Lieu tenant Tlionia.saiid othois. Lieu- 
tenant Thomas said ho prolestod against killing prisoners. Captain Jh‘avis said, 
according to Ins umlei stand log of general onlers, leliels in Jlissonri might bo shot 
on the spot when fouiul in nrins, but if taken must he kept until tried l>y eourt- 
inartial and could not legally be shoe without sonleiico.

I told tlio ndjniant that I 
could not kill tliom a ml that I would not furnish the detail lie reinilrcd ol my eoin- 
pany for that pniqiose, 1 left bis tent and rotiiiiied to where I had left Captain 
Roavis and Lieutenant Thomas and told them that I was of tho opinion that the men 
would not bo shot, and thou went to niy tenb and wont to bed and to slciqi. Some 
time 111 the night I was awaken(*d hy Captain Walters in([uiring what tluit firing 
was. He said lie had his company all out and OKiioetod the piekols wore driven in, 
I told liini that I hud hoou detailed to kill two prisoners and tluvir 1 liad lofiised to 
com])ly with the ordcis, and that probably the piisoiiors liad heeu taken out by 
another detail and shot:. Captain Walters denounced the act in niimeasurinl tornm 
and said that if prisoners wore shot in such a way ho would resign in the nionung.

Anawor, About tho 2l)th of August I retuiiiod from Rolla and learned from ono 
of my rorporjils, Corporal CTOorgo, that ii gang of rebels hud pnasod up woBt* of IJiis 
poBt and that two of thorn wore prisouorH hero, one of whom hn<l given liimHoll' 
up to him and the other to tho stage driver. I know nothing lurthor of the matter 
and thought nothing of it. At about 9 p, m, woon after taps eoiitulod Mr. MoDaiiahl 
awoke me and said that tho jiii'kots hud bred five shots, I got up and dreasod and 
in tho course of tihe iioxt Rvo minutoB hoard two nioro shots ilroil and at 11m Humo 
time hoard my first sorgoant call on tho ooin])any to fall out. Afler lliis I hoard two 
more shots. I saw no movemonti of any other companies and staried to Colonel 
Sigol’rt tent. On the way I saw Lieu ton ant Ilriiwii and askod him wJmt was (he 
niattoi'. After a little hesitation ho told me that he expoelod that the prisonei^B 
wore holiig shot. While I was talking with Lieutenant Ilrown, J .rU'u I ( '101111 Tliomas 
passed mo 011 Iiib way to Colonel RigoVs lout, lie soon roturned in a. Idgh Hlate ol‘ 
oxcitemoni stating that he had gone to Colonel Sigol’s tent (o ascertain if it was 
trim that tiiose prisoncra wore hoiug shot amL l.o protest against it and (hat (kdonel 
Sigolhad ordered him to hia tent.

This will leave about 8,000 of the Har])er’s Perry xu'isouers. There 
are about 4,000 paroled prisoners in camp, making all told about 
12,000 to bo sent to Saint Paul. Oolumbus being out of tlio dire<*/t 
route, the troops will bo sent to Oamji Douglas, Chicago, where I sug- 
gest arms and other Hupidies shall be furnished. The Harper’s Feri’y 
Xirisoners have no tents or camp equijiago but liavo their siipjilies of 
clothing. The d,000 i)aroled men will be organized into C()mi)anies aiul 
regiments according to States aslar as practicable, and paroled offi< 50 rs 
assigned to them, making four regiments. General Tyler is charged 
with the organization and movemeiit of all the troops. General Wliite 
will proceed with them.

Fustead of oiVcriiig a 
reward you should detail a iminhor of small parties of twenty men, 
not over three together, furnished wjlli three or four days^ rations and 
send tluan in pursuit.

Two 
steamers will bo preferable and I desire they may be sent here. Boine 
of the men are very destitute of clothing. 'J'liose will bo retained to 
make the last shipment, as supplies of clothing are expeisted hero. 
The troops from Harper’s Ferry have arrived and arrangemonls are 
being made as rapidly ns possible for their inoveinont west. This 
movement is very distasteful to tliem and many comjdaints are made 
that it is a violation of their parole. 'I'liis view is taken by numbers 
in the hope of being permitted to roturn to their lionies, wliicli should 
not bo iiermitted. When the surrendor was made at tlarper’s h’orry 
the rebels very industriously circxilatcd among the men that the parole

SfAJon : Dapiain Burklmrdt has been directed to take back to Hunts- 
ville the following prisoners: Oluirlealving, Olmrles Tillotson and J), 8. 
Washburn. Witli regard to these men you will observe the order here- 
with inclosed which will be your warrant for the execution, and T liopo 
that tins example will have such a satisfactory oiTect that no further 
execution iii your vicinity may ho necessary. I wish the execution of 
these men to be done with due form and ceremony, and thnikingyou 
may not bo aware of the i)roper form give the following description of 
how it is to be done: 

At tlui hour fixed for the execution your whole command will be 
paraded and marched to the execution ground together with the con- 
demned and the firing party; the firing party will bo selected by lot 
from your men, six men for each iirisoiicr. The inarch to the execution 
ground is in the following order: First, a company of your command; 
second, the prisoners, with the firing party in the rear of them; third, 
the rest of your command. Having reached the ground the command 
will be formed on three sides of a s(inaro, facing inward. On the open 
side the prisoners and firing ])arty Avill be disposed as in the diagram/ 
Before going to the ground the muskets of the firing party will be 
loaded — not in the presence of the men who are to use thom—aiid of 
each six one of thorn will be loaded with a blank cartridge, the others 
with ball. This is done in order that no individual of firing party may 
know to ii certainty tlui(> his piece contained a ball. The prisoners are 
tlien blindfolded and made to kneel before the finug parties, and the 
commanding onicer gives the order, ^Hleadyl aiml fire!” Six men 
must l)e detailed as a reserve whoso duty It will bo to finish the execu- 
tion of any one of the prisoners who may not be killed by the first 
discharge. 

Instruct your firing party that they are simply discluarging their 
duty, and however disagreeable it may bo it is a duty, and they will 
show mercy to the iirisonors by aiming true at the heart that the first 
lire may kill them. J hope, mtyor, that this solemn execution of a son- 
leiice and vindication of violated law may be properly conducted, and 
that both yourself and your men will do their duty faithfully however 
unpleasant it may be. 

After the execution tlio whole command is marched by tlie dead 
bodies and they are then taken up and decently iiitorred.

1. Wliat course shall bo pursued with respect to persons AAdio have 
been in the late rakls but avIio liave voluntarily surrendered themselves^ 
If these persons liave merely absented tliemsch'^es from homo under a 
miseoju^opiion of the force ol’ the orders issued by Oeneral Bchoilold J 
Avoiild unhesitatingly advise their being released on parole and hoiuL 
After eonsuhatioii Avith (ioneral Scholield and with his coiieniTonco 
I have suhslituLed a parole of lumor for the oath heretofore imposed. 
I am glad to learn tliat your vicAvs on this subject eommr with my own. 
If these men have perpetrated any outrages as guerrillas T fear that 
such lenity Avill bo inadvisable, 

3. What shall bo dono Avitli tlioHO Avho have taken the oath and given 
bond and have taken part in the laie raids? Bverything depends uiion 
the degree of their participation. If they have really taken such ])art 
iu them as to violate their oaths— if they liave been actively engaged as 
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guori illas — ^1 am afraid they inust go boforo a iniliirary conimiswion. 
This would he thdr souteiieo if captured, if indeed Uioy were not more 
summarily dealt with. A diilcrence of course must be made with respect 
to those at largo, ^ot being in our power they are in a condition to make 
terms, ilut wluit tonns can bind inou who have already broken faith 3 
I cannot do hetlcr than leave to you the discretion which must be lodged 
somewliero, and nowhere nioro ijroperly thiiii in the hands of the otlicers 
receiving the submission of such prisoners. 

As to those who claim to bo regularly enlisted in the Oonfedorate 
service, if they join willi giicrnllas they confound themselves with them, 
i^o oflicer or soldier of that service has any business witliiu onr lines 
unless at the head of an organized force, and if taken they cannot be 
distinguished from those in whoso company iluiy arc found. 

4. As to ]>risoncrs taken by you if tliey aro in any proper sense 
prisoners of war— that is if they holoiig by anyjUvSt title to the rogulnrly 
organized forces of the Sontliern Otmfederacy — they must be sent to 
this point iiiulor guard for exchange, or paroled to report here. On 
{ill those points nothing can supersede your own discretion and Judg- 
ment. This contest is without precedent. Wo are not dealing with 
enemies whom wo never expect to ho associated Avith as fellow- citizens. 
Oil the contrary Avo hope to reclaim as good subjects of the national 
authority by far the greater part of those now engaged iu disturbing 
our tranquillity. Whatever Avill conduce to this reclaiming is sound 
policy. Wo must not allow incorrigible offemlers new opportunibios of 
mischief. Wo must 310b make the broken pledges of oifonders a mere 
scare-croAV. This course will sinpily encourage others bo folloAv their 
example. Hut not only those who Inm^ left home iulciiding to engage 
ill practices which are punishable with death, bub who Inive Hto])])ed 
short of accomplishing tiieir designs, but those Avho after associating 
themselves with guerrillas desire to abandon that connection and sub- 
mit themselves to the clemency of the Government should J think be 
encouraged to look for mild Ireabment unless some atrocity forbidding 
such indulgence can bo laid bo their charge.

Colonel 
Marshall, First Illinois Cavalry, was miisiorcd out ol'servii^e [ think in 
conscfjnence of some mntinoerH, said to have been paroled la^xingtou 
prisoners, who tliou in the field doidincd to niareli further and were 
mustored out of service by Ccneral llal)(M?kM order about the IHili of 
July last.

Bill: Wo the undersigned, members of the Tliirleentb llcgimoiit 
Missouri A^olmiteers (now Twenty-fifth iMissoiiri Volunti'Prs), taken 
inisoners at the Huirendcr of Lexington, Mo., by General Price on the 
iiUtli day of Beptember, 18(11, and now held at Heiitou Davracks as 
prisoners, do respectfully forward this a correct statement of 
facts of our case to you, hoping that you will (ak(3 our case in haiicl 
endeavor to have justice done xis. We wisli our condition to bo fully 
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iTiidevstood at liead o(‘ tlio dopartinont, and rroin tlioro and there only do 
we ex])Gct to receive justice. Our ofihiors try to thwart every aitcnipt 
or ours to have our situation 1‘iilly nn dors loo d by ]ii|j;'her autlioritios. 
At yiiiloh, alter tlie battle, when wo learned tlie treatment that pris* 
oners from our roj^irneiit received at the luinds ot* the enemy wliilo 
trying to ascortaiii to a certainty whether we really had been oxchaiig(‘d 
as represcnled or not wo w(iro charged with mutiny and threatened 
with being tried as mutiiioers. Such was llu^ treatment wo roceivod 
from our oflicors. The following is a correct statement of the facts of 
our case: 

We were taken indsoiiers on the UOth of September, 1801, by J Jrigadier- 
(lencral Ih’ice, coniinanding the rebel forces, and were veloascd on the 
22d of September. We were rolousod on condition that we would 
abide by the following oath: 

You (h) woloinnly Hwoar in pioHonoo of Almighty God that you ^vill iiov('i' tako up 
arms again agaiaat tlio Btaito ol' JVEisaouri or (Ji)ii((uloralo Htutrs of Amoriiai, or aid or 
assist tho l^odornl Govorjimoiit iu tlio prosooutlon of tbo prosoiit wuv, niidor Lho 
ponnlty of doiiGi if again takon: So luOp you God, 

Thiit is tho oath wo took verbatim. Wo signed no parole and wore 
not x)ar()led to be exijUauged (as our oiluiors have ro])reH(m(ed). Wo 
then went to our homes. Shortly afterwards our odlcors wore l eloascd 
and came to Saint Joseph (where tho regiment was organized), and 
ordered us all to report tlunc to be jinid off ami discharged, On tho 
2Ctli of October, 1801, we were mustered out of service by liieuleiiant 
liobinott, U. S. Army, nuislering olllcer, and received our discharges. 
Tho officers and somo enlisted men who were not at Lexington wore 
notnuisLored out. Tlie colonel (15. Peabody) thou received orders to 
recruit another regiment to the maximum number, to bo known as tlio 
Twenty-llftli ATissouri Volunteers. Shortly afterwards ho issued an 
order for all who had been mustered out to ropoi’t to him immediately 
for service, stating that tho order for musteriiig us out had been 
revoked, and that according to an agreement between (leiicrals Frd' 
mont and Price we we,ro riigularly exchanged and oiitiroly released 
from our oath, and all wlio did nob rejK)rt to him immediately would bo 
considered and treated as desmders. Supposing such was tho case, 
under that order we returned to his regiinoni. Some wei’o forced Inujk 
at tho point of tho bayonet. While lioro last Mariili a few paiiors pur- 
porting to be exchange i)a])er8 werii disiribuied iu the regiment. Wo 
left hero last March and went to Pittsburg Landing, 'roun. At the 
battle of Shiloh a number of our regiment were captured l)y tho 
ononiy. Some were recognized as having been ])r(wious]y takon at 
Ijoxington and wore lu^avily iromal and siuitcnced to be executed. 
The others wer(\ releasiul on parole, il was asctirlainod to a certainty 
tliat a nmn named Hawkins was shot for violating his oal.li takim at 
Lexington. A rebed general told those wlio wori^ redeased to tell their 
ofllcors that all wlio wore taken at Lexington and again taken should 
suffer tho same fate. Orderly Hm^geant bendorson, of Oompany T, wlio 
had one of those exohangi^ liapiws with him, was wounded on the 
morning of tlie dtli of April and loft- in camp, wln<ih tho rebels after- 
wards took possession of. On Tuesday, the 8th, when wc again toolc 
possession of our camp, lie was Jbund dmid with liis head crushed and 
his exchange paper piiinod on his coat. Hoveral more suffered llio 
same fate, which goes to show Unit those oxcliangcs are of no benellfc 
and are not recognized. ^J'lio reliels say that tliat oath cannot be 
exchanged, and they will recognize no exchange of iium who wore 
taken at Lexington, Mo. Hence uji (ixcliangc would avail nothing. 
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Wo tooli stops a few months ago to ascertain to a certainty whothor wo 
had really been oxchaiiged ornot. We made onr case known to the 
com in and in g general at Corinth, The case was investigated and a 
large number of our regiuiout had not been exchanged as luul been 
represented to us by our oiricers, and had lieen and were stdl serving 
ill the field in the face of the enemy in direct violation of our oath. 
Wo were iininediately ordered by (rcneral Grant to roiiort to Denton 
Barracks, as wo suijjmsed to be again discharged. We arrived here 
on tlie 4tli of August. 

Hoping you will interest yourself in our behalf and give our case a

District and now commissioner of prisoners at Richmond, wilo seems 
lobe seeking according lo their account to render Ins ingratitude to 
the (ioveniniont that so long fostered him as consjiicaous as possible 
by Ills cruelty to those whom he know here.

General: Your comnmnicatioii o(* September 6, addressed to Maj. 
Geii. Earl Dorn, commanding, &c., has been referred to me as the 
oflicer controlling the exchange of prisoners in this department. I shall 
be pleased to enter upon the exchange of all prisoners held at this time 
by either party niuler the terms of the cartel concluded bot^yeon Gen- 
erals J)ix and tlill, dated the IBtli of August, 18G2 (a eopy'^ of which I 
have the honor herewith to inclose), at any moment indicated by your- 
self. The exchange will embrace all ofticers or men held by either xnu‘ty. 
I have but few officers or meu to present for exchange or parole at this 
place, llj practice since assuming command has been to send oif to 
Yicksburg all prisoners of war immediately on their arrival. OlYiccrs 
and men were registered under the general exchange now taking idace 
at Yicksburg and sent forward with the delay of only a few hours. 
I have some two or three field officers (their rauk not reported) taken 
at the battle of luka a few days since. So soon as they arrive I will 
send them !North on parole. I deem this course only proper in view of 
crowded state of our depots and a desire to relieve officers thus situated 
from their embarrassed position. 

I would call your attention xiarticularly to the case of Brigadier- 
General (jlark, 0. S. Army, who is now a prisoner (wounded) in your 
hands. So soon as he is able to be moved I desire that ho be sent to 
Baton Poiige. 

I would also call your attention to the prisoners taken at Forts Saint 
Pliilii> and »Tackson. The Gonfederate States Government under the 
cartel arranged by Generals Dix and Hill claim the right to demand that 
all those who surrendered at the forts abo^ e named shall be delivered. 
The terms of the cartel are so well arranged tliat but little delay or 
embarrassment need take place in the exchange of prisoners where 
both parties are T am sure anxious to ameliorate the condition of those 
who find themselves thus situated* 

In answer to your inquiries as to the number of the rank of captain 
and under T shall have for oxcliange at this place I can only say that 
with an excess of over 25,006 or 30,000 prisoners oinbraciiig several 
general officers we shall have no difficulty in arranging for those under 
your immediate charge. 

The delivery of the largest portion of the Federal prisoners has lieoii 
at a point near Ttichmond, and I presume that none others than those 
captured at Munfordville, Ky., on the 14lli instant, and Cave City, 
numbering 6,000 and 1,800 respectively will bo subject to delivery at 
Yicksburg. It is probable that these prisoners may have been paroled 
at the point of capture. 

With regard to the place of exchange I respectfully name Baton 
Poiige as the point* I could not consent to the place named by yoLir> 
self— Yicksburg— inasmuch as 1 deem it incompatible with the inter- 
ests of my Government, Baton Roiigo ofi:er.s greater facilities to your 
delivery of prisoners, and though inconvenient to myself I cheerfully 
waive this point. 

In case J .should have sent forward all the prisoners coming into iny 
possession I will receipt for all you deliver and forward duplicate to 
Eichmond, where all exchanges are ratified by the chief commissioners.

Sir: I have just received your two letters’^ of September 31= and 20 
at the hands of Captain Chew, of your atalb Of course, being aiinidy 
the comunmder of the U. S. forces here, I have no official kiiowlcdgo 
of anything that ti'anspired on White River last sninmer. I will refer 
that letter to General Curtis, now in Saint Louis. Nor have 1 any 
knowledge of the affiiir of Samuel Berry, a citizen of Orittendeu 
County, nor do I believe one word of it. Certainly the men of ray 
command never do such acts as you describe. As to Lieutenant Tollo- 
son, he was in the Irvin Block here, but escaped last week through tlie 
negligence of the guard. Had he remained he would have been tried, 
and if convicicd of murder his sentence after approval by the President 
of the IJiiited States would sxirely have been executed. So jealous is 
our Govei nment of life that no general of whatever rank can inlliet 
the piinishnieiit of death except by sentence of a general court-martial, 
and that must be approved by the President of the United States. You 
know the laws of Congress as well as I do. 

Now whether the guerrillas or partisan rangers without uniform, 
without organization except on paper, wandering about the country

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friend nnd foo^ iiriiift' on unanned boats iilled willi woiiiou 
iiiid obildron and on small parties ot soldiers, ahvay.s from ainbiisli or 
wliero limy have every advantage, are entitl(‘d to tbo jn’oteciion and 
;nnonitic‘s of civilized warfare is a (jucstiou which I think you would 
settle very ([uickly in the abstract. In practice we will luomptly 
acknowledge the well-established rights of war to x)arties in iinirorm, 
l)nt many gentlemen of tlio fcloidh have besecched me to protect llie 
l)eople against tlieacts and ineviiabloresiilt of this war ofuimniformed 
bands who when dis])ersed mingle with the peojile and draw on them 
the <5onso((nences of their individual acts. You know full well that it 
is lo tlie interest of the ))eo])le of the Boiith that wo should not dis- 
lierseour (roops as giieiTillas, but at that game yonr gnemllas would 
in(‘et their eiiuals and the world would bo shocked liy iho acts of atrocity 
r(»sul(;ing from such warfare. M'e endeavor lo act in largo masses, 
and must insist that the iroo])S of the (lunledcnicy who claim the 
l)ccnliai' rights of belligerents should be known by tluar dress, so as 
to b<^ distinguished from the inhabitants. I refer you lo the proclama- 
tion of yonr [10.| Kirby Smith in Kentucky on this very ])oint. 

I will refer your letters to General Ourlis, at Saint Louis, with whom 
i beg you will liercafter confer on all matters under a Hag of truce, 
lie commands our forces west of the Mississipjii, and T am not awar<^ 
as yet that any ipiestion has arisen under iny command at ^Memphis 
that coiicoriis your command. The idea of your comments on the fail- 
ure of “your elVorts to induce our army to conform to l,lio usages of 
civilized warfare’^ excites a smile. Indeed, you should not iiululgo in 
such language in ofticial letters.

With ])ut 
I'cw exeeptions odicorH abandoned the men and led. them to shift for 
thoinsolves. The conse((Ucnees ean he easily iiua^iiuut. The soldiers 
bocomo lousy, ruji^god, <lespairinp'’ and totally deinorali^/cHl. In addi- 
tion to tliat it soonis each man beeanu^ ixissessed with an idixi tliat 
beeaiiso lie was paroled lie was until o\cha.ii/^ed (‘xeinpt from duty of 
any kind, even from the most ordinary eani]) duly, A lar^e nuinher 
in fact hold paroles which Llioy have sworn to, obligating lluun not to 
go into camp or take arms for any puriiose in behalf of tlu^ I J idled 
states, and not imu'oly as against the Confcdcrato HUit(‘s but as 
against any power or authority* 

When i announced iny iiurposo in camp that I was to orgaui^^o them 
for service against the 'Northwostcrii Indians a veiy few reiteivod it 
with favor* Nearly the whole body protested, Ms])Ocially was this 
the case with the lilastcrn troo])s. Every objector iiitremdied liimsolf 
behind his parole. If 1 had liad a reliable regiment at hand to cm force 
my orders a guard would have boon instantly thrown around Iho camp 
and every protestant arrested. Aly authority should have been roeog- 
iiized at all hazards, hut no such regiment was present. hh)r<!e was 
out of (piestion, I endeavored to reason with the men, but when my 
back was turned they jeered and groaned at mo. 1 promised them tlioir 
pay and a complete uniform without (dmrge. The clothing part of my 
promise T presumed to make tlnmi under (Toncral Orders, No. 85, War 
Ilepartmont, &o. They would helicvo iiotluiig 1 said. Tlie inoLive of 
all this was easily underRlood, viz, a disinclination to longer servieo. 

Finding it was impossible to force or coax Mie men into organization 
I then concluded to leave tlie irnitter to time and adoplixi tlie plan of 
organizing one regiment after anolhor, first giving it out distincdrly that 
no one should receive pay or clothing until lie hud (MuoIIihI himself in 
a coin])any under designated onie(3rs. When a company was lull the 
captain was to march it to the state-house to be paid ’idV and wlum 
paid off conduct it to Cam]) Thomas, a now camp <»s(ahlisli<ul with 
the hope that by sox)arating the willing from the iiiiwilliiig a better 
state of feeling might be brought about. Yon will see that in i-liis way 
T thought to use the ideas of pay and (dothing as incentives to a return 
to duty. Ny this method (ximpany after company has lieen marched 
from Oamp Ohase, ])aid oif, then marched to Camp Thomas, wIkm'C each 
one wasxn'omptly furnislied its complement of tents with all neiuissary 
siipxdies. A regiment on li tied Ihe First llegimcnt Paroled Prisoners, 
commanded by LieuUmant-t 'Oloncl Nelf, a really iieeomjilisbed onUsoi', 
has been sifted from the mutinous soldiery of the old camp, ('olonel 
McMilloii, of the Ninety-llftli Ohio Volunteers, captured ami parohxlat 
liichmond, Ky,, lias been ordered to organize the Hoeoiul Uegiment 
Paroled Ih'isonors, and he is now at work. Hut what will sueh rogi- 
nieiits be worth? Of what ])rollb will they be? Ijet the morning report 
I have already ((noted ansvMiv. Tlio great body of my lirst regiment 
has deserted. The oincer of the guaril at Oump Thomas iu making the 
rounds this morning found thre(3 inuskels agnimst a tve(i— tli(3 senliiiels 
had gone to parts unknown. What a commentary I < lolonel M c'-M illeii 
is dire(do(l to constitute his regiment as far as possible from the parohjil 
Ohioans, and as ho has between 000 and 700 of his original n^giimmt 
within reacih /most of thorn had gone home without permission), 1 have 
some hope of iiis succeeding better. Hut with that exemption 1 think 
it my duty to inform the Setu'etary that all attenlion, money, clothing, 
iSjc., toiiislied the great body of prisoners now here is idly (3x|)en(l(Mh 
(As if to enforce my argument an incident 1ms this minute transpire'd, 
A company of the First Itogimoiit, Just paid off, was being imirehed to 
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tlio now camp. Suddenly limy iiled into a cross street. The ollicers 
endeavored to stop tlicin but without success. A company of‘tlie pro- 
vost'g'iiard was sent jitter tliem Mdth direc^lions to capture or shout 
Irlnnn.

This can be 
done now without injury to the public service, and in my opinion the 
good faitii of tlio Government requires that it should be done. To 
that end T recommend that they bo required to report at Indianapolis 
instead of Gamp Ghaso and that autliority bo given mo to furlough 
them for a time not exceeding twenty days unless sooner exchungod,

Sir: I have examined again carefully the cartel for the exchange of 
prisoners of war. I base my action in releasing certain prisoners from 
tbeir parole on the reading of the fifth article: 

Each party upon the digcliargG of i)risonor8 of tho otlior party is authorized to 
disfiliargo an equal nuinbor of their own ofTloora or men from furnishing at 

the sauio time to tho other partjr a list of Ihoir prisoners disoliargod and of tuoir 
own oillcors and men rollovod from parole, onahiing each party to roliovo from 
parole such of thoir own officers and men ns tho party may choose. The lists thus 
mutually furnished will keep both parties advised of the true condition of tho 
exchange of prisoners. 

There may be some donbt as to what is meant by the phrase “the 
lines” as used in the cartel. Tliere is perhaps euough in tho fourth 
aud seyeutli articles to assume that it means a particular pl^e to be 
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(lotorniineci by mutual ag'roomont b(itwftoii tlie pai'tios where x)risorier8 
11 , r« id l)u doh vorod for parole or oxolmiigo. Ton evidently did not place 
tlial, interpretation on it in Konding the Munfordville prisoners to my 
eani]) at Gave Oity and 1 did not choose to insist on that interpretation 
myself. The prisoners jtaroled by mo near Green liivcr were loft ou 
yonr lineof coinmimication attflasgow. They could with aslittlo incon- 
venioneo to iiio and far more (o yon have lieon sent to your camp at 
Mniil'ordville, 

'J'o repeat i understand tlio ohjoct ol’ the cartel to be to establish an 
invariable system for the oxcbaiigo of prisoners of war by wliich the 
delay, ineonvonionco ami nneortaiiity of special negotiation may be 
avoided, and 1 think the plain iuLcrprotation of it is that each party 
may wiibont any consultation whatever release any one or all of its 
paroled prisoners wbonovor it roturus to the other party an erpiivalcnt 
of tlio prisonors of that party. (See the fifth section of the carti'l.) 
The place for the dolivory of prisonors would seem to be .subject to 
sjiociiil agreoniout but nothing else. The appointment of agents has 
in view merely convenienco in keeping tho lists and conducting the 
correspondence in regard to paroles and exchanges. 

1 am pained and inortillod that you ahould have occasion to complain 
of the eonduet of my troops toward any priaoner.s, sick or well, that 
may have fallen ink) their hands. I sliall at all times condemn such 
eonduet ami inuiish it when tho oeoasion rc<inires. But it has scomod 
to me that the hardships which the prisoners of either party suffer in 
most ciiao.s rest too much ou unfair statomoiits, or result too much 
from tho force of cireiiinatancos, or at the worst from inadvertence on 
i.be part of tlio party aoensed, to bo made tho ground of harsh demiu- 
ciation between the unthoritics ou either side.

Such negroes should be delivered 
back, 1 do not believe Colonel Oakley was privy to th<3 escape of such 
negroes, and a dilUciilty may and doubtless will arise in restoring them 
with which 1 have nothing to do. You do not give the names of the 
negroes, their descrii)tioii or even the boat on wliich tiiey oscjaped. 
Without this inronnatiou I doubt if the commanding onicer at (Jairo 
would be able oven to trace the negroes, and by tlio time he gets the 
information they will surely be far away, but 1 think it well lo cstnblish 
tlio ])()int to make officers more careful who are intrusted with the deli- 
cate powers of a Ilag of truce.

I Iiave to say as follows: Ihie (iovernment can still a (ford to bo merci- 
ful to these men, and while they have been thoroughly convinced that 
we do not I'oar them and do not intend to trille witli them yet if they 
will come and in good faith deliver tliemselvos u]) as prisoners their 
lives will be spared. This includes all those who have violated their 
oath as well as others. The disturbed condition of the country and 
the exivstoiico of these wandering bands do and will prevent any more 
favorable terms to these men, and no more favorable terms will be 
oiVered them until they put themselves in the right attitude by laying 
down their arms and delivering theinselvos up. Tiioy have seen tluiL 
it is impossible for them to cross the river; their leaders have boon cap- 
tured, killed or deserted tliein, seeking tlieir own safety while Micir 
dupes are left to take care of themselves, and that these men have con- 
stantly lied to them. Have they not had enough of the deceit and 
Bolfislincas of those cowardly meii who have misled them'^ Lot them 
come in and their lives will bo spared, or lot them stay whore they are 
and tlioy will be shot wherever found. Wo have never yet broken 
faith with them; their leaders have never told them the truth; lot llieni 
believe who they choose and their blood be on their own head.

Sir: 1 have tlio honor to report that affidavits and staieinents in 
writing luive been submitted to this ofllco disclosing the following facts: 
First, that the rebel prisoners at Johnson’s Island, Ohio, before their 
exchange obtained 500 new suits (coats and pants) made of gray drilh 
ing goods, cut in military stylo and trimmed with military trimmings. 
These new suits were obtained in Sandusky, New iTork, Pliihidelphia, 
Baltimore and Columbus, and ])at terns of those rebel military suits 
wore sent from tlie island to the manufacturers and letters passed 
Ihrougli the post oilicjo between the prisoners and manufacturers in 
relation to tlio {clothing. Second, that when the baggage ot the rebel 
])risouers had loft the island it was not oxamiiied by tlie ofllcers com- 
manding and large (inantitios of Govoriimont in'operiy were taken 
away by the prisoners from the island. Third, that after the baggage 
had started South on the railroad it was overtaken and overhauled and 
one car-load of Government property found and seized, consisting of 
blankets, shoos, &o., with the Governmeui. marks tlierGou,bnt the now 
military uniforms were not taken. It is respectfully submitted that 
such actions and doings and fraudulent practices could not have tran- 
spired on Johnson’s island without the knowledge and consent of fho 
Federal onicersin charge thereof, and that if said ofQcorsluul knowl- 
edge of and gave assent thereto then they are unwortliy of govern- 
mental employment and conlidence. I thorofore recommend a tliorough 
investigation.

Sir: 1 liavc the honor to present for your consideration the four- 
teenth section, act of March 30, 18i<l (Volume 3, page IM, U. S. Stat- 
utes), the only one providing for prisoners of war ea])turod from the 
Army by an enemy, with such remarks upon the subject-matter tliereof 
as I have felt it my duty to make, important and pressing claims on 
the aitt<3ntiou of this oHico have prevented an earlier discharge of this 
duty, 'Pho words of the law are: 

'Dial ovory non-aoiunilflHioiiud ofil(jor aiul private of the Army^ or olhoer, noii-com- 
niiHsionod onleor and private of any militia or vohnitoor ot)V])H in tlio mn'vico of the 
United Btateo ^vlio has boon or may bo imp tn red by tlio enemy »hall lie entitled to 
^rccoivo during hie captivity, no twith eland ing the expiration of hie term of eorvieo, 
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tlio Btiiiio pay, siibaistonco and allowanco to which ho may ho outiUod wliilfii iu tlio 
actual florvi 00 of the Unitod Statoa; Promdaly That nothing lioroln contuiiiod flliall 
ho coiia trued to ontillo any prisoner of war of tlio militia to tho pay and oomponba- 
tion herein provided after tho date of his parole other than tho traveling expouaca 
allowed hy law. 

Under the twelfth section, act of April 24, 1810, ofdcors arc allowed 
pay for servants and forage for horses actually kept in service,” and 
by the first section, act of July 17, 1802, that condition as to forage 
for horses is defined thus: “Actually keiit by thoin when and at the 
place whore tliey are on duty,” and to tho facts oflioers are required to 
certify, as in form 3, page 359, Army Itogulations. Several decisions 
of AttoriioyS'General virtually tifllrin tliat the service named must bo 
public service by declaring as a well-settled legal principle that the 
“l)ay is fixed of course by law and intended for service.” (AtiornoyS' 
General Decisions, Yoliime 1, pages 528 and 547 ; Volume 2, pages 228 
and 038.) Comptroller A. K. Parris nearly twenty years since decided 
that this service was designed to mean the public service. He also 
decided in 1819 that cavalry troops wore not entitled to pay for the 
use and risk of horses which they were not permitted to retain wliilo 
in cai)tivity, although by section 9, act of May 13, 1840 {Volume 9, 
page 9, U. B, Statutes), they wore entitled to it i(' having horses whllo 
in actual service. 

It would thus appear that under acts of March 30, 1814, and April 
2d, 1810, non-commissioned officers and privates of the Army, officers, 
non-commissioned officers, and i)rivates of voluntcors and militia wore 
entitled to pay and allowances while in captivity, upon tho same condi- 
tions which regulated them whilst iu actual service, provided that 
militia could receive only traveling expenses after parole. By analogy 
between the sea and land service another limitation to the coiitinuanco 
of i)ay might perhaps, without injustice, be added, vix, that by tho 
decision of a court-martial or otherwise captives shall appear to liave 
done tlioir utmost to prevent defeat and capture as sot forth in section 
4, act of April 25, 1800 (Volume 2, page 62, U. S. Statutes). This pro- 
vision iu the navy law involves the presumption that certainty of con- 
tinued pay while in captivity miglit possibly act as a bounty on cow- 
ardice and treachery, or at least that the conditioning of pay upon 
bravery might have its proper effect upon timidity. By General Orders, 
Ho. 9, current series, iiaragrapli 2 — 

Tho Soorotary of War di roots tliat o/lflcorfl and Holdioi'H of tho Thiitod Staios wlio 
aro or may bo prison ora of war ah all during tlioir impriBonmoiit ho consider od ontltlod 
to and rocoivo tbo samo pay as if thoy wove doing aofcivo duty. 

The similarity of phraseology in this order with that employed in tlio 
act of March 30, 1814, furnishes no evidoiico that it is intended to be 
construed otherwise than as subordinate to tho explanatory iirinciplcs 
embraced in the several decisions of tho Oomptroller, those of Attorneys- 
Geiieral, and the positive language of the first section, act of July J 7, 
1862, as hereinbefore referred to. A construction against which this 
ofilco has coat ended, but the reverse of that which was unavoidable 
uiulor these decisions and laws has, however, been widely given to tho 
words “actually kept in service,” and under that gloss tho practice of 
charging and receiving pay for all tho servants and horses allowed to 
bo kept in service by existing regulations, irrospeotive of the number 
actually employed “at the time when and at the place where they are 
on duty” is believed to have generally obtained among olllcors of tlio 
Army. 

In view of my official duty in the supervision of paymasters’ aecoimfcs 
I most respectfully ask for advisomoiit as to the intent and moaning of 
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tbo sQconcl paragraph of General Orders, No. 9, above quoted, as well 
in respect to tlie classes of prisoners (wlietlier regular, volunteers or 
militia), paroled or otherwise, to which it is intended to apply as to the 
oinolunionis definitely to bo allowed, and also the conditions if any 
upon which such allowances should be paid. The Fourteenth Article 
of War condeniiis to dismissal from the service an ofilcer who shall 
sign a false cortidcate relating to i)ay. CTiidcr the conviction that ofTn 
cers and soldiers who are or may ho prisoners of war’^ aroiiotper- 
initied to rolain during captivity either servants or horses it is most re- 
spectfully submitted for the earnest consideration of tlie Secretary ot 
War whether allowing onieers to sign i>ay certificates, including charges 
oi’ forage for horses and Avages for servants known not to have been k(‘pb 
at the time and x^hico of their imprisonment, in order to obtain all the 
allowances in addition to ])ay and rations, is not in contravention to the 
X)olioy and intent of the law, and further if the present ho not a saihihle 
occasion to attempt a return to the letter and spirit of the law in tins 
respect.

The officer in charge will be instructed to receive on board such pris- 
oners as you may have to return. A duplicate list will be sent with the 
prisoners forwarded and I respectfully ask the same on your part. 

I desire to call your special attention and ask return of the })risonors 
of Eighth Eegimeut Vermont Volunteers captured by General Taylor. 
Of course under my communication in this exchange no threat of Gen- 
eral Taylor toward them will be carried out.

for their men. Now the insiaiii the train stops tlie men rush out for 
these necessary purposes, as they claim, and any man wisluiig to desert

the train as ho must ^Lnake his schedule.’^ 

Another matter; The railroad companies fill a freight train with 
liorsos or cattle and run it at as good speed as tlioy run on troop trains, 
from Ohicago to Baltimore, and charge $108, and they 1111 tlio same 
train Avitli forty soldiers, xRitting tomxiorarily some rough, uaxdanod 
])lanks for the men to sit on, and transx)ort it ou the same road and at 
the same si)cod, and charge for it $082,80. Although I liavo for the 
last tliiriy years been cmx)loyed in thomauagoinont of railroads and at 
this moinciii have investments in them, X am bound to say tliatthc 
X)ricG i)aid for the service rendered is the most outrageous I liavo over 
known. Let these railroad gentloinoii attempt to i)ut emigrants whom 
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tliey transport for about 1 cent per mile into sucli cars as they put 
troops in and charge 2 cents [andl they would not get a single pasaoii- 
ger. The 2 cents per mile for sohliers transported (and baggage extra 
at that) Avas established as a fair price when regular passenger ears and 
passenger speed Avere used. This looked fair, hut the railroad company 
had no ability to render tlie serAUce as they proposed, and therefore 
substituted freight cars and reduced speed and still pocketed tlie 2 
cents per mile as I understaiub 

I submit the foregoing as a matter of duty, not of interest, and as 
there are many competent railroad men in the army it appears to mo 
the Govern meat Avould gain largely by liaAung these railroad matters 
loolicd into. From present appearances the Gov(‘rninGnt for some time 
to come lias largely increased bodies of men to move and I knoAV a ATiy 
largo saving could bo made without doing the least injustice to railroad 
companies.

Brig, Gen. L, Thomas, AdjiUant-Oenci^ah 
General: Tour dispatch of this p. in, I have this moment received 
and answered. If I order the ofticers to Washington I am sure to 
have a mutiny to-morrow. The fact is these IJar]>or’s Ferry men are 
perfectly disorganized, and as you have already taken from iia the 
heads of every regiment i can do nothing to-day. 1'lie Garibaldi 
Guard (Thirty -ninth New York) and Oolonel WilhmVs regiment (One 
liimdred and Weiity-hftli Now Y^ork) refuse to do every duty, and after 
a i)laiu talk 1 have given them until to-morrow for reflection when 1 
shall do all I can fto] stop the spirit of insuhordinatioii, and I have 
only parts of tAvo Illinois tlirco-months^ regiments whoso term of service 
hns expired armed and capable of rendering my assistance, and these 
regiments arc far from being reliable. 

Colonel Staniiard^s Ninth Vermont, unarmed, is the only reliable 
regiment here. It appears that before leaving Harper’s Ferry General 
Branch harangued the rank and flle; told them the parole excluded 
them from the performance of every kind of duly until oxcluuiged, and 
this course so well suits tlie [illegibloj of the men that they Avilliiigly 
received it as the laAV in the case. If the officers Avero all hero I should 
expect to get along, but as every regiment is deprived of its fleld 
oflicers my task hero is difficult and disagreeable and I caunot say that 
I am certain as to results. I shall do all I can and have made up my 
mind that I have any [illegible] for I shall use it so soon as any officer 
is discharged by the courts by your order him to report forthwith. 

General Boi)e telegraphs to me for a regiment to be sent forward, 
and I have answered that it is impossible as the men are unarmed and 
in a state of sure mutiny. So soon as I receive an ansAver to my tele- 
gram I shall comply Avitli your instruoUous, and in the meantime I 
Avill order the junior officers called for in your dispatch of to-day to 
jn'oceed Avitliout delay to Washington.

Sir: Most of the field and line ofiicers of the Eighth, Twelfth and. 
Poiirteen til Eegimeuts Iowa Volunteer Infantry wore taken prisoners 
at the battle of Shiloh, They wore taken prisoners about 6 o’clock p. in. 
of the first day’s fight because they did not retreat as soon as their 
supports on the rigiit and left did, and it is olainied by many that their 
stubbornness in lidding their ground delayed the advance of the enemy 
and perhaps saved our army. 

Those rogiinoiits were at Fort Donelson and in the column led by 
the Iowa Second that stormed the trenches there. They were thus 
largely instrumental in capturing the largo number of rebels there 
taken. 

1 cannot learn that a single one of the dticoi'S of those regiments has 
yet been excluinged, although the rebels taken prisoners at Hoiielsoii 
have been exchanged for other of our ofiicors. 

This excites much remark in our State and unless there is some ori’or 
in the statement alfords good ground for such remark. It seems very 
hard and unfair that these ofiicors should be kept in confinement and 
their regiments disorganized while rebels taken prisoners by them are 
exchanged for other ofiicers. Permit me to ask for especial attention 
to this matter so that if any wrong has been done it may bo righted, 
and if no wrong has been done T may be furnished the means of satis- 
fying the friends of these officers and our people of the fact.

The letter was sent and the answer came yesterday and went up by 
flag of truce Both letters w(iro open and were read by mo. They 
related exclusively to domestic matters. Nothing was said of 8up])lies 
of any descri])tion. 

There has been a very extensive correspondence with prisoners of 
wuir on both sides, very much reduced by recent exchanges, and with 
tlieir letters others Tolating exclusively to family matters Inivo been 
allowed at the discretion of the cominaiuling general hereto go through 
our linos. Indeed letters are frequently transmitted by the authorities 
at Wiishinglou to bo forwarded to private individuals on the other side. 
All letters of every description are carefully road and the majority are 
sent to the Dead-Letter Office. 

I am thus inirticular that you may understand how impossible it 
is for any correspondence of an improper character to find its way 
through ihis post. In regard to supplies of all kinds tlioy are never 
allowed to pass uiidor any circumstances even Lliough not contraband 
of war. 

I thank you lor the information in regard to Colonel Ives and his 
relatives. 1 did not know until 1 received his note that ho was in the 
service of the insurgents, nor until I received yours that ho was the 
same person who was in our Corps of T<)])Ographical Engineers. If 
tliero has been any correspondence between him and liis relatives in the 
Nortii it could not have been through tliis post, but must have been by 
some contraband mail. Such mails we know are scut as we have suc-

Not foniul. 
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arc (Japts. F, A. Kogers, J, Joplin, S, L, Gary, J. P, Caldwell, ]<\ Weed, 
iiiul Liouts, T\ F, Willard and S* Duncan. The Missouri State Guard 
on the other hand have made captures of many prisoners whose paroles 
are now held by me. Can there be any objection to exchange one class 
for an equivalent of the other? 

3. Oapt. D, D. Vincent, who W’as captured while in command of a 
steamer, is represented to our authorities as being kept in close con- 
tinomont at Fort Lafayetto and heavily ironed. He was captured in 
HnlPs Day, oif Carolina. The name of the vessel comniaiuled by him 
was the hhnily. She was a merchant vessel and at the time of her 
capture it was alleged she was endeavoring to run the blockade. She 
was owned by one Ilonry A, McLeod, a Eritish subject, who was cap- 
tured with Captain Vincent but released. Many cases similar to that 
of Captain Vincent have been roi)orled to the Confederate Government, 
Pilots also of merchant vessels liavo boon arrested and thrown into 
prison. Many if not all of them are now so confmed, I trust it will 
only bo necessary to bring this matter to your notice to have this wrong 
redressed. The Confederate Government will give any fair exchange 
for these classes, 

4. Several officers and men known as i^artisan rangers are detained 
in <mnfinement by tlio United Slates Govornmoiit. Partisan rangers 
arc not persons making war without authority, but are in all respects 
like the rest of the Army except that they are not brigaded and act 
generally on detached service. Tliey are not irregulars who go and 
come at pleasure, but arc organized troops whoso miisier-rolls are 
roi-urned and whose officers are commissioned as in otlior branchos of 
tlie service. They aresubjecttotlio Articles of War and Army Eogiila- 
lions and are held responsible for violation of the usages of war in like 
manner with regular troops. So also is it with the partisan rangers 
organized under the law of Virginia. The conimissions of the officers 
are given by the State authorities. I allude now more particularly to 
tlic cases of Capt. doliii S. Spriggs and Cai)t. Mai\shall Triplett, who 
are conhned on Johnson’s Island. Those names were brought to the 
atleiitiou of General McClellan some time ago by General Leo. On the 
21st of Juno last General MeOlellaii wrote to General Lee tliat <‘they 
wore held as other prisoners.’’ Ho oven cautioned General Leo against 
believing on more rumor that tlicy would be treated in any otlior way 
than us prisoners of wav. Yet when other officers liavo been scut from 
J ohiison’s Island to Vicksburg they have been retained. As belonging 
to tlio same class 1 call your attention also to Major Conway and Peter 
H, High ter who are now eonliiiod in Wheeling or Camp Olinso. They 
are i rom Northwestern Virginia. Tim Confederate G overnineiit for the 
reasons given claims that its own and the Virginia rangers shall be 
treated as i)ri8onors of war and released under the tiunns ol* the cartel. 

5. Thomas McKay, William D. Bartlett and Benjamin Hicks were 
arrested by some of Pope’s ojfbcors under circumstances detailed in a 
letter which acc(>mx>anies this communication, Mr. J acobs is a truthful 
and reliable gentleman. Pope’s orfi<‘ors wore retained ns hostages 
against such outrages as are mentioned in that letter. As the Confed- 
erate Government has released them, ought not thoaboveummed parties 
to bo delivered and allowed to go to their homes? The Oonfederato 
Govcrninont can see no sort of justiiicatiou in their retention. Even if 
they were arrested to prevent their giving information to the Confed- 
erate army, the reason for their being any longer detained has ceased. 

6. A number of oHlcers, soldiers, sailors and engineers captured in 
or near New Orleans are now in that city. Some have been exchanged 
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and all aro entitled to it. The ( 'on federate (lovernmcnt claims that 
tliese persons be delivered within its lines. In this same connection I 
mention that means have been set on foot to secure to yourOovern- 
mciit the delivery of the ollicers and soldiers captured in Texas and 
who have recently been exchanged. 

7. It has been stated by many of the Korthern newspapers, with cir- 
cumstances of great particularity, and nowhere contradicted as far 
as I have scon, that ollicers and men of the U. S. forces who have 
been paroled and not exchanged have been sent to your frontiers to 
light the Indians now in arms against you. This is in direct conllict 
with the terms of the cartel. Its language is very plain. It says: 

TIio surplus prisoners not oxchiiiigoil slmll not ho pormittod to talco up (irins again, 
noL to sorro ns military polioo or constabulary foroo in any i'ort, garrison {>r iiold- 
woik held l>y cither of the rospootivo paities, iior as guards ol‘ prisons, depots or 
storcB, nor to diBcliargo any duty uainilly performed by soldiers until oxcliangod 
under the proAdsions ol this cartoL 

It will be scon that this provision of the cartel is absolute and alto- 
gether independent of the phraseology of the particular parole given 
by the captured men and ollicers. 

8. Several boats liavo recently arrived at Yarina under flag of 
truce, with not one dozen prisoners in cither of them. I think in one 
instance there were but four, and yet there was a boat a few days 
before and a few days after. I really see no reason for sending these 
boats so often if there are so few prisoners on hand to lie delivered. 
Why not keep them until a larger number is ready It puts the 
authorities hero to great and unnecessary trouble. One l>oat could 
easily liave brought all the prisoners that have bemi sent by the last 
four or live. Unless there is sonic reason to the contrary I would mucli 
prefer that the arrivals should be fewer and tlie cargoes larger. 

0. I also bring tt) your attention the case of peaceable, non-combatant 
citizens of tlio (Joiifederate States, taken in some instances with almost 
every possible indignity from tlieir homos and thrown into military 
prisons. I do not utter it in the way of a threat, but candor demands 
that I should say that if this course is persisted in the Confederate 
Government will bo compelled by a sense of duty to its own citizens 
to resort to retaliatory measures. In no one instance liave the Con- 
federate authorities sanctioned the arrest of any citizen of any one of 
the United States found in the exercise of a lawful and peaceful busi- 
ness. If such a case can bo found the wrong will speedily righted. 
Such cases not being within the rules of military capture are not there- 
fore the proiicr subjects of exchange under a cartel. Huiulreds of cases 
have been brought to the attention of the Oonfederate authorities 
whore parties in pursuit of their ordinary occupations and not bear- 
ing arms, and not being in any military organization, have been 
arrested, dragged from their homes and thrown into jirisons, where 
they remain to this day, even though the U. S, forces whicli made 
the arrest have been withdrawn from the iioigliborhood where it was 
made. The Confederate Government can in no way, whether by a 
system of exchanges or otherwise, recognize the right ot ilie United 
States lo invade its territory, arrest, carry off and detain indefinitely 
its peaceable citizens. In any case where an exchange is proposed if 
the situation of the iiariies is the same it will bo cheerfully made. 
The Oonfederate Government, however, has not arrested your iieace- 
able citizons and lias none of that class to oiler in exchange for such of 
the Confederacy as have been taken. To exchange such as 'wo have 
the right to capture according to the usages of war for our own peace- 
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able citizeiiB unlawfully and unjustly taken, as we tliink, would be a 
quasi recognition of your right to make such captures, f trust there- 
fore that the United States Government will unconditionally release 
all citizens of the Confederate States belonging to the class to which I 
have referred. 

Tliore are now many matters demanding a meeting of the agents for 
exchange of the res])ectivo Governments* The length of this communi- 
cation is proof of the difliculty of adjusting them hy correspondence, 
r hope tUoreforo that yourself or General Thomas will appear at Yarina 
at an early day. 1 have directed that all your prisoners at the South 
shall forthwith be sent to Itichmoiid and Vicksburg. In a short time 
wo will have some two or three thousand at tliis place. 

I must request as a favor that you will send this comiminication or 
a copy to General Thomas. I have been too much hurried to prepare 
a copy for him.’^

To what 1)1 ace shall they be sent? 

Mr. Wood, snperintendeut of the [Old] Capitol Prison, is hero with 
a number of citizen prisoners for exchange under some special instruc- 
tions from General Wadsworth. On tlie lOtli September last a propo- 
sition was made to Mr. Ould by ino with the approval of the Secretary 
of War and yourself for an exchange of all citizen prisoners hold on 
each side without any formal negotiation as to their status. It is under- 
stood that the Confederate Government were ready to respond to it by 
an immediate delivery of prisoneivs. I have so informed Mr, Wood.

There were delivered at Aiken’s Landing of the Oonfederates 2,192 
enlisted men, 82 officers and 19 contrabands, all sent from P^ort Dela- 
ware. All the descriptive lists of the above with jiaroles annexed are 
here. 

Inclosed I send to you a letter* from Mr. Quid a copy of which I have 
retained. 

Tlio frequency alluded to of sending up the flag of truce has been 
made necessary by the Heiuling here without notice from iilaces at the 
North of small cletaehments of prisoners, and there being no place of 
conlinemont here but the guard-house, Fort Wool having been trans- 
ferred over to the engineer department. 

There will bo no difficulty iu arranging the matter of exchange of 
citizen prisoners. Tlie coini^laint made by Mr. Quid is based upon the 
abuse by subordinate officers of their military power in making arbi- 
trary arrests. The same abuse existed in tins department un til abolished

Major-General Halleoic: 

ITio Sioux war may bo considered at an end. Wo have about 1,500 
prisoners, men, women and children, and many are coming every day 
to deliver tliemselvos up. Many are being tried by military commission 
for being connected in the late horrible outrages and will bo executed. 
I have disarmed all and will bring tliem down to Fort Snelling until 
the Government shall decide Avhat to do with them. I have seized and 
am trying a number of Wiiuiebagoos who wore engaged with the Sioux. 
Tiio cavalry forces marched immediately for the Yankton village and 
will arrest the perpetrators of the murders at Spirit Lake. Posts must 
bo kept up along the frontier tliis winter to induce the settlers to go 
back. They are already returning in large numbers. It will in all 
views be advisable in tlio spring to make strong military demonstra- 
tions on the ])lains. The Indians are greatly terrified. 1 have des- 
troyed all the fields and x)rot)orty of the Sioux, An expedition must be 
made to Bed Lake as soon as possible. I am sending one into the 
Oliippewa country.

General: On the 21st of August I was unfortunate enough to be 
taken prisoner in an allair at Gallatin whore the greater portion of my 
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command behaved in a disgraceful manner. T was paroled for forty 
days, at the expiration of which time I was to report at Richmond, Ya. 
I visited Washington to get to see you in regard to an exchange. You 
were absent from the city, but the Secretary of War gave mo an order 
to Colonel Iloflmaii or any U. S. ollicer having chai‘ge of prisoners of 
war to make a special exchange for me on the basis of tlio cartel, 
Major-General Wright kindly took the matter in hand but has received 
no reply from the rebels. Wlien General Buell was in this city ho 
issued au order restoring me to duty agreeably to article 5 of the car- 
tel, bub General Bragg who has not been furnished with the agreoinent 
for the exchange of imisoners I suppose declined to allow mo to be thus 
exchanged, whereupon General Buell notified me to continue on i^arole 
pending further negotiations in my ease. Ho at once sent a copy of 
the cartel to Bragg, but since that time I have lioard nothing in the 
case. 1 am expecting to hear from General Jluell every day, but not 
knowing when I shall hear I have thought it proper to make this state- 
ment in order that you may know whore I am. General Buell told me 
that the agreement for the exchange of i)risoners requiring all to be 
exchanged or paroled within ton days after capture would render it 
unnecessary for me to report at Richmond, Va., agreeably to promise, 
I am very anxious to get on duty again and if you can help me in this 
matter I shall esteem it a personal favor.

Hillyer is here. Shall I send any wounded Confederates to Saint I^ouis?

Jolin T. Ooiisanl, both of the 
First Wisconsin Cavalry, in close confinenicut, the former to bo hung 
if Lieutenant Tolleson bo executed and the hitter if the murderers of 
Samuel Berry be not delivered up, [has been forwarded to me.] 

I knownoihuig of Lieutenant Tolleson, but no prisoner has been con- 
demned to be shot or hung in my command in Arkansas. On iacpiiry 
J am I old some controversy about negroes arose between Mr. Berry, of 
Council Bend, and the troops and that stragglers on shore shot at him. 
My informant thinks lie is not dead, The facts will bo inquired after. 
The matter occurred in my absence from the command. You have no 
right to presume, ])iinisli and at the same time ask for facts and redress. 
1 protest against a close confmeniout and threat to hang my ofUcers on 
a supposed case which you attempt to negotiate iiiulor a flag of truce. 
It seems to discard or distrust the terms sought by the Hag, If you 
hang my oilicers under such circumstances J will r('taliate like punish- 
ment on you personally when you are taken prisoner,

Sir; I am this moment in receipt of a letter from General Guitar, 
of which I inclose a copy. I have referred the letter and the subject 
to Alajor-General Ourtis. I will say, however, that in my letter to Geii* 
oral Guitar 1 expressly disclaimed any intention to interfere, not with 
your discretion, but Ins, in the treatment of i)risoners. This you will 
see by a copy of iiiy letter^ to liim, also inclosed herewitli. All qiieS' 
tion of interforcnco therefore being set aside, 1 take the liberty of say- 
ing to you iu precisely the same manner as if wo were discussing orally 
the best mode of dealing witli tlieso ])risoiiers, as a x)ractical measure, 
that 1 would strongly recommend the treatment which I named to Don- 
oral Guitar, You will observe that my recommendation to him is very 
guarded. I am bound to say that iny views are ahso strengthened by 
the concurrence of General Guitar. The only really delicate matter is 
the determination of a jumper case for the extension of lenity, and this 
is necessnrily (nnd as far as I am concerned expressly) committed to 
tlio discretion of the military commander. Tlie i>arty must have been 
guilty of IK) ontrago or act of violence; ho must have boon tlic du])Gof 
Ins own misconceptions or of evil counsel to go to the brusli, ami must 
have heartily repented ami turned from his transgression, voluntarily 
snrrciKlering himself and giving assurance satisfactory to the officer 
admitting his parole that he will observe its terms. Surely such a 
man should not be treated Avitli severity when so many persons, i)rupcr 
subjects of punishment, abound.

In obedience lo your orders I loft Cincinnati on the lltli of Septem- 
ber willi a train of forty ambulances for the jmrpose of transporting 
our wounded soldiers from Eiolimond, Ky., to hospital accommodations 
within our own lines. An order previously obtained from the rebel 
General [E,] Kirby Smitii gave permission for our train to pass the Con- 
federate lines but required us to go and come by the Afaysville pi Ice, 
The scarcity of boats between Maysvillo and Cincinnati and the low 
stage of water was a source of some detention. I made three trips 
with tlio train to liichmond and brought away 390 patients, mostly 
wounded, leaving only ten cases who could not boar transportation. 
These, with the means for their subsistence, hospital-stores and nurses, 
were intrusted to the care of I)r. A. B. Lyman, a highly respectable and 
loyal physician of the place. Most of the wounded transported from 
Richmond to Cincinnati were immediately forwarded to their homos in 
compliance with orders from your headquarters. All of them were 
paroled by the Coiifedorato authorities except tweiity-sovcn, TIio failure 
to parole these was duo to a misunderstanding between one of our sur- 
geons and the provost-marshal at Eichmond. I inclose a list^ of their 
names, which was furnished mo hy the commandant of the post, Who 
desires me to forward it to you with his request that said soldiers be 
treated as paroled prisoners. As the request is just T coininend it to 
your favorable consideration. In our passage to and from Kiclnnond 
wo met with no serious inteiTuptions. The Confbdcraio officers treated 
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us resiDectfiilly and Iho citizens along* the whole route evinced mneli 
sympathy Ibr our unfortunate soldiers, and treated tliem AVitli the 
Icnidest hospitality.

— The foregoing report has been delayed owing to the follow- 
ing circumstances: On my return from Richmond with the last load 
of our wounded soldiers at Lexington, Ociober 12, 1 received reliable 
intelligence that the rebels were prej^aring to evacuate Camp Bick 
Kobiiison and were already retreating toward the Gap hoi)ing to 
avoid an engagement with General Buell’s arjny. Believing that this 
iiitelligeiico would be of importance to the commander of oiir forces I 
determineci to convey it in person, and consigning the wounded to the 
care of the surgeons accompanying the train J crossed tlio Kentucky 
Itiver that night and joined our arjuy at Earrodsburg by dawn next 
morning. My baggage containing the materials of this report was 
loft at Lexington and was forwarded to me only a few days ago.

Sir: In submitting the communication of the hth instant of Robert 
Quid, esq., agent for the exchange of prisoners, addressed to Lieateuaiit- 
Ooloncl Ludlow, acting for me, I beg leave to submit the following 
remarks on the nine points of complaint presented by him: 

1. The arrest of citi/.ons in Missouri deemed to be disloyal has fro- 
{pieiitly been made and many of them have been recinired to take the 
oath of allegiance to the United States and to give bonds. This course 
the Government luis a perfect right to imrsiie in that 8tato. 

2, Officers and men of the Missouri State (Uiard should be placed 
on the same footiiig witli other prisoners of war. If any such prisoJiers 
arc now held in coufliioinent they should bo paroled and sent South for 
exchange. Inquiry 1ms beeu made to ascertain if any such prisoners 
are in our possession. 

3. The commanding ofllccr of Port Lafayette has been called upon 
to report in tlie case of Capt, D. 13. Ymeont, commander of the mer- 
chant vessel ihnily. In what way are the crews of vessels captured 
in attempting to run the blockade to bo regarded? 

4, Partisan rangers and independent companies properly authorized 
and whos(i ofiicers are duly commissioned should bo placed on the same 
footing as other Confederate troops. One such company was author- 
ized by the War Department to operate in the mountains of Virginia — 
that of Captain Means. The cases mentioned by Mr. Ould will bo 
invosipi gated. 

/), The three persons named with some 100 other citizen prisoners 
have recently been sent from this city to Aiken’s Landing to be 
exchanged. In a number of instauces citizens have been arrested and 
held as hostages for the delivery of Union citizens. It is often neces- 
vsary to arrest citizens wdiou troops are advancing to prevent their 
giving information to the enemy. 

0. Instructions have been sent to Major-General Lutler to promptly 
parole all x>ilsonors of war and to send them across his linos for 
excihango. 

7. ^rho troops paroled at Harper’s Perry, except four regiments, wore 
recently sent from Annapolis to Camp Douglas, near Chicago, III, pre- 
paratory to being sent to Minnesota to act against Indians. Their 
employment against Indians would seem to bo contrary to the fourth 
article of the cartel. 

8. Orders were recently issued to send all the prisoners of war on the 
Atlantic seaboard to Port l^lonroo, and it appear.s that on their arrival 
General Dix forwarded tliein to Ailceu’s Landing, ho having no suitable 
])laGe to coniine them at the iort. 
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9. Largo numbers ol' eitizeiis of Union sentiments are believed to 
have been arrested and imprisoned in the rebel States, In some cases 
our authorities have arrested rebel citizens and held them as hostages 
for the delivery of such Union prisoners, 

It will bo seen by Colonel Liullow^s letter of transmittal that among 
the prisoners sent from Fort Delaware and delivered at Aikeids LaiuL 
ing were nineteen contrabraiuls, captured as teamsters on or near the 
battle-field. Am T to exchange sucli persons as prisoners of war ?

Sm: I luivc just received your letter of I3th instant. The view you 
take of the control of the prisons within this district will lead to much 
inconvonienco. I have not been furjiishod witli the orders you inoatiou 
from tlie War Department and was not aware of them, but an order 
issued by MajoLOeneral IFalleck in July last expressly placed all the 
xnilitary prisons within this district under char|»’e of this ofib'e. This 
district then included Alton, as it still docs. The same rule which 
would exclude me from control i)f the Alton IMilitary Prison would 
deprive me of all authoritj'' over the (Iratiot Htroet Military Prison. 
There are now at Alton a number of prisoners sent there merely 
because of the overcrowded condition of the Oraliot Street Prison. 
As fast as I can I examine into thoovidenco against these persons and 
in many instances find no cause for detaining them if they will give 
their parole and bond for future good behavior. To detain these ])ris- 
oners until the Wav Department can act upon their cases will be the 
occasion of very disproportioned impriaoiimont. 

Ill no case have prisoners been sent to Alton from this office without 
a full list setting forth the charge and evidence, but numbers have 
been sent from Tennessee, Kentucky and Arkansas directly in which 
as I learn this has been neglected. I si)ealc of this ofiico only since it 
has been under iny charge. Of course if it bo determined that the 
Alton Prison is not under my control no further permits to visit it will 
be given by this olllco. On this head 1 shall seek the instriuitions of 
the jnaior-general commanding the department, which includes Alton.

Sir : I send this letter under a. flag of truce by Lieutonant-Oolonol 
Ducat, Captains Goddard and Lyford of iny staff- 

L, 1 desire to call your attention to the ])ractice which I am credibly 
inlbrined exists at some of the posts of yoiir army of detailing paroled 
prisoners sent lionce within the Confederate lines for exchange as pro- 
vost-guards and for other services in garrison of military nature, This 
is a violation of the conditioius of the parole which I feel assured is 
not sanctioned by lawful authority, and 1 respectfully ask official assur- 
ance thereof and that prompt orders to arrest and instructions bo given 
to prevent tlio ])ractice in Aituro. 

li. I am credibly informed that neither full nor adeQuate rations are 
given to onr prisoners of war in your garrisons, and they aro confined 
with negroes and every promiscuous character, yuch a practice is 
inhuman, unsoldiorly and I cannot believe sanctioned by your authority. 
I beg to receive your official assurance thereof and that you will i)ro- 
hibit such conduct and order in future our prisoners to bo fed and 
housed (as wo do yours taken by us) properly, 

3, I respectfully ask, if it be practicable, that you send in or release 
the prisoners now lield by your authorities named in the accompanying 
lists, for which wo will send or release an equal number of your choice 
according to the rules laid down in the cartel of excliaugo agreed upon 
by Generals TJill and Dix, 

4, I desire personally to express my gratification at the reports from 
prisoners of your regular army that you condemn the barbarous and 
demoralizing practice of encouraging partisan or guerrilla warfare, 
where by sjiccious means bands of armed men are lot loose u])oii the 
country with the instincts and the means for the exercise of lawless 
power and with few if any of the restraints of military rule, Such 
troops demoralize and desolate a country and without decisive ineas- 
uros reduce their adversaries to the necessity of treating: its harmless 
inhabitants with the same rigor as if their houses were little forts and 
themselves in a beloagnred city. I trust the abhorrence and detesta- 
tion with which I view the cruel consequences of raising and encouraging 
such a mosquito army is fully shared in by yourself and all honorable 
officers in the Oonfederato service, and that you agree with me in this 
connection that no good cause can be greatly liclpcd or bad cause long 
sustained by such lawless and uncivilized moans. War is horrible 
enough without ])ainiing its ugly front with bloody and disgusting dis- 
figurements of savagery, X sluill bo much pleased to convey assurances 
of your Hontiments on this matter to all concerned. 

5, I bog to state for the better accommodation of the sick and wounded 
Confederate prisoners X have sent them to luka and have detailed some 
able-bodied prisoners to police the garrison. Wo supply them with 
good rations and medical stores and to the medical attendants what is 
nciMlfuh Wo do not wish to oceux^y luka with a garrison, but desire it 
and the road to it to be considered within our linos and that your troops 
bo forbidden to enter or meddle witli it until it shall bo practicable for 
you to take care of the hospitals and wo bo notified and consent to 
niG occupation of the place by Oonfederato forces. This has boon ren- 
dered necessary by the coming of squads of Itoddey^s or other irregular 
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cavalry into luka, of which Doctor Bond of yonr forces lias been obliged 
to complain.

General : I luive thelionor to 4icktiowlo(l^>’o tlio receipt of yonr com- 
niuuicatiou dated Little Koclc, October 1 1, 18(i2j inclonin^ one Ibr MiiJ. 
Gen. S. Iv. Curtis, commanding the Department ot* the JMissonrij tor my 
perusal and transmission to him. 1 sluill transmit yonr letter by the 
earliest opportunity. It speaks of two incloanros, which wore not Ibiind 
in the envelope. 1 have some prisoners, including bieulonaut-Ooloucl 
Giddiugs, Twenty-lirsi Texas [Cavalry], whom I should have been glad 
to return with your (lag for exchange, but as you state in your letti^r 
to General Curtis that you have ordered all the prisoiiers taken from 
us now iu yonr hands into close confinement (in violation of tlio < 5 artei) 
to await his answer 1 shall of* course lie obliged to ])lac<^ my prisoners 
taken from you in the same position and shall send them to Saint 
Louis to bo placed at the disposition of Llajor Gencral Cnrtks. Permit 
me to say that I deprecate as much as you can the introduction into 
our imfortuiiato war of any practi(‘o« not tolerated by the usages of 
civilized nations. It has been reported to me that some of the prisoners 
taken by the Twenty-first Texas on the Uth instant were murdered 
after they had surrendered and given up their arms: also that Major 
Eector, of the Fourth Iowa Cavalry, was treated witli great indignity. 
I was tempted to retaliate on Lieutoiumt-Colonel Giddings and his 
l^arty, but cuiicluded to wait for an opportunity to ask an oxplanaGon 
and redress of the above grievance, which J now request you to ihrnish. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Giddings and his party and all prisoners iu our 
hands have been treated with all the kindness consistent with security. 
Though it may not be my province to answer your letter to General 
Curtis, permitme to say from my own knowledge: First. That no arms 
have been issued by Federal officers to negroes in this part of Arkansns;

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but on tbo contmiy n party of our soldiers while enga^»’e(l m depriving' 
nogj'oea of iirmw (obtained in some illicit imiiiiier) and in protecting the 
iiiluibitaiits from those very negToea and from the depredations of our 
own soldiers were attacked and captured after a severe iiglit, at which 
lime also an inofrenaivc citizen in feeble health was killed by your sol- 
diers. IVtany other instances have occurred in the neighborhood of 
Helena where soldiers Tdaced as safeguards over the property of the 
inhabitants outside of your chain of vseiitincds liave been captured and 
cnri'icd oiV. Second . \Vc have never pretended to insist that all of your 
s(jldicrs should be dressed in uniform, because we know you could not 
furnish it. hly dcliiiition of a guerrilla is a man avIio pretends to be a 
lieaceful citizen at one time and a soldier at another, as many of the 
small jiarties through the country do, Wo have recognized men on the 
battJedield who a few duyvS before were in our camp for the purposes of 
Irudo, and one was killed in a skirmish not long since with a pass from 
our provost-marshal of recent date in Ids pocket. 

Tlicro is no usage of civilized nations Mdiicli would give the rights of 
war to sucli persons, and the only way to sto]) such iinictices is to 
destroy the houses and farms of persons so offending, and yet J know 
of very fewinsiancca where this punishment has been meted ouf' by 
this army. Most of the conllagTations whicii have occurred have been 
the result of the lawlessness of individuals and in deli an co of the 
orders and the most strenuous exertions and walclifulness on the part 
of onr ollicors, and J know of no single instauco in this State where a 
guerrilla has been executed alter being taken prisoner, In some 
instances citizens have burned their own houses and those of their 
neighbors and the acts have been ascribed to our soldiers, and tlicro 
has been a systematic burning of houses, mills, and cotton-gins in our 
neighborhood ever since wo have occupioil this place. 

In these remarks I do not pretend to ansv'er your letter directed to 
my commanding ofliccr, Major-General Curtis, but to meet with an 
instant denial any charges of deliberate and intentional violation of 
the laws of war by this Army of the 8outlnvcst, with wlii(di I have had 
the honor to be assoinatcd during its whole campaign. Whatever may 
bo the policy of my cominandnig onicors and of the Government I 
shall most clieorliilly follow it out, and hope that you will not eomiiol 
the Government to resort to severe measures of rotaliation.

Sib : I had ihe honor to write you on the 2Stli ultimo in partial 
answer to your communication of the 23cl ultimo, and now inclose you 
General Curtis^ full reply* to the matters contained in yours. It should 
not be that men of enlarged intolligonco should make civil war more 
desperate than it i^s sure to be made by the acta of a class of soldiers 
wdio all their lives have been used to the largest amount of liberty to 
do their will, good and bad. You know lull well that on your aide 
guerrillas or partisan rangers commit acts which you would not sane* 
tion, and that small cletachmoiits of our men commit acts of individ- 
ual revenge, leaving no evidence or trace whereby we can ilx the 
respoiisibllily. Instead of yielding to this tendency we ought grad- 
ually to improve discipline so that eacli general in command can trace 
all acts and then assume the full responsibility. If wo allow the pas- 
sions of our men to get full command then indeed will this war become 
a reproach to the names of liberty and civilization. Ho later than 
yesterday some guerrillas in the Htale of Arkansas, near Heedliam’s 
Cut off, ilro<112-pouudor howitzer shells at the steam -boats Continental 
and J, H. Dickey, iioithor of which had on board a single soldier, oxcet)t 
a reserve guard, or any Government stores. Both were loaded with 
goods for the uoe of the people of West Tennessee, who come to 
Memphis for the articles tliey deem necessary for the lives and comfort 
of their families, as also for the use of the inhabitants of Memphis 
itself, How wo present the anomalous fact that in jMempliis reside the

property of men who lire from ambush upon our soldiers whetlior on 
the river-banks or the roadside, and I shall gradually coin pel Hiuih 
families to go forth and seek their husbands and brolluwH, 1 will per- 
mit them to carry away their household goods and servants, thereby 
reducing to tliat extent the necessity for iirovidiiig for (ihom ni our 
markets. Yon may stylo this cruel and barbarous, i)ut I know my 
Jienrt and have no hesitation in saying to the Soiithei u men, women 
or children, twill give all the help and assistance I can; that I rosjiect 
their maternal and legal rights as nnieh as you do, but J will also 
respect the lives and rights of others who ])ursiie a lawful and common 
right to navigate the Mississippi Itiv^'ev, whicli is not yours, 

We are willing to meet you anywhere and everywhere in manly light, 
but to the assassin who iires from the rivcr-biuik on am unarmed boat 
we Avill not accord the title, name or consiileration of au honorable 
soldier. You may carry word to your guerrillas or rangers that wlien 
they lire on any boat they are firing on their Southern peojilo, for such 
travel on every boat, and if that docs not influence them you may trust 
to our ingenuity to devise a remedy; for every grade of olfeuse there 
is a remedy. We profess to know what civilized warfare is ami lias 
been for hundreds of years and cannot accept your consti’uctioii of it. 
If, as you threaten in your letter, yon hang an oilUmr, a prisoner in 
your hands, in retaliation of some act of ours, conjured up by false 
statements of interested ])arties, ronieinber Miat we have hundreds of 
thousands of men bitter and yearning for revenge. lad/ us but loose 
these from the restraints of discipline and no life or pro])erty wouhl be 
pfo ill the regions where wo do hold possession and power. You 
initiate the game, and my word for it your people will regret it long 
after you pass from the earth. We are willing to rostri(jt oiir op(^r- 
ations as far as may be to the acts of war controlled by educated and 
responsible officers, but if you or those who acknowledge your power 
think otherwise we must accept the issue. l\Iy command as you know 
does not embrace Arkansas, but T Avili not allow the firing on the boats 
from the Arkansas shore to go unnoticed.

Dear CIenerai.: Your letter inclosing two lor Cleneral lliiulinau 
was roceivetl yosteiday, and I was on the point of sending them by a 
ilag of truce to Little Rock when J received a letter from General Carr 
saying lie had received letter from General ITolines, at Little Kock, 
iiHjuiring about your answer to Hiiidmaids letters, and saying he would 
oxchaiigc all the xmsoners in his hands and send them to you at Saint 
Louis^ also asking that your answer to that communication be sent via 
Jielena, Doubtless it is best to send the Hag from that i)oint, as the 
bearer would pass through the country that General Carr thinks is 
occu])i(‘d by Confederate forces. 1 am perfectly willing to extend^ all 
possible liolp lo all points, but 1 think Carr’s force is larger than mine, 
and that this xmint is one of more importance to S{‘ciire. The oper- 
ations of guerrilla parties on the river have been resumed, and it may 
be that detachments have come over from White or Saint Prancis 
Livers. Wo must devise some remedy for tliis. It is generally useless 
to send ])arties lo tl»o very ])oint of attack, as after firing on a boat they 
generally shift their ground. I will expel every secession lamily from 
Slmnidiis if this mode of warfare is to bo coutiiuied, and will moreover 
hind Irooxis on unexpeeted points and devastate tlio country into the 
interior. II’ wo coniine the punishment to the exact i)oints of attack 
wo will involve our own friends and not reach the guilty parties, lint 
it must bo stopped, and I may liavc to touch on your side of the river, 
in winch case JJindman and JTohnes may tlu^eaten vengeance. But 
liow they can talk about barbarous warfare when their partisans and 
adherents iiro on unarmed boats with women and children on board I 
cannot imagine. Thus the Continental, Dickey and Catahoula were 
all ])oats engaged (Exclusively in xndvate business, in no way connected 
with the Goveimmont or the army. Each case will bo followed by the 
expulsion of ten secession families from this city of which I gav(E 
timely notice; for it is not fair that the very boats which carry supplies 
to their familicjs sliould bo fired on by their own husbands and brothers. 
1 have sent an exx)edition to Island 21, and shall send anotlicr dawn to 
the secoiul bend below Memphis, andiny order may involve the destruc- 
tion of some houses and corn- ti elds on the Arkansas side. In each case 
boats have been lired on from those x>oint8. There lias been no hring 
of late from tlie east side.

Ill regard to the Eorfc IVlacou prisoners I avouUI say Mtiijor IIolTman 
was correct in his interpretation of my views and which I now repeat. 

Such ])risoiiors as requested x)ormissioii to and did take the oath of 
allegiance to the l/iiited States Government we will retain within our 
linos, thereby gaining a citix;ou and losing a soldier. 
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Such prisoners as did not accompany Captain Man sou tJioiiftii prop- 
erly notified by him, and yot have not taken the oatli ol‘ allegiance, 
IVIujor Hod man informed Lieutenant- Colon cl Pool Jio considered as 
deserters within our lines; and thouftli a loss to your side were not a 
gain to onrs — in Tact that they shonhl be re])()rtcd and considered by 
you as deserters as imicli as tliougli it were in tlio fields* Thongli this 
view may perliaps be correct I am willing rather than to be e,on- 
sidored as unfair or as taking advantage of tiie fact of these men being 
within onr lines that they should be sent oat, and if Lieutenant' 
Colonel Pool will again send his correct lists of such men as liave not 
been delivered 1 will take the necessary steps to send them out. 

Captain Himons’ fGniou’s| company Avere not notified by Captain Man- 
sou of their exchange and have not been sent across the lines in con- 
sequence. Lioutenaiit Colonel l^ool gave Major Hoffman a list of the 
men of tliis com])any. This list has been i)ublished iii the Kow Herne 
Progress and the men named iii it ordered 1o ai)pear in Now Herne 
and report to the provost marshal lo be sent to your lines. 

J\rajor Iloftnuiu Avas correct in saying that lists of those oxchaugod 
men retained by us would bo sent to our commissioner for the excliange 
of prisoners [illegible] bo credited Avith the number. Your objection 
being that your holding such aii excess of prisoners a long time must 
elapse before you could profit by the credit given, I Avonld say in

1 beg to be informed 
wlietlior those now in con tinement as prisoners of war who have been 
(iaptured more than ten days are entitled of right to be discharged on 
parole under the cartel, and whether the circumstaiico of tliero being 
no transportation ready to convey them to Vicksburg will justify the 
refusal of their discharge on parole. 1 make this inquiry of yon because 
an order from lioadijuartcrs of the Dejiartmentof the]\lississi]ipiplaces 
all prisoners in this department under my care. This was prior to the 
arrangement of the cartel in duly, but this does not prevent my being 
coutiiunilly aiijilied to as if my powers in this res])ect were plenary.

returned to us or kept for our use. Wo thus gave up the sum in the 
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aggregate, as required, of $800. This was represented to us to be by 
the order of General eT. T. Boyle. Afterwards, when Ave Avore removed 
from the prison at Tjouisvillo to Oainp Chase aa'O Avero informed that by 
the order of General Boyle our money had been confiscated. We cannot 
believe that the Government of the United States Avould permit prison- 
ers to bo deprived of their property in this manner Avithout a trial or 
condemnation. To liavo the money they had provided to purchase tlio 
ne(!e.ssariesAvhilo in prison taken from them aa’c are reluctant to believe 
Avould bo authorized by the Government. Wo Avould therefore, sir, 
resp(‘.ctfully call your attention to the fact and request that some rem- 
edy may bo provided Avhoreby we may bo reimbursed for our losses, 
that our money may be returned to us.

My sending away paroled prisoners to Benton Barracks was in con- 
formity with previous custom and in supposed accordance with your 
views of propriety of clearing tlicin out of (Jorinth as rajhdly as jiossible. 
As soon as made aware oi* different orders or views they were promptly 
carried out. ^J^ho only person I authorized to leave for Saint Louis was 
Doctor Scott, not a prisoner, who called on you and took a message from 
yon. Your dispatcli complaining of the action is the first intimation I 
Inive had of ^ onr <lisapproval. A Oa])tain Tobin was paroled and per- 
mitted to go North while 1 was absent at Uipley, but neither with my 
consent nor appr{)val. No other instances have come to my knowledge. 
That part of your dispatch which refers to newspaper reporters ami 
leaky members of my stair showing the existence of any desire or oven 
any sentiment at these lioadquartors of keeping up a (Ustinctioii of feel- 
ing and si)irit between the troops of my command or the rest of your 
troops, as if they were not an integral part thereof, I answer that no 
such feeling lias over existed at those headquarters.

Generali Iu February last General Edwin W. I'rico, a son of 
General Sterling Price, was captured in this State and was brought to 
thisidaee. He was afterwards iiuroled by General ITallcck, limiting 
the parole to the county of Oharilou, whore ho resided. He was treated 
with confldoneo as an officer by General Halleck, Prom Uoloucl 
Moberly, who commands the enrolled militia, as well as from others I 
receive the assurance that General Price always kept hia parole strictly 
as an officer of iiitegrily was bound to observe it. Colon ol Moberly 
informed me that upon one occasion when an attack by guerrillas was 
threatened upon thopost under his command the danger coming to the 
knowledge of General Price he gave the colonel inl'ormatiou of the 
danger. Ho was exchanged about two weeks since for General Pren- 
tiss. When ho was about to leave for the South he called ujiou mo 
and gave mo the assurance it was not his purpose to bear arms again 
but that as soon as lie reached the South he would resign his commission 
and return homo and would hero employ all the inlluouce ho possessed 
with the disloyal people to keep them at peace with the Government, 
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Ho_ now calls upon mo and shows me thab ho has resigned his 
position as brigadier and he expresses the purpose to exert all his 
inllnenco to prevent any liirthor hostile demonstration as far as ho can 
by those who have hostile feelings to the CTOvernlneut. JJe seeks to 
be protected in his person and property, and if it were necessary Avill 
give Ins ])arolc of lumor for his peaceful conduct. I have coniidonce 
that (loneral Price will keep any ])romise he may make and would liavo 
no hesitation in applying to the President for a pardon such as was 
given by him to Clcneral Watkins. In the meantime it might bo 
desirable if you should concur in the ])roprioty of the course J recom* 
mend that you 'should give to G-eneral Pri<!e a safe-guard to secure him 
against molestation in his person and ])roperty. If you de.siro it he 
will report to you at once. In fact ho prefers to bo the bearer of 
this letter. Ho good eiiongh to signify your wishes upon this subject 
to him.

General: For the last tliroe weeks there has existed in this camp 
a spirit of insubordination bordering on mutiny, which at times looked 
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as if T had noitlier moral nor idiysioal forco siiilicient to sustain ordi'r, 
but last night the crisis came and I think wo have won the ^ ictory and 
without any undue violence. The Sixtieth Regiment Oliio Voiniiteers 
was tl 10 cause, and its insubordination and the inefficiency of the oiVi- 
cors obligeil me to order the entire regiment under guard, and to my 
gj’oat gratification our paroled men with arms in their hands stood to 
duly and the Sixtieth Regiment caved in, and I feel that we are entirely 
on a new career and this command can now be made respect a hie, ami 
I think if it can bo exchanged will in a very short time be ready for the 
field. To-day 1 see an entire change in the conduct of the men, one 
that I am satisfied with if it contiiuics and T think it will. Since I 
arrived hero wo have had three incendiary fires which have destroyed 
((iiarters for fourteen companies. Riro was set to unoccupied quarters, 
(daiidestinely of course, and from the infianinuiblo naturcof the barracks 
there was no chance to sto]) a fire except by pulling down parts of the 
buildings, and in tliis wo have lost barracks for four! eon conqianies. 
I have to day ordered the survey of the entire remaining buildings in 
(kunp Douglas to see if wo have not quarters enough ronmining to 
roinovotho throe regiments from the Fair Grounds, where I found tliom 
on my arrival lioro. At all events T shall got tlie out ire command into 
Oaiui) J)onglas within tlio next ten days and abandon the Fair Grounds, 
where we are (H*-<mpying inconvenient and unhealthy quarters at a con- 
siderable exiiense. 

Colonel Tucker who was in command here says the Fair Grounds were 
0 (^<mpied under instructions from the Secretary of War. Last night not 
exactly satisfied how matters would turn out I ordered in a company 
of Hie Sixteenth U. S. Infantry, which was in camp at Hyde Park, three 
miles from Camp Douglas, Major Coolidgeis obeying tlie order and fhe 
men will be inside of Camp Douglas this p. in., anil on the whole I shall 
keep them foi* the jiresent, an arrangement as 1 think entirely sabis- 
fjKdory to Major Coolidge. My position with tlie paroled men now is, 
first, subordination; secontl, drill; third, police and camp-guard duty. 
I claim this capitulation covers all the duties and I mean to euforce 
them.

P. TayIjOR, Commissar y-Gcneral^ WnHliingtoi^ 1), 0, 
Ooeonel: The ration issued to prisoners of war at Alton and Saint 
Louis is so much greater than is necessary for their proper subsistence 
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that large savings are made, eoiiBtituting a prison fniid. As I hardly 
think the subsistence department should bo expected to do more than 
furnish the ]>riaoners with what is necessary for their proi)er subsist- 
ence, I would respectfully rocommoiul that the ration authorized for 
prisoners in this department may be reduced so as to allow but 18 
ounces of flour; beans and rice alternate days, instead of both daily; 8 
pounds of coffee and 10 pounds of sugar to the 100 rations, and but 
half allowance of candles. This allowance would in my opinion be 
nim])le, and would afford sufiicient savings to purchase plates, &c., 
which might be required for the prisoners’ use. As the ease stands 
now the prisoners or prison fund receive the benefit of the full ration, 
which is so largo that troops in the field cannot use it all.

At the passage of tlio act of 3()tli of March, 1814, it was the usage of 
the Govonnnont to allow l;o ortlcors, non-connnissioued officers and sol-

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diei'rt of the Eogahir Army while prisoners of war the same pay and 
eiHolmnentH as if in actual service and this usage lias continued to tlie 
])resent time. Jiiasmuch as the general xmlicy of our military system 
lias been to x^lace the militia when sworn into the service of the United 
States on the same footing with the Regular Army the act referred to 
was ])robably not necessary to secure them their ])ay aud omolunients 
while xirisoncrs of war, so long as the term of their enlistment reinaiued 
luiexpired. The xmneipal if not the sole object of the act was to con- 
tinue to them and to non-commissioned oflicors ami x>rivates of the Iteg- 
iiliir Army their pay and emoluments after the expiration of their tm’in 
of enlistment. Ihiis is made manifest by the fact that while ofl.icers 
and non-commissioned oHicers and privates of the militia and nomconi- 
missioiied oflicors and ]U’ivates of the Kogular Army whose i)eriod8 of 
onlistmoiii are all liable to expire during their captivity are specially 
named the olhcers of the Regular Army who are ai)i)oiiitcd for life are 
omitted. 

The iiftli section of the act of 22d July, 1801, chapter 17, declares 
that the oHicevs, non-commissioned olUcers and privates of the volun- 
teer coriis organized by it shall in all respects bo placed on the footing 
as to ])ay and allowances as similar corps of tlio Regular Army. In 
view of this act and of that of 80tli March, 1814, and of uniform usage, 
olhcers, t'vcc., whether of the militia or Rogiihir Army, are entitled during 
their cai)livity to the same pay, subsiston(‘.e and allowaiuses to which 
they would have been entitled had they been in the actual service of 
tlio United Btates. 

Onicers while in actual service or doing active duty as General 
Orders, No. 0, exi^resses it, may under existing laws claim certain allow- 
ances upon condition; that is they are entitled to allowances for Imrses 
and servants x^rovided they have them in their service but not other- 
wise. The act and the general order (j no tod as well as settled usage 
aceex^t the cai>tivity of the olKiccr or soldier as a substitute for actual 
service. To this extent do they go but no further. Is an ofllcer under 
sueii circumstances entitled to an allowance for horses when he has 
none, and for servants, when iu fact none have been omx)loycd by him? 
Unquestionably not. Such a construction would not give him the same 
I)ay, subsistcjico and allowances as if he were in actual service but a 
diiTcrent and larger allowance. In a word, it would make his condition 
during eax)tivily a better one so far as i)ay and allowances are con- 
eorimd than it could have been had he been in actual service, This 
result is not contomx^lated by the law or general order, nor can the lan- 
guage or sx)irit of either bo held to justify it. If allowed it would be 
the announcement of a fatal x^<^licy and would bo the oflor of a direct 
bounty to our armies rather to yield than to resist the enemy in battle. 
Wlien the Government iJacos the captured olticcr and soldier on the 
same footing with those who resist and overcome the enemy it goes as 
(ar in that direction as the public safety will permit. 

The first section of act of I7tU July, 18G2, chapter 200, after abolish- 
ing commutation for forage, declares that sliall hereafter be issued 
to oHlcors iu kind for each horse actually kept by them when and at 
the xdacm whore they are on duty not exceeding the number authorij^ed 
by law.” The stringency of this enactment would seem necessarily to 
cut off all allowances to oiHcers for forage while 

No such stringency of legislation, however, has obtained in reference 
to allowances for servants. The servants of an olticer need not neces- 
sarily attend upon liis person. They may perform their duties at his 
homo or elsewhere as ho may direct, The law does not inquire what 
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t.lioy <1<) or wlier<‘ Muy do it, but whoilior tliey arc iu the luiinbor for 
wliiVli ullowiUKJC is cljiiiuod in g'oud faith rctiiincd in tlio eiuployiuGiit 
and und(‘r tlie direction ofilio oHiecr as sorvanls. The Hu^'^TStion that 
tlidv K<n‘vic(\s must in sonic way or otlier be pcrlbvincd in connection 
with tlio onieial duties of tlio oflicor is not Jiistihcd by the H])irit or 
lan^na^c of tlio IcMif^iation upon the subject, TIic act of ‘^'Ith of A])ril, 
181t>, speaks of tlicin as the ^^privato servants^^ of tlie ohicer, and so 
they arc in the full sense of the term. If as is intimated by the Ooinp* 
troiler a practicic has ^'rown iij) on the partof cai)tnrcd officers of si^’ii- 
pay (certificates including* (charges of forage for liorses and wages 
for s(U’vauts known nob to have been kept at the time and jdacce. of their 
imja'isonineiit, siuch pra(jti(5e should be suppressed so lar as it may bo 
found to conditet witli the primuples liereiu annouiieed. 

The objeedion as expressed by the Oomptroller would (*ertainly be 
fatal to any claim for forage but unavailable against one for servants. 
Tliis(dass of acMHiunis sliould bostricUly serutinized and offujcrs slumld 
be admonished as to tlie prevailing construction of the laws under 
whi(0i they are rendered. Under the Kourlecnth ArU(ilo of War an 
olli(Tr certifying’ to the (Toverninent falsely in rcigard to liis ])ay is liable 
to be dismissed iroia the servi(*e, and most assuredlj'^ a jiajier followed 
by such penal <^ouse(|Ucnces should not bo suilered to become the basis 
of a claim against the Treasury. 

lharoled prisoners so far as jiay and allowances are concerned innst 
be regarded as in actual service. Officers, however, thus cinjumstanced 
un](»ss engaged in other service than that against the rebels are not on 
duty in the sense of the first section of the a(;t of 17th duly, 
cliapi(r 200. The terms of tliciir paroh\ oblige tliein to desist from the 
liorformniuie of military duty against tlie rebels until regularly 
ox(Jiaiiged, and they must be recogniz(Ml and treated by the (rovern- 
inentas keeping their ])arolo. It is not intended by the (lein'ral Orders, 
No, 9, either to cmlargo or restrain the acts of Congress or the usages 
of the seiwice in refcreiuio to the pay and allowances duo our officers 
and soldiers wliilo in captivity. The object of the S(^cretary was sim- 
ply ill brief terms to annoumm to them their rights under existing laws 
in the event that in the fortunes of war they sliould be captured by 
the enemy.

was given to Mastorn troops. You will see that this detention was in 
direct violation of the provisions of the cartel. As soon as offuiors and 
men enough arc exchanged to reform a regiment those attached to otlier 
organizations will ho returned to their original regiments. All of oiir 
paroled in’isoiuu’S are exclnin ged as rapidly as we can dolivcr an equiva- 
lent witliin the onomy^s linos.

Oaliawba under the charge of Gaptain Pufibr certain discharged sol- 
diers, three insane men and three (dergymen of the Ih'otestant Episcopal 
Churoli. I have directed the three clergymen to be turned over to the 
care of the U, S. marshal at Now York subject to the order of the War 
Hepartinont, 

The insane men Captain Puffer will take with him to Wasliingtoii and 
deliver to the Soldiers^ Insane Asylum. 

One of the clergymen, the Uov. Doctor Loaco<ik, i>roachod a sermon 
on the 20th of November, 18(10, which was afterwards i)iU)lishcd and 
run through four editions of about 30,000. I inclose the vital oxtracl^."^ 
You will see that it was highly incendiary in its nature. IJo is an 
Englishman born, but I believe has been naturalized in this country; 
at any rate I have his written admission that ho does not claim British 
protection; ho has been in New Orleans about six years and I think 
he has been an oinissary of the British Government. The liev. Mr, 
Fulton is a clergy man who was for a considerable time a private in the 
rebel army. Another, the Rev. Mr. Goodrich, has been an active and 
violent secessionist. All those men have refused I o take the oath of 
allegiance, and although tlie Military Governor of Louisiana, General 
Sheploy, ordered tlnit they should read the service adopted by the 
Prolestnnt Episcopal Chnrch in the United States, including the prayer 
for the President of the United States, they have neglected to obey the 
order, and though warimd of tlie consequences of disobeying the order 
they have still coi^tumacionsly refused to obey it, I think them much 
more mischievous in this city than they would be as soldiers in arms in 
the Confederate sorvh'C and I send them to Fort Lafayette so that they 
will at least be out of mischief during the remainder of the war, 

The only excuse they have to make to me in pcirsonal examination is 
tliattho diocesan bishop, I believe the right reverend warrior bishop, 
General Polk, has ])rescribed a different form of service, and that tliey 
are therefore canonically obliged to disobey the orders of the authori- 
ties here. 

Any other information about thorn if desired by the Department will 
be forwarded if directed.

1. You are correct in the supposition that paroled prisoners are not 
detailed for garrison duty or any other duty of a miliLary nature uudor 
sanction of lawful authority, I may add that no such details have 
over been made within my knowledge by any authority. I can assure 
you, sir, that Jiotliing dishonorable will bo sanctioned by the military 
authorities in tins departinont. 

2. ISio distinction is made in the issues of rations to prisoners of war 
and to our own soldiers. You cannot complain of this. The iiecessi* 
lies of war may sometimes make captivity uncomfortable to your in on, 
])ut humaiiity sliall never be forgotten by mo under any circumatanees. 
I think you have been misinformed in regard to prisoners of war hav- 
ing been eon lined with negroes and suspicious characters. Upon 
iiHjuiry I mn learn of no such abuse, 

3. All prisoners of war ciiptured by the army under my command at 
(3orint]j and Ilatelue Uridge have been sent to Vicksburg lobe paroled 
and sent to JVicinjihis, 1 presume ore this you have received oflicial 
notilicutioii of this from tlie iiroper autliorities at that city. 

4. Lieutenant-General Peniberion has been pleased to reply to this 
articloin liis letter* to you, which I liorewith have the honor to inclose. 

5. luka, as all other points within the sphere of action of tliis army 
or yours, must be considered liable to the vicissitudes of war. 

In (5onelusion allow me to express to you my gratification at the 
humane manner of your treatment to our i>risoners of war and for the 
burial honors paid by you to the gallant dead who fell under your bat- 
teries, Such actions betoken the brave soldier and honorable gentle- 
man and can by no construction ever prove injurious to any cause. 
They will over he cheerfully reciprocated by your opponents.

General : In laying the accomiiauying paper belore the Commander' 
iu-Ohief I would respectfully call atlontiou to the fact that tiic restric- 
tions on the service of paroled soldiers are twice speciHed in the cartel, 
covering nearly all the duties that may be required of a soldier, ami 
besides it distinctly states; “They shall not be permitted to disclmrge 
any duty usually performed by soldiers,” and if it is to be understood 
as it roads they can perform no service. But if the War Department 
is at liberty to say tlial it could not have been meant or understnod 
by the parties making tlie arrangement tliat troops so paroled were 
restricted from perfbrmiiig any of tlie ordinary camp or garrison duties 


"^Omittocl horoj Holmes Lo Curlls, October 11, Sorios I, VoL XIII, p, 726, 
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and to act on thia construction of the cartel then tlio paroled troops 
may bo biou^lit under the rof^ulatious for the governiiioiit of his camp 
proptjsod by Oolonol Carrington. But it is ])ossiblo and even probable 
that ifodiccrs or soldiers have pledged their word of honor to bo gov- 
erned by the restrictions emnnerated in the cartel they will not feel 
reliev(‘d Ironi their obligations by any oflicial constructioiij and if the 
matter is then brought before a court inartial it is at least possible that 
its decision would rciiuire the cartel to be understood as it reads. If 
the troops have been paroled without requiring any personal obliga- 
tions blit de]>cnding only on the implied pledge of the Goveriunent 
that they would be ordered to no duty inconsistent with the provisions 
of the cartel, then neither oHicers nor soldiers have anything to say 
about wliat duty they may perform and it becomes solely a national 
(|ucsti()n. Under all the many dilllculties of the case I would respect-

A conspiracy on the part of a number of the prisoners to escape from 
Oastlo Thunder was discovered on Wednesday night. The parties had 
made a long rope of cotton sheets and had gotten everything ready to 
let Bogers (who is condemned to bo shot on Saturday} out of a windoAv, 
Avheu they Avero discovered and put in the dungeon, One fellow who 
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provod very obatruperous was iiiuloi-ftoiiig’ die bucking pmcess yostei- 
diiy evening. ]l is not eevtaiiiiy known tbnt Kogevsinitnited tlicniove- 
nicnt, but it i.s liolicvcMl tliat bis ftiend.s in the prison did so to help 
him. We learn tliat ell'orla are constantly being made to escape from 
iliia prison and that it is only by unceasing vigilance that they are 
prevented. Tlie next party discovered trying to get out are to bo shot. 

Col. [Maj.] Thomas J. Jordan, of the Niutli Pennsylvania Cavalry, 
wbo was detaJned from going North on the last flag of trnco because 
chargOH had been preferred against him by the citizens of Sparta, Teiin., 
dial lie allowed his men to commit the most mil i card of atrocities on the 
citizens of tliat place, was yesterday removed from the Libby Prison 
and put ill Castle Tliiuidor, in company with four Yankees belonging 
to the First Maryland Cavalry, who are charged with committing a 
willful murder on an unarmed citizen of the Yalloy of Virginia. Colonel 
[Major] Jordan ivas captured at Tompkiiisville, Ky., on the 7tL of July, 
Yesterday seventeen desertei's were received into the Castle from the 
youth, sent tliither by Major Mallctt. Among the other inhabitants 
tlioro is Oapt. Arnold Harris, a Yankee. The cage was empty last 
night, the city police having made no arrests.

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or who liavo been identified as o])oiily belonging to the anniea of our 
Governnioiit. The reason for this partieiilaris^ation is that 1 learn you 
have as prisoners a number of citizens who Imve not o])enly partiei- 
pa(ed in tlio war, but who have been captured at their homes on 
account of their poliiieal opinions and are now being oniployed hy you 
ill the erection of your fortifications. Not recognizing your authorily, 
under the rules of civilized war, either to cajitiire this class of peojde 
or to hold them in menial service, I cannot under any circuuiataiiees 
consent to exchange your prisoners in iny hands for tliein. Neither 
shall 1 attempt to capture any of that class of citizens entertaining 
sentiments favorable to your Government for tljo purpose of oxclninge, 
because I regard all such acts as outside of civil and military usage. 

You have as 1 am informed in yoiir military service as guides and 
spies two free negroes, James Hall and Jesse Turner. Their families 
wore residing on the north side of White Itiver and their houses, as I 
was oflUjially informed a few days sinc^e hy my scouts, were a rondcizvous 
for your troops engaged in military operations in this direction. Nectes- 
sity ro{(uired that 1 should break up immediately this [)laco of aid, 
comfort and information to your scouts. Conse(jiieiitly f ordered all 
the members of both families to bo removed to the rear of my lines. 
Their names are as Ibllows: Ivachol Turner, sister of James Hall, ago 
D5, and her sons, Joel, ago 14, and James, age 11 j Cynthia Turner, wife 
of Jesse Turner, age 28, and her children, Love, ago (I, Salina, age 4, and 
Sarah, ago 2, I do not retain these people as prisoners of war. No 
guards are phujed over them and they ai o supplied with subsistence 
from my commissary department. I am anxions that they should bo 
transibrrod within yonr lines, with the proviso that they shall not be 
reinstated in their former neighborhood except by force of arms. Allow 
me most respeiitfully to suggest that in lieu of the free negroes pro- 
l)osed to ho sent witiiin your lines you restore to mo us many slaves 
who have been forcibly taken from their masters within the bounds of 
this State and from the vicinity in which these free negroes rosidedt 
I have no authority from my Government to cominence this negro 
exchange, but from the recent proehimation of y' ur President E would 
respeclliilly suggest that you would bo ])orfectly justified in acting on 
my propoaitlon. Whether you accede to my proposition of restoring 
slaves or not, still if you desire these free negroo*.. within youi^ lines 
you will please nignily it and 1 will send thorn under escort to anyplace 
you may designate.

Tho Siirgcou-Gonerars remarks on this subject are as follows: 

This department recognizes tho propriety of paying for rent of hospitaln and for 
inedicnl attention to soldiers and is perfeetly willing to do so when prisoners of war 
are included. The contruots inoloaod are, howovei^ so (Extravagant in rate of eonipen- 
Ratioii as to he entirely iiuulmiasihlo. The con tracts for nnulioal at tench nice slionld 
conform striotly to tho rocpuronionts of regulation both in form and amount of pay, 

The contracts above roforrod to are ilisapproved niid li ere with 
returned. While the Quartorin aster’s Department might from its 
appropriation for tho care of prisoners of war pay for tlunr medical 
care and treatment and was willing to ])ay oven the Jiigh rate charged 
for receiving small pox patients iu the pest house, it could not make a 
similar provision for soldiers, and you went beyond your instructions 
iu making a contract to cover both chisse^s. The Medical Department 
now are willing to assume the rout of hospital and medical attendance 
for prisoners of war, consetiiioutly the cost thereof horoafter will not 
be a charge against the Quartermaster’s Dcparlmout and contracts for 
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such services will he made in accordance Avitli the Army Regulaiions. 
(See paraj^raplis 1208 to 1271.) So far as smallpox patients being 
prisoiiei’vS of war have l)eeu admitted to the pest-house of the hraiilcliii 
[Gouiityl Infirmary and recei veil medical attendance from the pliysi(‘ian 
em])loye(l hy you, you are authorized to pay lor the same in accordance 
with the iiistnicUons given to Captain Dickerson on the 3(1 of June last. 
This authority will not, liowever, extend beyond the date of now (ion-

Colonel; J have the honor to report tliat in accordance with your 
letter of instruiitioiis of the Idtli instant 1 proceeded to Coluinhus, 
Ohio, arriving on the evening of tliolOtln After rc])urting to (iovernor 
Tod 1 procecMlcdtoOainp Chase and inado an examination into the (;on* 
dition of the military and political iirisoiiers. L found 723 prisoners at 
tlio camp, of whicli only twelve were prisoners of war. These prisoners 
were confined in two camps adjoining ea(di othei' and inclosed by a high 
fence. The quarters occupied by the prisoners were ample for their 
accominodation, witli sufllcicnt grounds within the jnclosuro for oxer- 
(uso. Tlie (juarters wore divided into rooms of convenient size, with a 
stove in each. They wore provided with bunks, abundance of bedding 
and indeed every necessary article was supplied and every care was 
taken to insure their coml'ort. 1 found tlie hospital well arranged, well 
ventilated and comfortable. Tlie nuinhcr of patients in the hospital, 
2l\ the number of deaths for September, 4, The prevailing diseases 
were typhoid, bilious and intermittent fevers, tyi^hoid predonunating. 
^JTie beallh of tlie camp was rapidly improving. I found that ovmy pre- 
caution was taken to prevent the escape of prisoners. The daily guard 
for prisoners only miinbercd lOJ men. The guard was stationed on fjhe 
outside of the inclosnre. There were seventeen sentinels on parapets, 
erected so that the whole camp might bo ovcrloolced. Tliorc were two 
sontiiHils at each gate and tbirtcon sontinols so stationed as to form a 
complete chain of sentinels around the camp on the outside indeiiendoiit 
of those on iiarapet above. 

The sentinels were vigilant and apparently well instructed in their 
duties. I found the following number of persons employed with duties 
coniieeteil with the prisoners and at the compeiisafiou assigned to caihi 
roHpe(itivoly: In post-offKJO examining the corresimndence of prison- 
ers — one oinployiul at $1 per day, the other at 40 (icntsj one book-kcopei’ 
in charge of books and the money accounts of prisoners at $o0 pijr 
month j three stewards in charge of prisoners and the police of their 
quarters and camp at 40 (jonts per day; oiui maibcaiTier, who is also 
employed for troops, full compensation $50 per inoidh. The above 
ojnploy(:is wore all enlisted men excepting the maibcavrior. I dir(?cted 
that tlie compensation of the postmaster and book-keeper should bo 
reduced to 40 cents per day; that the services of the stewards be alto- 
gether disx)eiised with as soon as xnxssible, and that until dispensed 
witii their compensation slioiild be rediujcd to 25 couis per (lay. I 
recommended and directed the apimintinent of an onicer as provost- 
uiarpshal who should have under the sux^crintendeuce of the commanding 
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officer tlio immediate cbargo of the prisoners and of the general police 
of the comp. When ho shall have hecoiiio tliorouglily acquainted with 
liis duties and with the prisoners themselves tho services of tlio stew- 
aids can be clisj^onsed with. I found but three Fanner’s boilers at 
Oanq) Chase which 1 caused to be erected witliiii the prison in closure; 
required they should be used for cooking purposes, depriving the pris- 
oners of their other cooking utensils. These boilers not being suflieieiit 
for the use of all the prisoners 1 have since directed that those at Camp 
Bntlor Ijo forwarded to Canix> Chase with instructions to tho comiiuiud- 
ing ofllcer to have them erected as X had previously directed. Tho 
prisoners have taken a violent antipatliy to the use of tlicso boilers 
and will not use them unless constantly watched and compelled lo do 
so. The stoves already at Camp Chase would answer a bettor purpose 
with hut little increase of fuel. 

1 introduced the scale lor issue of rations to prisoners as directed by 
yourself at oilier camps. This scale, however, diifered but little from 
tho one in use. The manner of keeping the accounts was (jiiiie satis- 
factory and tho funds were in the liaiuls of Captain McAdams, assist- 
ant commissary of subsistence, XT. S. volunteers, stationed at the 
camp. The lists of irregular military organizations have already boon 
submitted.

Siu: I have learned by a slip ll’om a Itiehmond paper that Major 
Jordan, of the Ninth Pennsylvania Cavalry, has been delivered and 
sent from Libby Prison to Castle Thunder under charges that lie 
allowed the men under his command to oointuib outrages on tho citi- 
zens of Sparta, Tenn. MOiior Jordan never had his forces in Sparta 
but once. Morgan made a raid into Keutiuficy and arrived at Cave City 
on tho lltli of May, 18()2, I was at Rowling Green with one sc^uad of 
cavalry and ran him out of this Stale at Biirkosville. Major Jordan 
was at Gallatin, and ho crossed over by Lebanon to MoMinnvillo and 
chased him eight miles beyond Si)arta. He made no stay at Sparta 
bub returned immediately. Major Jordan was very strict in his dis- 
cipline and I have never heard of any outrages (iommittod by his men 
at Sparta or at any other xilace. Major dordan was captured near 
Tompkinsville, Xy., on the9bh of July, 18(52, under the following circum- 
stances: lie was stationed at that place at that time in command of 
three companies of the Ninth Pennsylvania Cavalry, and iuul Oom- 
Xiany E also with him on route to Join me at Albany, Clinton County, 
Xy. We wore both under the eommand of Colonel Owens. I was 
with Colonel Owen at Albany and had only Oomi>any K with me. 
General J. T. Boyle then commanded all the U. S. forces in Kentucky. 
By his orders we did not consider Morgan and the rest of them com- 
maiiding the imn who made the raids into Xciilueky as soldiers but 
only as marauders. When Morgan with a force of about 1,800 men 
made the attack on Major Jordan on tho 9th of July ho did not consider 
niidor liis orders he ought to surrender to liirn. Oonseixuontly Mqjor

Joi'dau fouglit to the last, and when forced by tlie fire of artillery cut 
his way out. Ho killed 31 ot the gang', including 1 colonel, and lost 
ill killed 3 men and 1 lieutenant. They took about IC prisoners, mostly 
men in the hospital and unfit for duty. Jordan was capturea some 
miles out liy reason of a wound his horse had received, lie refused to 
bo paroled by Morgan on the ground that ho was not a Confederate 
ofliciu', but only a marauder, lliis refusal on liis imrt has made an 
enemy of Morgan and all his friends, and I fear that they intend to 
destroy the major to gratify jirivato malice. (.Teneral Boyle has proiU' 
ised me to write to you on the subject and to solicit your aid in relieving 
him irom this unjust iiersecution. I feel a deep interest in Major 
Jordan’s welfare and hope that you will do something to aid him in 
escaping tins unjust treatment. Be is a first rate offleer and a gentle- 
man and incapable of allowing liis men to do anything iinjustiilable 
in war.

1 desire to call your attention to the letters of Van Dorn sent by Jhig 
of truce. You can perhaps answer tlie question propounded as to the 
exchange of Captain Silence for Van Dorn^s aide. 

I cannot but thinlc the making of Iiika a hospital for Confederate 
prisoners was very ill advised. Under the terms of the cartel wo are 
obliged to deliver prisoners within the lines of the opposing army. This- 
involves the necessity of sending tliem from luka by ambulance to Bald- 
win for those who cannot march or bringing them back throiigli Corinth 
to be s(mt to Columbus or to Holly Springs. I do not want to bring 
thoni back this way. 

A^an Dorn^s language that ^^luka is liable to the vicissitudes of war” 
can be construed only that it is liable to capture and that the stores 
sent there for tlie use of tlie rohel sick and wounded ai^o liable to seiz- 


ure as also would be the rolling-sloclc of the railroad used in communi- 
cating and furnishing that hospital with supplies. I wish you would 
suggest some idan by whicli the whole thing can be shifted off our hands. 
Many of the luisoners leave daily and go where they choose. This has 
been the case witli those sulliciently retmvored to move. 

Of this 1 do not care, but 1 do not like the idea of being burdened 
with the care of thatjdace as a hospital unless it may fairly be considered 
as not liable to (aipturo while so occupied. My idea would ])o to move 
all the wounded by rail through Corinth at night, to be sent to Vicks- 
l)nrg via Colninlms. Please write me your views with such instructions 
as may suggest lliemsolvos to you. 

An answer on this subject and also that of exchange of Ca])tain Silence 
may be the nuuins of sending another ilug of truce to the rebel lines.

Major : The steamer Little E-oclc arrived here on tlie niglit of the 
2Stli under a Haft' of truce with the iiiclosed lists of Federal ])risoners 
for oxchaiifte. We made but few exchaiiftes from the fact that we had 
very few rebel prisoners here and Major Hallafther would not recognize 
the iiidebtediioss of twenty- five prisoners which wo have claimed to be 
due. Inclosed I also send General Holmes^ letter, with a cojiy of my 
reply. As there are still here seventy-one of our prisoners iinexch anged 
I would bo pleased if you would direct me what to do with them. If 
they are sentlJlorth w^e wdll probably in all probability never see them 
again. I would suggest that you send prisoners from Saint Louis 
belonging to General Holmes’ department on a ligbt-draiigiit steamer, 
so that wo can make the exclnnige and fully vecoiiiioitor the Arkansas 
Kiver, I have but little doubt now that the strongest rebel force at 
any one point in this State is at Arkansas Post, Eeliable information 
places their number at 12,000 at that point. We had a glorious day on 
yesterday in celebrating the com])letiou of Port Curtis. There are but 
few rebels in Little Rock, and I am induced to think that several regi- 
ments have gone to Vicksburg in anticipation of an attack on that 
point. The Twenty-fourth and Twenty-sixth Regiments of Iowa Infan- 
try have arrived and ai'e in good health and line spirits. The Iowa 
regiments are anxious to have an Iowa brigade, and unless Major- 
General Curtis is opposed to it I believe it would be for the good of 
the service,

I sin- 
cerely hope it will be found to be groundless, and should feel confldent 
that such wms the case but that a precisely similar charge was made 
against a party of your men toward one of their prisoners a few days

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ago, and also that another party went to the house of a lady (Mrs. 
]\Ioore) who was encGintey and against the roiiioiistrance and entreaty 
of her daughters, entered Ijer chamber where she was in bed, aimed 
their pistols at her, exploded the caps, and so alarmed her that pronia^ 
tnre labor resulted and she died the next morning. This is horrible; 
this is hellish, and yet the facts are vouched for by the husband of the 
lady who reported tliein to a member of my stall*. I sincerely hope 
this correspondence will result in suppressing on both sides the retali- 
atory 1‘oeling incident to sucli charges, 1 smid this conimiinioation by 
Major (rallaglier, my assistant adjutant-general, who will deliver to 
your order the inisoners who have been paroled until exchanged.

CjENERAL: Tlio steanioi' Little Uock, bearing a flag of truce and 
clisi)atclu's to tlioao !ieaclt|uartois with Federal prisonere for exchange, 
arrived last night and 1 am now in receipt of yoiirs^ of the lilat instant. 
I am imuih gi’atificd with tlio tone of your cominnuieatiou and trust 
that by vigilance we will bo enabled to preveut all unauthorized acts 
of violence by officers or men. My heartfelt desire is to teruiinfite 
this unhappy .struggle with as little injury to iion-coinbataiits and as 
few violations of the rules of civilized warfare as possible. For myself 
J slioulil be proud as <an Aiuerieaii if our armies could only iiresent to 
the world deeds of chivalry and generous hearing unaccompanied 
by the brutalities that have stained the pages of the civil wars of the 
earth. The ease of Mrs. Moore stated in your letter is indeed brutal. 
1 have heard nothing of tlio report before, and trust that like the 
thousands of rumors floating on the winds it may prove entirely 
groundless. As you are no doubt aware many false stories are made 
for effect. If the case of Mrs. Moore is a reality I should be pleased if 
you would communicate to mo any facts within your knowledge that 
may aid in identifying the villains and bringing them to justice. I will 
forward to Major-General Ourtis a copy of your letter and will as soon, 
as practicable have the acconut of prisoners exchanged adjusted.

Sir: Your report of prisoners arrested and discharged or forwarded 
to Saint Louis Jrom the 13th to 2dtU of October, ISGL^, has been received. 
I remark tiiat in tlio case of IT. Hoversoii you say ho was arrested 
and lianished from the State as a suspicious and dangerous piTsoiu^^ 
The baiiisliment of a man from a State is a serious thing, esiiecially 
when it is based on a charge so undefined. It is nob within the l)O^YOr 
of a provost-marshal to give such a sentence, ilo one loss than the 
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conniniiultT of a district (formerly called division) can do this. Ta 
Uoiu‘nil MerHll’s district where this power is exercised very liberally 
it is yet restricted to him. Indeed he has arrested several subordinates 
for assuming to exercise it. It is highly coiidiicuve to good order in 
other parts of the Slate to enforce this rule and for this purpose it is 
essential that it be made universal. Please report tbo iiartienlars of 
this man ILovcisoids case. 

In many other cases you mention that the prisoner was arrested 
charged with being in the rebel army and that he was discharged on 
oath and bond. The time when he was in the rebel army is very 
material, If lie was in it ])rior to the 1st August, 1861, and not since, 
ho is entitled to the benefit of Governor (lambic’s proclamation. If 
he has not been in it since tlie 17tli December, 1801, he is embraced in 
the amnesty oire).'ed by the convention. Again, in some cases for the 
charge of having been in the rebel army you discharge on oath and 
bond. Ill others you say “found guilty and sent to Baint Louis.” Am 
I to understand that in the case in which you simply ud minister an 
oath and take a bond the charge is not sustained ? 1 1 so, it seems that 
to exact a bond is hard measure. I have snbstilutiMl a ])arole for the 
oath formerly required at this office. I supposed that you had received 
duo notice of this change. I am satisfied that it is salutary. J inclose 
a form* of the parole. 

I liave commented thus frankly upon your report because 1 remark 
in your office a disposition (us 1 think) to do the duties incident to it 
with zeal and care and I am sure that fair criticism will not lie mis- 
understood. I wish to bring about as much uniformity in the practice 
of the oflico of provost-marshals in this State as possible, and 1 make 
no doubt that you will co-operate with me in promoting an cud so 
desirable. 

I remark that you arrest people in some cases for being “rebel sym- 
pathlzors.” I submit to you that this term is too vague to be ])roper. 
Bomo are called “Southern sympathizers” who are really guilty of 
nothing worse than regret for the calamities into wliich tliis robciliou 
has plunged the South. Others, however, so-called aie very mischiev- 
ous enemies of the Government. So long as a man does nothing to 
make his symimthy valuable to the cause with wliich he symi>atliizcs 
ho ought to be exempt from fine or inqnnsonmeiit. Of course I do not 
moan that a blatant well-wisher of the cause of insurrection is to Ix^ 
allowed to talk treason without molestation. 1 hope, however, you will 
in future make the charges more definite.

Yon refer 
to the services of the Iowa troops of such regiineuls in the recient bat- 
tle of Oorintlu Suppose they had been permitted to go home before 
the buttle; the enemy might have defeated us. Very possibly the 
presence of these men turned the scale. 

When the officers and men of these regiments are exchanged they 
wdll ho reorganized and such indulgence given them as the exigencies 
of tiic service will allow.

Bill: J have the honor to call to your notice the inclosed letter from 
Burg. William Lomax, of the Twelfth Ih'gimenl Indiana Volunteers. 
It appears from this lettcJ* l.liat the vidicl generals in Jventucky have 
xmroled a number of men as iirisoncrs of Avar Avho never bore arniK and 
some of them arc of an age too advanced to bear arms. They have 
also in some cases in the ]>avole,s granltMl restricted oui^ men from 
drilling in camp or serving on the Indian frontier. 

This brings up again the question of the eonstmetion Avhich is to bo 
put on the cartel, and I Avoiild respcicl fully suggest that it should be 
insisted on by us that the parole is given by tlio Government and not 
by individuals, as the cartel states that ‘‘the prisoners not excluinged 
shall not be ])ermiited to take up arms again,” «&c., which clearly binds 
the Government and not Iho ])aroled men, and to enable the Govern- 
iiicnt to meet this obligation it should be re((uired of the enemy to 
furnish com^ilote rolls of all soldiers ])nvoled by them. 

Such a construction Avould lead to great advantage to us, as tluj 
country is full of soldiers Avho have given their individual ijaroles and 
of whom it is very dillicult to gain any inforiiuition. Besides it would 
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remove any coiisciontious scruples officers or soldiers may have about 
the performance of duty.

SiRi I was with our forces whicdi were so fooUslily and so disas- 
trously sacriliced in the liglit near Iticliinond [Ky.J, on the 30tli August 
last. Uehigoii the medical staffi I remained with our wounded until 
last week. 

During my stay I was in the midst of the enemy’s troops for a con- 
siderable j)ortioii of the time, llichinoixl, the place where wo were 
stationed, was for a sliort time the rebels’ seat of Kentucky govern- 
ment. 1 had some opportunity of observing their operations. One 
matter to which 1 would invito your attention is a fraud whicli they 
are attempting to commit on the Government in the way of paroling 
men as prisoners who were never in arms, and moreover not capable of 
bearing arms at all. I^Ien seventy years of ago and many Union men 
who have never taken any active part in the jiresent war have been 
paroled,* and I iirosume will be enumerated among the Federal prison- 
ers in their hands for exchange. It would be the greatest unfairness 
to oxcliange their efficient soldiers who may bo captured in arms for 
such ])risoners as these. 

These are facts which have fallen under my personal observation. 
Should such practices be general they will largely swell the numbers 
of their prisoners, many of whom wc could have no motive to roohiim 
and are under no obligation to do so. 

Another little matter: 1 noticed in the paroles of some of our men 
who were taken prisoners last week a prohibition to drill in camps of 
instruction or light Indians in addition to former i)rohibitions.

Sir: John 0. McDonald, of Halls County, was in 1801 one of the 
soldiers of Sterling Price. He represenis that he left tlio army in May 
or Juno last and returned to Xtalls County without any intention, how- 
ever, of abandoning the Confederate service; that soon after the Kirks- 
ville flght he was called on to become the captain of a company there 
of seventy-eight men under Porter; that he accepted the position of 
captain on condition that none of his men should practice guerrilla 
lighting or I )iish whacking, but that they should proceed in a body with 
him to the aouth; that being balUed in the attempt to cross the river 
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liG proposed to surrender liis eoin])a.ny (now niitnberin^ upward of i;]0 
men) provided they would l)c treated as ])ris()ncrs of war; (Imt (UMienil 
Merrill agreed that this treatment s]ioul<l, so far as lie could ef’lcc.t it, 
bcoxtonded to tliem; that at any rale tliey sh()u!{l not la^ shot on sur- 
rendering, but conlined if‘ they could not be (‘xchaiigcd; that alxnit 
eiglity ol‘ hi>s men surrendered on these tonus and are hero wifcii him 
now {they are about being trauslerred to Alfon), and that he desires 
permission fo retuiui to Halls Oonnty and bring down ihe nnnaiiuhu’ of 
his men to share the fate oT those already surreiiderod. I'einaiiider 
are Htill at large feeling some distrust ol‘ the f.erms iiidieat(‘d by (loneral 
Alerrill, but the sanction of these by yon will in the opinion of (Japtaiti 
l\lcl)oiiald enable him to bring them all with him to Alton or Saint 
Louis. 'Pliese men not being regularly ])risoiiers of war <Jaj)taiii 
j\bjI)onald proposes (if you will grant him a pai'ole for tweiily days for 
that end) to repair to the city of Vicksburg and make arrangemenl.s for 
the exchange of tliesemen as prisoners of war, luM/nrning for them an 
e((uivalont of Federal soldiers. He will, whether successful or imsiie- 
cessfnl in this mission, return iu twenty days (which term is to begin 
when he r(‘.tuvns witli (he remainder of his company) to this city, and 
if unsuccessful will submit to im]n'isonment during the war or to smdi 
other terms, having his neutrality for their ol)je(*t, as maybe deter- 
iiuned on by the military authorities of the United iStatea,

Colonel: I desire rospeclfully to call your attention to tho manner 
in which the ])rovisions of a contract iiuido for the supply of all rahons 
which may ho mpiired for the use of the troujis at Oamj) Chase are 
being carried out, Thiscoidract between Capt. llenjainin \\ Walker, 
assisiant commissary of subsi.stonce, on tho part of the United States, 
and Messrs. Jacob and Jjouis /eltler, for tliemsolvcs, heirs, &c., bears 
date of dune 0, and going into offeet on iln^ 15th day of that 
month, is to continue lor four and a half months, or until the ist diiy of 
November, unless sooner snspended by the Com mi ssary- General of yub- 
sistenco. Tim foiirlh article especially stipiiiaies that all stores fur- 
nishedniider it sliall bo of the (irst quality. Tho iirst article stipulates 
that (he supplies shall ho delivered as rations and issued by the cou- 
traciors as they may bo required. In iny examination of the provisions 
issued to the prisoners at Camp Chase I was surprised at their misera- 
ble (]nality, at Ihe careless and nogligontmaniier of tho issue, and upon 
a particular oxiimination I was so struck with wliat .seemed to me a 
peimliar avoiding of some of tho requirements of Gio contract by which 
tlH‘. Government was groaily tho loser, that i liavo determined to pre- 
sent tliom for your consideration, 

J have s]M)kcii of the ‘‘caridess and negligent maiinor^^ of the issues. 
During my first visit to Columbus, where T arrived oii the Otli day of 
July, and remained more than a week, J did not see, and 1 have every 
reason to believe that the assistant commissary, Oapt. Ih P. A7alker, 
was not pi’oscnt at Camp Chase, where all the issues are made, during 
the whole of that time, I was at <5anip nearly every day and made 
repeated and almost daily iiuiiiiiies for him without seeing him. I was

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told that he generally roinaiiied in Ooliimhus, four miles distant. On 
the next to the last day of my stay, in eouseiiueiice of some complaint 
made by mo about the quality of the rations, a s])cciai inquiry was 
made for Inin, and, as I understand, a telegram found him in Oiuoiiniati. 
The only i)erson representing him was a citizen clerk, and even ho was 
not present at the issues which I saw made. They seemed entirely 
under the control of the weighers, who were rough, uneducated men. 
The “taro” in all the issues which I saw was guessed at and not in a 
solitary instance was a containing package, box or barrel separately 
weighed that I saw with the object of ascertaining its weight, Tlie 
clerk before mentioned did not appear to ho at all a responsible party 
in this absence of Captain Walker, and when I questioned him about 
the quality of the provisions seemed only anxious to convince mo that 
they were quite equal to those called lor. 

When I arrived at Camp Chase the “ne(‘ka” of the beef had been I 
was told Imbitually issued and, as the contractor himself said in my 
presence, the “shank” to Just below the knee of the beef. When I 
made by your orders my second visit to Columbus J arrived there on 
Tuesday, and it was not until the following Sunday that 1 was able to 
see Captain Walker, the assistant commissary; nor was ho at the camp 
daring this time, I am quite well convinced. In these intervals of liis 
absence the entire business was managed, so far as I was able to learn, 
by the clerk before mentioned and the contractor, who seemed very 
often i)resoiit. Diirijig all of this time the assistant ooniinissary was 
absent without leave from tlic commanding oilicer. J inclose froin tlie 
commanding officer a note relative to his habitual absence. It is marked 
A, It is not until your order requiring him to live at Camp Chase that 
ho has done so. 

Hcoondly, 1 assert that he is either willfully neglecitCul of the quality 
of the XR’Ovisions furnished under tlic (jontract or grossly ignorant of 
what should be required, Upon my personal inspection of the stores 
in my judgment they were jirecisely as follows and 1 have had much 
experience in the commissary department: The salt pork was very soft 
and some of that issued and received for the prisomu's at the innsoiis 
was in my oxnnion unfit for use. The broad is heavy, dark and often 
considerably sour. The flour is all or nearly all thir(i*rate and socoml- 
rato. I saw none first quality and I have often inspetded the (Commis- 
sary store-houses. The bacon of an inferior quality; tlie sugar third- 
class brown sugar; the coffee a miserable Rio: the rice very inferior; 
the soap very much poorer than the yellow bar soaj) cominoiily issued; 
the molasses and potatoes exceedingly bad ; the salt “rook salt;” the 

beef ; candles quite good but not “first quality.” The beans 

have been reported to me as bad. I have not seen them, as until very 
recently I have boon informed at the commissary departmont that none 
were on hand. As additional proof tlnit the artitdes are iiil’orior I nffbr 
you to the frequent conuflaints made by the troops and prisoners and 
to the inclosed minority report of the volunteer olfnuir chosen as a ref- 
eree in one of the oases of disagreement as to quality. You will, how- 
ever, doubtless observe that the third referee, chosen by the two first, 
and whose decision is final, is a citizen, and tihat the nrtioles are declared 
to bo “merchantable.” This paper is marked B. More than three 
weeks vsince I desired the coininanding officer to write to the Commis- 
sary-Ceneral for a decision as to what was meant by “iirst quality,” as 
the contra(‘tors insisted and constantly contended that their provisions 
fully came up to what was meant and insisted that they wore (luite as 
good as elsewhere furnished. The reply stated that a good quality of 
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hrowii fuift'ar and prime Rio eonbo Rhoiild l)o funiished aiul referred the 
coininanding' olluier to anotlier eotumi.ssury of sub^isleiice in Cuieiii- 
iiati, L believe, ]\raj, O. b. JCill)nrii, nssistiiiit conimissary of subsist* 
enee, for more eomphde instructions. As ycttlio coininanding’ ofliccr 
bus not tnlvcn tlu^ ])ro])er>stei)s to reciifyso important a inatler or write 
to Major Kilbiini for instructions, tlumijl) [ Inivo several times s])okou 
of it, and J think tluiii In' will not do so effectually e^ on should he 
attempt it from waid- of (‘.xiiorience. As for the assistant comiuissary, 
(Japtain Walker, he of court^e will take no stops for fhat purpose, as 
you will S(‘e from his own opinion in tlie statement by him marked 0^ 
that ho considers ihmn-’-the shires — all {[^'ood enough. 1 Iiave twice 
spoken to the commanding' ofticer reijiiestni,!; that I he < 'oinmissary*G-oii- 
crars instruct. ions slmiild not Ix^ delayed, luit as yet they have been 
unattended to. 1 Invve no authority to re([nire this ])cremptori)y and 
can only r(‘j)ort the facts to you that some nieaiis be adopted to prevent 
such a combination of i.ij;nonDa*e (or |[;ross earolessuess) and non-com* 
pliaime with the contract from bcliift’ Ifni^^'or successfully cuirricd out. 

Thirdly, L assert tliat the post commissary, Cajdaiii Walker, neglects 
his duty and the interest of the Government by weighing out and issu- 
ing himself instead of forcing tins labor upon t.lie contractors. The 
contract recjiiires that tlio (soutractovs “shall cause to bo issned^^ all 
tlio ralions, and of course all that ( 'aptain Walker should do is to pre- 
sent to them at each issin^ a list of the articles and the ipiantity of 
each which may be roMuired. These should be veigiied and delivered 
to him by the <5onlractors and they should ])ay the emidoycs who arc 
almost Cvonstantly oiicupied with this duty. Instead, however, Captain 
Walker relieves the <*ontractors of all this labor and expense by hiring 
and paying at the expense of the Oovennnent for this labor, 
h'ourtbly, I (diarge (’aptain Walker with throwing upon the Govern- 
ment all the labor and expense of stowage and care of a largo quantity 
of commissary stores, and that by tlie manner in winch ho receives 
tliem from the contractors ho renders the Government liable for all 
risk ol‘ losses by lire or otherwise when such risks should he borne by 
the coui.i'actors alone, h'or if the <tontractors arc responsible for sup- 
l)lying and issuing the rations whenever (allied for as rations, as they 
iiii(iuestioiiably are 1>y tcimis of the (iontract, thou it follows tlnit Cap- 
tain Wallciw, and througli him the Government, should run no risks of 
any kind beyond what may o(*cnr to the quantity of rations called for 
by him at eacjli particular issue, and tliese arc immediately turned over 
(or should bo) lo tlui troops. And if this manner vere adopted all 
labor ami exxxmse of stowage and all risks from lire would bo thrown 
nxmn l.he contractors, where it should In*. lnst(‘ad of this, however, 
you will see from the ])apers from Oaplaiii Walker marked and 
that he is in the habit of receiving a larg<‘. amount of provisions “in 
bulk” from tbecontraciors at a single time; that he assumes the imme- 
diate resjionsibility for th(\se j>ro\ isions^ Unit li(‘. stores and cares for 
tlumi at the expense of the Goveniimmt and by Government labor, and 
that by his assuming 11m iT.siionsibility for them that the Government 
runs all risks with them and on them, wh<w(^as all this is or should be 
none of ii.a alfair, for it cannot matter to tlie Government whether 
they are stored, or liow, or wluwe, or by whom, so that the contractors 
weigh out aiul deliv(W on th<^ day on which Ga])lain Walker prosonls 
his r(‘turnsfor provisions the parthmlar amount called for by him for 
that issue. 


Not found. 
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Fifthly, I charge Captain Walker witli allowing and charging to the 
Government and crediting and paying to the con trad ors every month 
a large wastage on provisions issued by him. This wastage is included 
in the quantity of commissary stores credited on his inoutbly return as 
having been received from tlie contractors in each month, and it is 
wrongly and highly unjustly charged to the Government and paid for 
to the contractors, inasmuch as Captain Walker jnakos it a part ot tlm 
aggregate ainonnt of the stores witli which the contractors are each 
month credit-ed. If the rations were delivered to Captain Walker as 
provided for by the contract no wastage could possibly occur, inasmuch 
as ho would not receive theju until each issue, and thou in only the 
quantity necessary for that particular issue, and they would be imme- 
diately turned over to tlie troojm for their consumption. In tlic paper 
marked F you will see to what an enormous amount this wastage is 
charged to the Government in a single month, when instead of the 
Government paying them (the contractors) for it the whole loss sliould 
fall on them. 

Ill conclusion T have to state that I have called the attention of Oaiit, 
B. Walker to that point of the contract requiring these issues to be 
made by the contractors, and by which all such items of expense would 
bo saved to the Government, and that instead of reqniring this of them 
ho has stated to mo that this was not the intention of the conira<'t, 
and has used every means to i)rovout the imiuiries being answered 
which I first addressed to him, and was liaally obliged to ])laco before 
him in a categorical manner by means of the commanding oilicor.

Chase, Ohio, all the rations, to consist of the arthdes liereinafter speci- 
fied that shall bo required for the use of the U. S. troops stationed at 
tlie place aforesaid, conunonoing on the Ifitli day of Juno, 18()2, and 
ending on the 1st day of Hovember, 1802, or su(di earlier day as the 
Coniinissary-Gencral may direct, at the price of 12^ cents for each 
complete ration. 

Second. That the ration to bo furnished by virtue of this cotxtract 
shall consist of the following articles, viz : Three-fourths of a pound 
of pork or bacon, or one and one- fourth xiouuds of fresh or salt beef; 
twenty-two ounces of bread or flour, or one pound of hard bread, or 
one and one-fourth pounds of corn-meal; and at the rate to every 100 
rations, eight quarts of beans or jicaso and ten pounds of rice or hotuiny ; 
ten pounds of green eoflcc, or eight pounds of roasted and ground 
coffee, or one and one-half pounds of tea; fifteen pounds of sugar; 
four quarts of vinegar; one xmund of sperm candles, or one and onc- 
fourtli pounds of adamantine candles, or one and one-half i)ounds of 
tallow candles; four pounds of soap and two quarts of salt. 

In addiLoii to the foregoing, twice per week, one gallon of molasses 
for 100 rations, and thrice per week potatoes at the rate of one pound 
per man. 

Third. That fresh beef shall be issued at least twice in each week, 
and oftoner if required by the comnmnding ofllcor. 

li'ourUi, It is clearly understood that the x)rovisioiis stipnlat(‘d to 
be furnisbed and delivered under this contract shall hoof the first 
quality. 

Fifth. Should any difficulty arise respecting the quality of x^rovisions 
stipulated to be delivered under this contract, then the commanding 
ofllceris to api)ointa disiuterosied person to meet one of the same 
dcscrixitiou to be appointed by the contractor. These two thus appoin tinl 
shall have power to decide upon the quality of the xirovisions, but 
should they disagree a third i^orson is to bo chosen by the two already 
ai)i)ointed, the whole to act under oath, and the ox^inion of the majority 
shall 1)0 final in tlie case. 

Sixth. 1^0 member of Congress shall bo admitted to any share herein 
or any benefit to arise therefrom.

Dear Sir: I take the liberty of aubinittiiifi- for yonr conaideration 
the followiiift answer to certain charges preferred against me ns assist- 
ant commissary of subsistence at Camp Chase, Ohio, embodied in a 
I’oport made by Oapt, IT. M. Lazollo to Col. William Iloflinan, com- 
missary-general for prisoners. These charges ai‘e of a very grave cliar- 
acLor; enough so to cause my dismissal from service. His flrst charge 
is based mmii wliat ho terms a jiervorsion of a contract Ibr supply- 
ing complete rations by Jacoi) and Louis Zottler, by stating that the 
fourth article ot same provides that all stores furnished under it shall 
bo of the llrst quality. The llrst article stipulates that the supplies 
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shall bo delivered as rations and be issued ns tlioy may bo required. Tn 
aiisvTr to this par(-oniiscliiir^»'es I should say tliiit the ooiitraot lor tlio 
sui)ply of complete rations at Gain]) Chase and referred to by him bears 
date June 0, 1802, and was made by me in accordance with instrnc- 
tioiis from Ool, d. Taylor, Goinmissary^Ocnoral, a coi>y oi* which you 
will find marked A. On receipt of Colonel Taylor’s instructions i 
advertised for bids to furnish complete rations to be delivered at the 
commissary department at Cmvp Chase, Ohio, at such times as may bo 
required. The award was made to J. and L. Pettier at 12«V cents ])Ou 
ration, and a written contract entered into liotweon myself, on the part 
of the Government, and said Zettlers for themselves, heirs, iSic., in 
a(5Cordance with my advertisement, a copy of whi(di you will iliid, 
marked B. 

It will doubtless bo observed by you, and is so set fortli in the charges, 
that there is a discrepancy between my advertiscineiit and their (*ontraot 
as written. The word issue ai)pears among the obligations on the ])art 
of the contractor. At tlio cominencoincnt of Camp Chase the them 
contractor for supplying rations erected at his own oxjicnse a large 
warehouse to hold his provisions, and this house has been owned ami 
occupied by each sticcoediug contractor for such purpose. It was at 
this place Captain Lazelle so frequently mot the (‘ontracLor, and where 
ho saw the large amount of provisions which ho su])))OSod wore liopt 
at Government expense and risk, which, iiii fortunately for me, he mis- 
took for the commissary department. The word issue as embodied in 
the contract was distn’nctly understood by every man who bid for this 
contract to mean tliab the contractor was to keep constantly on hand in 
tin’s warehouse a large amount of stores at his own expense and 'risk, 
and to issue from thence to me ciicli day such quantities as might be 
required for the troops, and 1 assort timt at no time wa.s there any 
amount of stores in my care or store house three hours after receiving 
them from contractor, as J never drew more than I immediately issued 
out to troops. As for truth of tins X rehir you to allidavit * of Messrs, 
Zettler, the contractors. 

As to the quality of the rations furnished Captain Lazollo is what 
ho represents mo to be, grossly ignorant, or he maliciously misropre- 
sonts the case. The flour he brands scc‘ond and third rates was super- 
fine, and the quality made at same mill and from same wheat com- 
manded the liigliest ])rico in Cobimbus and New \rork City, I refer 
you to anidavit"^ of Thomas Jones, who manufactured it. The broad 
was all made from this Hour; was white, light ami sweet, and of which 
I never lioard any complaint. The i>ork and bacon was first quality, 
made from young, corn-fed hogs. Bugar, hrsfc quality of brown sugar; 
coffee, iirimo Eio; rice and soap good; potatoes as good as the country 
afforded; molasses, first quality; salt, best quality lloskiug. Not one 
ouiu'e of rock salt was overissued from my dopartmciit, beans were 
very scarce; when issued were of best (piality, and when tliey could 
not bo obtained the substitute was perfectly acceptable to the soldiers. 
In relation to the personal examination Captain Lazelle says ho nmde 
of the stores T most positively assert that he novew handled a single 
article in my department or removed the gloves from Jiis hands. 

As to the freiiuent complaints mentioned by Captain laizolle there 
never were any during the existence of the coniraet excc])t the one 
rai>sed by himself and the one in which Tueutenant Mason acted as one 
of the referees mentioned by Captain Lazollo. There is nothing in the 
contract that says the referees shall bo officers of the Army, but states 
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distinctly that tliey sliall bo disiutorcsted men sucli as tlio coniinaiub 
iiig oiUcor of the i)()st and the contractor may select and could not i)OS- 
sibly have any influoiico or control in the investigation. As to his 
charge of subjecting the (government to heavy expense in weighing 
out and issuing rations I have already stated that the word issue iti 
the Goutract meant just what my advertisement said, the delivery of 
such stores in bulk as I wished to issue from day to day and nothing 
more. 

As to assertion numbered by liiin four 1 have clearly shown tiuit 
all th(i stores over in my possession at one time were simply for 
that day^s issue and that the largo ainoniit of stores seen by (Japtain 
La/adle wer(^ in the hands of the conti'actor in his own lionso and kept 
at Ids own expense and risk and my stateinonfc in tUo i)apors,^ marked 
by him 1) and 13, meant this and nothing more. Tlie tare was never 
guessed at. Tlio cases were invariably weighed and deducted from 
gross amount. As to the issuing of necks and shanks it was never 
done. See adklavits^ of White and Husk. As to his charge of absence 
from duty, either Avitli or witliout leave, Ht] is absolutely ialso and iji evi- 
doiKJO refer you to statement of W. J.alolinos, military secretary of 
the post. 

As to the complaint of wastage it was well iamwn to Captain LazelJo 
that Camp Chase Avas a (aimp for recruiting, a tlepoi- ibr prisoners, a 
c, amp of rendezvous for paroled and furloughed soldiers, and that at 
the very time he was there these dilVerent classes wore arriving in 
s(]nads of from two to (Ifty every day and tliat all had to bo furnishod 
with rations, How then could I oXMiny other olhcer receive pork or 
any stores in barrel or package at one draft and then Aveigh out in ilfty 
drafts avoid Avastago, and very nearly all the Avastage complained of 
occurred in this Avay, and notAvithstaiuling this mode of issuing the loss 
on no single article has exceeded the loss alloAvod by the Army liegu- 
latioiis. 

In conclusion permit mo to assert that in making contract for sub- 
sistence stores I did so by order of the Commissary-Coiiorah A copy 
of tliG advertisements for bids and the contract Avero always sent to 
liini and in no case did he over make complaint of my inanner of con- 
ducting my department nor give juo orders to cliange it. Also that 
(luring almost my entire servi(m at Camp Chase there Avero more or less 
prisoners and that (jolonel llolfman frequently visited the camp and I 
have no recollection of liis ever being in camp that ho dul not visit my 
departniont, examine stones, see the issues and in no instance ever 
(expressed himself other than aa'^cII ideascd. Also that during Captain 
Ijaz(dle\s first visit to camp I saw him frequently about camp and Avas 
told he had something to do AAuth prisoners hut have no recollection of 
his being in my depurtmout. He may have been there, and 1 [not] 
noticed him, as he always came in citizojj^s dress, and there Avas noth- 
ing to distinguish him from any other visitor. Ou his second Ausit I 
mot him, gave him all the information in mypoAVOr, and repeatedly told 
iiim that any orders ho miglit give in relation to prisoners Avould be 
cheer fully obeyed by me. 

J also assort that the quality of rations issued at Gamp CliasQAvas 
as good and at as Ioav rates as those issued at any other point in the 
(iovernment. 1 also assert, that the charges made by liim, as they Avill 
tlieinscdves show, are Aiearly all made up from hearsay and notirom 
ix^rsomil knoAvlecIgo, and that in a camp of /5,0()() or 6,0(J0 soldiers [one] 
can hear comxdaints against every oldcer of t he Govornmoiit from the 
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President down. As lo tlie (duiraolor and .standiiij*' of the men wbo 
write and testily in my behalf I refer you to Prig, Gou. U. P, 
Buckingham.

In the Field, Ijcxhujion^ l^owmber i, 1802. 
Maj. Gen. S. R. Guutih, (Jornmandnuj^ Hnint Louin^ ilfo. 

General: I design leaving here for Indopendoiico to-morrow. I 
have been detained here much longer than 1 expected to bo on my 
arrival. The inhabitants of the country are generally disloyal and a 
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largo majority of them arc actively so. They arc fierce, overhearing', 
tieiiant ami insulting*, whilst the Union spirit is cowed and disposed to 
bo submissive. Idiere is no earthly hope for peace iii this portion of 
the State until a separation is efi’ected. With a view to this end I have 
caused the disloyalists to be arrested and held in close custody. The 
milder ])risoners I have allowed to give their parole to leave the State 
ill leu days not to rotiuii. Many are availing themselves of this privi- 
lege. The others must be sent out of the State and held in custody 
until the (fiose of the war, or at least until society is so far reconstructed 
hero as to allow the courts to be hold and civil rights to bo enforced. 
Another reason tliat has induced me to have these disloyal ])orsons 
arrested is to break up the social relations hero. Good society/^ as it 
is termed, is exclusively rebel. Another motive is that the traders, 
merchants and bankers who transact the business of the country are 
all traitors. Out of the monopolies secured to them by the employment 
of their competitors, who are loyal in the military services in suppress- 
ing the troubles that these traitors incite, they are making largo for- 
tunes as the reward of their disloyalty, and they luivo the bad taste to 
laugh at lionest x>atriots for serving so faithfully a Government that 
discriminates against them so foavliilly. It requires a high and noble 
l)atriotism that (*an bear the comparison. The business of the country 
must be conducted by loyal men only, and loyal men only must bo left 
here to transact it. ^‘Itegulations of trade” which have no stronger 
guards than oaths and bonds will not exclude rebels from embarking in 
the trade of the <jountry that proinivses a profit. T think ninoteeii out of 
every twenty of the traders in stock who supply the Governmeutfrom 
this part of the country are disloyal, and it is through such ebannela 
that such bauds as QuantrilPs find a market for their stolen property. 

J have had scouts out almost daily in every tliroctioii for the last ten 
days and I tliink J have driven the bushwhackers from the country, hut 
they will return immediatoly. It is much easier to catch with your 
hands a rat in a warehouse filled with a thousand flour barrels than it 
is to catch a band of guerrillas when almost every man, woman and 
child are their spies, pickets or couriers. There arc some 200 hold as 
prisoners on the general charge of disloyalty. They are generally 
acjtively disloyal. The remainder of the disloyal inhabitants I propose 
to liave brought in as rapidly as possible. In dackson, Oass, dohnson 
and Saline the same course will be pursued until none but loyal citizens 
will 1)0 allowed to remain at large in these counties. Among the 
prisoners cajitured are »soine notoriously bad characters; others of like 
stamp have lied the country ])recipifcatoly. If you would direct the 
ti anslcr of the worst of these prisoners to some depot for prisoners the 
eifect would bo most beneficial. 1 am in Impes that within thirty days 
T shall be able to report all quiet on the frontier. 

To-day 1 have direiited that Vincent Marmadnkc, a disloyal member 
of the State convention, bo ])ormitted to give his parole to leave the 
l^tate within ten days and not return. Sample Orr, another disloyal 
member of the convention and register of lauds in Jefforson, whom I 
had confined for uttering disloyal sentiments in delivering a speech at 
Jo/forson, was released by order of Governor Gamble. Whilst gentle- 
men Avho occupy high official positions are allowed to preach treason in 
the Siato cax>ital it will rcfiiiiro the most active, zealous and energetic 
action on tho])art of the loyal troops to preserve law and order.

boats. As it would bo against the i)ositive orders of this Department 
to ])Grinit anybody except exchanged iirisoiiors to come, your attention 
is called to the mutter. To guard against the violation of the rule by 
yoiir Rubordinates you will hereafter require a complete list in duidicato 
to bemadoof ail persons (including Iheofiicers and crow) who go up the 
river on every truce boat and another list of all those who come down 
on every such boat on lier return, both lists to be certified by the otllcer 
in charge of the boat, and one copy to be transmitted to this Depart- 
ment and the other to be filed at the headquarters of your department.

Sir: Pursuant to your instructions T yesterday made an inspection 
of the camp near Annapolis, where a iiortion of our imroled troops are 
stationed, and 1 have the honor to submit the following report: There 
are 7,000 to 8,000 men there living in tents, as comfortable as soldiers 
can expect to be under canvas at this season of the year. They should 
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lia-ve stoves for each tent anti I reconimeiul that they bo furnished as 
soon as x)ra(dicable. Grcnerally they are siifllicieiitly supplied with 
clotliing, but there are some cases where a garment or two is needed, 
and these are l>eing' supplied as fast as x>ossible. Provisions of good 
quality, except beans, are furnished in a siix)erabiindaiJco. great- 
coats arc issu(ul exct’pt to the sick, because there are not enough for 
all, and as yet I here has been no special necessity for them. An issue 
will bo made as soon as tlioy are obtained. The sick are in tents, not 
as comfortably provided for as they should be. Their great want is 
stoves aaul these have been esUniatod for. They reriuire also kind 
treatmemt, which in my judgment tiie surgeon-in-clmrgo does not 
at»prceiate, and J respectfully recommend that a medical oHicer pecul- 
iarly ilttod for such a i)ositioii bo ordex'ed there. The iiolice of the 
camp is generally good inside, but there is room for iinprovoment; 
nuieh of the ground outside is used by the men tor the demands of 
nature, which can only be prevented by the erection of suitable sinks, 
wliicli I will order immediately. The troops in this camxi have nothing 
to (jomplaiii of except so far as the liosxntal is concerned, wliich they 
can remedy by a little industry on their own part. The condition of 
the xniroled men would bo nuicli better if it were not for the absence 
or inerficiency of their oflioers, aiuL there would be a bettor state of 
diaijipliiio but for tlieir bad examples and x>roinptiugs, Many ofheors 
and men are absent from the camp without authority, and I respectfully 
ask how they are to bo treated. There are a great many x^aroled olllcers 
and men scattered through the different Btates, absent from tlieir regi- 
ments without autlionty, and it is a matter of much consequence to the 
service that it sliould be determined wliether they are to be treated as 
deserters or wliether the absence is to bo tolerated at the iileasiiro of 
the absentees, Tlio guard consists of a detachment of about 300 men, 
six coinpaiiies, detailed from the troops in Annapolis, but tlie number is 
quite insnincicnt, and as they are at the eamx) only temjiorarily the 
duly is not done as thoroughly nor as oflieiently as it should be, and I 
recommend that a guard of 500 men bo detailed to bo xiormanently at 
tlie eamxh forming a part of tlie command. 1 jiropose to give insbruc- 
lions immcdialoly which will inqirove the condition of things nt the 
camp ill every xmrtiiuihir. As a first necessity an efficient giund is 
absolutely ro((uired, and J res])eetiully request that General Wool be 
instructed to order the detail.

Hiu.: I have the lionor to report that no more paroled men can bo 
accommodated in this camp unless tents can be supplied (winch 1 uuder- 
sl aiul will be dilliimlt, if not entirely impracticable) or barracks erected. 
The last of tlie tents in the qiiartermasleFs hands were issued several 
days ago and I'eipiisitious are still coming in as additional prisoners 
arrive, I have been crowding the newly arrived men into tents already 
Jllleil to theii' full capacity according to the regulations, but this shift 
will answer no longer and 1 am coni[»elled IjO submit the subject to 
your consideration. In Camp Chase there are *stiU as T am informed 
a number of unoccupied barracks erected 4i year ago; but the ground 
is so low and Hat that during the open and wet weather of winter and 
(mrJy spring it is almost impracticable to pa.ss along the streets and 
nvciuH'R on which the buildings have been erected. This camp (Camp 
Walhice) lor the most part is no better, although it occupies the highest 
and must easily drained land in the vicinity of Columbus. THie ground 
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occupied by a single regimen i is so ole^^atod as to be rendered toler- 
able by ditcliiug, t'vjc., but tlio residue is covered with water dining the 
open weather of winter and spring and is too low and ihit to be 
dit(;lied, 

I am informed that the only eligible winter camp in Ohio is Gamp 
Dennison, whore there are still accommodations for a largo force, twice 
or thrice the number at Camp Wallace. 1 would resi)ectfully sag- 
^g'ost that by ordering the ])aroled force now hero to Camp Doiiiiisou 
better quarters would bo secured and the oxpoiiae of erecting luirracJcs 
obviated.

Bib: I have just rotiirnecl from an inspection of tlio hospital atOainp 
Parole, near Annapolis, which I did not find in as comfortable a condi- 
tion as T think it sliould bo. In part this grows out of the want of 
stoves, wliich T was informed you liad ordered. But save putting the 
sick on cots in touts I could see little that was done to alleviate the 
many privations whicli sick men in camp arc exposed to^ nor do L tliijik 
the surgeon in charge approedates the importance of not only jiroscrib- 
ingfortho sick, but also as far as in his iiower of providing for the 
many wants which must be met to dimmish their Huiferings and insure 
a speedy recovery. A surgeon of experience is ro([uirc(l for this posi* 
tionj one who, besides proscribing medicines for tlie sick, will devise 
the means and use every effort to put them in force for giving his 
patients every possible comfort, and 1 urge it on you to send such a 
medical ofUcor there with at least two good assistants. It would bo 
impossible for me to give minute instructions in this matter and they 
would bo of little use unless the surgeon is the right person for the 
place. Oil inquiry 1 found there was no morning report of the hoH])ital 
kept and there was nothing to show the luimbor of sick })iit tlie regis- 
ter. There did not seem to be any hospital fund, tliough the rations 
undrawn duo the liospital ainoiiiited to several Imudred dollars. I 
iucloso herewith a report*' wliich 1 called for, made by Doctor I^Torval 
and indorsed by the colonel commanding. According to each groat 
improprieties have been committed in sending sick men from hospi- 
tals to this camp who were almost in a dying condition. Such things 
1 am sure do not meet your approval and 1 would be glad to be 
informed wbo it is who has been so reckless of his duty. One stove in 
three touts I am afraid will make the middle one too hot, while the 
other two would not be warmed, and I tliorcforc suggested to you by 
telegram to use two small stoves.

Tlie parole is virtually given by tlio Governiiieiit 
and not by individuals, and whore individuals see fit to incur obliga- 
tioius not authorized by the Govornmont and which the enemy have 
no right to impose such obligations will not be recognized by the Gov- 
oriuneiit.

Oolonjcb: roiira of tho 7tli instant camo duly to liand and contents 
noted. The distinction drawn in your letter of instruction of 32d Sop- 
toinbor between Confederate prisoners of war and irregulars is specific 
and I believe is correctly coinprchonded by mo. In the specific cases to 
whieli 1 called yonr attention my understanding was tliat tlio xn’isoners 
were Confederate prisoners of war for exclmnge unless they were will- 
ing to take tho oatli of allegiance, and without any promise to release 
them they declared their willingness to lake the oath, Tlie minors and 
those sick I dise.harged on taking tho oath— perhaps tAventy in all. 

The sending of these men from Kentucky to this post when it would 
have been so much less expensive to have sent them direct to Cairo, 
tho fact of their being nearly all Kentuckians, many of them living in 
neighborhoods infested with guerrilla parties, together witii the instruc- 
tions of tlie Secretary of War that such only were to be released as 
would evidently respect their oaths, and Governor itod’s approbation 
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with my belief that it would bo comparatively unsafe to release them 
immediately, induced me to take the responsibility aud hold tlieni for 
specific instructions. If they are to be released unconditionally it will 
be much more sale whcni 1 have your specific instructions than it would 
have been when they were rcpoi ted at this post. Tliat you may clearly 
understand their position 1 inclose lierewitli a list ^ of these x^risouers, 
with rank, iSjc. 

Let me repeat, 1 called upon them to say whether they were willing 
to take the oath of allegiance to the United States but did not say they 
should be released. Many of them no doubt, inferred tliat their release 
would follow, ^rhoro would be no breach of good faith to send them 
for exchange, but a judicious selection should in my judgment be made 
if they are sent forwaiM. There are three names at the end of the list 
whose exact status I am unable to determine. They are men of some 
importance. 

I await your decision iii regard to their character and disxiosition.

' Sir: I am credibly informed that on or about the llih day of Sop- 
tember, 1862, Mr. William H, White, a eiti^^on of De 8oto County, 
Miss., was inhumanly murdered in the jire.sencc of Jjis mother and wife 
near liis residence on the Hernando and Memphis plank road about 
thirteen miles from l^Iemphis. I am also iiirormed that this murder 
was perpetrated by a party of Illinois cavalry (said to be the Sixth) in 
the service of the United States Government and under the immediate 
command and direction of one Captain Boicourt. It is further stated 
that Boicourt himself inflicted the first wound ui)on the murdered man. 

In view of these reported facts I have the honor to inform you that 
by direction of my Governinent I have f aken by lot from the U, S, 
Xirisouers of war captured by our forces the four whose names follow: 
(1) James E. Gaddy, Company E, Sixth Illinois Cavalry; (2) Bernard 
Collins, Company E, Thirty-ninth Ohio Infantry; (3) A. M. Sliix^nian, 
Company D, Forty-third Ohio Infantry; (4) Nicholas Hoit, Company 0, 
Seventh Iowa Infantry. 

I am also directed to inform you that if the account of the murder be 
true retaliation will bo made on [these] xndsoiiers unless the murderers 
are punished. The case, sir, is very xnaiiily before you. There is not 
a shadow of doubt that the account of the murder is true and I await

Dear General: 1 called on General Granger lo-iiiglit to arrange a 
system of exchange for Kentucky home-guards arrested and paroled 
by the rebel forces when in this State, and as he has detormined to 
refer the matter to you, allow mo to offer a word or two. These home- 
guards are voluntary associations for home dofenso, not in National or 
State service, receive no pay and lawfully subject to no orders. i\Uiny 
of them liave been arrested and paroled by the rebels in violation of 
right or usage among civilized belligerents, and whilst it is of no law- 
ful force it may entail consequences upon the parties paroled tlioy are 
uuMulling to risk. A general order releasiugthem would not satisfy them. 
To send them off for oxoliango would bo dignifying an unlawful act. 
The remedy I would suggest is to have arrested an equal niimbor of 
rebel sympathizers in our midst and x^roceed at once to exchange them 
upon the spot. This might be so effected as to command rebel observ- 
ance. We greatly need these i)ar()led home-guards for Stale defense 
under our militia system. I hope you will not modify General BiiolPs 
order in regard to rebel recruits or those giving active aid and assist- 
ance. We must rid the State of those men and wo have already had 
too many oaths and bonds violated to trust further in them. I further 
hope the decision of all questions under arrests made in this part of 
the State will bo referred to the commanding general and not to Gen- 
eral Boyle. The action of General Boyle has boon so caiiricious as to 
forfeit the confidence of loyal men here.

General: I beg* leave to inclose to you my coiiiinuiiication to Gen- 
eral Pemberton, of tlie Confederate forces, upon the subject of tbo 
murder of seven of iny soldiers. When two companies of the blightli 
Vermont Eegiinent surrendered at Bayou dcs Allenmnds there were 
enlisted in those companies and surrendered as prisoners of war wifh 
them seven German residents of Louisiana, who owed no fixrther alle- 
giance to the State of Louisiana than we all owe to our States by being 
inhabitants thereof. Because of their enlistment with us they wore 
tried for desertion from the militia in which they had never acted, and 
for treason to the State of Louisiana, to which they never owed allo- 
giaiice heoauso they were naturalized citizens of the United States, 
were found guilty of these supposed offenses only, and were excinited 
in obedience to the orders of a militia court-martial, acting by orders 
of Major-General Lewis, of the militia of this State, 

I have treated of the subject in my letter to General I'cmberton, to 
which I beg leave to refer you. 

I send also a partial copy of the i>roceedings of that court-martial 
which I have captured, from which you will learn the facts. 

1 beg specific instructions upon this matter. 1 hope and trust those 
in struct ions will be to shoot twice as many more of the Confederate 
prisoners of war in retaliation.

General: I have received your communication by the Hag of truce 
with prisoners whicli have been duly receipted for. 1 am exceedingly 
grieved at mistake in regard to Pennington. 1 had sup]Josed that ho 
was confined in Port Jackson and sent an order there for his release, 
but not being confined there by some unavoidable blunder tlie matter 
was not reported to me. Ho remained without being paroled till 
O(jtober 14. I supposed iix^ to that time that Penningtou had been 
released, I have ordered his unconditional release in consideration of 
the uniiitoiitiomil injustice whicli has been done him, and will send 
him up with the other prisoners if he desires. It did not need the 
retaliation of the detention of two i)rivatcs 1 assure you to cause this 
act of justice to be done. 

I beg to call your attention to the fact that the two lieutoiiants of 
the Indiana regiment for whoso exchange I sent Captain Murphy, of 
the Confederate Havy, have not been released. Captain Murphy has 
not returned and reported to these headquarters. May T ask you to 
see that they are released? 

I have some 200 prisoners whom I will send to you as soon as trans- 
portation can be spared, with this exception— I shall retain fourteen 
of the most considerable of them, including Brigadier-General Clark, 
until I receive instructions from my Government as to the course to be 
taken in relation to the proceedings of a pretended court-martial held 
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iiiKlor tlio pretoiided iuitliorily of Mnjor-General Lewis by which seven 
IL S. snlfliors have been exocntcd for no crime. The cliargcs allci^o 
^Llesertion and treason. J>ut that dcscrlion i.s only supported by the 
fact that as residents and citizens of Louisiana ihey formed a jiart of 
the sup])osed militia of Louisiana. There is no pretense that they liad 
ever been in tlio field. Tliey had been duly enlisted in the service 
of tlie United {States, were siirreudered prisoners of war, were nnule to 
di^:*’ their own j»raves and then wantonly inurderod. You will bo 
pleased to inform me whether this act is assumed by the Confederate 
Government. 

1 luivc enlisted a number of lliousands of the inhabitants of the State 
of Louisiana into the Army of the United States, and f am naturally 
desirous to know whether tliis course is to lie taken toward them \Yheii 
they surrender jasj jmsoners of war. I need not say to you that I know 
liow to protect myself and my soldiers from such acts. To you, for- 
merly a soldier of the U. S. Army, knowin*^' the laws and rules of war, 
J need not farther enlarge njion the proliable con soil nonces of allowing 
the ])roceedings of such a court to go on unrevised. Tlio copy of the 
proceedings in my hands is not complete, but is so sulficiently to show 
the nature of tlie transaction. 

1 have desired and still desire in all (?ases to conduct the war accord- 
ing (o ils usages among civilized nations; but this transaction cannot 
be tolerated,

Dear Sib: Learning it to he iny duty to report myself to you I 
hasten to give you a brief account of my capture and release by a band 
of Moi'gan’s men in Kentucky. On the 2‘Llh of last April I loft Fort 
Snolling as a private in the Second Minnesota Battery, and on the Cth 
of October wliile inarohiiig through the State of Kentucky with the

transportation train, wliioh was aoino ton da5^s in tho rear ol‘ tlie inaiu 
arnij^ I was detailed by the first lieutonant oC Company P, of the 
Pourtli Ohio Cavalry, to follow Hank Canicl, a j)rivate in said cavalry, 
who had taken my horse and left his and gone some four miles oft' tlie 
road after whisky. 1 mounted his (Gamehs) horse and in eompaiiy 
with Charles L. Ward, private in the hlightli ’\Viseonsiu Jiattcry, started 
ill pursuit of the whisky party. Wo found on arriving at tho first 
designated place the ])arty (six in number) had gone to anotlier place 
where wliisky was sold. We accordingly followed on. At noon stopjied 
at a larm-house for dinner and horse feed. While wo wore eating din- 
ner a party of four men took the side-arms from our saildlcs and imme- 
diately after dinner took us prisoners and ro})bed us of everything iu 
oiir iDossession, Tliey mounted our liorsos and marched us between 
them, two horsemen following in the rear, at a (juickstej) fifteen miles 
tliroiigli the hot sun and dust. We were near suffocated. I asked one 
of them for my handkendiief to wipe the sweat and dust from my eyes, 

and his answer was, “You d d Liucolniio, you will soon be where 

you woidt need any eyes.^^ I once reached my luiiid to take hold of tho 
stirrup strap, but my hand was knocked off with a revolver he earned iu 
liis hand all the way, When they came to a halt J was unable to stand. 
They for some time refused us any water or any refreshments of any 
kind. During that night and the next day wo w6re visited by twenty- 
ilve or thirty different ruflians, tho object of which seemed to bo a 
council to see how they should dispose of ns, Many of the i>arty were 
in favor of hanging us instaiiter ; so luuuiimous were they in this de<d.s- 
ioii that I did not vuliie my life worth a copper. In fact, wo were 
more dead than aliv<^ from tlioir brutal treatment already, After liold- 
ing their driuikon revelry over us for thirty-six hours a bettor feeling 
prevailed in tho breast of nine of their luunbor. Whether a s<iunie 
and compass marked with indelible ink on cither breast of jny shirt 
had anything to do with it I leave for you to judge. At any rate, after 
signing an interesting document, of which the following is a copy, wo 
were escorted to tlie Ohio liiver :

General: I return herewith the letter^ of the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the lOtli of October with a copy of a letter* from Maj, 
E. W, Shenk, One hundred and thirty-filth Pennsylvania Voliintoers, 
of the 16tb, which I received yesterday, Maijor Shenk charges that 
the flag-of-truco boats are now and have heretofore been to groat 
extent used in addition to their lawful mission to pass contraband 
goods and other articles through the linos at Aiken^s Landing, on James 
Eivor,” He states two grounds for his charge, h'irst, tba t a trunk con- 
taining clothes, &c., was placed by accident onboard of the boat under 
his command; and second, that he was approached by a certain Ool, 
Blanton Duncan, of Kentucky, to enter into an arrangoinoiit to pass 
goods, &c. On these grounds he brings a general accusation against 
the officers in charge of ilag-of- truce boats, accusing not only thorn but 
the authorities here with want of ordinary watchfulness. 

Why did he not report these facts to mo on his return from Aiken’s 
Landing tlmt I might institute proper inquiries to detect and punish 
the frauds and neglect which ho charges upon officers liore? Why 
send his charges to the Secretary of tlie Treasury, who could at best 
only refer them to me for examination and report? MOiior Shenk was 
not placed in charge of a flag-of-truco boat by my order. He came 
here from Washington, It is iirobablo that the trunk to wliich he refers 
was put on board his boat there and that no one was in fault but him- 
self. But he was placed under my control and it was his duty to have 
reported to me on his return from Aiken’s Landing; the moi e so as he 
was detained here by me and sent several times up the James Kiver, 
He not only neglected his duty but brought a totally unfounded accu- 
sation, as I believe, against others. 


Soo Series I, Vol, Xyill, p. <129, 
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I voiituro to say tliat ilags of truce have never been used with u more 
cnrefiil regard to their sacred character than at this ])ost. L have 
always >seleete(l the most discreet and vigilant ofticers and placed them 
under the most rigid instructions. So careful have I boon not to violate 
them that 1 refused pennission to one of the principal oflicers at this 
])Ost to send some mourning garments to a little girl, Ids niece, in Ilicli- 
inoiid, thill' she might notice in the customary mode the death of a near 
ri^liUive, Passengers have only boon allowed to take their wearing 
apparel, except in a single instance in whicii a French lady of advanced 
age Imd i)erndssioii to take some claret for her own use. Confederate 
])risoners have not been jiermittcd tot ake anything with them but their 
ordinary biiggage, and jir tides in their possession not coming within 
tliis restriction have been iiidformly taken from them. 

The only insiaiiee in which i have allowed anything to bo sent to 
Ailceids Landing was for i\lr. Aiken himself. lie had been very kind to 
oiir sick oflicers and moii and 1 allowed him to purchase in Baltimore 
four boxes of tin to rejiair his roof, 1,0(10 cigars and a dozen pocket 
handkerchiefs, all for his own use. 

T have been thus particular because Major Shenk, wlio appears to 
have Iiad more zeal than discretion or just conception of Ids own duty, 
has been guiKy of a breach of l.rusi in failing to report to mo the fads 
stated in his letter, and lias done a great injustu^e to the oflicers in 
charge of ilag-ot truce bonis by bringing accusations against Uioin 
wliidi imidy citber fraud or gross negligence.

Sir: Your letter of November :I2, dated «Tackson, Miss,, is before. mo. 
General Grant commands the department which embraces Memphis 
and I will send liiin your letter that he may answer it according to the 
interests and honor of the Governinout of the United States. 
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You redio tho moat aggravated X)arts of tlio .story of IVfrs. White 
concerning the killing of lier husband by a party of the Hixth Illinois 
Cavalry but you do not red to the attoiidiug eircumstaneos. lu tlie 
early part of ^optoinber last the public highway hence to riernaiido 
was infested by a parcel of men who burned tlio cotton of the people 
and depredated on tlidr property. A party of the Sixth Illinois Cav- 
alry was sent to laipture them, bnt on approadi they tied and only ten 
prisoners were taken. These were dispatcdied back toward Moniphis 
in diavgo of a lieutenant and t<ni men. As this party was on the road 
near White’s they were Ilred on from ambush. The Uouioiuint and tlie 
Coidbderato soldier at his side were killed, one man wounded and tlio 
party Hc^atl.orcd. As soon as the iiilolligoneo reached camp of the Sixth 
Illinois Cavalry in i\Iemp]ns Captain Hoicourt started to tlio rescue with 
a small detachment of men. On the way out they mot the dead body 
of the lieulcmiut being brought in, punctured by six balls, from which 
the story was started of barbarous treatment, viz, bis being shot while 
lying on the road. They also hoard enough to connect the people of 
the noighborhood with this bring from ambush and mutilating their 
dear lieutcmi-nt. The taking of White, the accusation of his being 
coiHioriicd, his resistance, his attempt to escape, are all matters 
asserted and doniod, and no one more deplores than I do that you have 
torn to iiioees the fabric of our Covermnont so that such acts should 
ever o(5cur, or if they did that they should be promptly ])unishod, 
White’s home is almost on the lino between Mississippi and Tennessee, 
but this aitair occurred on the Mi88issi|f{)i side of the line. If the State 
of Idiasissippi were in a condition and should make due inquiry and 
demand the parties for a fair trial there would ho some appearaiico of 
law and justice. Ihit what shadow of right you have to iiKxuirointo 
the ma.l ter I don’t see. 

White wa.s not a Con federate soldier, not even a guorrilla, and some 
con tend ho wim a good Union man. 1 assert that his killing was unfor* 
tunato, but was the legitimate and logical sequence of the mode of 
warfare chosen by the Confodorale Covernment by means of guerrillas 
and partisan rangers. Captain Hoicoiirt has answered for his conduct 
to the (h)verniuent of the United States, and it may bo Avill to the 
civil authorities of Mississiiqn when iieaco is restored to her but not to 
tlie Confederate Covornmoiit or its olticers. 

You now hold for retaliation four U. S. soldiers whose names you 
say wore aHc.ortained by lot. We hold hero thirty-odd wounded Ooii- 
fedorate soldiers loft by your c()m])aiiions on the Held at Corinth. 
They rG(ieivo kind Iroatmout at the hands of our surgeons, 1 expect 
a boat load of other prisoners in a day or two from above on route 
for Vicksburg, To be exchanged according to the solemn cartel made 
between the two couieudiiig ])arUos. Under the terms of that cartel 
we shall expect at Vicksburg the four nioii yon have named, and 
should they not ho at Vicksburg the oillcer in charge of your iirison- 
ors will have his orders. Our armies now occupy many Soatlierii 
Btaios. lOvou North Mississippi is in our possession. Your guerrilla 
and partisan rangers have done deeds tliat 1 know you do not sanction. 
Do not make this war more viudi(itivo and bloody tlian it has been 
and will be in spite of tlio most moderate counsels. If you think a 
moment you will admit that retaliation is not the remedy for such acts 
as the killing of White, but the .same end will bo attained by regulat- 
ing your guerrillas. This J know you are doing, and for it you Iiave 
the thanks of your Southern-rights peojile who wore plundered and 
abused by.thom. 
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General Grant eoiumanda dciiartuient and you had better await 
luH answer before ])roceeding to extremities. All 1 can do is to sre that 
the terms for the exchange of prisoners of war bo faithfully executed by 
your exchanging tlie four men you have in custodj^ for four wo will 
send to Yicksburg,

stripping it of money and clothing, the sight of which exasperated the 
men, When White was taken in custody he was taken out tlirough 
the yard and when near the gate resisted, and linally attempted to 
escape, when he was killed, partly with blows and shots. The house of 
AYhite was burned down. 

Of course I cannot approve the killing of any citizen on mere sus- 
picion, but the living from ambush near White’s house and the fact that 
Lieutenant Oniiuingham was mutilated and stripped of money and 
clothing were circumstances calculated to inflame the minds of soldiers. 
The neighborliood, too, was and is infamous, so that I charge tho whole 
on tho system of guerrilla Avarfare adopted, approved and encouraged 
by lb e Confederate authorities. Whatever clai lus the family and frien ds 
of White may have on the magnauimity of our (lovernment I would 
recognize, but Avould make no concessions' to the authorities of tluit 
Government which has turned loose bands of men without uniforms— 
witliout any marks of a soldier’s calling — to do their will. The killing 
of White was the natural consequence of the shooting of Lioutoiiaiit 
Oinniingham, of Avhich General Pemberton makes no mention. White 
was a citizen, not a Confederate soldier or a partisan. On what rule 
General Pemberton or his associates propose to retaliate on the per- 
sons of four of our soldiers I do not unclerstniKl. Of course it is not 
for mo to say whafc we should do should these four inon suffer death; 
but Ave should demand their exchange i)romi>tly under tho cartel, and 
if not acceded to and they cany out their threats, we should make 
them feel our x)Owor and veugeaiuje. Shall I not Avitbliold all their 
prisoners for exchange until this threat is Avithdrawn*? Strange that 
these xiartisaus hang, kill and shoot on any and all occjasions and yet 
wo are threatened with retaliation for such a case as White’s, I await 
your instructions.

Colonel: Your letter^ of the 13th instant, to-day’s telegram^ and 
telegram* of yesterday to Colonel Hildebrand, wore all received to-day. 
If the transportation is furnished the prisoners will he forwarded to 
Cairo on the morning of the 21st instant. It requires some time to 
correctly make out the rolls and to investigate their claims for exchange. 
The rolls Imre are so obviously incorrect that they are but little indica- 
tion of the character of the prisoners. 

Prison affairs here are much complicated. It will require time for 
|iiivostigation and to fully enforce your iustructions. If I had the 
authority 1 would assume the temporary command of the prison and 
iWould soon enforce the reforms you desire. As I have neither the 
rank nor tlie position in your department, but merely your agent, I 
cannot act but by your authority and through the prison oommandei\ 
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While Colonel Ilildebraud apparently does all in his power you eaii- 
iu)t imagine how proyoking'ly tedious my instniclioiis are carried out 
and the information I require is olitained. Every direction I give 1 
must personally enforce. All information I require must be drawn out. 
There has been a complete want of system, metliod and organization in 
everything tliat relates to prison aifairs. ISTone of the oibcers fully 
understand their duties and obligations. 

It appears that General Grant as well as General Oiirtis has released 
and paroled prisoners hero without your authority or knowledge and 
ill opposition (o your regulations and oft*repeatcd instructions. With 
tile orders of the War department, the circular from your ofiico, and 
your letters before him, the commanding oHloor pleads want of iiiforma- 
tioii as his excuse. I am investigating this matter and will inform you 
fully to-morrow. 

Gaptaiii ]\rasoii, late adpitant, has been promoted t.o major, for what 
peculiar merit i am unable to understand, Ue lias charge of money 
accounts, returns, rolls, and every return sent to your oi'lico has 
been sent back for correction. He is now absent with dclachinoiit of 
prisoners sent to Haiulusky, and everything in his ollico is in such con- 
fusion that I will bo inuiblo to correct Beptembor and October returns 
until his return to this post.

To avoid misunderstanding as to the relations between soldiers and 
citizens, to define the duties of the troops of this command and the 
rights of others, whicJi tlfey are required to respect, tlie goiioriil com- 
maiuUng directs as follows: 

I. All who acknowledge the obligations of citizens of the Dnited 
States are etditled to all the rights, i^riviloges and i)rotection due to 
any citizen. 

II. Peaceable inhabitants who honestly and truly abstain from any 
interference directly or indirectly with military matters or movements 
are by the laws of humanity entitled to protection from violence or 
idunticr. They are quasi citizens and shall bo allowed to follow their 
avocations and enjoy their local rights, subject only to needful survoih 
lance to prevent thorn I’rom being used as tools for mischief. 

III. Those who are hostile to our Oovernmeiit, repudiating its Oon- 
stitntioii and laws, have no rights under them. Their claims to such 
are absurd. The only laws to which they can appeal and which we are 
bound to observe toward them are the laws of war and the dictates of 
humanity. 

IV. Those persons who act in the double character of citizens and 
belligerents, or who alfecting to belong to regular inirtisans are never- 
theless removed from the reach of all proper military control, are by 
the law of nations pirates and robbers. By roving through the country 
tliey convert every liouso into a suspected fort and deprive the harm- 
less inhabitants of the protection and safety clue to their garb and 
(jharactor and spread demoralization and distress wherever they go, 
Thay combine the meanness of the spy with the cowardice of the assas- 
sin who lurks in disguise to stab his unsuspecting victim. Outlaws 
and onomies alike of the Government, of the poor people upon wliom 
they subsist, and liiankind, they are entitled to no rights but such as 
may bo claimed by jurates and robbers and can ask for none other at 
our hands, 

V. No nation or cause can be benefited by injustice. The general 
confidently hopes and expects from theoflioors and soldiers of his com- 
mand that they will set an honorable example of strict observance of 
these rights — an example worthy of the just cause in which they are 
periling their livOvS and all that is dear to them on earth. To this end 
all commanders of troops are enjoined to enforce the prohibitions 
against soldiers entering private residences or premises without written 
permisvsion or order, given on the spot by a commissioned officer, who 
will be liold responsible for it and for all that is done. 

VI. Stragglers and those villains of every grade and class who fol- 
low our camps, generally dressed in soldiers^ garb and appearing as 
stragglei’s, i)orpotrate most of the outrages which desolate the course 
of armies. All ofiicers are therefore enjoined to put a stop to strag- 
gling by every means in their power. As the company officers are 
chiolly responsibJo for this, when stragglers from any companies are 
reported the general commanding will deal with the company officers 
in the most summary manner. Any commissioned officer committing 
such straggling will ho dismissed from the service. Division, brigade 
and regimental commanders will in like manner be hold accountable 
for not. enforcing this order among their subordinates.

Since my interview with you 1 have declared exchanged all oHieers 
and men of Indiana troops captured at Munfordville, Xy., Sciitomber 
17, amounting to alioiit 3,000 men; also offieors and men belong- 
ing to Captains Kigby and Voii Soblen^s Indiana batteries captured at 
Marjier^s h'erry, amounting to about 200 men. A.lso the oflicers and

Colonel; On Sunday night the prisoners set fire to the military 
prison, but the building was but very slightly damaged. During the 
night, which was exceptionally dark, four prisoners escaped. They 
procured a wooden ladder and reached the top of the wall and lowered 
themselves by means of a rope ladder made of bedding, Oulpable 
neglect is shown by allowing a ladder to reimriii in the prison^ want of 
vigilance in the sentinels in allowing the prisoners to lower themselves 
down within a few feet of the post. If they could not have seen they 
should have heard them. General neglect is shown by the authorities 
not being able to ascertain the names and number of i)risoncrs who 
escaped until several hours after their escape was known. I inclose 
herewith a scrap from the Alton Telegraph relating to their escaiie.

ALTON MILITARY PRISON. 

To day J. B, Paxton was paroled from the military prison and ordered 
to report to Ool. J. G, Lane, at Wellsville, Mo. 

Last night about 11 o’clock the room north of the prison hospital was 
discovered to be on fire. The room was used only to hold straw and 
must have been set on lire, as there was no fire used in it. The Alton 
fire engine was proraiitly on the ground and extinguished the flames 
before much damage was done. This morning about 6 o’clock this 
same room was discovered to be on fire^ but the flames were immedi* 
ately stopped. Some time during the night several prisoners (it is not 
known how mauy) made their escape from the prison by the use of a 
ladder and bod dothes torn into strips and made into a rope. They 
passed over the south wall just west of the big-gate entrance by 
ascending the ladder and letting themselves down by the clothes rope 
by tying a stone to one end, throwing it over the walls, thus making an 
easy and quick means of escape. There are stationed here not less 
than 1,300 U. S, troops as guards and there are but 622 iirisonersin the 
lirison. We presume, indeed we know, that the officers attached to 
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ilio regiments are tliorougbly competent for their position, hut we sub- 
mit that there is gross negligence somewhere; for prisoners to have or 
get ladders and climb over prison walls within ten steps of a sentinel 
certainly argues a laxity of discipline which demands instant reform. 
This is not the first nor second escape, but wo hope it will bo the last.

Sir; I have the honor to inclose* herewith a report of inquiries into 
the condition of the sfibsistonce department at Camp Parole made by 
order of Colonel Staunton, commanding at Annapolis. It appears from 
the within papers that great irregularities have been practiced in the 
mode of delivering the supplies, tlxoy being placed in the hands of a 
sergeant while the commissary, who is responsible for them, is on duty 
at Annapolis. It appears also that the commissary, Captain Clements, 
whoso duty it is to know that the business of his office was honestly 
and faithfully performed at the camp, had abundant cause to suspect

that great fraiuls were perpetrated by the commissary-sergeant and 
other i)evsons, and jet he took no ell'ective measures to put a stop to 
these acts. Cax)tain Olein cuts states that he reported to tlio provost- 
marslial that lie had found a tug loaded with provisions, but as tar as 
he knows no notice was taken of his report. The condmst of Doctor 
’^Torval in directing the sale of hominy was without authority and a 
very censurable x)roccediiig, wdiich can only be excused on the score of 
ignoranee. 

The whole matter was under the supervision of Colonel Saugster, the 
commanding oilicer, and he lias neglected his duty in leaving the com- 
missary store in the sole control of a sergeant, Tlie only possible 
explanation of tliis is that lie had the management of a largo and clifii- 
ciilt command on his hands which occupied his whole time, and this he 
considered a suffleient excuse for leaving the care of the subsistence 
department to the couimissary to whom it properly belonged. T'here is 
no excuse for his ordering provisions to bo issued on any provision return 
sent in signed by any onioer. Colonel Sullivan» commissary of subsist- 
ence at Baltimore, seems to have had information that large quantities 
of stores had reached Baltimore, thought to be from Cainj) Parole, and 
yet lio took no further steps in the matter than to give information to 
the commissary at Annapolis. There is abnndant evidence to lead to 
the belief that Sergt. John Padbury, Heventy-nmth Kew York, the 
commissary sergeant, betrayed the trust reposed in him, but there is 
but one sale fixed upon liim by the commission and for tiuit ho had 
the authority of the surgeon. When I inspected the camp I found every- 
thing at the commissary store in good condition and the reports made 
to me of the savings of rations convinced me that all was right. I, 
InnvGVor, did not approve of a sergeant being in charge, and when a 
])ermanGiit guard was decided on I directed that an offleor should be 
detailed for this duty. Not being satislied with yurgeon Norval, 1 
urged upon the medical director at Baltimore the necessity of relieving 
him by a better man, but lie had none such at his disposal. 

I resxiectfully recommend that Caxitaiu Oloments, commissary of sub- 
sistoncG, bo ordered to duty at Oamj) Parole, where ho will bo able to 
become better acquainted with his duties than ho seems to bo now. I 
also recommend iliat Surgeon Norval bo assigned to duty elsewliorc. 
Sergeant Padbury, having been exclianged, wdll be ordered to join his 
company. I will direct the 1,134 rations overissued to bo made good 
out of the savings.

OoLONEE: I had the honor to receive your telegram directing that 
no more prisoners of war be released on taking the oath without 
authority from the Secretary of War. In the absence of deiliiite 
instructions in the form of general orders permit mo to ask them of you. 
There arc three classes of in’isonors coming into our possession in con- 
siderable numbers wlio seek release on taking the oath, viK, deserters 
from the Confederate Army, conseripts from the Southern States into 
the army, captured but unwilling to bo exchanged j recruits from this 
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State into the Oonfeclorate Army during* the recent rebel occupation 
of the State, secnretl partly by threats of conscription, who rtnnained 
behind on the rebel retreat, and citizens of the State charged with 
active aid to the rebels during their occupation of the State. 

Previous to the reception of your telegniin wo have disposed of these 
several cases according* to the best of our ability u])on tluiir juerits, 
releasing some, sending some to Oainx) Chase and some to Vicksburg.

I am of opinion that — 

1. Deserters from the enemy can in no sense bo considered prisoners 
of war. If professed deserters come within our lines they may bo s[nes, 
and every (*ommanding ofiicer should judge of each case according to 
circumstances. 

2. If recruits (made in Kentucky) are taken in arms they are pris- 
oners of war unless a distinction is made between the peoido of ICou- 
tucky and those farther South, If prisoners of war desire not to bo 
exolninged and yet wish to be discharged on a “ bond,’’ their cases 
should bo reported together with a rocommoudatiou in each case, for 
or against. 

3. Citizens charged with aiding the enemy should bo treated as 
prisoners of state and a report made accordingly, each case by itself, 
Witli respect to the use of stamps on ])arole bonds” 1 am of opinion 
that this word is not used in so technical a sense as to bring such 
papers within the moaning of the law requiring stamps.

(hivalry; Bernard Gollins, Oompany 10, Thirty niiith Ohio Infantry; 
A. M. Hhipman, Oompany D, Eorty third Ohio Infantry, and Nicholas 
Iloi(., Oompany 0, Beventh Iowa Infantry, on whom ho proposes by 
order of the Oonfcderalo Government to make retaliation for the killing 
of a citizen named White, of Do Solo Oonnty, Miss., in September last. 
I have miswercd him at longUi by a llag of truce, and now inform you 
tha(. it is not a ease for retaliation, and have the honor to request that 
on arrival at Vicksburg you make specific demand for these prisoners, 
and ifUiey benot forthcoming that you withhold from exchange four 
of like rank, privates, to be ascertained by lot, and that you bring them 
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to Mompbis to await the action of onv Government. I regard this as 
a lair breach of the cartel. White was not a Confederate soldier or 
even guerrilla, and if the Confederate authorities want to offset the 
killing of White you can quote plenty of private murders committed 
by their adherents.

These men are now at Little Rock. General Hindman desires me to 
request of you a list of their names. When that lust is furnished these 
men will be paroled and sent to the nearest Federal post at Helena. 

General Hindman learns that you have had arrested a number of 
citizens to bo kept as hostages until the prisoners referred to are 
paroled. He instructs me to say that he is inllueiiced by no throat ol 
punishing those citizens, whose arrest is a great outrage, but by the 
sole consideration that the men left sick in hospital were taken as pris- 
oners against his express order and contrary to our custom.

In regard to the return of those men to 
the State I have no wish to interfere witli any established rules of the 
Government in regard to them, but the complaints referred to are of 
long standing and fully corroborated by correspoiKleuco from otliecrs 
and from agents of the State who have visited the camps, I^or the 
honor of the service these things ought not to be allowed to continue, 
lam informed that the States of Iowa and Ohio have obtained the 
privilege of having their paroled men sent to camp elsewhere, and If so 
I desire the same privilege. From recent publication of general orders 
I notice that a large number of prisoners liave been exchanged. I 
desire to know what Wisconsin oiTicers and men are included in the 
exchange.

number, and will have to refer the inattor to Goneviil Sclioliold, who 
will 110 doubt attend to it withouli delay. 

General Hindman is in error in supposing that 1 have caused the 
arrest of citizens to bo hold iu hostage for the amount of tlie prisoners 
referred to. f have frequently caused the arrest of persons claiming to 
bo citizens who were, in fact, cowardly assassins, commonly known by 
the cognomen of bushwhackers, and I observe by General Orders, No. 1 7, 
of July 17, 1862, issued by General Hindman, a printed copy of whhih 
1 have in my possession, captured lately from Colonel MacDonald, this 
system of warfare is recognized by the Gonfederate Government. It is 
certainly contrary to the usages of civilized warfare and can bo regarded 
only as cowardly assassination; and 1 liave the honor to inform you 
that when such prisoners are captured by iny command I shall cause to 
bo hanged .six of them for every one of my men who shall lose his life 
by the hands of such miscreants. 

I am not in the habit of arresting citizens witliout good cause, and 
purpose that my actions shall bo governed by the proscribed rules of 
civilized warfare, and I may hero state as a fact that i passed a largo 
number of Gonfederate soldiers wounded in the late fight (Newtouia) 
which I neither took prisoners nor paroled. The same was true of the 
Confederate wounded iu the recent battle near Maysvillo. 

I have the honor to inform you that about the 10th of October I sent 
to the Gonfederate lines thirty prisoners of war in charge of one Oai>tain 
Taylor (Oonfedorato) for exchange, with a letter addressed to General 
Eains, then supposed to bo in command of Confederate forces, and up 
to this time have had no return from them. 

Good faith requires that an equal number of Federal prisoners be 
sent to our lines without furtlier delay. 

1 have further to inform you that I have at present llfty-ouo Confed- 
erate prisoners of war, including seven released on parole, that 1 will 
exchange in accordance with the cartel at any time and jilace agreed 
upon, and would suggest Evausvillo as the place for such a change to 
take i>lace under a ilag of truce.

General; Yonr order in regard to my action under General Orders, 
No, d9, Ai’iny of the Ohio, was duly received, but it requires much time 
with the force I have in my odice to make a detailed report* I can 
only furnish you now a general approximate statement, which is coin 
tained in inclosed paper irom Ool. tlenry Dent, provostmarshal- general 
of Kentucky. I had directed Colonel Dent to execute the General 
Orders, No. d9, modiiled by Major-General Buell and yourself. I believe 
he has strictly (informed to orders and modifications. 

I believe the niodifioations of General Orders, No. 49, are just and 
wise. T forwarded to yon copy cf the letter of General Bueli modify- 
ing his order, and T now inclose herewith copy of your instructions’*^ 
modifying the same order* You will perceive that the modifleations 
made by General Buell aircctcd but one class while that made by you 
affected all. I regard the modification made by you as wise and judi* 
(uouH and necessary to a jnst administration of affairs in that regard* 
It is of course subject to abuse and may not have been administered 
with tlie limitations and restrictions of a wise discretion. I believe, 
however, that the inodifted orders liavc been as iiruclcntly executed as 
could bo under the circaimstaiicos* 

You will ])orcoive from Oolonel Dent’s statement that there are six 
classes, ns follows: 

1, rrisonors of war sent to Vicksburg, about 2,300* 

2, Kebol recruits sent to Vicksburg, about 30* 

3, Deserters of regular rebel army released on taking oath, being 
Gormans, Irish and citizens of Northern States, 200. 

4, Deserters of recent rebel recruits released on oath and bond, 160. 

6* OitizeiKs ^prisoners) released on bond and oath, about 100. 

(). Oitizens (prisoners) sent to Camp Ohase, about 46. 

This statement is only approximately correct, but a detailed state- 
ment will bo furnished In a few days if required. 

No ])risoncrs arrested whether claiming to be deserters or otherwise 
have been released since tolegraidiio order from Oolonel Hoffman was 
received. 

What is to 1)0 done with deserters? Nearly all the rebel recruits 
claimed to bo deserters and no doubt most of them deserted because 
tlio rebel army was driven from the State. Tlioy would have served 
tbo rebels if they liad remained in Kentucky. Many of them are 
youths from hftceii to eighteen years of age. Wliat shall bo done with 
them? They wore puppets worked by older heads who conceal them- 
selves and cover their deeds of darkness and villainy. All these rebel 
recruits can bo shipped to Vicksburg, biit it seems to me that our State 
should not bo made a recruiting lioUl for the rebel arinjr, and it would 
bo better to send them to Gamp Chase. Nevertheless it is evident that 
tliere are many deluded youths and ignorant men who have been 
inveigled into the rebel army wlio should be released on execution of 
bonds and taking oath.

I have for some time been endeavoring to arrange a system of 
exchange for the home guards of Kentucky, wlio have given their 
parole to the rebels, bnt have not succeeded in hitting upon any scheme 
which would meet the case, 

Tlie matter of exchange is Axed by the cartel agreed upon by the 
belligerents, and announced in General Orders, No, bJ2, War Depart- 
inentj a copy of which I inclose,* From it you will perceive that no 
definite provision is made for sucli prisoners, unless it be in article 3, and

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this wouhl be restricted by the condition [which] is complete only when 
the person oxclmn^ed is returned to the lines or the party to which ho 
belongs. This condition would I think make the system of exchange 
inapplicable. Moreover L am informed that the home-guards of Ken- 
tucky have been jiaroled on the exjn’ess condition that they are not 
subject to exchange. How far the Government would recognize such 
a parole I cannot say — I think not at all. It is binding only on the 
comsciciico of tlie individual giving it, 

li‘ alter looking over the cartel you are still of tlio opinion that your 
pro])osition is a correct solution of the question i should be glad to 
hear from you again. In tlie moantinie I shall refer your letter to the 
commissary general of prisoners who has the management of all matters 
connected with paroled prisoners. 

1 did modify General nuelPs order as modified by himself because 
it could not be carried out without a violation of the rules of war and 
the pnujtice of tlie service under the order of the War Dopartinent. 

Tlio modilU‘ati()ns consisted in treating as deserters thowSo whose 
claims as sucli were recognized and in requiring that all aiders and 
abettors be at once arrested and hold for examination instead of hold- 
ing the oxaininaiion iirior to the arrest, and also in directing that such 
aiders and abcHors bo sent as a rule to Gamp Gluise as political pris- 
oners, instead of to Vicksburg to be turned loose and permitted to con- 
tinue their treasonable ])vacti(ieB.

Ma^jor: I bog leave to offer the following comments on theinelosed* 
papers: Besides giving orders that there should be a reduction of the 
ration to Colonel Mulligan, Colonel Tucker and Captain Christopher I 
explained to all of them personally my wishes, and from all re(5eived 
assurances that iny instructions should be carried out. So conlideiit 
was 1 that this had been done that in my latter visits to the camp X 
continually directed expenditures to bo made from this fund, and I 
only learned that my orders had been wholly neglected, except iu the 
reduction of the hour ration, at the closing of the accounts when the 
prisoners wore ordered away. My printed instructions required Cap- 
tain Oliristophor to furnish monthly accounts of money received and 
expended to the commanding officer, who was to forward them to me. 
Captain Christopher presented no such accounts. On the Idth duly, 
ill reply to a special call made on him by Colonel Thicker, by my order, 
he furnished to Colonel Tucker a memorandum of wluit had accrued in 
the month of June. On the 8th of August he again furnislied the same

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momorandum to Oolonel Tucker. Captain Olirisloplier^s letter to 
Colonel Mulligan is very satisfactory, but it is to be regretted that be 
contented biinsclf with writing this letter. I am satisfied that if he 
bad exercised the right of commissary to urge the immediate adoption 
of the scale I seut him it would not have been rejected; at all events, 
he should have informed mo of his failure to carry out niy wishes, and 
the consequent great waste of provisions and loss to the Government, 
lie failed to communicate with Oolonel Tucker on this important sub- 
ject, and it was only after ho was called upon for it that he gave him 
a brief report of what money was on hand. Captain Freedley’s report 
of the rolatioiia existing between Colonel Tucker and Captain Christo- 
pher agrees perfectly with the impressions 1 gathered from conversa- 
tions with Colonel Tucker, and tlie coloiiePs letter to Captain Christopher 
goes to confirm them. ITo never gave any orders to Captain Christo- 
])ber to reduce the ration in accordance with my instructions, but from 
time to time he directed Captain Christoph er^s agent to withhold what 
he could with x)ropriety, to which Captain Christopher^s agent did not 
pay the slightest attention. 

On the 29111 of efune, soon after Colonel Tucker avssumed command 
of Camp J^ouglas, I called on him for a report of the condition of the 
fund, to which ho replied on the 9th July that Captain Christopher 
had made no report, though one had been called for. On the 4th 
August i again called for a report, but none was made. In reply on 
the 14th August the colonel says : 

I liavo not ro(5Qivo(l from (Jflptain Cliristoplicr tho aocouiit of tUo priaoiiova^ fund 
and hospital fund oallort for in your letter of AugnBt4. 1 bavemudo iho proper 
doiiiand Imt am informed by him that tho aceoimts for July are not yet made up. 

Tlio actsoimlis sbowiug tlie aiuoimts iicoruing iu Juno, July, August 
and Boi)tGinbei' wore liaudod to mo by Oaptain Freedley on tlie 2r)th of 
Boptombor instead of passing through the hands of Oolonel Tucker, 
thus violating my orders and treating his cominaiiding ofllcer, Oolonel 
Tucker, with disiWpeot, This a<it ofitself wa.3 enough to satisfy ino that 
Oaplain Oliri8toi)h6r was unwilling to recognize the authority of Oolonel 
Tucker. From tho foregoing facts, notwithstanding the explanations 
of Oaptain Olu’istopher, I must still entertain the opinion that with 
liropor attention on his part thousands of dollars would have been 
saved the Government.

Sir: I luivo the honor to rolev to tho Secretary of War for his con- 
sideration sovoval orders from General Grant for the release of prisoners 
confined in the military prison at Alton, 111., amounting' to eighty six. 
This prison is not within the comiiKind of General Grants and the 
orders whicli he has issued are in violation of the rules which have 
boon esta])lished by your authority. I would respectfully call your 
attention to his order for the release of W, II. Hawkins, Oompany G, 
Twenty-second Tennessee, who it appears was arrested while under 
the i)rotocti()n of a hag of triute. Hawkins’ protest is with the order. 

1 would also call your attention to the letter of Captain Freedley 
reporting the escape of prisoners from tho Alton prison through the 
gross negligence of the guard, A ladder was used to scale the wall 
on tho inside and ropes made oi' bedding, j&c,, were used to descend on 
the outside. I have urged on General Curtis to detail a more com])e 
tent olllcor for tho coninuind tluin Colonel Hildebrand, ISoveuty-seventh 
Ohio, but ho Informs mo that ho has no botier available, and 1 therefore 
respectfully reoomnicud that Oapt. H. W, Freedley, Third Infantry, be 
placed in comnuuul. There are throe prisoners at this prison who are 
lunatics, and they should at once be sent to an asylum.

Colonel: T send you to-day about 400 prisoners. The precise num- 
ber I cannot this moment state, as the list is not corrected, but with 
them will be a list stating names and numbers. These prisoners have 
nob been disposed of by this oflice and I request that you will retain 
them subject to my order. I send them to you now for the reason that 
our prisons are overcrowded. Gratiot Street [Prison] has nearly 1,000 
prisoners in it, and of this number over 200 are sick. It is impossible 
to dispose of the cases of the prisoners sent you to-day for some time to 
come, and it therefore is a matter of necessity that 1 send them to Alton, 
where, as you informed me, you have now room for a much larger num- 
ber than 1 now send you. By the letter of Colonel Hoffman to Colonel 
Gantt of 29th of October, 1862, a copy"^ of which I inclose herewith, 
you will see that I am authorized to release from the Alton prison all 
such prisoners as are sent there from this oftJee upon charges which 
upon investigation prove to be unfounded. You will also observe that 
Colonel Hodman writes that as far as practicable that such prisoners 
be hold here until their cases are decided. For the reasons above stated 
it is not practicable to hold these prisoners here until their oases bo 
decided. 

Arrangements are on foot to procure another prison here and I hope 
it will be ready in ten days, when if you are overcrowded I can order 
these prisoners to be sent back to Saint Louis, They are men captured 
by General Merrill and many of them were enlisted and sworn into the 
rebel service and on their way to the South. I understand from Major- 
Geueral Curtis that he is about to ascertain if they cannot be exchanged 
as prisoners of war. It is also supposed by General Curtis that a part 
of these prisoners should after a short imprisonment be released. This, 
however, he cannot determine until he cousults with Brigadier-General 
Merrill in relation to it. ^ 

I have entered into this long statement to show that according to 
the instructions of Colonel Hoffman 1 can send these prisoners at 
this time to Alton and still retain control over them. I wish to guard 
against their being sent from Alton to Sandusky, in which event they 
get beyond the reach of my orders. I ask that prisoners now at Alton 
sent from this office whose cases have not been decided will be retained 
by you until a final decision can be made of their cases.

Colonel ; I have completed my inspection of tlio military prison 
and liavo the liouor to submit the following statement of the condition 
and of tlie causes of the confused and incorrect maimor in which returns 
were made and forwarded to your office: 

The commanding officer has not given as much of his personal attem 
tion to the prison as was required. He has attempted to take the entire 
charge of his regiment, of the prisoners, the duties of the adjutant and of 
the provostmarshal of the i)risoii. The colonel was the only field offi- 
cer here. lie has had but little experience, and in taking upon himself 
the entire charge he lias undertaken more than he was able to perform. 
He has now the lieuteiuiut-colonel and major to assist him. The col- 
onel, while he endeavors satisfactorily to perform his duties, lias but 
little system or organization in his office and there is a culpable want 
of discipline in his command. 

The adjutant’s office has been under the charge of Maj. W. B. Mason, 
late adjutant of the prison. Here there was a terrible lack of system. 
During the excess of business caused by forwarding prisoners to Vicks- 
burg for exchange affairs became so confused and retarded that I liave 
found it impossible to procure the correct prison records fur the month 
of September and jiarb of October. This arose from incaiiacity, want 
of order and of system. The raiyor pleads as his excuse want of 
information of the proper manner of discharging his duties, confliction 
of instructions from diilereut authorities, excess of business in his 
office, and the ignorance of the clerks under his charge. Ho has 
undoubtedly labored liard and accomplished little. I do not consider 
him competent for the position. 1 had given Major Mason every neces- 
sary instruction and had heproxiorly devoted Ins attention to his duties 
he could have satisfactorily fulfilled every requirement. It is to be 
hoped that since his promotion lie will be more fortunate in his new 
position, but ho has just returned from the command of the guard in 
charge of the detachment of prisoners sent to Sandusky, in which there 
were 300 prisoners, with four companies (200 men) as guard, and yet 
the notorious guerrilla chief, Colonel Faulkner, escaped after having 
X)ublic]y asserted his intention of doing so. Colonel Faulkner has under 
an assumed name since written a letter to a follow-prisoner as per 
agreement made before leaving Sandusky. 

Oapt. 1. B. Kinkead has been appointed a(\jutant of the prison and 
lie conducts the business of his office with ability. Ho has now been 
fully instructed and there can bo no excuse of want of information here- 
after. Captain Kinkead is attentive and energetic in the perfonnanoo 
of his duties. Lieut. E. B. Moore has had immediate charge of the pris- 
oners as provost-marshal. I do not consider him a competent officer 
for the position. He is not sufficiently attentive to his duties and does 
not properly enforce his authority. At the time of my arrival the pris- 
oners had not yet been reorganized into squads, which had been broken 
up by sending 300 ])nsoners to Sandusky, so that on Sunday night when 
some four escaped lie was unable to discover wlio had gone. The pris- 
oners left for Sandusky on Friday, This manifested inexcusable neg- 
lect. So incomplete and incorrect were the rolls that at this time there 
ivS no positive proof of tlie number that escaped. Four names wore 
found on the rolls who were not found in the prison, and three persons 
wore found in the prison whoso names were not found on the rolls. The 
constant changes that occur here prevent the officers of the prison irom 
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g-otting' ac(£iiiiiiited with the prisoners. If the atiiiads are not 
organized and roils called daily mistakes will constantly occur and 
oscuipes will not he discovered niiUl too late for hope of appreboiision. 

Mr. R, 0. Huttiorford, commissary agent, is a gentleman of intelli- 
gence, but entirely inexpcrieiieed in the duties of the commissary 
deimrtnieut. He is attentive to Ids duties and endeavors to satisfac- 
torily perform them. Ho has had charge since September 9 and has 
not been fully instructed by his predecessor, I had given him some 
verbal instructions Avheii last here, but your circular and instructions 
whi<ili I directed to be furnished him had not yet been received. He is 
honest in the performance of his duties and careful of the interests of 
the prisoners and of the Government. 

Tlio hospital is under the charge of Doctor Hardy, a citizen physi- 
cian, who is attentive in the discharge of his duties and kind to the 
prisoners uiulor his charge. At present there is a large number of sick 
and the lioapital is crowded. Pneumonia is the prevailing disease and 
is caused by the broken-down condition of the prisoners on their arri- 
val, change of climate and living, scarcity of clothing and bedding, 
together with the dampness of a portion of the xirisou. Since my arri- 
val important sanitary measures have been adopted which I hope will 
luatorially lessen the sick report. 

The police of the prison was not as satisfactory as could be expected. 
There is an abundance of water and of every necessary article at the 
coiniuand of the innsonors in order to enable them to keep their persons, 
clothing and quarters neat and clean, but many of them are so exces- 
sively indolent that they will live in filth, and force must he employed 
to cause thoin to keep themselves in a {ioiidition to meet the sanitary 
regulations of the prison. Every convenience is at hand and the i30lice 
of the prison should bo excellent, and is only indifferent on account of 
the want of attention and of force in the provost-marshal. I have 
appointed an energetic non-commissioned officer provost-sergeant. He 
1ms so far x)6rfoinned his duties with so much attention, zeal and energy 
that I feel assured that the police of the prison will soon be greatly 
improved. The police of the hospital might also be improved. 

Many of the prisoners here are sadly destitute of clothing. There is 
not a Hunicient supijly on hand to meet the requirements of the hos- 
pital. Estimates of clothing will be made out and forwarded to-day 
after Hio arrival of some 500 x^Hsoners who are exxmeted from JSaiut 
Louis. E must again recommend that the clothing he of the linsey- 
woolsey kind, and not the clothing furnished our army. This course 
will be less expensive and make a distinguishing mark between the 
appearance of the xnf soners and of the guard. I have found the guard 
vigilant and well instructed in their duties, but these duties were per- 
forjned in a loose and careless iiiaiiner, arising from a relaxation of dis- 
cipline and from want of foi'ce in their officers. 

I must again call your attention to the condition of the four insane 
Xiersoiis in oonliiiGment here. Three of them are harmless and inoffen- 
sive ])orsQns and I resiiectfiilly recommend that they be discharged. 
The fourth is a raving maniac, has set fire to the prison several times, 
requires to be confined to the cells during the night and to bo constantly 
watclied during the day- He is not a prisoner, but a soldier of the 
Hevontietli Illinois Volunteers, and should be removed to an insane 
asylum- There are stabled within the prison inolosure quite a number 
of imiloa. I would respectfully recommend that they be removed and 
the necessary shelter bo erected for tbcui near the quarters for the 
troops* 
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The financial affairs of the prison are quite satisfaotory. Economy 
has boon exorcised in every departinent. The fund of the prisoners is 
ample for every demand that may be made upon it.

Being 
all Columbus for some time while Captain Walker was discharging his 
duties there, and knowing well how his oiHeo was managed, also know- 
ing well the character of the men who procured Ids removal, I have no 
doubt whatever that an act of great injustice has boon done to a faith- 
ful and elllciont odlcer. As regards Colonel Allison, the eouunaudor 
at Camp Chase, and the principal instigator iu this matter, 1 have no 
hositaXioii in saying that after an experience of nearly eighteen mouths 
of military life ho is the most miserably incoinpctoiit offlcer I have ever 
mot. Captain Lazello I never mot. Ho has the reputation of being a 
drunkard, wliile bis loyalty is not above suspicion. 

]3y the best citizens of Columbus and by oilicors of high character 
in the service, both of the General Government and of the State, Cap- 
tain Walker is mentioned often as an honest and capable ofiicer, and 
IVoin personal observation I can assure you that among this class of 
men ho enjoys a character and reputation tliat any ofllcer might desire. 
I li’eiiuontly examined the rations at Camp Obaso, and iiowliero in field, 
camp or hospital have I seen a better quality of rations issued, and 
seldom as good. Truth compels mo to state tlieso facts to you, Mr. 
Colfax, that in what you may do for Captain Walker yon may have the 
satisfaction of knowing that you are doing a service to the country as 
Avcll as to a friend. I know the zeal with which you attend to the inter- 
ests of all your eoiistitnciits, and bog to assure j'oii that while I shall 
consider any ollbrt that you may make iu tliis behalf as a personal 
favor, you will add another to the many obligations to you under which 
1 am placed already.

General: After the interview which I had the honor to have with 
you last Friday, 14tU instant, and in which yon had the complaisance 
to comnmnicato to mo the dill'erent papers relating to the a hair [ofj 
Gautherin and Goinpany, aiKl in consequence of remarks which it was 
my duty to make to you, I had left you with the conviction that IMessrs. 
Le More would bo detained only provisionally, until a regular court 
would decide upon the olfense with which they are charged, namely, to 
be engaged in unlawful commerce with the Government of the Confed- 
erate States. It is in this sense that I have rendered an account to my 
Govennnent by the mail which left last Saturday. 

I have just learned that IMr. Alfred Le iVIoro is confined in Fort Pick- 
ens, not to suffer a provisional imprisonment, but with the order of close 
confinement at hard labor with ball and chain, and that Mr. Jules 
Le More is to leave to day for Fort Jackson in the same conditions. 

These measures are so serious that I must doubt the veracity of the 
assertion. But not having the means to verify it I should be much 
obliged to you, general, if you would let me know the present position 
of these gentlemen and the nature of the orders which you thought 
proper to give in their regard, 

riowever, if against my expectations Mr. Alfred Le More has been 
submitted to such a treatment, without that legal forms have been 
respected, without that the cousul of Franco has been informed, I 
should see myself with regret in the necessity to support near you the 
official protest which in this case Mr. Mejan would have to address to 
you against an order which would bo outside of all regular legislation. 
Please accept, general, the assurance of my high consideration.

Admiral: You were quite correct in your understanding of the com 
versatioii upon the subject of the disposition made of Alfred and Jules 
Lo More, with which you did me the honor to favor me, 

I have them at present detained lor trial, which I propose shall take 
place immediately alter the aff'air upon the Oonlon plantation can be 
investigated, which you desired should have the preference, as soon as 
the cause now before the military commission is linishecl. 

Ju the meantime I have ordered Jules Lo More to Fort Jackson for 
safe keeping till further orders, and as I do not think the United States 
is bound to feed and clothe anybody without an equivalent, I have 
directed that he be put at work. 

The case of Alfred Le More stands differently in this, that he treated 
my authority with contempt, refused to answer all proper questions put 
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to liiin in regard to tlic matters of the baiih, and eoiitumaeiously^ con- 
teniptuonsly and ntfciiy relnsed to produce certain pjipers which were 
within his control, necessary to my investigation ot‘ the attair ot* the 
bank of Kew Orleans. For this contempt of all authority on the part 
of a confessed criminal I directed that mitd LelMore Avould procinco the 
papers ])0 should be coniincd closely, and as we areojiiite unprepared at 
Fort Pickens for means of certain confinement 1 added the ball and 
chain. This portion of Ins confinement Lo Kore can at any time allevi- 
ate by producing the papers asretinired. lie intimated in tliopresence 
of the directors of the hank that those papers were on board your sliip, 
theOatinat, an idea I at once repelled, as it was not possible that a 
French ship of war would l>o the willing custodian of the evidences of 
guilt of any ])6rson. 

The form of the order of confinoimmt of the Lo Woros till further 
orders^^ will show you that the iinpi'isonment is merely provisional, 

I cannot look upon tlie crime of the Lo Mores in the light you scorn 
to do. While living in this city, iu Juno last, imdor the protection of 
tlie United States, they are engaged in delivering clothing to the rebel 
army to llie ainoniit of more than 2, 000, 000 francs. Whatever may 
bo said of the transa<;tions of those who, while living iu their own 
country, soiling contraband of war to the rebels, there can be no doubt 
of the heinousnes.s of tlie (*riine uf those foreigners who, living hero, 
aid the rebellion. Tiie native rebel has tlie palliation that his associa- 
tion, his training and education, his sympathies and perhaps almost 
necessities, have led him into acts of treason, 

Not so the alien aider of rebellion! He 1ms been warned of the 
heinonsnesH of lUvS ofiense by his august Sovereigifs proolamatiou; 
he has no ties or associations hero; ho has no Staloa^ rights doctrines, 
imbibed from childhood’s teachings, to mislead him; ho has no country 
here either to save or ruiiu He is merely the voluntary guest of a 
nation which profects him and gives him more commercial advan- 
tages than he believes his own country affords him, and this nation lie 
aids to destroy. His acts, if done by a citizen, are treason; his has 
all the moral guilt of treat^on. Ho breaks tlie laws of hosiiitality of 
the country whose protection and homo he enjoys. His only excuse is 
greed of gain, the love of the ^Hliirty pieces of silver,’’ which Judas 
got for betraying his master^ from Hie same motive. 

You may be sure, admiral, that the imprisonment of the Le Mores is 
not deilnitivopuiiisliment, for if the military tribunal before whom these 
men sliall be brought take the same view of the lieinousness of their 
Odense that I do, and if tlie proof is uiuloubled, their punishment is 
likely to be much more suited to the depth of their guilt. 

While, however, I claim and in proper case sliould exercise the right 
and power to try, adjudge, and if g'uilty to sentence these meu myself, 
as the highest authority here, I repeat that at the earliest possible 
moment the men shall be tried by an impartial commission of oificers 
of rank, appointed before they wero arrested. 

Meanwhile I claim the right to px'otcct myself and my Uovernmonfc 
from the coiituinacious acts of those who are engaged in an attcmiit 
to overthrow it, whether alien or native born,

Paroled Confederate ofllcers and men have been placed by Gen- 
eral Butler in close conllncmont in the noigbborhood of Now (hToans, 
Among others are Oa])taiu Losborg, captain of tbo De Poriet Guards of 
the OhalniGtte Rogimont, and Captain Batchelor, of the IMiird [First] 
liegiment of Louisiana Regulars, Those two officers were paroled by 
Commodore Farragut, but are bold in ])rison by General Butler, Oai)t. 
W. E. Seymour, a (jommissionod oilicer in tbo service of the State of 
Louisiana and a paroled prisoner, is also hold in like custody. In addi- 
tion to above thei’e are a number of privates— among whom is IVir. 
Davidson, of New Orleans— members of the corps of partisan rangers, 
enlisted in the Oon federate service, who are hold by General Butler o!i 
the pretext that they are guerrillas and not in the (Jonfedorafcc service. 
The retention of these olllcors and men is clearly in contravenlion of 
the cartel and tiieir release and exchange are demanded. The saine 
demand is made as to any other ofldcors and men of the Confederate 
service wherever and by whomsoever they may be conOiied. 

4, Some considerable time ago a demand Mms made by the Oonfod- 
erato Government in reference to the execution of Mum ford, in New 
Orleans. The IT. H. authorities i)romised to answer that demand as 
back as June last. ♦ That answer, however, as yet has not been delivered. 

5. I am directed by the Confederate autliorities to inform you that if 

an answer is not returned to tlic various demands which boon

On the contrary the rogiilatmiis 
proliihit any direct c()rro.spoudeneo on the part of olWcers directly with 
the War Department. 'I’lio wliolc course of Surgeon Lane in the inatter 
is irregular, improper and insubordiuato, for which 1 shall immediately 
bring him to trial. 

I will not follow Surgeon Lane through his long letter but shall touch 
upon some of tho prominent iioinls. It is bub a very short time since 
when there wore throe companies at Camp Winder, viz, Captain Jones’, 
Captain Bruce’s and tho Inllrmary Company} that Surgeon Lane com- 
\iliiinod very much that unless tboro was an increase of guard the police 
of tho camp could not bo maintained. I reprosented tho necessity for a 
eonitnauding ofllccr and guard, Avhich was accordingly ordered by tbo 
War Dopartmcnl. Tho order was rocoivodal Oamj) Winder as soon as 
issued. Tho da te is not inatorial, as it was only operative from the time 
oJ' itsissuefrom the Adjutant-Coneral’s Olllco. Ashort timosiuce Irodo 
around tlio camp and could not And a single medical officer, not one 
being iu camp that I could And. 1 found tho iiublic property soatteved 
over the whole camp, lying exposed to the weather and to depredation.

Dear Sir: Having recently beard tliat a general system for an 
exchange of prisoners had been or soon would be adopted I beg to call 
to your attention the fact that three of the Hatteras prisoners still 
remain under parole. All the others have been released of the number 
captured last August at Hatteras. Tlie three ])ersou8 referred to are 
Maj. n. A, Gilliam, of Plymouth; Lieutenant Biggs, son of diidgo 
Biggs, of Williaraston, and Dr, William E. l^ool, of this jdace, all of 
whom were attached to the Seventh ([afterwards] Seventeenth) Kegi- 
inent of North Carolina Volunteers. You will recollect the case of 
Major Gilliam, whose release I asked in a personal interview during 
the late sitting of Congress. A few weeks since he was rearrested at 
Plymouth by a Federal force sent from one of their boats in the Itoanoke 
and carried off on a charge, as J hear, of having violated his parole by 
his inlluence and conversation in supporting our cause and encourag- 
ing the volunteer spirit. He has, however, been since discharged, as 
I suppose, by Stanly. He has been very anxious to re-enter the 
service, and I presume is so still, though 1 have nob seen him for 
imniy weeks. I am very desirous that he should be restored to full 
liberty. The case of Lieutenant Biggs presents claims quite as 
strong. Doctor Pool would have long since been exchanged but for 
the fact that a physician by profession he acted as surgeon (assisb- 
ant) to the regiment and was so treated in the capitulation but had 
never been commissioned by the Confederate Government nor by this 
State as such. During your predecessors term I showed him an ordi- 
nance or resolution passed bj'^ our convention iu which he is called 
assistant surgeon and payment of his salary as such for a part of his 
service directed to be made. This I regarded, emanating as it does 
from the depositary of the sovereigntj^^ of the State, as equivalent to 
the issuing of a commission. 8o Mr, Benjamin seemed also to regard 
it. This act of our convention iu a small printed pamphlet I loft with 
him. Another copy can he obtained if desired. He is very desirous of 
a release that he may enter the public service again. I beg to ask that 
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Miohu oiniUcul in tlic(>t]irr oxchange and ol* such dnnition mny bo 
(’{irly tirran^^vd. I liml on rcllcction Unit there arc some other cases of 
Ila.(/l(M‘iis ])i‘is()iuirH. 'riiero were a iiiunbor sent home early on the 
ground of ill-liealUi, part <)!* the sixty released in answer to a dis- 
cluu'go by ns oi‘ that number. 1 do not know the terms of their release 
nor have 1 Inmn (mnsultod in their beliaifj hut for the thiTO mentioned 
I havti been I'Oipiested to ask tlie favorable eonsideratioii of oiir (lov- 
enunent. I suppose the Koanoke Island prisoners may also hope for a 
speedy end of the restraints of their ]>aroIe.

Sir; We are the survivors'^ of thepjarty that took the engine at Big 
Shanty on the 12th of April last. Our commander, Andrews, and 
seven of our comrades have been executed. We all {with the excep- 
tion of Andrews) were regularly detailed from our regiments in perfect 
ignorance of where we were going and what we were to do. Wo were 
ordered to obey Andrews, and everything we did was done by his 
orders, ho only telling his plans when he wished us to execute them, 
In this we are no more to blame than any Northern soldier, for any one 
of them in our circumstances would have been obliged to do just as we 
did. For fuller details we refer to the evidence in the eases that have 
been tried. No real harm was done, and as far as thought and inten- 
tion is concerned we are perfectly innocent, Oh, it is hard, to die a 
disgraceful and ignominious death; to leave our wives, our children, 
our brothers and sisters and parents without any consolation. Give 
this matter your most kind aud merciful consideration. Give us that 
mercy you yourself hope to receive from the Judge of all. We will all 
take an oath not to fight or do anything against the Confederacy. If 
tills cannot be done at least spare our lives until the war is closed, 
if we have to remain in prison until that time.

Upon my own responsibility T took an occasion to inform Colonel i^ar- 
vomi that if tlic threat of Lincoln’s Government to hang him upon the 
e.liarg{i of pii ucy and treason was carried out J would Hoa that two of 
his grades should hang for him. Captain Alexander, assistant adjutant-

Sir: I beg leave, at the risk of seeming iinportunale, to press upon 
your consideration a class of cases for special exchang-e, to wit, the 
officers and men, and ollicers, if not men, of the war companies on 
IDarole. Tho late General Orders, Ho. 44, that twelve-months’ compa- 
nies at the expiration of their terms will be dropped and the commis- 
sions of these officers expire, leaves the war officers in a position of 
compauitive hardship. They cannot serve the States and cannot look 
out for themselves in private occupation. Of this class are Captain 
Wallace, of the Fifty-ninth, and Lieutenant Carter, of the Forty-sixth 
Kegimeut Virginia Volunteers, and others. Captain Wallace will pre- 
sent yon this and thinks if exchanged he can raise his company to 125. 
Lieutenant Carter’s company, tho Bichmond Blues, paroled and in the 
field, now exceeds 100. I hope you will iiardon my anxiety to get back 
my tried and seasoned men.

Sir: I liavc the honor to inclose herewith an extract^ from the Han- 
nibal (Mo.) Herald of the lOtli instant, in which it will be perceived 
that Col. John L. Owen, of tho Second Division, Missouri State Guard, 
who was an officer duly commissioned in accordance Avith the laws of the 
State of ]\nssonri, and recently under my command, was recently cap- 
tured near his late residence by the enemy, and although lie demanded 
to bo treated as a i>risoner of war, according to the rules of civilized 
warfare, it was unhesitatingly refused him, and lie was summarily exe- 
cuted without the form or iDreteiise of trial. 

1 have therefore to invite your attention to this subject again. The 
Confederate States now have as prisoners of war several colonels and 
officers of lower grade from tho State of Alissouri. Tlioso prisoners are 
treated with every leniency and consideration, whilst officers of like 
grade captured by the enemy, who have large families, estates and inQu- 
encQ at home, such as Colonel Owen, are inhumanly murdered. Can- 
not some retaliatory measures be instituted which Avill afford some 
equality, if not protection, to tho loyal men of Missouri?

Major: T have the honor to report for the information of the brig- 
adior-genoral commanding the district that agreeably to Special Orders, 
Ho. 2'J2, I broke up iny camp at this place on the morning of the 28tb 
of May ultimo and took up the line of march for Gillespie County. I 
reached Fredericksburg, the county site, on the morning of the 30tli, 
and immediately proclaimed martial law as existing within the limits 
of the county, and in Precinct No. 5 of Kerr Oouiity, giving six days 
to enable the citizens to report to the provost-marshal and take the 
oath of allegiance. I found the people shy and timid. I visited with 
a part of my company several of the sottlomcnts and explained to the 
people the object of our visit to their county. In a few days they dis- 
])layed much more confidence in us, and in a corresponding ratio more 
desire to serve the Government. 

At first I found it impossible to obtain forage for the lioi'sos of my 
company from the fact tliat the people who were favorable to the 
Ooii federate States Government had sold, whilst those who still had 
corn would not sell for paper money. I therefore directed Lieutenant 
Lilly to wait on Mr. F. Lochte, a wealthy inorcliant of the place who 
had bought largely the produce of the country, and who would not sell 
for x>apor curroncy, and inform him that I required fifty bushels of 
corn. After some litble hesitation he agreed to furnish it. After this 
I had no difficulty in getting forage and all otlier necessary supplies. 

On tlie night of the 3d instant I received an order from the adjiitant- 
goneraPs office to cause the arrest of certain citizens of Medina Oouuty,

t)n iny return to Fredericksburg I found beyond doubt that the few 
ciri/ens of the place who were friendly to this Government did not 
p().^^e^s moral courage enough to give information to the provost-imir- 
slial of the sayings and doings of those who are unfriendly, and upon 
consultation with Lieutenant Sweet I determined to summon them to 
meet him and myself. They obeyed the order and made affidavits in 
regard to certain citizens of the county, viz : Sheriff Branbach, Captain 
Keticliler { State troops ), F. W. Dobbler, a grocery keeper, and Mr. P, 
Lochte, merchant. The affidavits made were sufficient basis on which 
to warrant the arrest of these men. I detached parties for this jinr- 
])ose and succeeded in arresting Mr. Dobbler, The others had all loft 


the town. Branbach was afterwards arrested in Austin by Corporal 
jiiewton, of my company, and Mr, Lochte at Fredericksburg by Lieu- 
tenant Lilly, when be thought my coraiiany sufficiently distant to 
insure his safety. Captain Kouchler 1 did not succeed in arresting, 
ne wa.s the only one of the four who had not taken the oath of allo- 
giaiice. These men are all inimical to our country and possess a vast 
amount of iniiuence among the laboring and agricultural classos, 
J.oehte, Dobbler and Branbach are now in the guard-house at San 
Antonio and their absence from Gillespie County will tend more to 
make the people of that county united in favor of our Government 
than anything else. 

In, connection with this subject I may bo allowed to suggest that 
steps should bo taken to arrest Captain Keiichler. He is a man of 
great iiillueiicej a Gorman enthusiast in politics and a daiigei’ous man 
in the community, 

1 n ICerr County there are a few men who are bitterly opposed to our 
Government. These men are lieaded by an old man by the name of 
kelson. I took care that he and his party should be notified in good 
time to report to the provost-marshal. This they failed to do and Hel- 
son sent nie a defiant message. I then sent a dotacluneiit of State 
troops kindly placed at my disposal to arrest him, but ho had taken to 
the cedar brakes and escaped. 

The nio^t «f the inhabitants of that county arc frontiersmen. Some 
ot tliem, It mit all, renegades fl?om justice from other States, and inou 
wjio mil not mil to injure a political or personal enemy wlienever an 
opportunity oilers.

A few days afterwards 
Oenernl fTa(*k Ifaniilton was in that section of country, and although 1 
h{l^ e no ])ositivo evidence to that eflect I have every reason to believe 
that King was dispatched by his xiarty to report to Hamilton the state 
ol' alCairs in the upper country, ami that in conaoqueiice of tlie infer- 
nmtioii thus convoyed ho repaired to the disaffected settlements to 
attempt in them the creation of a military organization.

T arn assured by the best citizens of Blanco that the disaffected of 
Korr, ({illoRpie, Llano, Travis^ Blanco and neighboriDg counties are 
organizing and that the rendezvous of the party is at or near Hamilton’s 
ranch. 

On <ho 18th instant 1 broke up (?amp at Blanco City and moved my 
command to JCendall County* On tlie evening of the 19th I made 
(^anij) near Boorno. Here J (jaused the arrest of Julius Schlicnm, a 
mor<diant, who has be(m bitterly opposed to us and who I have reason 
to boli(nm t()ok an atitive part in forwarding expresses and information 
to fVderul prisoners at Gamp \^erde and the disaffected citizens of his 
own and adjoining counties. He has been almost always in powssession 
of news from the scat of M^ar at least two days in advance of the mail. 
Ho controls from 100 to 150 votes in Kendall Oounty. Mr. Schlioum 
is now a prisoner in the guard-house at San Antonio. 

On tlie morning of‘ the 20th instant I received Special Orders, Ho.

Stil: I have the honor to_ state that upon my arrival at this place 
yesterday I called upon Mjyoi'-General Wool and showed to him your 
communication to myself with referonco^to an exchange and in which 
you authorized me to state to him that if Ire will name an officer and 
appoint a time and place of meeting you will do the same. The officers 
so appointed to ho empowered hy their respective Governments to agree 
upon a cartel foragonei'al exchange of all prisoners of war. I also 
showed to him jyour memorandum and endeavored to explain to him the 
misunderstanding botweon yourself and lilna. I also loft for his perusal 
the printed document which you furnished, to me. I inclose herewith a 
memorandum from him in which he expresses himself ready to agree to 
the cartel of 1812-1816, but declined verbally to send an officer as you 
proposed, slating that ho could not do so without consulting his Govern- 
ment. He thinks that a plain and defiiiito irroposal should come from 
you to him, stating exactly what the Ooiifederate States are willing to 
agree to. Ho roqinested mo to write i^ you, declining to write himself, 
as no communication was sent to him directly from you.

Sir; Pardon ine for again calling your attention to the ease of my 
son, Lieut. William Biggs, who is one of the Hattoras prisoners on 
parole. The ])eouliar circuinstauces of his case is my apology for 
inti'uding upon your time and attention. Since he was paroled Ins com- 
pany has organised for the war (it originally being a twolve-inonths^ 
coinjiany) and he was eleoted first lieutenant. Upon the organization 
of the regiment (the Seventeenth Kortli Oarolina, Colonel Martin), now 
in camp between Uoldsborougii and New Berne, the captain of liis com- 
pany (Oaptain Lamb) has been elected lienteiiaiit-colonel, by which my 
son beiannos captain, but he cannot act until he is exchanged. The 
oillcers and men are very anxious to retain him and ho is very desirous 
to remain with the company with whom he has been associated since 
Isfc May, 18(11, in battle and in prison, From some recent paragraphs 
ill the newspapers wo have indulged the hope that i)artial exchanges 
arc being made with some expectation of a general exchange. My 
Hon^s company needs his services now and I have advised him that it is 
duo to tlio company that ho should abandon his position rather than 
criiiplc the company by holding on. Ho has tendered his resignation 
but it is declined lor the present with a hope that in the next ton days 
the exchange may bo elfected. J know the difficulty of doing anything 
on such a subject while a battle is expected every day in the neighbor- 
hood oJ‘ Kichinond, but I understand flags of truce occasionally pass 
to negotiate about exchanges. I hope you will excuse this letter and 
the rcQUCHt 1 now make, that you would inform me whether there is 
any jncbability that my son can be exchanged soon.

Gemebal ; When you send a Hag of truce again there are two mat- 
ters which I Avisli you to bring to the notice of the general iu command 
oJ‘ the U. S. forces tor tho consideration of bis Government. 
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Wo have soon in fclio Nortlioru papers that Mr. William B. Mnmlbrcl, 
of Now Orleans, and Ool. John B. Owen, of the Missouri State (Tuartl, 
have boon oxeentod by the TJ, S. authorities— Mr. Muinford for having 
pulled down the TJ. S. Hag in Now Orleans, and Colonel Owen upon 
tho charge of bridge burning in Missouri. The former was hung, the 
latter was shot. 

Wo are informed that Mr. Mumford pulled the flag down when tho 
ononiy wore not yet in possession of tho city, but had merely anchored 
their v(!8sol8 before it and had made a demand for a surrender which 
had not boon complied with. A party landed, hoisted the flag and 
retired. The city was not in their possession nor subject to their 
jurisdiotion. 

Under such circuinstancos the execution of Mr. Mumford was the 
murder of one of our citizens. I inclose* tlie account of his execution 
from tlio Now Oidoans Delta. 

Wo are informed that Oolonel Owen was shot witliout trial. Such 
is tlic account given in the Missouri papers, as you will perceive from 
tho incloscdt slip containing an extract from tlie Hannibal [Mo.] 
llorald. Ho was a didy commissioned officer of tho Second Division 
of tho Missouri State Guard. 

Wo have executed private individuals for burning bridges and per- 
sons in military service for coming disguised witliiuour lines to destroy 
railroads, bub we have given them fair trials. If Colonel Owen entered 
tho enemy’s linos in disguise and burnt bridges, we could not consist- 
ently deny their riglit to try and punish him, but an oxeoutioii without 
trial is not justifiable under any circumstances, and if ho acted in obe- 
dience to orders and without entering the lines of the enemy in disguise 
his execution is a palpable murder committed by a TJ. S. officer. 

Supposing Mr, Mumford, a citizen of tho Confederate States, to have 
boon executed for an insult to the U. 8. flag hoisted in a city not in 
Iboir possession, and Colonel Owen to have been executed without trial, 
Avo deem it our duty to call on the authorities of the United States for 
a statement of tho facts, inasmuch as wo do not intend to permit out- 
rage of that character to bo perpetrated without retaliation.

In discharging his functions as such the citizens 
and civil authorities of the town were necessarily brought into personal 
inieriiourse with him touching matters involving the rights of private 
property and the domestic order and peace of the town. Wo feel called 
upon to testify that General Reynolds exhibited in a marked and efli- 
cicnt manner a desire and determination so to conduct his military 
(H)inmand hero as to conserve and protect as far as practicable the per- 
sonal rights and domestic comfort of the citij^ens, and thus to mitigate, 
so far us his action could avail, the evils and annoyances which are 
incident to siicli an occupation. Your own military experience will 
readily suggest to you how materially such conduct as tliis on the part 
of a comnianding officer could avail in saving our citizens from the 
countless ills which an unbridled and licentious soldiery might indict on 
a helpless population; and while, sir, neither this kindness and consid- 
eration nor any other act or lino of conduct pursued by the military 
authority now occupying our homes can avail in the slightest degree in 
modifying our sonbimentB touching the heiiiousuess of our invasion or 
our devotion to our beloved cause and Government, yet we do feel that 
iinismucli as when wo were prisoners in the hands of General Reynolds 
wo received from him a treatment distinguished by a marked and coii- 
Riilcvato resjioct for our opinions and feelings, it becomes us to use our 
feeble in (luencQ in invoking for hliib pow a prisoner of our Government, 
a tiHMitmont as kind and considerate as was extended by him to us. 

would thorofore ]io])e that he might be placed upon parole, We are 
aware that there are grave considerations of public policy and duty 
wliicjh may enter into this (luostion and which may restrain and hinder 
oui' Government from consulting its feelings and instincts in deter- 
mining such a matter. Certainly wo are far from desiring that any 
measures of leniency should prevail in particular instances toward 
l^ideral captives if it weakens in any degree the power of our Govoru- 
inont to demand and secure the comfort and rights of our own bravo 
men now captives in Federal hands.

When the Oonfederate Govern- 
ment was organij^od ho received the same office ho had heretofore held 
arid in a very short time after was ordered to the Sumter, which he 
joined and was on board of her during her whole cruise. While at 
( )ndiz he heard that a friend of his was ill at Tangier. He passed over 
io all end him, He luid landed but a short time when the U, S. consul 
witli an armed force seized liim, put him in irons on board of the U. S. 
siiip 1 no, and in that degrading condition sent him to Eort Warren, 
wlnn e he is now a ])risoner, 

'I'he Government of Korocco jirotested against this violation of her 
(iMTitory and being compelled to furnish an armed force, but the TJ. S. 
(MUisiil alarmed that weak power by declaring he would strike his flag 
and l)ombard the city. She was tlron alarmed into a compliance with 
I lu^ demand. The British subjects residing in Tangier, indignant at the 
outrage and the liarbarous treatment of iny son, addressed a memorial 
to ihirliament which was presented by Mr. Layard, under secretary of 
slate. It was postponed »for the time being, .as Mr. Layard observed 
tba(. be had no doubt Mr, Lincoln’s sense of justice'and respect for the 
rights of neutral territory and a friendly power would induce him to 
order tire release of Mr. Myers as soon as lie arrived in the United 
Hlatos, but Mr, Jjayard was mistaken in the favorable opinion he had 
cxprcHSod of Mr. Lincoln.

General i I have already ordered an examination into the condition 
of the sick and wounded of the enemy at Gaines’ farm and Savage’s, 
and on a report made this morning 1 directed them to be all collected 
at Savage’s, whore tliey can bo properly attended. 

Lieutouant-Oolonel Shields, under General Winder’s orders, lias been 
charged with this duty and I think that you need give yourself no 
further trouble about it. The sick and wounded of the enemy at the 
l^oiuts mentioned are roi)orted to be about 1,700. 

You can appoint General Oobb to meet (5^onoral Wool and vest him 
with full authority to agree to a general exchange. The sooner it is 
done the hettor, as the number of prisoners is increasing to an extent 
that threatens serious oinbarrassinent. 

I liavo telegraphed a circular to the olheors in the different States 
charged with enrolling conscripts ordering thorn to hasten it and to 
send on the recruits in i)arlies of 100 or 200 as they are obtained. 
O'hore is a now regiment just organized in Florida, shall J bring it lioro 
or send it to Chattanooga? I have ordered to the latter x>laoe llilliard’s 
infantry, about 850 strong, from Montgomery; the Forty-first Alabama, 
said to bo 1,260 strong, from Tuscaloosa; Smith’s Legion of six companies 
of infantry and seven of cavalry; Barkuloo’s and Harkio’s regiments 
and Capers’ battalion of infantry [artillery]; Lawton’s cavalry regi- 
ment, and a cavalry battalion, besides some partisan corps. 

These troops are along the line of the railroad to Chattanooga, all 
above Atlanta. 1 have ordered 6,000 stand of arms to blie latter xioint 
at General Sinitli’s request. 

Wo have succeeded in running in two other cargoes of arms and 
powder, and shall have no further difficulty on those poini-s. 

T liavo directed an organized force of wagons with an ordnance 
officer and an officer of the Quartermaster’s Gopartmoiit to follow your 
army for the purpose of gathering up arms and stores. We have 8,000 
or 10,000 muskets now in our arsenal, 

The French and English consuls have detained their couriers until 
to-morrow ujioii my iiromiso tp give them accurate information of the 
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results so far as they are known. Will you therefore write to me by 
courier to-morrow morning* and inform me as nearly as you can of the 
state of things? I presume that can approximate the number 
of prisoners and gnus and the number of general oilicers killed or 
ca])tiired. 

Itobor ison lias captured Aloorefield, in Hardy County, with some stores 
and arms.

General: Your communication of the 2lsl ultimo having been con* 
sidered by the President, 1 am instraefced to inform you tliat your 
suspensionhas never been considered an accusation but as preliminary 
to an investigation which the circumstances of tho Fort Donelson affair 
rendered necessary. The President rogrots that the detention of the 
Fort Donelson prisoners renders such investigation impossible at pres- 
ent, but as this detention could not be foreseen, but on the contrary 
was in violation of an agreenioiit made with General Wool for an 
exchange of prisoners, neither tlio President nor the War Department 
is responsible for tho delay which lias occurred. 

General Wool has again announced his readiness to agree to a gen- 
eral exchange and nogotialious are about to be commenced wliich no 
doubt will lead to that result. So soon us tho actors in* the Fort Don- 
elsoii surrender are at liberty the matter will receive thorough investi- 
gation and justice bo done. I am quite sure, general, that you desire 
nothing else, and f very much regret that the Department could not, 
with clue regard to the absent parties, order an investigation which 
ueooBsarily implicates them,

Bear Sir: When in liichmoud some weeks since I liad an interview 
with you in regard to an exchange of prisoners and I also called your 
attention to the anxiety that Kentuckians felt in regard to Brigadier- 
Generals Buckner and Tilghman. You informed me that you had writ- 
ten to the Federal authorities to know whether General Buckner was in 
close eoiidneinent and that unless you received an finswer within a 
reasonable time stating that the information which you had of his treat- 
ment was untrue you would put General Prentiss in close conflnemeut 
and treat him j ust as you had heard Buckner was. This was to nio satis- 
factory and highly gratifying and I informed the friends of Generals 
Buckner and Tilghman that I was satisfied that neither of tliem was 
treated as wo had heard, because I had no doubts from what you said 
to mo that if such was the case our Government would retaliate by 
placing General Prentiss and other Federal ofiicers iu close confinement , 
I wrote Mrs. Buckner saying that I Avas satisfied that the information wo 
had of the genoraPs treatment Avas untrue. I did not doubt that such 
was the case until yesterday I mot Oapt* Stephen P. Ohipley, of the 
Second Kentucky Begimeut, who has beeu i)avoled and is just through 
from Fort Warren. He informed me that some three or four days after 
General Buclcuer reached the fort he and General Tilghman were placed 
iu solitary confinement in rooms with the Avindows closed up and that 
they were not opened until each ificdged himself that they would not 
speak to or recognize any one from the windows, and this Avas required 
after a surgeon Jmd certified that unless the Avindows Avero opened their 
health Avould give Avay and in all probability death would ensue. They 
were required to give their parole of honor that tliey would hold no 
communication Avitli each oilier or Avith any one else* They have not 
since been permitted to recognize or speak to any one. Their ofiicers in 
the jirison with tlicm have not beeu x^ermitted even to salute them iu 
their solitary walk upon the parapet. General Buckner lias not been 
liorinittod to Avrite a line to any friend since liis confinement or to see 
any one. 

I am satisfied of the entire truthfulness of this statement. Captain 
Ohixfioy is a man of intelligence and integrity and would make no state- 
ment tiiat Avas not true* I have felt it only necessary to call your atten- 
tion to the treatment of these gallant men to insure the adox)tion of 
such measures as Avill force the Federal Government to treat them in alb 
respects as prisoners of war. I have no doubt that Generals Tilghman 
and Buckner liavo been treated thus at the instigation of Kentuckians 
in Washington City* I am also satisfied that you had no reliable infor- 
mation that those gentlemen had been treated in the manner detailed 
or a dilferent course Avould have been pursued toward General l^rentiss 
and the generals who have beeu recently captured in the series of bat- 
tles before Bichmond. ^Thero are thousands of true men in Kentucky 
and all in our Army from that State who feel a deep interest in all that 
concerns these generals, and many of them believe that there hnn not 
been that attention upon the part of the authorities to their treatment 
by the Federals which justice and humanity and their serAdees to the 
Oonfoderacy demanded. I am not one of those and have endeavored 
to correct this impression as far as I could by referring to my interview 
with you in Bichmond some Aveeks since. I should be much gratified 
to hoar from you in referonco to Avhat steps if any have been taken by 
our Government in the promises.

My Dear Sir: The subject of the present letter has been one of 
serious rellectiou with me, and 1 venture to communicate it to you with 
the liope that it itniy receive from the proper authority the consider- 
ation which its importance demands. 

The hanging of George W. Muinford [William B. Mumford]^ in New 
Orleans by order of Genorul Butler was a brutal murder, not justifled 
by any act committed by Mumford, That this Government owes its 
protection to its citizens is too plain a x)ostulat6 to he denied, and that 
can only bo done by its possessing tho necessary power to restrain in 
the ilrst instance by icar of its power of retaliation. The facts in this 
case are familiar to every man in tho Oonfederacy, and the sanguinary 
and ignominious death inflicted uiion one of our citizens awakened tho 
indignant horror of every Southern man, iunocent as ho was of any 
ofi'ense. 

Tt does strike mo that this act calls for retaliation, more so even than 
the case of tho Oonfederate sailors captured during the war. In their 
case tlio President wisely and /irmly informed tho Lincoln Govcrii- 
ineiit that the law of retaliation should bo enforced, and tlio conso- 
qnonco was our sailors wore saved ns. 

] submit that in tliis case the President should make a formal demand 
upon President Lincoln for tho body of Bonjamin F. Butler, to be 
delivered to him within a stipulated iioriod, in order to try him for 
tho murder of George W. Mumford [William B. Mumford,] That in 
the moantlino he commit to close conflnement Major-General MoOall 
or some other distinguisliodNortherii man, and inform Mr. Lincoln that 
unless Benjamin F. Butler, at the expiration of the tim(^ stipulated, 
was surrendered to him that ho would hang General MoOall j and in 
case of refusal to hang him. 

With one voice the whole Coufederaey and Europe would applaud 
and sustain him. It would teach tlm miscreants and runiaiis who now 
barbarously murder and afilict our people that our Government would 
protect every citizen against their outrages, and that its arm was long 
enough and strong enough to reach every ollbuder.

citizen/^ from the Persian borders to the Pillars of Hercules, T\"as an 
mgis of safety to every Roman. Let our Presideut inaugurate this 
principle and the terror which it will inspire in the hearts of the selfish 
Northern fanatics will insure protection and resx)ect for such of our 
citizens as may unfortunately fall into their i)ower, and thus wring from 
their cowardly fears riglits which are recognized by every Obristiaii 
nation as those of humanity consistent with the laws of war. 

The delivery of Butler or the hanging of McCall would strike terror 
and consternation through the entire Northern population* Its justice 
they would not gainsay and the terrible retribution following the igno- 
minious murder of one of our Confederate citizens would aiford to them 
and to Europe the sublime spectacle of anatioii^s X^ower protecting the 
life or avenging the death of its humblest citizen. 

I write this to you with the view of its being laid before the President. 
You have known me many years and know how conservative I am in 
my opinions and feelings. I here express the unanimous sentiment of 
our people, and so far from time allaying the excitement caused by 
this act of merciless barbarity of the ruffian Butler, it has the effect 
only of making it more profound. 

With humble thanks to our Heavenly Father for the great victory 
achieved at Richmond by our gallant fellow-citizens, and uniting with^ 
you in prayer to Him that He will crown us with victories until we 
conquer peace and independence,

cruel outrages. 

There ai)i)eiii\s to l)e ii marked difference observed hy the l^cderal 
authorities between prisoners captured in Missouri ami in llio other 
Confederate 8Uites. This ouglit not tube permitted by this Govern- 
ment. j\lissouri being’ a part of the Oonfederaey, hen* citizens have a 
right to exi)e(d and ought to receive the same protection as citizens of 
the other States of ihe Confcdoracy.

I am credibly informed that a marked distinction 
is made between iirisoners captured in Missouri and other Gonfedorato 
States, This should not be permitted. I inclosed to the Sc(5retavy of 
War an extract from a Hannibal (Missouri) paper (the Llorahl), in 
which it is stated that Col, John L. Owen, late of my division, Mivssoiiri 
State Guard, was captured near his homo, and although demanding 
to be treated as a prisoner of war was summarily plac^Hl upon a stump 
and shot without the iirotense or form of trial. Can this thing be per- 
mitted whilst i^ladison Miller and other prisoners of that ilk are treated 
with such consideration by the Confederate Stales'? 

1 hope you will consider this matter of as grave importance as myself, 
and that you will think proper to unite with me in the eifort to miti- 
gate the sullerings of Missourians in the hands of the enemy by induc- 
ing this Govonnnent 1o institute some retaliatory measures, which I 
believe is the only practical way to eflect the object. If you e,oinoido

Hon, G. W. Randolph, Secretary of War^ Rielmondt 
I respeotfully communicate the following facts and ask for instruc- 
tions thereon; Calvin Dickey, who claims to bo a British subject and 
to bo traveling as the agent of a commercial house in Saint John’s, was 
arrested on the 8th of July some three miles above this city with a car- 
pet sack, going up the river in the direction of the enemy’s fleet now 
lying above this point. He has in his })OS8essiou a printed passport 
purporting to be signed by British consul iu l^ew York, dated December 
23, L86L, requesting that ho (DpekeyJ), accompanied by his wife, be 
allowed to pass without lot or hindrance, &c, Mr. D.’s wife is not with 
him, but is as he states in Canada, He avows his business to be to And 
out how much cotton we have burned, how much on hand and the 
quantity planted this season, with a view of directing the commercial 
movements of the house he claims to represent. I am informed that 
neither his physiological dovolopmeiits nor his tone and manner of con- 
versation indicate that he is an Englishman, but on the contrary that 
ho is a How York Yankee. He comes from Cairo to Mempliis, thence 
to (Grenada, Miss.j then to Jackson, Miss,; thence to Montgomery, 
Ala,, and returned via Yorktown. It is hardly probable that commer- 
cial business alone would induce such atrip through a country engaged 
in war, and especially to Vicksburg, besieged as it was by the enemy ^ 
hut it frequently happens that iiiiiocent men are surrounded by sus- 
picious ciroumstaiicos. While it is neither the desire nor intention of 
the military authorities of the Confederate States to interrupt in any 
way tliG relations of amity existing between our Government and Eng- 
land or any other foreign power, I am of the opinion that the British 
consul in Hew York does not possess the power nor should such be rec- 
ognized to give passports to enable parties to pass ad Hhikmi to and

Consular certificates confer no authority to pass our lines. Even the 
pasBjiorts issued hero leave the time and place of passage to the dis- 
cretion of the ofllcer in command on the lines, I think that the results 
of the operations here will turn out to be from 8,000 to 10,000 prisoners, 
no pieces of artillery aud 30,000 stand of arms. We are fliiding every 
day arms aud stores abandoned by the enemy on their retreat. They 
left or destroyed their personal baggage, pontoon trains, rocket bat- 
teries, &c. Their tents are left standing and vast quantities of stores 
were destroyed, but we recovered much that they had not time to 
destroy.

George D. Walker, of Wilmington, K C., is kept in irons by the enemy 
at Fort Coluinbiis, N, Y, Ca])tain Walker, who very early engaged 
actively in bringing arms to the country, had made several very sue- 
cessfiil trips from England, when at last lie was taken in command of 
the Theodora with a cargo of 7,000 arms and 200 tons powder just off 
Cape Fear by the blockading squadron.

Sir: About a month ago while in Richmond I had the honor to 
Bond a letter to your address, but as I have some reason to believe that 
it failed to reach its destijiation I now deem it my duty to ask your 
attention to a brief statement of the circumstances that have led to iny 
detention as a prisoner of the Confederate Government for nearly a 
year. 

Before and after the last Presidential election 1 as a citizen of Hew 
York opposed the measures of the Black Republicans knowing they 
would lead to a rupture of the Union, After the fall of Sumter, when 
the frenzy of madness had iired the hearts of the Black Republicans and 
terror had iiaralyzed the efforts of the Democracy, I conceived it to be 
the duty of all true Americans to prevent an invasion of the South. 
After the invasion of Virginia, believing that the South was right and 
knowing that her people would fight, I thought it to be my duty to aid 
ber as the readiest way to terminate a war that unless speedily checked 
must lead to desolation. This stand T took publicly in Row York. 
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After ili6 battle of Manassas, when panic biKl seized the lioai't of tlio 
North I thought if a similar blow could ho stnn'k at tlio Navy tlio war 
would’ close. Having- a plnn for a giui-boal AVhich I Indicvod could 
de.stroy any war vessel thoii in the Navy I dotoi-inined to oiler it to 
the Coufedei-ale State.s. With this end iii view 1 inisaod tlio Federal 
lines and on reaching the Coi.tfedorate pickot.s I asked to ho taken 
before the coinmaiiding oni<‘er h'l order to bo pa-ssod to liichinond, 1 
was taken before General Boulfam by whom 1 was treated cordially 
and as I tlieu thought und still -.think trnstfnlly, and lurid.shc(l with a 
horse to proceed immediately 'to Manassas. At Mana.ssas J was 
detained for some week-s and on?y after oarne.st npi>eals .sent to llicili- 
nioud, and very much to my surprise and niorti/lcation as a pi-isonor. 
Soon after I'eaching Itichinond I sent a statement to Goiieral Winder 
referring to W. J). Parsons, esq.i n.nd the If on. Bon. Wood, jn-opriotoi’s 
of the New York D.aily Nows, to provomy Sontliorii feolingand lionesty 
of purpose in coining South. 

As the oflieer at Sfanassas ha d informed me that tlio (Jonfcderato 
Government had all the plans 'for gun-boals tlnit Averc re(|uirod, of 
course I did not think it proper lo press iny jirojoct, though 1 distiiudly 
recollect addressing- a sliort iiotd oii the subject to the 8ecu*otnry of the 
Navy. AH I could then do waiS to use every effort to rocoA'cr niy free- 
dom, of which I bad been so ' nncoremonimisly, not to sny unjiustly, 
deprived. My appeals in tliis -behalf to the sovornl ollicors nnd com- 
missioners extend over a porioid of ten nionllus and yet during all that 
time I never received one mom ent’s notice nor one woi-d in reply. A.s I 
found out afterwards that th,o letters wore <!arried by Northern men 
and as I haA^e good reason to believe that some of my ]eL(.<Ars intended 
for your Government were sont North, it is quite possible I may have 
been cheated in the matter. I pwitcsted against being conlliuul with 
the mercenary Heasinns who Jmd invaded the South and Avitli Avliom [ 
could have no sympathy, buij in vain. G asked to bo o.xaniiiied by the 
Naval Department, beliovingv that thonovelty and originality of my boat 
would to some extent prove, n>y object in visiting- the South. hHnally 
I protested against being- s'.ent to Sidisbury as a Ji'odoral prisoner to 
be turned over to the Liiic(,>bi Government in oxohango. On tlii.s bead 
theiirovost-gunrd ofiTieersi-.h-otnisod that my feelings should bercspooteii 
and the commissary alse^ promised to employ mo in his department 
until my case should be, decided, nnd yet, notwithstanding all this, 
witli ten minutes’ notierJ I was ordered to leave for Salisbury and 
marked on the list “ suiyposcd to bo a spy.” 

Now allow me to ask /who supposes me to bo a spy? Wlioro can yon 
fln d the least gronn d for sinsiDiciou i n thought, Avord or actio 1 1 ? Gen oral 
Bonham did not trea’t mo as a .spy and General Bonnregard had no 
charge against mo oM the books at Manassas. For ten motitlis in the 
factories of Jtichino.nd I have been known by all as tlie most dcicided 
and uiicompromisii.ig Confederate. During nil that time I have msviw 
faltered. When N-Tew Orleans fell I ronoAml the ollbr of my boat and 
services. That iclio South avus right nnd must nltlmutcly bo successful 
has alAva.ys bee^n the burden of my speech. Tiio imsiiltHand threats of 
my Noi-tliorn dollow-prisoners had as litllo effect a.s tlio liuniiliating re- 
ception I hadi'reeeived from tlio South to turn mo from Avhab J. conceived 
to be the tr-ue lino of American duty. At L’eteiAsburg X was placed in 
tbe same c-Jar with fifty Federa.l ollieers. By sonio jncan.s those oilieorH 
were info rmecl of my sontiments in opposition to Iho war and the msunl 
threats -^-wero thrown out as to my fate when J should rearli Wnsliington, 
Allow wDO to say that 3 shall have no fears to go North at the prniier

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time, but I do deoicledly object to the South baiudug’ ino over to Sew- 
aixVs Government at the present time, and as I did not believe tliat 
such Tvas the intention of the Confederate Goy^arninent 1 determined to 
leave the train at the first favorable oiijicvtunity. 1 therefore left the 
train and my not ovoiMvatclifiil guards neai Lexington, K. 0., and 
traveled to l)anville, Ya. I staid twodays at Danville and thence to 
Lynchburg’. From Lynchburg it was my purpose to iirocoed (o Klnox 
villo, Tenm, where I hoiied to find some friends who might more readily 
understand my case than the over^pressed odicers at RiehinoiuL I 
was, however, unable to iirocuro transportation and therefore altered 
my course for Charlottesville, which place I reached June 2S^ sixteen 
days’ severe tr«avel on foot from Lexii^gton, As the battle at this time 
was raging before Eichmond, my only object was to reach a retired spot 
where 1 might await a more r(uiet and convenient opxiortimity to bring 
my case belbre your Department. 

Providence 1 believe directed me aright. Immediately on arriving 
hero I reported to Captain Taylor, the conimandaut of this post. Cap- 
tain Taylor heard my story and sympathized with me, offering to jihico 
me on parole under the cure of his s^u'geant until the battle at Eich- 
mond was decided and he would have an opxiortiinity to xmesent my 
case to yonr Department. I much regret that since then Captain Tay- 
lor has removed from this post and therefore I am left to report my own 
case. I do so, however, quite readily and cheerfully, as I have every 
reason to believe that I sliall receive jiistice at your bauds.

And whether if aJiy of said corps aro captured iu battle or othorwiso 
while in tho line of their duty by the enemy this Government will claim

I have tho honor to iieknowlotlA‘0 t1«o receipt of your loUerof 
the intli iiiHtiuiL, and to reply tliat partisan rangers are a part of tho 
Provisional Army of tho Oonfodora.t6 States, snbjoot to all tho rogula- 
lions adopted for its govoriunont and entitled to tlio same protection 
as prisoners of war. I'arbisan rangers aro in no respect difforonl from 
(rooiis of the line, except tliat they aro not brigaded and aro omi>loyod 
of(.oner on <lo( achod service. They require stricter diaciphno than other 
troops (.0 make them edlciont, and without- discipline they become a ter- 
ror to their friends and conloinptiblo in tho eyes of tho enemy. With 
reference to your inquiry as to tho protection which tho Oovornraent 
will extend to private citizens taken in hostile acts against tho onomy, 
it is not ousy to lay down a gonoral rulo, War ns conducted by civil- 
ized nations is usnally a contest between the rcsi)ectivo flovornments 
ol' tho l)eliigoronts, and private individuals remaining quietly at 
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homo are respected in their riglits of person and ])roperty. In return 
for this privilege they are expected to take no part in hostilities unless 
called on by tlteir Government. If, however, in violation of this usage 
private citizens of Missouri should be oppressed and maltreated by the 
public enemy they have uiujuestionably a right to take arms in their 
own defense, and if captured and confiiied by the enemy under such 
circumstances they are entitled as citizens of the Confederate States to 
all the protection which their Government can ailbrd, and among the 
measures to which it may be needful and proper to resort is that of the 
lex ialionia. We shall dexdore the necessity of retaliation as adding 
greatly to the miseries of the war without advancing its objects, and 
therefore we shall act with great circumspection and only upon facts 
clearly ascertained; but if it is our only means of compelling tlio 
observance of the usages of civilized warfare wo cannot hesitate to 
resort to it when the proper time arrives.

Private citizens shall not bo arrested or confined oxc'opt upon the 
charge of acting as spies, giving aid and comfort to the enemy, being 
turbnloiit and troublesome to the belligerent within whose lines they 
may be. And when such arrest sliall be made the alleged ofieinler 
shall bo granted a speedy and fair trial, and if iiinocoiii shall be 
immediately released from confinement. All citizens hitherto taken 
by either ])arty for offenses not above euumorated shall be immediately 
and unconditionally released.

Sir; J see by the newspapers that a general exchange of prisoners is 
about to bo effected, and as the enemy have a class of prisoners in the 
West wliioh they may not have olsoivliere and whoso eases may require 
some espciiial agreement I feel it my duty to call your attention to them. 
There are a number of iiorsons now con lined in the military prisons 
of Alton, Chicago and Saint Louis who were ofUcers and soldiers, but 
who.so terms of oiilisttnent had expired and who had boon discharged, 
but who were nevertheless taken by the enemy in Missouri because it 
was known that they wore Southrons and would probably ro-enlist in 
the (). S. Army. These persons are held as prisoners of war, not as 
citizens, and arp subject to exchange. 

My brigade of Missouri State Guard Avas disbanded in December, 
1801, preparatory to a reorganization in tlio Confederate service in 
January. During the interval several hundred were captured, some of 
whom were paroled and many retained Avho Avill immediately enter the 
servi(!6 upon being exchanged or released by order. Another class 
who will deserve attention are persons who having received the author- 
ity to raise companies and regiments, Avoro captured before tlioir comi)lo- 
mentof men had boon raised and consequently before alogal organization 
luid been had. Those genllomen are held as regular ofllcers and the 
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enemy will require regular oflicers in exobango unless their status be 
arranged in the cartel,

My Hear Sir: J have this morning heard that my father and 
some others of the most reputable citizens of h'rodoricksburg have 
within a lew days been arrested and carried to Washington, to be licld 
it is said as Imstages for some Hnion men arrested by our military 
authorities. It is rumored hero that Major General Hill, our commis- 
sioner for effecting an exchange of prisoners, has insisted upon the 
unconflitional release of all non-combatants arrested by tbo enemy and 
a stii)u]ation against further arrests as a sine qua 7 io)i to any negotia- 
tion and that the enemy are now holding that under advisement. I 
trust that it is so and that it will be insisted upon by our Government, 
Invaded as we are, with those near and dear to almost every soldier 
in our service from every State iti the Confederacy exposed to seizure 
and imprisonment, it is a matter in which we all feel the deepest solici- 
tude. Better far, infinitely better, to iiave no exchange of imsouers at 
all than to have our families thus exposed and to have an old man 
left to he seized and imprisoned at the pleasure ot a cruel and unscTU- 
pulous enemy. I hope that some means will bo taken to ollect tlicir 
speedy release. 

1 know you will excuse my troubling you when, besides the concern 
that a son would always feel under such circunmtanccH, 1 toll you that 
my father is a man of seventy years of ag<3 and very iniirni health, to 
whom daily exorcise in the open air is a necessity and who will bo 
killed — inurdered—by confinement. My mother is nearly as old. My 
sisters, my wife and little children are left without any one to look 
after them in Fredericksburg, I know you will do what may be in 
your power. May God prosper your ollbrtB.

Sir: I present for your consideration some questions of much 
interest and importance to the people of Virginia and will bo pleased 
to have your views at as early a day as practicable. 

1. The Code of Virginia (edition of 1800), cha])t;er J90, jnago 788, 
treats of oftenses against the sovereignty of the Slate, The first sec- 
tion of this act defines treason, declares how the often so is to bo 
proved and afiixes the punishment of death. The second section 
relates to misprision of treason and affixes the punishment. The tliircl 
section relates to attempting or instigating others to establish a 
usurped govorninont within the limits of this Common weaKh, Under 
tliis act dohn Brown and his associates in crime wore iiuluited, tried, 
convicted and executed. I am informed and believe it to be true 
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tliiit General rTaokson cftplinred quite a nninber of men raised for tlie 
Lincoln army in Nortliwoatorn Virginia, with the api)r‘ol)atioii and 
under the authority of tlie usurped Ji'everiiinent whicli lias been iiuui- 
gurated in tliat soetion of the Htato. Many of the men so captured are 
native Virginians and all of them ai'e citizens owing allegiance to the 
lawful government ot the Stale. These men thus found in arms have 
boon guilty of treason against this Gommouwealth and richly deserve 
the punishmonl which the law attaches 1o their crime. 1 request 
therefore that these men bo turned over to the State authorities to bo 
tried for treason under this act ol’tho General Assembly, 

a. The fourth section of this same act declares the punishment for 
advising or conspiring with a slave to rebel or make insurrection, 
li’or more than a year jiast the olllcors and soldiers of fjincoln’s army 
have been within the limits of Virginia stimulating slaves to resist the 
laws of the ('ommonwealth and encouraging them to abscond from 
their lawi’nl owners. They have used every appliance to array them 
in hostility against tho])co])lo of Virginia and to iudueo them to aid 
in the prosecuLion of this wiekod and infamous war which is being 
carried on against us, violating both in letter and spirit iiiis section of 
our statute. At this time wo have a large minUtor of officers ea]>biirod 
in the recent liatUos on the Ohiekahoniiny, all of which I believe took 
place in Henrico Oounty. There can bo no <iuea(.i()n therefore in 
regard to Iho qiu'stion of jurisdiction in tlieso cases. I roiiucst tlioro- 
foro that some of the more prominent offic(W8 may bo turned over for 
indietment and trial for violating the fourth soetion of the act referred 
to. If these porsons have violated our State law and a jury shall so 
llnd, thou they dosorvo and should receive such puuishmout as the law 
prescribes. 

There is an additional (luestion. Private oitizons engaged in agri- 
cultural, meehanioal and professional pursuits who have not taken up 
arms during the war have been seized, torn from their homos and fam- 
ilies and eari'ied to remote points wliero they have boon imprisoned 
and many of them have been liarshly treated. In the negotiations 
now ])ending for an exebango of prisonors could not a clause bo inserted 
which would prevent the repetition of such outrages'?

Sill; On the 22d of this month a cartel for a general exchange of 
prisoners of war was signed between Maj. Gen. I). H, Hill, in behalf 
of the Confederate States, and Maj, Gon. John A, Dix, in behalf of the 
United States. 

By the terms of that cartel it is stipulated that all prisoners of war 
hereafter taken shall be discharged on parole until exchanged. 

Scarcely had that cartel been signed when the militaiy authorities of 
tlio United States commenced a practice changing the character of the 
war from such as becomes civilized nations into a campaign of indis- 
criminate robbery and murder. 

The general orders issued by the Secretary of War of the United 
States in the city of Washington on the very day that the cartel was 
signed in Virginia directs the military commanders of the United States 
to take the private property of our i)COplo for the convenience and use 
of their armies without compensation. 

Tlio general orders issued by Major-General Pope on the 23d of July, 
the day after the signing of the cartel, directs the murder of our peaces 
fill inhabitants as spies if found quietly tilling their farms iu his rear, 
oven outside of liia lines, and one of his brigadier-generals, Steiuwehr, 
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has seiiicd upon innocent and peaceful inhabitants to bo held as hos- 
tages to the end that they may be murdered in cold blood if any of his 
soldiers are killed by some unknown persons whom he designates as 
^^bushwhackers.” 

Under this state of facts this Government has issued the inclosed 
general orders* recognizing General Pope and his commissioned offi- 
cers to be in the position whicli they have chosen for theinaelves — that 
of robbers and murderers and not that of public enemies entitled if 
captured to bo considered as prisoners of war. 

We Uiid ourselves driven by our enemies by steady progress toward 
a i)ractico which we abhor and which we are vainly struggling to 
avoid. Some of the military authorities of the United States seem to 
su])pose that better success will attend a savage war in which no qiiar- 
ter is to bo given and no [age or j sex to bo spared than has hitherto been 
secured by such hostilities as are alone recognized to be lawful by civil- 
ized moil in modern times. 


For the preaoiit wo renounce our right of retaliation on the innocent 
and shall continue to treat the private enlisted soldiers of General 
Pope’s army as prisoners of war, but if after notice [has been given] to 
the Government at Washington of our conflning repressive measures 
to the punishment only of commissioned officers who are willing partici- 
pants in those crimes these savage practices are continued wo shall 
reluctantly bo forced to the last resort of accepting the war on the 
terms chosen by our foes until the outraged voice of a common humanity 
forces a respect for the recognized rules of war. 

While these facts would justify our refusal to execute the generous 
cartel by which we have consented to liberate an excess of thousands 
of prisoners hold by us beyond the number held by the enemy a sacred 
rogaril to plighted faith, shrinking from the mere semblance of break- 
ing a promise, prevents our resort to this extremity. Nor do we desire 
to exloiul to any other forces of the enemy the punishment merited 
alone by General Pope and such commissioned officers as choose to 
parthupate in the execution of his infamous orders. 

You are tlioroforc instructed to cominuuicaio to the Oommandor-in- 
Ohief of the Annies of the United States the contents of this letter 


and a copy of the inclosed* general orders, to the end that he may bo 
notiilod of our intention not to consider army officers hereafter captured 
jfrom General Pope’s army as prisoners of war.

T was paroled by 
Ooloiiol l^lorgan the next morning' with the nnderstaiuling that in ease I 
failed to release Lieut. Ool. Kobert G. Wood that 1 was U) report to him. 
I immediately went to Nashville, wliere Colonel Wood then was. Gen- 
eral 3^umont,then in command of that])Ost, could do nothing in regard 
to the exchange. I then went to Wasluiigtoii City and laid my case 
beforo the Secretary of War, and I at one time thmigbt my exchange 
effected, but Doctor Wood, the father of Colonel Wood, interposed and 
I was beaten. T tlion returned to Nashville by the way of my homo in 
Kentucky, leaving iny wife on a bed of siclcneas from which [ fear she 
has not recovered. I liave not heard from homo since I left. As soon 
as I reached Nashville I obtained a pass and set out to report to Colonel 
Morgan. I crossed the Tennessee Uiver at Courtlaiul. Not ihiding 
Colonel Morgan there I rocrossod the river at the same jdaco and went 
to nnntsville, and from thenee to Chattanooga, where j learned that 
Colonel Morgan had gone to Knoxville. My arrival at Cluittanooga 
was telegraphed to Gonoral Smith, of Kiioxville, wlio ordered mo to 
report there, which T did. I remained there a few days and was tlion 
ordered by General Smith to re])ort to Adjutant-Gonoral Ooo])er, of 
this city, where I arrived on Sunday, Juno and have been confined 
to my liotel ever since, part of the time very sick.

Sir ; On the 29th of June last you were instructed by tlie Secretary 
of War to make inquiries of the general coininanding the U. S. forces 
relative to alleged murders committed on our citizens by officers of the 
U. S. Army, and the cases of William B. Mumford, reported to have 
been murdered at Hew Orleans by order of Maj. Geii, B. E. Butler, and 
Ool, flohii L. Owen, reported to have been murdered in the same man- 
ner in Missouri by order of Major-General Pope, were specially I’efeiTed 
to. The inquiries thus made by you of Major-General McOlellaii were 
referred by that officer to his Government for reply but no answer has 
yet been received. We have since been credibly informed that numer- 
ous otlier offi(jers of the armies of the United States liavo within the 
Ooufederacy been guilty of felonies and capital offieiises which are pun- 
ishable by all law human and divine. A few of those best authenti- 
cated are brought to your notice. 

The newspapers received from the enemy^s country announce as a fact 
that Mi\jor-Gonoral Hunter has armed slaves for the murder of their 
masters and has thus done all iii his power to inaugurate a servile war 
wdiich is ivorse than that of the savage, inasmuch as it superadds other 
horrors to the indiscriminate slaughter of all ages, sexes and condi- 
tions. Brigadier-General Phelps is reported to have imitated at Hew 
Orleans the example set by General Hunter on the coast of South Caro- 
lina. Brig. Gen. [Ool.j G. N. Fitch is stated in the same journals to have 
murdered in cold blood two peaceful citizens because one of liis men 
while invading onr country was killed by some unknown person defend- 
ing his homo, you are now instructed to repeat your inquiries relative 
to the cases of Mumford and Owen, and further to ask of the command- 
ing goneriil of tiio enemy whether the statements in relation to the 
action of General Hunter, General Phelps and General [Colonel] Fitch 
are admitted to bo true, and whether the conduct of these generals is 
sanctioned by their Government.

General: Under the cartel for an exchange of prisoners recently 
concluded between the United States and the Oonfederato States wo 
arc informed that about 15,000 exchanged prisoners will soon be deliv- 
ered at Vicksburg. T have given directions to the Quartermaster and 
Ooiumissary Generals to make provision for their subsistence and pay- 
ment, and I have notified General Van Dorn of tlioir expected arrival. 

Furloughs cannot now bo granted to them, owing to the exigencies 
of tlio service, and it is tlie wish of tlio Department that they should be 
jilaced in the field as soon as possible. Most of them belong to the 
forces under your command and I must request yoq to reorganize and 
pre])are them for service. Tlie reorganization rcc[uired by the Oon- 
scription act will be carried out. 

The general offtcers have been directed to report to you for orders 
and will receive instructions from you as to their duties. 

The captured regiments are borne on the books of the Adjutant- 
General as if they had not been taken, and it is very desirable tberefore 
to preserve the existing organizations as far as x) 08 sible. This will no 
doubt 1)0 consonant to the wishes of the troops themselves. The 
paroled prisoners of the Western Army have been ordered to rendez- 
vous at Vicksburg for the piir^ioso of meeting the others, but this order 
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is not intended to trammel you in the reorganization. You will there- 
fore change tlie i)oint of rendezvous if you think proper, and. make 
such disposition both of paroled and exchanged prisoners as will bo 
most conducive to their health and the good of the service, tinder the 
cartel two agents are to be appointed on eacli side to carry it into cxe 
cutioii. Mr. Robert Onld, of Richmond, is the principal agent, and a 
subordinate agent will bo sent to Vicksburg who will receive Ills 
instructions from Mr. Oiild, 

They will announce in the papers the completion of the exchange, 
and immediately on sueh aiinouncemont the troops may outer upon 
active service. Until sucli aniiouncomont they may bo engaged in 
preparations to organize, 

We shall endeavor to furnish you arms for them, but so many of the 
captured arms require repair that a month may elapse before the whole 
number can bo supplied. 

General Tilgliman will deliver this letter and will report to you for 
orders as to the reorganization of his brigade.

Recommend some one convenient to Vicks- 
burg and who mn soon bo in place. Provide rations for the prisoners 
and I will endeavor to forward funds to i)ay thorn off. They cannot be 
furloughed, but will be prepared for the held under General B. Bragg’s 
instructions as rapidly as iiossible.

Testimony of Alex. Robinson, 

Judy 10, 1862. 

I was iu an apple orchard and the enemy came up in twenty steps of 
mo before I saw them, and I remained ])orfectly still, being on my horse. 
One told me to surrender, which I did immediately, at the same time 
dropping my gun and saber. Another told mo to surrender, I told 
him I had surrendered (having then no arms) and asked him not to 
shoot me. Another said, “ God damn you, why didn^t you surrender 
before when you were shooting at us last night? They all exclaimed, 
‘<Damn liiin, shoot him!” Upon which all fired at me. Two balls 
passed through my body. I then fell off my horse, and while I was 
lying on the ground one came up saying, ^^Damii him, lot me ride over 
him and mash his damn brains out.” Another said, ^‘No, let me shoot 
him again.” A third said, *<He will die anyhow; let him alone.” 

ALEX. liOBINSOX. 

• I was present and heard Mr. Alex. Eobin.son, who is a private in 
Oomx)any F, Eighth Virginia Cavalry, make the wdthin statement of 
the circumstances under which he surrendered himself a x)risoner, 
grounded Ins arms and was afterwards shot by Federal soldiers. Mr. 
Eobiusoii was \\i his right mind at the time; pronounced the statement 
correct when read to him and wrote his own signature thereto. I was 
also informed by a citizen who knew the officer coinmauding the 
Federal cavalry who shot fiobinson as stated and that bis name is 
narrison.

Sir: The only evidence we can get in regard to the shooting of Pri- 
vate Eobinsou is liis own statement, given as he supposes on his death- 
bed, He is not dead yet, but the surgeous say there is but little hope 
of his recovery. . He says he had surrendered, and the Yankees told 
him he ought to have surrendered the night before when he was firing 
at them, and at the same moment several of them fired at him, two shots 
taking effect that will I have no doubt cause his death. 
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I am very glad you liave determined to have an investigation of the 
matter, as it would have caused a great deal of trouble if it had not 
been noticed. 

There is another matter about as bad as this in iny humble opinion. 
One of my wagons had been sent after provisions when I left camp, 
and not having transportation suilieient some one of the companies had 
left about a third of a barrel of hard bread in the camp. Tlie Yankees 
were in the camp as they came up and went back and tried to drive out 
some cows that were in the field but did not .succeed. The next morn- 
ing tbo owner of the cows found two of thorn dead and a third about 
dying and all the broad gone. It had been poisoned ! tlie cows had eaten 
it and two out of three Imd died. The devils had tried to drive the 
cows out to prevent their eating the bread, thinking that our men would 
got it as wo came buck, which no doubt they would have done had it not 
been destroyed by the cattle. 

T sent Ga])taiii Tlerndon out yesterday morning with Iiis company. 
Ho went within three miles of liluo Sulphur and ho reiiorta that ho saw 
nothing of the enemy. He brought out some baeou from j\[r, Jarrett’s, 
near Blue Sulphur. One of the infantry companies was also on the 
other side of tlio river and one of iny companies was out on the Bollins- 
burg road, but saw nothing. 

One of tho ofileers of tho Y^ankeo cavalry, Harrison, told tlie people 
all along the road that they only came up hero to get his children, 
wliicli, with many other reports going through tho country, such as the 
wives of tlio Yankee officers gathering up their clothing, which had 
been scattered througli vicinity of the Bluff to be washed, looks as if 
they were really making preparations to fall back from that place. 
We can get no corj’eet inffirmation, but it seems to be generally believed 
Lhat lliey will leave the Bluff very soon, either back or forward.

facts and to confer with the eommanding general, but being now fully 
advised J have to say tliat Captain Powell, wlio lately bore a llag of 
truce from your camp to this, stated iu the presence of a miniber of 
o/llcers of this command tliat the prisoner Kobinson was shot after ho 
had surrendered by men of Captain Jlarrison’s coiupauy, and that they 
would luiVG shot another prisoner taken at tlie same time but for his 
iiiterference. Captain Powell will no doubt cheerfully give you the 
additional evidence asked for in your letter* 

Witli regard to your statement^ that Samuel Price, of Lewisburg, 
will be held responsible in liia person for any cruel or unusual treat* 
ment of Dr. William P. Pucker, I am advised to say that Jiucker is a 
citizen of Virginia, o^Ying allegiance to this State and to the Confed- 
erate States, and tliat neither tlie Confederate Cfovernment nor the 
State of Virginia will allow the Government of the United States nor 
any of its aiitliorities to dictate the xmnishnieiit to bo indicted on their 
own disloyal citizens. Theseizflre and imprisoiiraent of Price as a hos* 
tnge for liucker is manifestlj^ a violation of the usages of civilized war- 
fiire and to harm him will be a high crime. 

That you and your general coininauding may know the determined 
purpose of my Government to protect and avenge its own people I 
respectfully inclose to you a lettert of President Davis to General Leo, 
dated July 31, 1802, to which is appended General Orders, No. 54.t

Sir: Since iny communication to you of July 28 last and your reply 
of the 31st of tlio same month occurrences liavo transpired which 
make further coiTesiiondeiHiO necessary upon the subjects therein 
referred to and subjects of a kindred character. 

1 understand that the piisoiiers recently confined at Lynchburg, 
captured by General Jackson and belonging to Northwestern Vir- 
ginia regiments, organized by the authority and with the ap])robation 
of the usurped government under Pcirpoint, have been ordered to this 
city preparatory to being exchanged, and some of them have actually 
been exchanged under the cartel recently agreed upon between the 
Oonfederute Government and the Government of the CJnited States. 
I conclude, therefore, that you have decided thnt my request in regard 
to them is not to be acceded to, If this request is not to bo granted I 
imagine the request in regard to the officers captured on the Ohicka- 
hominy will also bo denied. As the Executive of Virginia T have pre- 
sented these matters for the consideration of the War Department 
from an imi)erative sense of duty to the people of Virginia, by whom 
I have been charged with the execution of the laws of the State. 
These matters having been disposed of 1 come now to one which recent 
OGCuiTonccs have presented for the consideration of the people of Vir- 
ginia especially and of the South generally.

If these men are to bo oonsitlercd a.s ‘n'obbers and inurdorers^^ they 
are such under tho laws of Virginia, and they have justly incurrt^d tlm 
penalties which those laws annex to their crimes. If they are nob 
‘^fwisonera ofwar^^ then they can be regarded in no other light than 
as criminals. 

I therefore request that some of these ofGcers shall bo turned over 
to tho State authorities in order that they may bo ])rocccdcd against 
in the mode proscribed by the laws of Virginia. If found guilty I will 
see that they are made to pay the penalty for their crimes against 
liumanity and civilization, 

I understand also that (leneral eTaokson in his recent battle at Cedar 
Run has captured sonie free negroes who came with the h'’cderal Army 
to Virginia, and who are here in violntion of tho laws of the Mtate. 1 
request also that these may be turned over to (lie Btatc authorities, to 
be dealt with as the Virginia laws prescribe,

Two at least of the generals of the United Btates arc engaged 
unchecked by their Government in exciting servile insurrection and in 
arming and triiining slaves for warfare against their masters, citizens 
of the Oonfecleracy. Another lias been found of instincts so brutal as 
to invito the violence of his soldiery against the wotucu of a captured 
city. Yet the rebuko of civilized man has failed to evoke from the 
authorities of the United States one mark of disapprobation of his a(‘>ts, 
nor is there any reason to suppose that the conduct of Benjamin P, 
Butler has failed to secure from his Government the sanction and 
apiilausc with which it is known to have been greeted by public/ meet- 
ings and portions of the press of the United States.

Colonel: T have the honor herewith to send you copies of the 
reports of Colonel Scammon on the complaint made by Colonel McOaiis- 
land, rebel army, that some of Captain Harrison’s company, First Vir- 
ginia Cavalry, had shot Private Robinson, of Eighth Virginia (rebel) 
Cavalry, after he had surrendered as a prisoner. These reports of 
Colonel Scammon are reasonable and probably contain the facts in the 
ease. In your communication with the enemy you should disclaim all 
conduct on the part of oAicers or men of this command which is 
contrary to the rules of civilized warfare, but at the same time notify 
them that while we thus disavow and punish barbarous acts we do not 
recognize their right to demand or expect the onforcenieut of a strin- 
gent rule since their conduct iu countenancing and employing partisans 
Avho arc notoriously mere robbers and murtlcrers of Union men, in per- 
mitting robberies to be perpetrated by soldiers on prisoners (as was 
recently done in the case of assistant surgeon of the Kiuth Virginia 
Avho was not liable to be treated as a prisoner of war at all), and iu 
pursuing a barbarous and cruel course toward citizens of the country 
Avho adhere to the Government takes away the claim which belligerents 
carrying on Avar according to civilized rules would have. We shall bo 
strict Avitli our troops out of respect to ourseh^'es, and i^rotest against 
the irregularities of Avhich their troops are frequently guilty and the 
reign oi‘ terror among citizens Avhich they have labored to inaugurate.

inander of Um CotiJbderato Army, then at Fredericksburg, and Avero 
Re!it to lii(‘hniond, viz: 01iarlc.H Williams, a resident of Fredericks- 
burg, I\b)scs Mornson, Thomas i\loiTisoii and Peter Ooiise, residents of 
Spotsylvania Oouiity. Those persons wo lonrii have for some time 
])ast been in eonlinoinent at Salisbury, K. 0. The folio wing-named 
(n'tizens of Krotlerielcsbnrg liave been anusted and placed in conline- 
ment at Washington under an order of the Secretary of War of the 
United States to bo held as hostages for the release by the Oonfeder- 
ate States ol‘ the four ])risouers aforonamed, viz, Messrs* Thomas S. 
Jbirtoii, Charles C. ^Vellford, Beverly T. Gill and Tlioimis h\ Knox, 
wlio wore carrested on the 22(1 of duly last; IMessrs. James U. Bradley 
and James McjGuiro, who were arrested on or about the 2()th of duly 
last, and the Eev. William S. Jb’ouddus, Avho wa.s arrested on or about 
the 29th of July last. These citizens have been kept in confiiieinent at 
Washington since tlie date of their several arrests, except Mr, Barton, 
who was (Useharged on parole to remain in Baltimore because of infirm 
health. On the 13th of the present inoath Messrs. ]\roiitgoinery 
yiaugijtor (mayor of Fredoricks]3urg), John Coakley, Michael Ames, 
John F. Hcott, John J, J^erry, John lb Poborts, James Cooke, William 
Jl. Norton, Lewis Wrenu, George II. C. Kowo, Benjamin Temple and 
Abraiuim Oox, citizens of Fredericksburg, were arrested inuler a like 
order Iroin Washington, and have been committed to prison iji that 
<uly. 'riio latter order declared that they would bo held as hostages 
for the (bur persons Vml named herein and ibi’ three other persons who 
were lield as prisoners by the Confederate Govornmciiti viz, Buni' 
ham Ward well, A. M. Bickett and Squire Ralston. The nineteen per- 
sons (huB arrested as hostages are among onr oldest and most esteemed 
citizens. Borne of them arc in advanced ago and in very iiitirjn liealth. 
We ask leave to submit to the consideration of Your Fxcolleney the fol- 
lowing facts and suggestions: Among the seven persons so stated as 
held in custody by the Confederal e Slates four are well known to the 
people of bh’cdericksburg, viz, Thomas and Moses Morrison, Peter 
Oonse and Charles Williams. The Messrs. Morrison emigrated some 
live or six years past from Delaware and bought lands in Bpotsylvania 
County on which they resided at the time of their arrest. 11iey wore 
reputed as lionest, industrious and inotlensivo men. When the war 
occairred they (mulinued at their hoines and neither gave offense to nor 
aroused the suspicions of their neighbors iinlil shortly before their 
arrest, when charges were ]>referred by two or three of their neigliboi'S 
that they had expressed disloyal sentiments. Wluiii they wore arrested 
the ])rcvailing judgment of this eoinmuiiity was tliat the stop was an 
unwise and harsh one, the general conviction of those who had known 
tliem well being that they would not prove in any respect enemies of 
(,ho Conl'oderate cause. In reference to Pot er Couse, he had emigrated 
to Bi)Otsylvania County from Pennsylvania some ilftccu years past, 
r t was alleged that he was making his arrangements to remove back to 
Ponnsylvania at the time of his arrest, lie had maintained a charac- 
{.M' in his neighborhood for honesty, industry and general good con- 
diKJband many of tlie more intelligent of his neighbors oxprcssedtbcir 
belief that ho would not atfcempi, any injury to the Confederate cause 
and that no consideration of publuj policy required his arrest. ^ 

In roforoiu^e to tlie case of Charles Williams, ho had lived in Fred- 
ericksburg from his birth; was a maai who actually hold or affected to 
hold opinions opposed to the common judgment of the coinmnnity on 
most topics, especially those of religious, so(>1al or pohticnl import; 
was px’one to controversial talk on such subjects; assiiiued oddity auu 
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originality of views, and was commonly roputod a wild talker, but a 
kind-hearted man. ITo avowed that lie was still under the obligations 
of allegiance to the United States, yet was active bolk in the tjontri- 
Initioii of money, time and labor in promoting the comfort and eiriciency 
of tlie Confederate soldiers while our army occupied h'redericksburg. 
Among those citizens who best knew the real sentiments, motives and 
purposes of Williams, a majority deemed it a needless stop to confine 
him as an enemy to the Oonleclerato cause. We know nothing as to 
tlie cases of Burnham Wardwell and A. M. Pickett. Wc learn that 
they were residents of llichmoiid City when arrested. AVo know but 
littio of the case of Squire Italston. AVe hear he has been discjharged 
from custody. AVe arc informed lie was arrested upon the charge of 
seeking to depreciate the Confederate cuiTency while a laborer in the 
woolen factory of Jvelly, Tackett, Ford ^ Co., at this ])lace, Wo desire 
especially to call your attention to the fact that there arc many citizens 
of Ercdoricksbnrg now sojourning in and near Hiclimond who are 
personally familiar with the ropntatioii, character and the causes of 
arrest of Messrs. ]\[orrison, Ooase and AVil limns. Among them are 
Mnjs. Seth U. French and John S. Hayes, in tlio commissary service, 
Maj.M. II. Ornmp, quartermaster, Maj. William S Barton, W. Vates 
Howniiian, in the Treasury Department. Wo respectfully but urgently 
ask that the cases of the prisoners aforenamed be brought to investi- 
gation before the proper offleors of the Confederate Government. The 
citizens of Fredericksburg last named can readily bo called to testify 
in the matter and we are sure can furnish adequate inforniatioii upon 
which a fair judgment may bo reached as to whothor the public good 
requires their continued detention in custody. We are of opinion 
from xiersoiial knowledge that no coii.sideration of public policy calls 
for the continued custody of the Messrs. Morrison, Oouso and Williams, 
If this should prove to be true upon a proi)er iuvostigation the release 
of those persons would jjroeure the return to their homes of many of 
our friends now in custody as hostages for them. Wo feel assured that 
you will cause all such 8iei)s to be ])romptly taken for this end hh you 
may deem consistent with the public interests and an eiiligliLoned sense 
of oftieial duty.

The hmts i)rovon on the examination consisted altogether of a cul- 
pable neglect on the part of Paschal to render for assessment his 
property, and a consequent failure to pay tho Ooufederate States war 
tax when assessed by the proper officer. For this neglect on his part 
ho suffered the penalty of the law, viz, the forced sale of his property, 
the imposition of a double tax, &o. The law having provided this 
poiialty and no other, and Paschal having suflered it, it ax>pears plain 
under the facts presented on the record there is no case for tlie action 
of tlie military commission, as under tho paragrajd! of the general order 
defining its jurisdiction it is clearly inhibited from taking judicial cog- 
nizance of a matter which (iuthe form hero presented at least) is so 
peenliaiiy and coinx^letely within the province of tlie civil authorities, 
and oil Avhicli tliey have already acted in the manner pointed out by 
tho law. It is not deemed necessary further to refer to the pleadings, 
protest and other documents iu the record.

Dear Sir: On the 2;itl day of July lust a raid was perpetrated by 
sevonteon cavalrymen of Oaptain Baylor^s company on a train of wag- 
ons belonging t() the Third Delaware Regiment, near Nineveh, in this 
county (Warren), cai)turing and carrying off some ton men and about 
twenty-live horses from tlio wagons. During the succeeding night the 
vegiiudit (Third Delaware), under command of* Lieutenant-Ooloncl 
Jenkins, visited the neighborhood and captured (from their beds at 
their several residences) Thomas McKay, William D. Bartlett and 
Bcipamin Hicks, and I, being on a visit to iny neighbor Bartlett, was 
also aiTOSicd. 
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Tlio next day while we were under iirrcst fliej sent a s{iuad oC cavalry 
and stripped our farms of all the horses lit for service and a quantity 
of gear, saddles, Szg. I WJis released a few days afterwards, but Messrs. 
ITicks, Bartlett and McKay were retained in ]irison here one week and 
then sent to (Juljicper Court-House, at which place they were kc])t 
con lined until the battle of Cedar Creek, or Slaughter Mountain, since 
which time they have not been heard from but are believed to liavo 
been sent to Washington City. T write you a statement of the facts at 
the urgent request of the families of the absent parties, wlio are in a 
very distressed condition. There were no charges preferred against 
them that 1 know of—nono while here, except that they were believed 
to have known of the intended raid, but no trial was given them, as 
tlicre was not a particle of evidence nor oven suspicion against them. 

One of the gentlemen, Mr. Bartlett, is sixty-six years of age and 
delicate, and his family think he cannot live if exposed to hardship. 

i am not aware that anything can bo done to relieve them, but it 
would bo a great satisfaction to their families to know where they are, 
and if any prudent means can be adopted for their relief it would be 
gratifying. They were offered release upon taking an oath of alle- 
giance to til 6 Federal Government before they were sent from here, 
which they refused to do,

This was done under the of 
and the men said by direction of the fleld oilicors, viz, Colonel Red- 
den, Lieutenant-Colonel Jenkins and the major of the regiment, and 
the owners of the merchandise taunted by the men in the immediate 
Xirosencc of the offleors. Therefore if taken I hope they may be liaiulcd 
over to Governor Letcher to be tried for the offense; the evidence is 
positive. They further sent to my farm and took off* my horses and 
negroes; afterwards released the negroes but retained the horses and 
other property, under General Popc^s order, as they said.

In the case of Doctor Eucker I can designate the offenses for wliioh he 
will be tried if the Government will turn him over to the State authori- 
ties. 1 transmit for your inspection copies of three warrants The first 
for treason, the second for murder and the third for horse stealing, 
If turned over to mo he will be sent to Alleghany for trial on these 
charges. Tliis was the course I designed to adopt in all cases,

(500 men in ono hour and upon failure ho said lie would turn his men 
loose iii)OU them and ho would not be responsible for anything they 
might do. The ladies undorstood this as a throat of rape. They wore 
Ibrced into compliance with his domands. 

2. A few days before he was captured he with a part of his command 
was at Solina, a little village in Buchanan County, Tonn. He told the 
hulio.s there that unless they cooked for his command they had bettor 
sow up the bottoms of their petticoats. 

Those facts can be x^roven by the most indubitable testimony. I will 
state that they occurred in the District which I have the honor to 
represent hero and 1 have deemed it duo to the ladies of these places 
to bring tlie facts to the noticoof the Government that the proper stops 
may be taken to punish tlio barbarous wretch for the grievous insult.

General; Thanks to the permit which you liad the kindness to 
extoucl to mo on the Hth instant 1 had an interview ^Yith Frank D, 
Orme, who satisfied me as to the causes which had brought him into 
our Ihies and which resulted in his capture together with that of some 
sixty other Yankee civilians. He states to mo that an order emanat- 
ing from Stanton, the Secretary of War of the late United States, and 
commimioated by the corresponding heads of departments, directed 
him in common with other Federal clerks to proceed to the holds of 
Popovs victories to bury the dead and tend the wounded, for wliich 
offices he could not spare his victorious soldiery, I have not the least 
doubt that the poor devil was put in a diloniina between the sympathies 
of his heart and the retention of office, which is but a convertible term 
with many for the despotism of poverty. I know from personal experi- 
ence that had I nob in June, 1801, on the return from my mission to 
Central America liad some hoarded means I would not only have been 
unable to roach our Soutliorii territory, but would moat probably have 
tenanted some of the Spielbergs or Bastiles of the constitutional 
expounder of the law of despotism. 

I take a great interest iu the condition and fate of young Orme, who 
I beg to repeat stands so high in the estimation of myself and wife 
that when under a special passport from Seward granted to the wife 
and children of a returning minister (they had accompanied my lega- 
tion abroad) they left Washington for Richmond iu August of last 
year, Mrs. Dimitry in disseminating our personal property, which she 
was forbidden to remove, deposited mnoli of it of great value with the 
subject of this note. That it is still safe I have abundant assurance 
and proof, 

How, general, without knowing or judging of the intents of our Gov- 
ernment in relation to these captured civilians and aware at the same 
time that the proceedings usual in the case of prisoners of war can 
hardly he expected to be extended to them, theirs being a novel and 
exceptional case of capture, conscious of the danger wliich might result 
to our safety as belligerents from having a released and intelligent pris- 
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onor in our midst, I would most reapcctfully sug'g’esfc, if the disposition 
of these civilians has not been otlierwiso decided on and if it shall moot 
with your conciirreueo and the approval of the Secretary of War, that 
Frank D. Ormo liavo, under liis parole, iiiy house in Petersburg 
assigned to liiin as a prison, with the iindcratanding that I with any 
otlior known citizen of the (Jonfoderacy shall be sx^oiisor for liiin, and 
that under such parole ho shall neither leave my house nor hold con- 
verse witli anyone out of the presence of myself or of a controlling 
member of iny family. 8uch a precaution in the case of Mr. Ormo I do 
not deem necessary. I suggest it, however, out of abundant prudence 
and still more as an evidence of my conviction that no dotriineut shall 
accrue to the Oonfcderacy for liis temporary release should the favor 
for wliiclil apply under the recited conditions com iiieiul itself to you 
and the Secretary's bettor dociaioiu This proposition, of course, looks 
to the contingency of their being exchanged as juisonors of war at an 
opportune time. If, on the contrary, it should bo the policy of our 
Government (o look uix>n them, and Ormo among the number, as per^ 
sous ilt to be hostages for the safety and freedom of oiir private citi- 
zens who have boon ruthlessly dungeoned in U, S. fortresses and

Sib; a close prisoner on this desolate island with some lifty others 
of my fellow-citizens, 1 have thought it luy duty at every risk to coin- 
mnnicato to you some at least of the incidents of the administration of 
the brutal tyrant who has been sent by the United States Government, 
to oppress, rob, assault and trample upon our people in every manner 
Avhich the most fiendish Ingenuity and most wanton cruelty could 
devise and in gross violation of all the laws and usages of 1,ho most 
remorseless wars between civilized and even savage nations and tribes. 
Previous to my committal to Ship Island as a close prisoner, whore 1 was 
consigned with seven other respectable citizens to a small hut fifteen foot 
by twenty, exposed to rain and sun, without permission to leave except 
for a bath in the sea once or twice a week, I had prepared an elaborate 
statement of the outrages perpetrated by Butler upon our people or 
rather of the more flagrant ones which I committed to lloverdy Johnson, 
a commissioner of the United States who had been sent out to investi- 
gate and report upon certain transactions of IButler. Mr. Jolinsoii 
received this document, but stated that his mission related exclusively 
to certain issues which had arisen between Butler and the foreign con- 
suls. He manifested, however, some sympathy for our wronged jiooplo 
and some disgust for the excesses and villainies of Butler. Shortly 
after Mr, Johnson’s departure T was sent to Ship Island. A description 
of the causes and circumstances of the imprisonment of our citizens 
who are now held on this island will afford some of the mildest illustra- 
tions of BiiUer’s brutality. There are about sixty prisoners hero, all 
of whom are closely confined in portable houses and furnished with 
the most wretched and unwholesome condemned soldiers’ rations. 
Some are kept at hard labor on the fortj several in addition to labor 
are compelled to wear a ball and chain which is never removed , Among 
these is Mr. Shepherd, a resiiectablo, elderly and weakly citizen, who is 
charged with secreting certain papers belonging to the naval oillcor of 
the Ooufederato States, which the latter lolt in his <!hargo when ho 
departed from Now Orleans. Mr. Sliophord had the proof that llie ofli- 
cer who had deposited these documents afterwards returned and toolc 
them and that they had been carried into the Oonfedernto States. This 
testimony Butler would not receive and declared that if it existed it 
would make no difference in his case. Doctor Moore, a dealer in drugs, is 
also at hard labor with ball and chain, on the charge of liaving scut a few 
ounces of quinine into the Gonfederatc States. Tiioro are five prisoners 
condeinned and omi)loyed at hard labor on the charge of intending to 
break their parole as prisoners of war, captured at Nor t Jackson . Tlioro 
is also a dolioato youth from the country wlio is subjected to tlio same 
treatment on the charge of being a guerrilla, the term which Butler 
applies to the partisan rangers organized under the act of Congress of 
the Ooufederato States. Alderman Beggs, on the charge of denouncing 
those who, having taken the oatli to the Uonfodorato States, afterwards 
swore allegiance to the United States, and Mr. Keller, a vendor of 
hooks, stationery and scioutilio ap])aratus, on the charge of permitting 
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a dork to i)Uicard tlie word “ Cliidcaliominy on a skeleton whielx was 
siispeiuled in his show window for sale for the use of Htndonts of 
anatomy, are condemned also to dose imprisonment and hard labor for 
two years. The others mentioned above are condemned for a Joiigor 
X^eriod. A like condemnation and punishment wore imposed npou 
Judge John W. Andrews, a most respectable citizen, recently a member 
of the judiciary of the State, of the Legislature, and of the city council, 
and a prominent merdiant. This geutleinaii is advanced in years and 
in A'ery delicate health. There is little hope that his health can long 
sustain his present burdens and hardships. The circumstances of Mrs. 
Plullix)s^ imx^risonineiit are ixrobably known to you. As, however, I 
desire this to bo an authentic and studiously accurate statement of 
the facts I will here relate them. 

In the raid of the IJ, S, troops near Warrenton, Miss., a young ofiicer 
named De ICay was mortally wounded. Ho died iii Kew Orleans and an 
attempt was made by the Federal authorities to get up apompous funeral 
ceremony and x)roccssion in honor of so “ gallant and heroic a young ofll- 
ccr ” who had fallen in an expedition which had no other ixiirpose or object 
but the pilla^‘0 of defenseless farms and villages. The efforts to excite 
the sympathies of oiir people on this occasion xxroved a ridiculous fail* 
uro and the funeral ceremony liad no aspect of solemnity or oven pro- 
ixrioty, a long lino of carriages composing the cortege designed for the 
Uiuon citizens being all cml)t3^ As this ixrocossion x)assed the resi- 
dence of P, Phillips, esej., Mrs, Phillips, standing on thobalcon^^ with 
several lady frieudH, was observed by some Federal officer to smile, so 
it was charged. She was immediately arrested and taken before Put* 
lor, who in the most brutal and insolent manner sought to terrify the 
heroic lady. In this ho did not succeed. Whilst denying that her 
gaiety had any reference whatever to the funeral ceremony Mrs. Phillips 
refused to make any apologies or concessions to the vulgar tyrant. 
^J^hereupon she was eondoinned to close imprisonment in a filthy guard- 
room, thoneo to bo transported to Shii) Island, where she was to bo hold 
in close eonffuoinent for two years with no other fare but soldiers^ 
rations} no intercourse or coiTespondonco with any ixersoii except 
through (Ion oral Butler. This sentence was xniblished in the nows- 
])apers, accompanied by words of the grossest insult and most vulgar 
ribaldry, in whicii Mrs. Phillips was denounced as not a common but 
an uncommon bad woman,” referring to his proclamation, denounced 
by Lord Palinorston and the whole civilized world as so infamous,” 
in which his soldiers arc authorized to treat as common women ply- 
ing their ixrofcssioii” all who may manifest any cojitompt or discourtesy 
toward them. To add further insult, in the order eoiuleuining Mr, Kel- 
ler it was made part of his sentence to permit him to hold converse and 
intercourse with Mrs. Phillips, to which condition this honest man was 
induced to protest iVom the belief that his follow prisoner was a noto- 
rious courtesan of the city who boro the name of Phillips. This protest 
was published in the paper with Butler’s order granting the request of 
Keller, so as to convoy to the world the idea that a poor vender of peri- 
odicals declined association with a lady of the highest respectability, 
the wife of a distinguished lawyer and ex-Member of Congress. I can 
bear x^oi'^^^oual testimony to the rigorous execution of the sen ten co 
against Mrs. Phillips, Jiaving been imprisoned for weeks in a building 
adjoining to tliat which she was never allowed to leave. Such was the 
treatment of a delicate lady of the highest rcffiioinont, the mother of 
nine cliildren. The case of Judge Andrews luoseuts another striking 
oxamxffe of the brutality and dishonesty of Butler. The charge against

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him imputed the horrid crime of having received and exhibited, nine 
months before the arrival of Butler in the city, a cross which had been 
scut to him by a young' friend in our army at Manassas and which it 
was represented was made of the bones Yankee soldier. No proof 
whiitovor was adduced that such oxliibition had ever been made by 
tTudge Andrews in exultation, and the cross after being received was 
destroyed before Ihitlor arrived in the city. In his first interview with 
tho authorities of the city Butler had declared that ho would take no 
<u)gnizanco of any acts committed before ho occupied the city and estab- 
lished martial law therein. This solemn and oft-repeated pledge he 
Inis violated in a thousand instances. 

Of tho other prisoners there are three captains in tlie Confederate serv- 
ice who have co])ios of their parole as prisoners of war and who are sent 
here upon no spcciilc charge, but as susjncious persons n ho might break 
tho 1 ines and go into the Confederate Rcrvice. Thoy are Captain AIcLcau , 
hilo of the McCulloch Rangers; Captain Losberg, who commanded the 
1)0 Periot Ouards of the Chalniotto Regiment, captured and paroled by 
Commodore Varragut in the attack upon tho forts below tho city, and 
Captain Batchelor, of tho Third [First! Regimen t of tlio Louisiana 
Regulars. There is also a young creole, the solo protector of his family, 
Ilia father having recently died, who is sentenced to an iiulofiiiite pun- 
islunont on the charge, supported by the testimony of his own slave, a 
negro boy, of liaving thrown a revolver into the river after Butler^s 
order requiring the citiy.ena to deliver uj) their arms had been published, 
^fhis is the case of Mr. Lo Beau, of one of the oldest and most respect- 
able Creole Jtxmilios in tho State. The other prisoners here are impris- 
oned upon like frivolous cliarges. Some eight or ten of them for the 
publication of cards denying that they had taken tho oath of allegianGO 
to tho United States, their nainos having hoen published in Butlor^s 
journal among those who had taken that oath. In the case of Mi\ 
Davidson, a gallant young hiAvycr who has not yet recovered from a 
severe wound roceive'd at Shiloh, tho olVeiiso consisted in his xmblishing 
a card stating that lie was not tho person of tho same name who was 
published as having taken tho oath. So imieli for the prisoners at Ship 
Island, with the facts of whoso cases I am personally acquainted. I 
refrain from any reference to my own case, hard as my doom is, closely 
coiilincd on this island with all my properly appropriated by tho enemy 
and my family placed under strict espionage and subject to many 
annoyances, insults and discomforts. With all its trials and hardshixis 
tho condition of the prisoners boro is quite easy and endurable compared 
with that of those who arc coiiftned iu tho damp and unwliolesome case- 
mates of Forts Jackson and Saint Philip, on tho Mississippi, and in 
L'ort Pickens, on Santa Rosa Island. Among the latter is the mayor of 
the city, who has boon imprisoned for four months for tho oifonso ol 
writing a letter to Butler protesting against his order relative to the 
treatment of tho ladies of the city and declaring his inability to main- 
tain tlio peace of the city if tho Federal soldiers were thus authorized 
to insult and outrage our womeu at their own pleasure and Avill. The 
secretary of the mayor, who wrote the letter signed by the mayor, was 
iucliidod in the same committal and imprisonment. Several members 
of the council for like or smaller olfenses suHor the same punishment. 
Doctor Porter, a wealthy dentist and citizen, is imprisoned for requiring 
the Oitizons’ Bank, the pot bank and x^laco of deposit of Butler and his 
agent in his vast seliomes of corruxition and extortion, to pay checks in 
the ourrenoy which Butler alone allowed tho banks to i)ay, George 0, 
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Lauraaoii, formerly collector of tlie port of Kew Orleans, suffers a like 
peiuilty for ap])lying for a passport to go to Europe, wliero his family 
now is, Thonuia ]\Iurra.y, as in’esideut of that benevolent iustitutiou 
known as the Free Market, which, supplied the families of the soldiers 
with the means of subsistence 5 Charles Heidsieck, a French citizen, the 
owner of the celebrated wine manufactory in Franco 5 Mi\ I>aores and 
other British citizens j Mr, Mire, a wealthy and highly rospeotablo 
Spanish citizen, the owner of extensive saw*iiiills iti Florida and the 
contractor to suppl}'^ the French navy with timber, are all im])risonod 
al, Fort Fickens for endeavoring to pass the linos without taking the 
oath prescribed by Butler for foreigners, which oath requires them to 
reveal to the United States all information they may have respecting 
the acts and designs of the Confedorato States 011 pain of being regarded 
and treated as onoinies and spies. Tlicro are, too, many prisoners who 
are con (hied on the information of x^olitical and xiorsonal enemies as 
dangerous characters for oifenses alleged to have been committed by 
them months and years l)eforo Biitler^s arrival in the city. 

Doctor McPliovroa, an elderly and most respectable citizen^ was con- 
demned to the casemates of Fort Jackson for speaking in a circle of 
Ilia friends of Butler’s proclamation, No, 28, that relative to the ladies 
of Now Orleans, as ^Mnfamous,^^ the very epithet which Lord Palmer’ 
stoii in the House of Oommons declared as the only appropriate one. 
Dr, Warren Stone, the distinguished surgeon and philanthropist, was 
consigned to a like punishment for refusing to recognize au inclividiial 
Avlio had been announced as president of a Union association and yet 
who a few months before had made in x)iiblic a most violent sx^eech 
agaimst the Yankees and had advised our x)Oox)le to cut the throats of 
all invaders. Several ladies of the liigliost social position have been 
imxn’isoned for the exx^ressiou of sympathy with the Oon federates and 
the Mmaring of ribbons of certain colors. Mrs, Dubois, au elderly lady 
long engaged in the business of teaching our children, was imprisoned 
on the < 5 hargc of not being able to account for certain keys and books 
belonging to the schools whiiih were never in her possession. All tho 
members of tho fluaneo committee of the city council are im])risoned 
for authorizing tho subscription of tho city to the fund for its dofense, 
and several luindred of our citizens wlio subscribed to this fund have 
boon compelled to x)^y 25 xmreent, of tlieir siibsorix)tion to Butler under 
threat of imprisonment at hard labor. To swell this exaction to tho 
sum of $300,000 all tho cotton factors of tho city who liacl united in a 
eiiHiular address to the planters advising them not to send their cotton 
to Now Orleans wore assessed in sums of $500 and $250, which they hud 
to pay or go to x>rison. Tho treatment of a venerable citizen named 
Itoborts, a fanner living a short distance from Baton Kongo, is one of 
lieculiar atrocity, A son of Mr. lioborts, a soldier of the Confoclcrato 
Army, having come on sick leave to see his parents, a dotacdimout of 
tho Twenty dlrst Indiana Eegimeut was sent to arrest liirn. Tho young 
man liearihg tlie approach of armed men wont out to moot them, whoa 
several shots wore ilrod by tho Indianians, one of which killed young 
Koberts. Tho father, seeing tho danger of his son, seized a gun and 
flred through tho door, slightly wounding Oolonol McMillan, tho com- 
mander of the dotaohmont. Ho was then arrested and charged with 
liaving killed his own son, and was taken with tho rest of his family 
from lus house, tho body of his son being brought out and laid on the 
ground, Tho building, all the outhouses, barns and stables were burned 
to tho ground and his mules, horses and cattle were driven oJd’ to the 
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Pcdoral camp. Old Mr. Roberts was conclomned to close imprisonment 
for twenty years and tins iiiH)risoiimont ho is now undergoing’ at Fort 
Pickens. There are many other cases of equal atrocity and hards]nj>s 
of citizens of the highest respectability, who upon the most frivolous 
charges have been dragged from their homes by a brutal soldiery and 
immured in cells or the caseinates of forts and condemned to hard 
labor. 1 liavo not the time nor the exact information to state these 
cases lully. The prisons of Now Orleans are crowded with citizens 
wliose highest olfen so consists in the expressions of opinions and hopes 
of the success of the (Joiifederate cause. Not a few are confined for 
repeating reports of Coniederate vi(dorios or for having in their pos- 
session newspapers containing such reports. 

A Mr. Levy, a respectable mercliaut, was imprisoned for one month 
for stating to a Federal that lie heard tliat Ihiton Kongo had been 
ovucuatod, when it really had boon evacuated. Another citizen was 
arrested in the cars and imprisoned for saying that the distress ibr 
cotton in Fngland would soon increase; and aiuilhm' for repeating 
what had been published in tlio Delta that ‘MUchmoiul luul fallen,” 
such a remark being regarded as iroiu(‘al after tlie Conredoi‘ato vie- 
torics in the first days of July. A great many have been imprisoned 
on the information of tlieir slaves that they had eoiicoaled or destroyed 
arms, and the informers emancipated. Jlr. Lathrop, a rcs])oc.tablo 
lawyer, is now undergoing in the parish ])rison a sentence of two years 
imiirisonmout for ‘ncidnapping” his own slave who had been appro- 
priated by a Federal ollicor. This sentence, Butler d(^<dared, was 
intended as a warning to the people not to interfere with tlie servants 
of his ofiiccrs, meaning the slaves of our citizens apxiropriaied by 
them. A number of our citizens enrolled as partisan rangers or iii 
the Slate militia have been closely imjirisoiied and threatened witli 
death as guerrillas or pirates. W. B. Seymour, late a ca])taiu in one of 
the regimen Is in the defense of the State and honorably paroled, is a 
close prisoner at Fort Saint riiilip and his iiroperty all conllscated 
on account of an obituary notice which ai)i)eared in his own ])apor, the 
Bulletin, of his father, the late gallant Ool. I.tl. Seymour, of the 
Sixth Louisiana, who fell in the battle at Gaiiios^ Mill. TMio writer of 
the article, Mr. Dovis, an old and iniinn citizen, was subj(\(dod to a 
like punishment and is now a prisoner at Fort JMekeiis, Illmides those 
instances there are a groat many citizens who havc^ only escajied 
imprisonment by the payment of largo flues, and in many (juses ])y 
corrupting Federal ofllcers of influence. To enumerate the Ciuses of 
confiscation by order of Butler, and in many cases even by the order of 
his subordinates, would exceed the bounds J have aHixed to t Ins report. 
1 have, however, kept a record of those cases and will communicate them 
at some other time, Sufllco it to say that nearly all the hivgi^ and 
commodious Iionses of onr citizens, espoiaally those of absentees and 
officers in our army and Government, have been thus iipprn}n ial<‘d. 
Officers of no higher grade than lieutenants ocicupy houses which have 
cost our citizens $30,000, and wliere furniture lias been removed, and 
when deficient any articles which the approjiriators may deem no<?ossary 
to their comfort are purchased at the expense of the owners of the prop- 
erty, The wives and families of our citizens are fi’cquently qjeetiid 
from their houses to make way for coarse I^'ederal officers and the 
negro women whom they a])propriate us their wives and coiieubinos. 
Ships have been loaded with costly articles of furniture stolon— they 
say confiscated— from onr citizens and transmit tod North to the families 
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of Federal ofllcors. Many a liouse in England is oven now resoiuul' 
ing with the tones of pianos thus stolen from tlicimrlorsof our citizens. 
A vast amount of silver lias been appropriated in like manner. The 
example set by Butler in appropriating the liousoof Gronoral Twiggs^ 
minor heir and furnishing it in a most lavish and luxurious stylo at 
the expense of the estate, and in transmitting the plate and swords of 
the deceased veteran to Lowell; the seizure and removal to thoKorth 
of tho statue of Washington by Powers and of the State library from 
the ca])itol at Baton llougo, have been extensively followed by Butler’s 
subordinates. ITor have I here space to expose the extortions of But- 
ler through the agency of his brother, an abandoned gambler and 
sxmculator, who has eomxielled our citizens by all kinds of threats to 
sell their property to him at rates llxed by him, wlio has monopolized 
all the sliipping ein]doycd by the United Stales to transport tlie prod- 
uce thus forced from our x)cox>le, who 1ms acted as broker to obtain 
remissions of x>onalties and tlie restoration of fugitive slaves, in many 
cases on condition of the i^aymont of lialf their value and on pledges 
of half of the growing crops. 

Tft this manner luive the plantations within fifty miles of Uew Or- 
leans been taxed. Many of tliem unable to secure even these terms 
have been doj)opulaled. You luivo doubtless been made acquainted 
with the inoceedings of Butler to c()inx>el our citizens to take the oath of 
allegiance to tho United {States — tlio x>rohibition of all trade to those 
who have not taken the oath and tho seizure of tlieir funds in bank. 
Tiielast device will bo to compel alt those who do not take that oath 
to register themselves as ouomies of the United Slates, when they will 
be either imprisoned or driven from the city and their property confis- 
cated. Those orders, especially tho oath requirement, are applicable as 
well to women as to men. Indeed tho malice of Butler against females 
is more bitter and insatiable than that against males. A placard in liis 
ollllco in large letters bears this inscription: ^^The venom of the she 
adder is as dangerous as that of tho he adder.’^ And this is but a 
ieeblo and dofleiont ])resontmcnt of tho enormities and brutalities of 
this (sowardly and brutal inoiistor. It is in vain that some of his sub- 
ordinates remonstrate and protest against many of his acts. He will 
permit no one to tliwart his two great objects — ^lo bid highest for tho 
Javor of tho Horthorii mol) and to accumulate a vast fortune by extor- 
tion and x)hinder. Tho extent to which this latter xRRTOse is carried 
will surpass all similar efforts of great robbers from Vorros down. 

1 con tent mysol f wi ( h this inore epitome of Butler’s crimes. At some 
other more favorable occasion I will i>reseiit them in greater detail and 
with tho authentic proofs which I cannot* now command. It would not 
be becoming in mo to solicit or suggest that some steps betaken by tho 
President and Government of the Confederate States to correct and to 
avenge those wrongs done our x^cople. I have full confidence that all 
will be done in that behalf which can be done. I cannot but say, how- 
ever, that a fooling prevails among our i)cox)le that they have been for- 
gotten or abandoned by tlie Goverumont for which they suffer, or an 
apprehension that the true state of affairs is not Icnown or appreciated 
by our Government. That this may ]iot any longer bo the case I have 
incurred tho peril of writing this memoir in a closoimison on a desolate 
island, with a Federal sentinel at the door and tho broadside of a Fed- 
eral frigate frowning upon all in tho bay.

The total number of Idllcd, wounded and pi'i^onors which foil into 
Colonel McNeiPs luuuls after the battle, wo arc informed by gontloinen 
of the highest voracity avUo wore upon the ground during all of Thurs- 
day and J‘'riday following the battle, could not ])osaibly havo been loss 
than 350, Of these about fifty Avere iirisonors. ^ ^ The loss of 

the rebels iu killed and since died of their Avounds Avill not fall short 
of 200,

One of the inost xniinful paris of the tragedy is yet to bo rolatod. 
Among the prisoners captured Avore found lifteen avIio had taken the 
oath of allegiance, sworn nOt to take up arms against the United Btates 
or the Provisional Government of this Htale. These men were trieil at 
drum-head court-martial, and the evidciiecs of tijeir guilt being indis- 
Xiutable they wore sentoiiced to bo shot, Oolouel IMcNeil approved the 
sentence, signed the death warrant and every one of them Avas shot 
on Thursday, This in’occcding, thougli severe, Avas eminently just and 
right and the Avholo civilized Avorld will sustain Colonel McNeil iu it. 

On Thursday aftornoon, tlie day after the battle, eight or ton of the 
newly enrolled militia of Edhia Averc out on a x^rivato scout of tlioir 
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owi) looking for the stragglers from Porter’s main body. Eight miles 
irom Jkliiia they espied OoL Erisby H. jMcOullougli, who had abandoned 
Porter and was now alone, making his way eastward. Espying them 
he entered the brush. They surrounded the jdace. One bravo man, 
Mr. nolmes, of Edina, volunteered to x^enetrate the lair of the lion. TIo 
did so. McOullough raised his ride and threatened to kill hiin if he did 
not instantly retire. Nothing daunted, Mr. Holmes also raised his gun 
and demanded an instant suiTonder, The brave colonel saw the odds 
against liim and snrrendered. They conveyed him to Edina j placed 
him in cliarge of Captain Sells. The next morning a train with an 
armed escort in'oceecled from Edina to Kirksville. McOullough was sent 
along. On arriving at Kirksville the news of the capture of this famous 
guerrilla excited the utmost enthusiasm among our troops. He was 
conilned for a brief time among the other i^risoners. Meantime a court- 
martial was liold and ho was sentenced to be shot that very afternoon. 
He received the information of liis fate with considerable composure 
but protested against it. Leaning against the fence ho wrote a few 
lines to his wife, These with Ins watch he delivered to the officer to 
be given to her. Upon the way to his oxeoution ho requested the 
X>rivilege to give the command to fire, which was granted. All being 
ready, ho said : What I have done I have done as a inlnciplo of right. 
Aim at the heart. Eire!” The command taking the soldiers by sur- 
lU’ise, one lired sooner than the rest. The ball entering his breast, he 
ibll, while the other shots passed over him. Falling with one log doubled 
under the body, ho requested to have it straightened out. While this 
M^as being done ho said: ** I forgive you for this barbarous act.” Tlie 
squad having reloaded their pieces, another volley was fired, this time 
into his body, and he died. His remains wore committed to i’riouds in 
the place.

Sir: I have the honor to return the report of Brig. Cron, John H. 
Winder and of the x^rovost^marshal in the case of Charles K. Hyde in 
response to the resolution of the House of llexireseutatives adopted on 

the instant. The order under udiich the arrest was made had 

never before been submitted to the Department, and coneciving* it to 
be unauthoriiied I have ordered it to be materially modified. It having 
boon found that the eataldishment of agencies for the ])rocuration of 
substitutes led to desertion and was xioriiicious to the discipline of tlie 
Army, the general commanding the Department of Ilenrico was autlior- 
i/.ed to forbid the i)racticc, but it was not intended that this xirohibition 
should be enforced by impressment and confiscation, and X am informed 
that ill these particulars the order has never been executed. 

The facts of the case apjiear to be briefly as follows: 

Mi\ Hyde was found in tlie act of procuring unnaturalized foreigners 
as substitutes in express violation of a general order of the War Depart- 
ment. He acknowledged the agency and was understood as admitting 
that ho acted as a general agent and therefore was supposed to bo 
violating tlie order of tlio general commanding the military depart- 
ment. He was committed to prison, remained a few hours, was bailed 
and the next day on the facts of the case being known he was released 
from his obligation of bail. 

AXartial law still existing in Richmond, although the writ of habeas 
corpus is no longer suspoiidcd, I must request iustructioim as to the 
extent of the ])owers of the military coininandor of the city and whetlicr 
he may suppress tippling shops, agencies for procuring substitutes and 
other practices subversive of tlie discipline and eificiency of the Army.

The Oonstitution of tho Oonfedorato States, Article 1, section 0, para- 
grajjh 1(5, provides that — 

■) person shall ho hold to answor fora capital or otliorwlso InfamoUB crime iuiIohs 
csoutinont or iiidictmont of a grand jury, oxoopb in fiisoH arising in the land 
1 Ibrcoe, or in tho militia when hi actual Horvioo In time of war or public 
nor Bhallauy poiBOii * bo deprived of life, liberty or property with- 

[irooGHB of law. 

It will bo scon that this paragraj^li provides for a state of war as well 
as peace and restricts the Jurisdiction of all tribunals not proceeding 
by the ordinary form of indictment or prosoutmont to the tliroe ouu- 
inoratecl classes. 

But it 1ms been said that those arthdos of war which proscribe tho 
penalty for holding intercourse with tlie ouemy, relieving liis wants 
or giving him information are so coiuprehonsive in their terms as to 
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embrace all j^oraons to whatever class they may belong', and that tlieae 
articles form part of an act of Congress the constitutionality of which is 
not a proi^er question for the decision of those whoso duty it is to obey 
the law. A more careful examination of these articles will relievo us 
of the necessity of inquiring how far obedience is duo to an uiicoiistitu- 
tioiml law, for I think it will appear that they are not in the least 
repiignant to the Constitution. The language of the Fifty-seventh 
Article of War, which is relied on as giving authority to military courts 
to try and punish this class of oi'Ibnders, is : 

WhoHOovGr shall bo coiiviolod of holding coiTcspoiidouco with or giving intol]igonro 
to tlio onomy, oithor diroctly or indireoily, sliallsuJTor doutli oi wucli other puiiislmiont 
as shall bo ordered by the son tone o of a coiirt-inarfcial. 

However coinprohoiisivo the term whosoever ^Muay at first glance 
appear, it should bo recollected that penal statutes and those which 
are in derogation of (‘oinmon right must be strictly construed and can- 
not be enlarged by implication. It is also a Avell-settled rule of inler- 
pretalioii that all laws must be construed with reference to their subjoct- 
inattor and the object the Legislature had in view in their onaotmont. 

The title of the act of which the Articles of War form a part is ^ An 
act for establishing rules and articles for the governinont of the armies 
of the Confederate States,” and the first paragraph of the first section 
is in the following words : 

Tliati from and aftor tho pasBago of tbia aot tlio following Bball bo tho rules and 
ar(4olos by whicdi tho arniioa of tbo (h)nrodorato Statos aliall bo govorned; 

Hero the Legislature has given an explicit declaration of the object for 
which tho law was oua(ited and clearly marked the class of persons 
upon whom it was intended to have olToct. Every word in tho act, 
therefore, must be construed with reference to this declaration and be 
limited by it, however general or comprohensivo it may at first appear 
to be. Tho word whosoever,” then, in Article 57, must be construed 
to moan whosoever belonging to tho armies of the Confederate States. 
Indeed, tho connection in which this article stands would justify such a 
construction, apart from tho considerations already mentioned, for in 
Article 55 this limitation is made in express terms. It reads as follows : 

Whosoovor belonging to tho avniicH of tho Ooiifodorato StutoB in foroigu purls 
shall foroo a aafoguard slifili BnUbr doath. 

Article 60 provides that whosoever shall roHove tho enemy with 
money, victuals,” &c., and then follows Article 57, already quoted. Tho 
connection in whicli these three articles stand warrants the conclusion 
that they are intended to apiily to tho same class of ijorsons and that 
tlio words ‘Aeloiigiiig to tho arinios of tho Confederate States” wore 
omitted in the last two meroly to avoid tautology. 

Again, in difiorent articles the persons who are subjected to military 
law are enumerated in detail; for example, we find provision made for 
the trial and punishment of << all olficers,” ^ All non-commissioned ofiicors 
and soldiers.” Tn Article 00 it is provided that— 

All autlorH and rotniuGre to tho onmp nnd all persons wbatsoovor solving with tho 
armies of tho Coiifoclorafco Siatos in tho hold, though not oiilistod sohliora, tiro to ho 
Bubjoot to orders aceording to tho rules and dlsoiplino of war. 

Article 9G provides that — 

All ofiicors, eoiuhiotors, gnimors, inatrossos, drivors or other poisons wbatsoovor 
rocoiviiig pay or biro in Iho s or vice of tho artillery or Corps of Enginoors of tho 
Con fedora to States shall bo govornotl by tho aforesaid rules and artidos, ifec. 

And Article 97 makes the same provision in relation to the militia 
when in actual service of the Ooiifederato States, 
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Thus il ^vill ho seon that OongTCss has first by express declaration 
restricted the operation of these articles to the armies of the (Joiifod- 
orate States, and that to prevent all possibility of mistaho it has clearly 
enumerated the persons who are to be regarded as composing these 
armies. It may be conceded that Congress has the constitutional 
power lo confer upon courts-martial the right to try and punish any 
offense not caxntal or otherwise infamous, ^Hhongh committed by a 
civilian, but I think a careful examination of all the Articles of War 
with reference to tbeir object and in their proper connection cannot 
fail to lead to the conviction that they have not chosen to do so, except 
in a single instance, and in this instance it was so obviously necessary 
for the jiroper trial and puiiisliinent of military x^ersons that it may 
properly bo classed as one of the rules for the government of the Army, 
I allude to that article which gives to courts-martial the i)ower of main- 
taining order and punishing those who interrupt their i)roceediiigs. 
And it is worthy of remark how much more oin])hatic and coinpre- 
hoiisivo the language hero used is than that of Article 57, There the 
word used is ^‘whosoever,” but the article to which I refer (Article 76) 
reads as follows: 

No poiaon wli also over shall uao any inBiilting words, signs or gosluros iu ])roflori(!o 
of a oourt-iiiarfcial, &o. 

]>ut that the Articles of War, and x^artioiilarly the one providing for 
the spies, w^ore not intended to apply to civilians is 

placed beyond all doubt by a roibroneo to the second section of the act 
of which these articles form a part. This section roads as follows: 

That ill tiino of wav all parsons not citi/ons of or owing allogiaiK'o lo Mio Confod- 
erato States of Aiaoiiea who shall ho found lurking as spies in and about iho i'oiiU 
a cations or onoanipinniits of Uio arinios of tho (hnifedoiufco iSlatcH, or any of thonj, 
slmll an (for death according lo fcho law and uaago of nations hy soiitouco of a gonoral 
courfc-iiinrtial. 

TIorc wehave an explicit declaration that the power of a court-martial 
to try and ininish the very oifenso in question is restricted (.o those 
“not citizous.^^ I conclude therefore tliat as a spy is guilty ol‘ a ^^cap- 
ital or otherwise infamous crime, a civilian charged with this ofToiise 
can only bo tried “upon a presentment nr indictment of a gra-iul jury,^^ 
and .that military courts have no jurisdiction to try civilians ior any 
offenses except those enumorated in Article 70. 

And I respectfully recommend that all persons not belonging to the 
Army or Kavy or to the militia in actual service now held in military 
custody be imincdiatoly didivercd to tho civil aulborities, aiul that all 
military officers and xn'ovost-marshals be instructed to make no more 
arrests of citizens unless upon a warrant issued by a magistrate, excei^t 
iu urgent eases where there is danger of oscaxie, and in sacdi cases that 
they be instructed immediately to take the party bolbre a justice of the 
peace or other civil magistrate to be dealt with according to law. 

It may not bo improper for mo to state tliat I ontore<l upon tho exam- 
ination of this subject with a very different opinion from tlui one hero 
oxjn’GSsod. Tho recent deiasion of one of the judges of the supreme 
court of this State in the case of Burlingame J confess startled mo, and 
as tho learned judge did nob favor the public with tho law on which ho 
based his conclusions or (jIio i)rocoss of reasoning by which lie arrived 
at them I at ilrsfc regarded the position talcon by him in referonco to 
spies as altogether novel and wholly unlcnablo. Kovor having investi- 
gated tho subject and knowing the inconvenience and oven danger to 
the country wliich might result from the want of proiufit means for tho 
punishraont of iliis most tlangorous class of enemies, X was notimo- 
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paled to believe that a ^overimieiit born in tlie midst o I’ revolution and 
war liad left the punishment of this class of ti’aitors exclusively to the 
slow and uiicerl ain process of tlio civil tribunals} but such seems clearly 
to liavo been the case, and however great the evil it is not one which 
the military antlnmities can remedy,

Teaiimcan xR’obably bo furnished you if you can xirocure the wagons 
from the surrounding country. An arraiigeiuonb will be made in 
regard to the arlillery as soon as practicable.

As T was at that lime the acting adjutant-general of tho Missouri 
State Guard and a.s it was my duty as such to attend to the details of 
the aiirreiuU'r I maybe permitted to make the following statement and 
explanation: 

ilolls of all the ])rLsoners that were captured and paroled at Lexing- 
ton by General Price were carefully made out and preserved. These 
rolls were not transmitted to the W ar Dejiartment because it liad noth- 
ing whatever to do with the iirisoncrs. These were captured by tlie 
Alissoiiri State Guard and were properly held as iiriaoners to the State 
of Aliasouri and not to tho Con federate States, between which and the 
Stale of Missouri there was not at that time any couneetion either 
civil oj’ military. 

To have sent the rolls to Uichmoiul under the oir(nunstanco.s would 
have been manifestly imxu'oper. 1 therefore filed them in the odlco of 
the adjutant-general of the Alissouri State Guard to remain there till 
such time as they might bo transmitted to their proper custodian, the 
adjutant-general of tlic State of Missouri, to whom they wore suhse- 
(pieiitly delivered by mo and in whoso custody f ])resiime they still are.

They to the number of about 300 are held at Jackson, Atiss., by Gen- 
eral Lloyd Tilgliiuan, to whom they are ordered to report and who 
exxircssed his determination to form them into a separate battalion, as 
ho said, teiipiorarily, yet for service at that point or with the Army of 
tho Southwest. You can easily imagine the dissatisfaction this would 
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cauKo troops taken from at loasfclialf a dozen diderent regiincnts 

and representing 1 believe every diiferent arm of the service and wlio 
iiavo but one or two commissioned odicers in tbeir whole number. The 
reason assigned by (leneral Tdgbman for this detention was the want 
of transportatio!!. Bwt lie added at the same time that— We (tlio 
department I presume) want them hero,” These troops, principally 
from the^ mountains of Virginia, are exx)osed of coui’so to all the 
diseases incident to that climate at this season of tho year. Great 
numbers of them wore already sick when I left and if anything could 
be done to alleviate their condition it certainly could do the service no 
harm and confer a great hivor on tho men tints concerned.

ture, as they wore proceeding on the ytauiiton and Parkersburg road 
about two and a half or three miles west of Havener’s Store, the 
advance was fired on by some persona iu ambush and two others 
(prisoners) escaped, 1 was not with the other prisoners at tho time, 
being in custody of their cavalry. Tho infantry halted at tho point at 
which they were attacked till tho cavalry came up and then Captain 
darboo gave his troops what he said was a standing order, viz, that if 
they wore fired oii by any piu’sons whatever to turn and slioot all the 
prisoners in their custody. I extended my in'Ofest verbally, of course, 
against this, and though three of the officers, viz, Lieutenants Myers 
and Hart, of Captain Keys’ JMnggold Cavalry, and Liouteiiaiib Barclay, 
of the bogus Tenth A’^irginia Itegimont, declared that they would not 
obey tho order, it was not withdrawn but reiterated. The same order 
was tried to bo carried out on tho person of GrauviUe Carlin, of Bar- 
bour (^ouTity, who was raising a company of rangers for a bat jalion 
1 was authorized to raise under order of 22d of May a few days previous 
to tlio time J was taken. He after being taken prisoner was fired on 
andwouudod in the arm when they wore attacked in an open woods 
in Pcndlctou County, Va., but escaped, though not trying to do so at 
tho time, 1 state this as 1 got it from him the next day.

Y'ou will discriminalo between friends and enemies in your treatment 
of the country people, inaking your iinpressnnmts from the latter and 
paying them in Con federate money, but your troops should be restrained 
from pillage. Capture such of the loading Union men as come within 
your reach and soiul them to Riehmond or some safe place oi‘ coiihiie- 
mont. Prisoners taken in battle or with arms in their liaiuls, if attaclied 
to military organizations, will bo treated as prisoners of war. Assure 
the people that the Government 1ms no animosilies to gratify, but liiat 
])ersist6nt traitors will be punished and under no conceivable circum- 
stances will a division of the Htato be acquiesced in.

Hui : T would respectfully call your atldition to a few facts in relation 
to the public prison. ■There mnv arc and have been for some time past 
from 100 to 1^50 persons con lined in the public prison at this place. I 
And it impossible to establish and maintain such hygienic regulations 
as are necessary to iirovont the engendering of disease among the 
inmates from the aconiuulation of iilth in and about the prison. Many 
portions of the house are destitute of anything in whicli the men can 
spit or deposit thvow-onfc chows of tobacco. Many of the inmates seem 
exceedingly carolosa in the observance of cleanliness despite the best 
elVorts of the jailer and myself. Ooiild some one (an inmate) be 
appointed aiid empowered to enforce such observance of cloaiilinoss as 
will iiroperly preserve the health of the inmates? 1 feel well assured 
that this cannot be done without the eouslant xircsence of some one to 
enforce all regulations which may be deoimul retpiisite for the well-being 
of those conflned. 


One important fact I wish especially to invite your attention to, viz: 
Kor some time jiast uil the windows of the lower portion of the building 
have been closed during* the niglit, or very nearly so. I have several 
times protested against such a procedure and have mot with the answer 
that it was tlie ordera* J presume this order has been given in conse- 
quence of the occasional escape of coii/ined persons. I'he inmates 
cannot long retain or regain their health unless the iirisou has free 
ventilation. Would it aiot be i)roj)or that the authorities consider the 
XU'oprioty of inclosing: said prison with a wall or foiiee of plank? By 
such a course the saiiiitivo condition of the house would be greatly 
improved, a loss inimbor of guards required and much greater security 
against escapes obtained.

Commanding Department of Dast Tennessee^ Knoxinlle^ Tenn, 
Bill; My father, Mr, T, G-, Oraig’liead, wlio was arrested afc bis homo 
ill ]\rarioii County, Tenu,, on the 5tb day of Juno last and taken to 
Kasliville as a political prisoner by Brigadier-General Kegley, of the 
XJ, S, Army, has returned “on parole of honor, with the privilege of 
exchange for a person of like grade,” he having given bond of $2,000 
to report within thirty days from the 3d of October to Brigadier- 
General Kegley^s headquarters, Kashville, Tenin, and is desirous to 
know if the major-general commanding will make an exchange. Ho 
says that the military authorities of the H. S. Army at Nashville are 
willing to exchange all the political prisoners held by them, and there- 
fore I would most respectfully ask the major-general to exchange some 
of the political prisoners held by the 0. S. authority within his depart- 
ment for my lather. And also for Mr. W. Turner, of Marion County, 
who is at home on iiarolo of thirty days; Dr. J. 0. Bebeo, of Tracy 
City, Marion County, Tenii,, who is iu Nashville as a political i)risoner; 
Mr. William H. Ballard, of Marion County, Tenn., and Mr. Olaiborii 
Gant, of Sequatchie County, Tenn., who are at Camp Chase, Ohio. 
All of whom are held by the IT. S, authorities as political prisoners, 
they never having taken up arms against the United States Govern- 
ment, but for having advocated, aided and abetted the Government 
of the Confederate States in a civil manner they are now suffering 
imprisoniuent.

8 IB! 1 was ca])tnrod in Kentucky on the 9th day of July, 1802, while 
in coniinand of the post at Tomirkmsville, and have been a prisoner of 
Avar in confiiiomont ever since. On Tuesday last I Avas informed by 
Oaptain Oalhonn, who commanded tho military prisoners at Madison, 
(la., that 1 AAmuld bo sent to Richmond for tho purpose of being paroled 
or exchanged. 1 ai'rived in this city this morning and was talceu to tho 
olllcoof Mjyor-Gonoral Winder, who informed mo that I could not bo 
oillier i)ar‘oled or exchanged but Avould bo held to ansAA^er certain 
charges that had been preferred against me, lie told me that tho 
charge Avas that 1 had thi'oatoned to turn loose iny men upon the women 
of 'roniieasco and allow .them to be ravished, and also that I had com- 
pelled the AA'omon to cook for my soldiers. These chargG.s I had before 
seen in one oi’ the papers and I uoav pronounce them false in OA^ery 
parthsuhir. 

1 Avill briefly state what did once occur with my command when at 
Sparta, Tonn., and from Avhieh the story has originated. A day or two 
alter Colonel Morgan took Cave City, Ky., 1 Avas ordered by General 
I )umont to nmrcili toAvard the Oumbcrland Mountaiii.s and intercept tho 
c.olonel if possible, and to facilitate my inarch to take no Avapns or 
any thing to impede me but to forage upon the iicoplo for .subsistence, 
I reaohod 8parta on the fourth day and after a march of forty-live 
niiloH, and my men had been tAventy four hours Avithout food of any 
kind. 'L’lioy Avero in such a condition that I could not march them fur- 
tluwAvilhontfood, and! feared that should tliey enter tho houses of tlie 
pe()])lo they might use insulting language and take things that would 
outrage the pcojilo. 1 therefore rode up to the hotel whore quile a 
number of people wore congregated and stated to tliom tho necessities 
of iny men and my desire to keep them out of their houses and prevent 
outrages of any kind. Tliey at once agreed to cook for my men a meal 
and X asked them to send me their bills, for whioli 1 made out a proper 
receipt, upon Avhich they could at any time obtain the money by pre- 
senting them at tho qiiarlerniasLev’s department at Kashville. I pledge 
my liouor as a soldier and a gentleman that the above is a true 
atatouiont.

yiRj 1 address you to ask you that you will assist me in obtaining 
my release (on parole or otherwise) from custody as a iirisoner of war. 
r do not know whether you will romomber mo, but I feel satisfied 
that when you are acquainted Avitli the circumstances under which I 
Avas made a prisoner you will interest yourself in my behalf, I Avas 
appointed cadet Avliilo you Avere Secretary of War (1850) and had the 
honor of being x™soutod to you at thoDopartment by General Samuel 
\ louston. Oil the surrender of B'ort Sumter I resigned my commission 
i n tl 10 Regular Army and retired to my home in Missouri, I Avas elected 
to the Jlissouri State Convention and voted Avith the Southern members 
for the withdrawal of the State, During tlio following summer our 
Stale Avas idunged into all tlio horrors of civil war by invasion. The 
militia Avas called out for defense and I accepted a commission from* 
Governor Gamble Avitli the understanding that my regiment was not 
to he ordered from the State or used except to repel invasion. This 
pl(Hlgo Avas violated and immediately after the battle of Pea Ridge seven 
olllcors, including myself, teudered our resignations. General Curtis

intent. 1 came within your lines and had been residing* as a citizen at 
Dresden, Teim., for some six weeks when I was made a ])riB()nev by 
Colonel efackson, Tonnesseo cavalry. I stated the circuiuatances to 
him and ho immediately released me on ]>arole. L was ordered to report 
at Jackson, Aliss., and Colonel riacksun promised to lay my case botbro 
the proper authorities. However, belbre 1 heard from him C was scut 
to Montgomery, Ala., and confined with the otlier l<\ideral prisoners 
and subsequently removed to this place, i presume the iirisonors hero 
will bo exchanged soon. I do not wish an exchange and shall never 
servo again in the b’ederal Army. What 1 wish is to be permitted to 
retiirii home on jiarole, and I will ])lcdge myself to do all 1 can for the 
cause of the South not opposed to the interests oi' Missouri.

Dear Sir; I regret to say tliat some ])ersons incapable it seems of

persons older and more culpable than himself. I f you think the insiiui- 
atioTis against your motives worthy of notice you are at liberty to make 
such use of tins note as you may think proper.

Dear Sib: As I am not aware tliat tlio subject luis boon brought to 
your special notice I inclose iicrewith the lottorf of J. T, Trezevant 
relating the facts anti incidents connected with the murder of William 
11. Wliite by the Bntcli cavalry of Illinois [Sixtli ll]iiioi.s OavalryJ, 
under the command of one Oaptaiu Boicourt. Whatever may bo tlieir 
oxamide, the Government of the United States profess to l)o governed 
by the laws and usages in war o)>sorve(l and practiced by civilized 
nations. Tho iacts recited in this case arc so rev'olting to humanity, so 
grossly violative of tho precepts of 01n*istianity, as to place ithoyond 
the ])alo of civilization and olaSvS it distinctly with tho barbarities of 
the Sepoy or tlie North American Iiidiitn. 

I take it for granted, therefore, that if you iiavo not already done so 
you will immediately institute an inquiry into tho case, and if tho facts 
are found to bo as they arc stated, of wliicli 1 do not entertain a doubt, 
til at yon will demand that (Japtain Boicoiii’t shall bo given up to tho 
Confederate authorities to answer for the oinmo wbicli ho has committed 
again.st humanity and against i.ho laws of war. There are but few men 
of any country, 1 am happy to believe, who are so lost to tho common 
instincts of humanity as to bo capable of committing such a crime, and 
few indeed wlio are not imbued witli Nerv Ifinglaiid civilization that will 
not sicken at the recital of its details. I am thoroforo justiliod in tho 
liojie timt it tho law of retaliation i.s hold up before them with such a 
manifestation as will carry conviction to their minds that it will bo 
inilexibly maintained, the Nertoral authorities will ho constriiined by a 
public opinion and by their own natural iiupulsos to give up this villain 
rather than allow a better man to suffer death for his crime.

As connected with absentees from the 
regiments, battalions and comxiauies of returned x)risoiiors I would say 
that oMcors from nil the rogiinents, <S;c., have been sent to the neighbor-

Wo would farther reiireseiit to you that we who are hold 
as hostages are Southern men, capable of giving material aid to the 
Southern Army should it ever roach our locality, a thing we devoutly 
desire. Those are facts wo can attest by the right sort of men, and we 
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earnestly rtosiro tlio relensoof these four dcluclecl wretches, not for their 
sakes but ours iiiid the cause wo have at heart. We will bo in Holly 
Si)rin|>'s on to-morrow and await your answer.

Sill; It becomes my painful duty to iurorm the Goveriiinent of an 
occurrence which has recumtly happened on board the 0, S. ship Sum- 
ter, lying in the Bay of Gibraltar, Captain Sommes and his otiieers 
having been transferred to the Alabama, tlie vSumtor was left in charge 
of a midshipman and boat’s crew only, a guard deemed sunident by 
Gaiitaiu Semmes, On the llthof this mouth I received a telognuii 
from Sergesnt Stephenson, of the marines (one of those left in charge 
of the ship), that Acting ^Midshipman Andrews (in (command) had been 
shot and killed by one of the men named Hester, who was master’s 
mate; that Hester had beam taken into custody by the civil authorities 
there and asking for instructions. I immediately roijlied by telegraph 
to yerg’oant Btephensou directing him to take charge of the ship and 
the public property on l>oard, and that an ofilcer would bo sent at onuo 
to relievo him. Lieutenant Chapman, a former ofilcor of the Sumter, 
was then in Baris on duty assigned him by the Secretary of the Navy. 
In the emergency 1 wrote Io and ordered him to proceed iminodiatoly 
to (Hbrallar and lake command of the ship, after the death of Midship- 
man Andrews and the arrest of the master’s mate, the only person on 
board having the seinblaiKie of aiitliority bidiig the sergeant of marines. 
Some days ixilcv 1 roeeived a lettcj‘ dated on board the Sumter the 1 7tli 
of October, signed by all the ship’s crew (only nine m number), includ- 
ing tlie sergeant of marines, denouncing in strong terms the act of 
ITestor as a cool, deliberate murder and i>romlsiug that everything 
should be done by those on lioard to take care of the ship until fiirtlior 
orders. I snbseiiucntly received two letters from a I^Ir, George Corn- 
well, dated respectively at Gibraltar the 17th and 22d of Oidober, 
informing me that he had been migaged as coiinsol by Hester, and stat- 
ing that the latter fully owned tlie act and vindicatml it on the gi ouud 
that Midshijnnan Andrews had expressed liis determination to take the 
vessel out of this ])ort (Gibraltar) and give her ii]) al Algeciras to the 
U. S. sliij) Supply, then in the latter ])ort, and liad tliroatenecl to sh()ot 
any one who ojiposcd his ]mrpose. Mr. Hester not being (as he says) 
able Io rely on the cr(‘W adopted Ihis fatal course and believes that lie 
has only done his iluty. 1 should have stated above that in the letter 
from llio crow of the Sumter no particulars of (ho alTair were given nor

Licutemmt Ohaintuiu caiiio immediately to London on receipt of my 
loiter {as the shortest route to Gibraltar ) and sailed for that fiort in 
the nuiil packet on IVIonday hist^ the !37th instant. He should have 
arrived there yesterday. I iuslrncted Lieutenant Ohapmaii to make 
full inquiry into tho atfair and its circumstances and to report them 
accordingly. In the letters of Mr. Oornwell, the counsel, he reports 
the earnest reiiuest of Hester that I would provide means for his 
defense, and in his last letter a like earnest request that I would take 
iiioasures to liiivo tho indsoner restored to the jurisdiction of the Ooii- 
foderato 8tat(^s, fearing tho result ot a trial by* the British authorities. 
He fur th(T requests that measures bo taken to have certain officers of 
the {Sumter, including Lieutenant Chapman, brought as witnesses on 
his belialf at his trial. 

J eiin form no opinion of what it may bo proper for me to do in the 
pvemiseH until T get the report of Lieutenant Ohapmaii. Should there 
bo reasonable foundation for tho alleged belief of Hester that Andrews 
ilcsigned the suiTcndcr of tho ship to the enemy I shall consider it my 
(In ty to do whatever may bo found l)est to give him the full benelit of the 
proofs he may addiice. On the question of jurisdiction it would certainly 
bo right that lie should be tried under tho authority of our Government, 
but even should the jurisdiction be yielded by tho British Government 
(wiiioli in our uii recognized condition is by no means certain) I should 
1)0 at a great loss to know how to bring the i)risoner to trial and what 
to <l() with him in the meantime. This, however, can bo only or beat 
dotormined after getting ideutenant Chapinaids report. I liave further 
to state tluit in the dilonniia arising out of this unfortunate aflair, and 
with tlio entire coiuiurrouce and advice of Captains Bulloch and Siii- 
<dair, of the Navy, as well as of Lieutenant Chapman, I have deter- 
mined to have the Sumter sold, and have taken ineasiires to have the 
sale made by Captain Bulloch, the senior officer in the servit ‘0 here. 
Her armament and sueh stores of clothing, &o., as can bo used in 
IlUing out other ships will lie reserved. Lieutenant Ohapman^s report 
shall lie transmitted as soon as received to the Secretary of the Navy.

i\|y Dear Sir: In the spring of 1801 a company of young men, stu- 
dents and aluiuni of Hampden Sidney College, with their president, 
Kev. Dr.yUkiuson, volunteered in the service of the Oonfederato States 
under tlu' name of Hampden Sidney Boys. They were mustered into 
service in the Twentieth. [Virginia] Begiment, Lieutenaut Colonel 
Pegrani coinimindiug, and assigned to the NorthAvesterii Army under 
General Garnett. At the battle of Bich Mountain tho most ot this 
company were made prisoners and paroled by McClellan. The larger 
part wore discharged from service in Soiitembor, ISOl, and I believe 
all (luring tho rollowing winter and siting. Quo of them has recently 
stated in this community that under some decision of your Department 
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all who were thus discharged ])revi<ms to tlio passage of the conscript 
law of last spring were thus unconditionally and finally released from 
all obligations of military duty except such as they might voluntarily 
uiidoriake, I luivo a sou who was in that company and several young 
friends* He and some others have siiice their exchange re entered the 
service as volunteers. But 1 would bo ])l(iased to know certainly 
whether it is true that their discharge relkwes them iinally and for this 
war from all liability to conscription. As early as is consistent with 
your duties will gri‘atly oblige inc and them.

Since Ibi* warding a communication from 
the major of his regiment there has arisen the qnesUoii whether the 
parole of a citii^en who has not yet joined the army is to bo considered 
binding so as to prevent him from ouiermg the service? Lt becomes 
necessary also to decide what course shall bo taken with a soldier who 
when taken prisoner took an oath of allegiance to the Uniled States 
and returned homo with a certiiied copy of it. The decision of these 
questions by General Pemberton will relieve mo of some embarrassment.

To complete the number of 14o 
stated, necessary to dra\Y from Salisbury S3 others* 
v> 1 Ilia 111 l\ Wood obtained periiiissioii to visit Salisbury to look to the 
com (ill oil of tho prisoners. After his return a protracted and some- 
tiincK ail iinplcasaut nef»otiation ensued in ret'erenco to the individual 
prisoners disc.harg'ed from confinemoiit. Three points were settled in 
tliese m^^'o nations, subject to your approval; 

i. All Iho ])risoners discharged wero to bo oi‘ those Avlio adhered to 
the (lovernment of tlio United States. 

3, All Y'lio tlius adhered were to Im sent out of tho Confederacy as 
alien enemies and adherents of tho (iovenuuent of the United States, 
and if such persons returned to any State in the Confederacy they were 
liabh^ to Im treated as alien enemies. 

3. No eJti/eii of any other Htato than Virginia Avas to bo disohargecl 
in (tonsoqnencool* the discharge of a Virginian, but citizens of the United 
Stales might be discharged without roforence to the place of their 
arrt'sfc. 

The ilrsttwo (inesiionsbecaine very important because I thought one 
object to bo obtained by the irregular luissiou of Wood Avas to obtain 
such ])vete\t for interfering betAveen tho Goveriiinout of the Confederate 
States and its eitizons as avouUI give tliom a plausible ground of alleg- 
ing there Avere Union men boro who desired their protection and to 
Avhoin they Avero giving proteeiioii, To meit seemed thobest and most 
obvious course to ])revent this was to send aAvaysucU iirisonors as 
ilelerniined to remain citizens of tho United States out of the limits of 
the (Jonfederate States as alien encinies. This course Avas equivalent 
to banishment and Avould make tlie political status of these men one in 
AvliM'li they could do us no harm. J3y permitting them to remain after 
they deliberately chose to adhere to tho United States and had. been 
looking for protection to that Government Avoukl leave bad citizens 
among us and ]ierliaps fully as injurious as if they retunied to tlio com- 
munity. 

On lh(^ third qiiestioji, many of our citizens from Kentucky, Tennes- 
see and North Oarolina are imprisoned in the United States. I thought 
it. riglit tlie c5ilizenH hold from those States slioukl bo held as hostages 
Jbr our (siiiztms from those States. Governed by these considerations 
J made out Avitli William P. Wood a list of 01 or 02 persons Avho wore' 
din’clod to bo brought from Salisbury. Soventy-nme A\^ero brought 
and J2 rcinaincd. Those ordered to bo brought on above the 83 Avere 
ordered 1o IxM^.xchangcd for guerrillasand other prisoners. In making 
out this list 1 excluded all our citizens Avho (as far as T then Avas 
inlbrincd) had lieen charged with crimes against tho kiAva of the Con- 
fediwacy or States and against Avhom proof could bo procured, I put on 
14, cilJzen.s of the States of the United States avIio T believed Avere great 
S(!Oundi’ols, but Avho could not bo brought to justice in tho Confederacy 
or any of the Oonicderato States. Ju making' out this list difficulty 
Avas micouiitered from tlio fact that only citizens of Virginia and some 
of the BUitoH 0 f tho United States Avero included in it. 

'flic rtu*ull of William P. Wood relieved me from further negotiations 
Avil-h him, but it seems to ino that justice to the discharged citizens and

Sir: I understand that a considerable number of iiolitical indsonors 
have been sent here by the h^cderal Government for cxcliango. We do 
not acknowledge the right of exchange and cannot recogniy.e it, but as 
wo are engaged in examining the cases of our ])olitical i)risonors with a 
view to their release and desire that sucli release shall beiioQt our own 
unfortunate citizens in the liands of the enemy as much as possible, I 
must reciuost that you will Ibrthwith recommend for discharge all wlio 
may properly bo discharged. Tlieyinay be delivered to the agent of 
the enemy for theoxeliangeof imsoiiers, if they iirefor returning in that 
way to their homes, or if their stay is considered dangerous, or such of 
tlieju as prefer it, may bo discharged hero, if it is compatible with the 
public safety. You may furnish a list of the discharged prisoners to 
the agent of the enemy. You will as heretofore coniine your discharges 
to persons arrested for political ofh'uses and retain those charged with 
violatioTis of iininicipal laws or witli being spies.

Meinorandiiin of agreement between William \\ Wood, an agent ap-* 
pointed by Edwin M. Btanton, Bccretary of Wav of the Government 
of the United States, and Sydney B. lUixter, an agent appointed by 
George W. Randolph, BecrotuTy of War of tlio Government of the 
Oonfedorato States, in reference to citizens who, if taken, would bo 
imprisoned in the juilsdietioii assigned by tlie United States Go vorn- 
inontto General Wadsworth and by the Confederale Slates Govern- 
mont 1() General Winder. 

1. Persons taken in arms who belong to companies authorized either 
by the State of Virginia or the Government of thcTJuitod States or the 
Government of (he Gonfederato States arc hereafter to bo treated as 
prisoners of war and exchanged as smdi. 

2. No citizen peacefully liursuing his ordinary avocation is to bo 
molested by either army for his ])olitical opinions or as a hostage for 
other citizens. But this exemption shall not be extended to protect 
citizens in riotous or seditious conduct or in acting as spies, nor shall 
it be so extended ns to ])revent officers commanding armies from re- 
moving temporarily (but not confining in x>rison) any persons they 
may deem necessary from the theater of immediate operations, nor 
shall it bo construed so as to prevent the arrest of any person against 
whom civil or criminal xirocoss has been lawfully Issued, and if such 
13erson bo arrested by the military authority he shall bo immediately 
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transferred to the civil authority for speedy and proi:)er proceedings 
under the process, and this shall be clone Avithoiit reference to tlie cause 
the person may espouse. 

3. 2:^0 marauding parties and no ^vanton or illegal interference with 
the property of citii^ens shall he tolerated by either party, and offenders 
against this article shall bo brought to speedy justice.

Memorandum of agreement between W. P. Wood, agent of E. M, 
Stanton, Secretary of War of the United States, and -S. S, Baxter, 
agent of George W. Randolph, Secretary of War of the Confederate 
States, in relation to certain citizen prisoners held by their respective 
Governments. 

It is agreed the parties shall have lists made of the Kentucky, Ton- 
iiesseo and North Carolina xn'isoners held in Richmond and in Sails* 
bury. Such of these prisoners as declare their adliercnce and loyalty 
to the Government of the United States shall bo delivered to the agent 
of the United States when the articles signed this day by the said 
Wood and tlio said Baxter aro ratified by their respective principals, 
subject to this rule, that for prisoners delivered from each State an 
equivalent is to be famished in prisoners from that State. And as the 
said Wood believes that there has been released from custody by the 
Government of the United States eighteen or nineteen prisoners held

General: The quoatioii ns to the slaves taken in Federal uniform 
and with arms iu their hands as presented to you by the letter ofEriga- 
dicr-General Mereor of the Mth instant, and by you forwarded to this 
Department, has been eonsidered in coiiterence witli tlie Ih^esident. 
{rilaves in llagrant rebellion are subjeet to death by the Ijws of every 
slave-holding State, and did oireumstances admit without too great 
delays and military incouvenienee might bo handed over to the civil 
tril)unalsfor coiidoinnalion. They cannot bo recognized in any way as 
soldiers subject to the rules of war and to trial by military courts;* yet 
for example and to repress any spirit of insubordination it ivs deemed 
essential that slaves in armed insniTection should meet condign pim-^ 
ishmeut. Summary execution must therefore be indicted on those 
taken, as with the slaves referred to by (Joiu\ral Mercer, under circuin- 
stances indicative beyond doubt of actual rebellion. To guard, how- 
ever, against thepossiblc abuse of this gravid powerunder the iminediato 
cxciLementof capture or through over-zeal on the ])art of subordinate 
onicers it is deemed Judicious tluil the discretion of deciding and giving 
the order of execution should bo reposed in the general coinmaudiug 
the special locality of the ca])tiire. 

You will therefore instruct Hrigadier-Gcneral Mercer to exercise tins 
discretion of decision and summary execution in the ease of the slaves 
referred to by him and any others hereafter oaiitured under like cir- 
cumstances.
